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INTRODUCTION 





The papers dealt with in this volume cover the year 1733 and 
are approximately equal in volume to those of each of the two 
preceding years, though the number of items is somewhat smaller. 
For 1731 there were 595 and for 1732, 518. Here we have only 473. 


g I. 
GENERAL. 


Interest of The most notable general feature of the year was the continuing 

Parliament in interest taken by each House of Parliament in colonial affairs 

which was referred to in the Introduction to our preceding volume.? 

Much time had been devoted to the debates on the Sugar Bill and 

the petitions presented by those who supported and those who 

opposed it had excited much attention. But there were other 

matters of colonial interest raised in each House, and requests 

were sent to the Crown asking for definite information about them. 

Position of the The preparation of the replies involved much work in the 

Board of Trade Plantation Office, the seat of the Board of Trade, and in consider- 

Plantations. jing how this was carried out we may also conveniently mention 

an associated matter which was briefly touched upon in our 

preceding Introduction.2, To what extent do the documents 

calendared here give evidence as to where the effective power of 

decision on colonial policy and matters of importance lay ? From 

the papers of 1732 the position of the Board of Trade seemed 
subordinate, and those of 1733 go to confirm this. 

We may recall that the documents now included in the C.O. 

series, which are calendared here, come from two sources, the 

State Papers proper, which were the archives of the Secretary of 

State, and the papers of the Lords Commissioners of Trade and 

Plantations, which were a separate collection and did not come 

‘ into the hands of the Secretary of State until the abolition of the 

Board of Trade in 1782. From the merging of both in one series 

it results that we often find among our papers duplicate or nearly

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identical documents. One of them was addressed to the Secretary 
of State and the other to the Board by some correspondent in the 
Plantations. If the Board wrote to the Secretary of State, we 
find a draft or copy of the letter among the papers and also the 
original letter as received by him, and vice versa. 


The Board of Trade had a much better organised system of filing 
papers than the Secretary of State’s office. They retained copies 
of all their out-letters in entry books, and kept a full Journal of 
all the business transacted. The receipt, reading and despatch 
of letters were recorded, and the various stages in the preparation 
of reports were noted, but no details of their contents were given. 
No resumé of the discussions at the meetings of the Commissioners 
is given in the Journal or among our documents, but we sometimes 
have reports of verbal evidence given by witnesses or petitioners 
called to attend the Board and they form an essential complement 
to the papers here abstracted. The Journal is, in fact, not only 
an elaborate index to the business passing through the hands of the 
Commissioners, but it also forms an essential part of the colonial 
records. 


The Board’s files were constantly consulted by the Government 
for the earlier history of the questions that arose, and there are 
many indications that they were so carefully arranged that the 
Board could give information as to what had happened concerning 
the colonies as far back as the Restoration of Charles II. They 
often had to apologise for their inability to supply information as 
to events before that period since there were no connected records. 
It seems clear that their files were regarded as the central archives 
of the colonial empire, for the State Papers were neither so full 
nor so systematically kept as to admit of easy consultation. 


Among our documents there are frequently interspersed in 
order of date Orders-in-Council and orders of the Committee of 
Council on Plantation Affairs. Our abstracts of these have been 
made from the Board of Trade papers from the copies that were 
sent to them from the Privy Council Office. Some short time 
after their receipt the orders were bound together into volumes in 
order of date. But they had already been recorded in the Privy 
Council Register in the Council Office from which they emanated. 
The volumes of the Register are now in the Public Record Office, 
but they have not been abstracted for our Calendar for two 
reasons. In the first place the Register is being printed verbatim 
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in the series of Acts of the Privy Council, and secondly entries 
relating to colonial affairs have already been abstracted and 
published in the volumes known as Acts of the Privy Council 
(Colonial). 

These latter volumes contain much evidence which is comple- 
mentary to our documents and in some cases, as in regard to the 
Orders, it duplicates them. But there is also a good deal of matter 
which is not to be found among our papers. Leaving aside entries 
relating to judicial appeals which we will mention later, this is 
due to the fact that the Committee for Plantation Affairs did not 
always send on to the Board of Trade all the papers in their hands 
about a particular matter. The task of the Commissioners was 
merely to advise, and in consequence the Committee only sent such 
papers as they thought necessary for the preparation of that 
advice. 

The collection in the Acts of the Privy Council, Colonial is only 
selective and it does not exhaust the colonial and allied material con- 
tained in the splendidly kept volumes of the Privy Council Register. 
All the Orders included among our documents are to be found 
recorded there, but they do not always appear in the printed 
volumes, though it would be unsafe to base any general conclusions 
upon their absence. The arbitrarily chosen extracts of the Acts of 
the Privy Council, Colonial are not arranged strictly in chronological 
order, as are the abstracts in the Calendars of State Papers. The 
extracts relating to a particular matter are collected under the 
date at which it first appears in the Register, even though they 
cover many years. A detailed examination of one such case will 
illustrate this point and show how our Calendar is related to the 
A.P.C., Col. 

On 19 July, 1733, the Committee on Plantation Affairs received 
a reference from the Crown (i.e. the Secretary of State) of the 
petition of Thomas, Lord Fairfax which prayed for the determina- 
tion of the boundary of his lands in Virginia. It is set out in full 
(A.P.C. iii, 385-6). On July 25 the Committee referred the 
petition to the Board of Trade for their report. It therefore 
appears among our abstracts on that date (271 i), and in the 
Journal we find it recorded that the Committee’s order and the 
petition were received on July 26. The date of receipt was duly 
endorsed on the Order, and it was put away in the file by the 
clerks, It was not read until September 26 at a meeting of the 
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Board at which only one member, Martin Bladen, was present, 
as was often the case (Journal, p. 357). On the following day, 
when a second member was also present, directions were given 
for preparing the draft of a representation upon the petition (ibid.). 
The draft was ready by October 3, having been prepared by the 
clerks of the Board or, as we should say now, the permanent Civil 
Servants. It was discussed on that day and was signed on 
October 16 and forwarded to the Council Office (Journal, p. 358), 
but the Board did not learn what was to be done on the petition 
until December 20, when an Order-in-Council for the appointment 
of commissioners by the Lieutenant-Governor of Virginia, that 
had been made on November 29, was read to them (Journal, 
p. 368). 

If we translate this procedure into modern terms, we can see 
that it is closely parallel with the practice of to-day. The 
permanent clerks of the Civil Service prepare drafts of whatever 
letters, reports, instructions or orders they deem necessary for 
dealing with the particular matter under consideration. These 
are then submitted to the authority which makes the actual 
decision as to what is to be done. At the period of this Calendar 
the preparatory work was done by an office staff as the Colonial 
Office does it to-day, but then as now it was a political authority 
that held the effective power. The decision was sometimes made 
by the Secretary of State himself, and this seems to have always 
been the case in regard to important appointments. But policy 
was discussed and decided in the Committee of the Privy Council 
for Plantation Affairs, and at every turn our documents show that 
it was there that power resided, for the Privy Council as a whole 
had by this period ceased to be a deliberative body. 


Returning to the petition of Lord Fairfax, we find that the 
Committee took the representation of the Board of Trade into 
consideration on 2 November, 1733, but we have no means of 
knowing what discussion it provoked. The Committee were of 
opinion that commissioners should be appointed, and advised the 
Crown to that effect (A.P.C. iii, 386). Accordingly (and probably 
after consideration by the Secretary of State, though this is not 
here stated) the necessary Order-in-Council was made on 
November 29 (ibid.). As has already been remarked, the system 
adopted in the printed extracts of the Acts of the Privy Council, 
Colonial collects together the later references in the Register 
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under the earliest date when the matter came up, and from them 
we can see that the Fairfax case dragged on for twelve years and 
was not concluded until 1745 (A.P.C. iii, 386-391). The concur- 
rent papers of later date than 1733 among the documents of the 
Secretary of State and the Board of Trade do not appear here, 
but according to our chronological plan will be dealt with in their 
proper place in later volumes of this series under their individual 
dates. 

It is unnecessary to trace at similar length the procedure in 
other cases, but it can be followed on the same lines again and 
again, as for instance in regard to the case of Mrs. Agatha Campbell 
in Nova Scotia or the application of Charles Dunbar, Surveyor 
General in North America to be appointed to the Council in each 
of the colonies within his district (see Index), two examples relat- 
ing to matters of very different tenour which can be paralleled in 
many other pieces of business. All the examples show that it 
was in the Committee that effective decisions were made and that 
the task of the Board of Trade was merely ministerial and 
preparatory. 


Since its records are not among the documents here calendared, 


this is not the place to discuss the work of the Committee on 
Plantation Affairs in detail, for which reference should be made 
to the Introductions to the Acts of the Privy Council, Colonial.* 
It may be remarked, however, that whereas the meetings of the 
Board of Trade were usually very sparsely attended at this period, 
there frequently being only one or two of the Commissioners 
present, who were persons of quite secondary importance, the 
Committee on Plantation Affairs was always attended by some 
of the King’s Ministers, and the Duke of Newcastle himself was 
sometimes present. The names of those present at the meetings 
are not given in the printed extracts in the A.P.C., but reference 
to the Privy Council Register shows that they were always 
recorded.2, The Committee was composed of those who were 
wielding the powers of the Crown and were in a position to carry 
out what they decided upon. The President of the Board of 
Trade, the Earl of Westmoreland, often took part in these 
decisions, and thus was far more influential than any other of the 
Commissioners. He did not often attend the meetings of the 
Board, and in the 104 meetings of 1733 he was present only on 15

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occasions (see Journal). When reports had to be presented to 
the House of Lords, it was he who spoke to them and offered any 
explanations needed, thus filling the same place asa minister does 
in modern times. 

Colonial matters were not always referred to the Committee on 
Plantation Affairs, for when they involved appeals in legal cases 
they were referred to the parallel Committee of the Privy Council 
for Appeals. Their action is recorded in the extracts given in the 
Acts of the Privy Council, Colonial, but the papers concerning 
them did not come at this period into the hands of the Board of 
Trade, and so they do not appear among the documents here 
calendared. They form, however, a considerable part of the 
extracts printed in the A.P.C., which in this respect must be 
consulted as an independent source. 

Turning from the procedure adopted in dealing with the 
matters raised in the colonial papers to the contents of the 
documents, we may again note how the quest for information by 
the Houses of Parliament led to the preparation of long reports 
by the Board of Trade which form an authoritative source from 
which to obtain a comprehensive view of the colonial empire. 
The long debates on the Sugar Bill had ended before this volume 
opens, but the interest of the Houses was not exhausted. They 
wanted detailed information on various other points and the 
Board was ordered to supply it. On 25 May, 1732, the House of 
Commons presented an address to the King asking for an exact 
and particular account of all laws made in the Plantations which 
might affect the trade, navigation and manufactures of the 
Kingdom etc., and on 7 June, 1732, order was given to the 
Council of Trade and Plantations to furnish such an account. 
The Board had already furnished an elaborate report on these 
matters in February 1734} from which lengthy extracts were 
given in our previous Introduction.! After preparing it, they 
issued further enquiries to the Governors of each of the Colonies, 
and all the additional information they could now supply was 
derived from the few replies they had received. There was nothing 
of any importance to add to the earlier report concerning compet- 
ing manufactures in the Colonies and the Board devoted the 
greater part of their attention to the other questions asked by the 
House of Commons.

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The first related to the giving of presents to their Governors by 
Colonial Assemblies to augment their salaries, a practice which 
was not approved by Parliament, for it was believed that it 
might make the Governors subservient to the Assemblies and 
neglectful of British interests. The question was thus allied to 
the earlier question relating to competing Colonial manufactures 
and it is therefore of interest as indicating the growing protectionist 
feeling in Parliament at the period. Attention has been drawn in 
earlier Introductions to the dislike by the Colonies of Parlia- 
mentary influence in colonial affairs; the colonists trusted the 
Crown to balance and regard impartially the interests of every 
part of the Empire, but they believed that Parliament narrowly 
preferred the interest of Home merchants, manufacturers and 
creditors to those of the colonial producers, ship-owners and 
debtors. The Board made a careful examination of the Instruc- 
tions issued to the Governors of each Colony in turn since the 
Restoration and found that in most of the island colonies the 
prohibition of the accepting of presents by Governors had been 
introduced in 1702 and 1703, when a circular letter was sent to 
Barbados and the Leeward Islands. In 1704 the prohibition was 
introduced as a General Instruction to the Governor of the 
Leeward Islands and in 1706 to Barbados, since which date it 
had been a regular part of the Instructions to all succeeding 
Governors until 1721. In that year the Instructions to Barbados 
and the Leeward Islands had been in similar terms and Acts of 
the Assemblies varying the amounts granted for additions to 
their salaries and for house-rent and upkeep had been disallowed 
(pp. 30-31). In Bermuda the same practice had been adopted 
since 1721 and in the Bahamas since 1729, but the Duke of 
Portland as Governor of Jamaica was permitted in 1721 to receive 
such addition as the Assembly should think fit to make to his 
salary. This permission was continued when Governor Hunter 
was appointed, and it marks off Jamaica from the other islands, 
as is often the case in other respects. This goes to confirm the 
general impression derived from the documents that Jamaica 
stood in a class by itself among the island colonies. 


On the Continent the practice was less uniform. In Virginia 
and Maryland the Instruction issued to the Governor of Barbados 
was applied in 1702 and continued to succeeding Governors, but 
it was not introduced in South Carolina until 1720. The salary 
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of the Governor of New York was increased from £600 to £1200 in 
1703, and the Instruction was then issued to him and continued 
to his successors. The first of the Instructions to the Governor 
of Massachusetts and New Hampshire on this matter also dated 
from 1703, but it differed from the others, for the constant 
disputes about the establishment of regular salaries in those 
colonies rendered it impossible to introduce a consistent practice 
(p. 33). 


The Board were not able to give any comprehensive answer to 


the last question of the House of Commons concerning the repair 
of fortifications in Barbados and the Leeward Islands, and they 
could only refer to a single Instruction on the subject which is not 
quoted. Apparently it referred to the four and a half per cent. 
duty charged on sugar in those islands, which was no longer solely 
allocated to the expenses of fortification, for much had been 
diverted to other purposes (32, p. 33). 


Besides these matters the House of Lords was interested in our 
relations with the Indians and required from the Board of ‘Trade 
an account of the conference held by Governor Belcher with the 
tribes at Falmouth in July 1732. They also demanded copies of 
the Journal of the House of Representatives of Massachusetts 
(110), and accordingly the Board forwarded the several items 
required by the House (115). 


The long-standing dispute between the Lords and Commons 
as to their powers with regard to Money Bills found its echo in 
the Colonies, and the question was raised between the Council and 
Assembly in Jamaica in April 1733 so acutely that Governor 
Hunter had to prorogue them to put a stop to the differences that 
were holding up public business. The Assembly asserted that 
they had the right to raise and apply money like the House of 
Commons, while the Council denied the Assembly’s right to 
question their sole privilege of advising a dissolution. They main- 
tained that they were accountable only to the King for such 
advice as they gave on the point (142i). This illustrates the fact 
that in the Colonies the Council was not only the Upper House of 
the Legislature, but also fulfilled the functions performed by the 
Privy Council and its Cabinet Committee in Great Britain. This 
point is further brought out in the papers relating to the long and 
acrimonious disputes of Rip van Dam, President of the Council, 
and Lewis Morris, Chief Justice, against Governor Cosby of New 
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York. Inthe complaints embodied in Heads of Articles presented 

Ye ga by Rip Van Dam to the Governor (441 i) it will be seen that, while 
the Colonial some of them arose because of Cosby’s apparently autocratic 
proceedings, in others the ambiguous position of the Council, 

being equivalent both to Privy Council and Upper House of the 

Legislature, was at fault. Thus Van Dam writes :—‘“‘ You have 

taken upon you (in order to influence the debates [of the Council}) 

to sit among them and act as their President, though H.M. has 

given you only a negative voice,” i.e. the Governor had taken the 

position of the Sovereign in his Privy Council, while Van Dam 

wished him to have only the power of giving or withholding his 

assent to legislative measures as the Sovereign did with Acts of 

Parliament. Again “ Where the advice of the Council has been 

thought necessary, you have not given general summonses, but 

have only summoned so small a number as would constitute a 

Quorum in which you were sure of a majority.”” Thus the 

Governor was adopting the current English practice in regard to 

the Privy Council, where there was no general summons. Cosby 

summoned only a few of those who worked in unison with him, 


just as the Ministers in England summoned only a few of those 
belonging to their own party. 


There are many other complaints in Van Dam’s Articles, but 
they refer to matters of merely local and temporary importance 
and are evidence of factious opposition on the one hand and on 
the other of an impatient desire to keep the machinery of govern- 
ment working in spite of interested insistence on technical rights. 
Such disputes have little in them of abiding interest, but along 

Constitutional with them there was going on a gradual process of constitutional 

— change to adapt the machinery of government to the new needs 
of a growing community, and it was perfectly possible for either 
side to hold honestly opposing views without deserving the 
accusations of tyranny which were levelled against the Governor 
or of self-seeking and incompetence against his opponents. 


Surveyors- A point of minor constitutional interest concerning the Councils 
a arose during the year in connection with the Surveyors-General 
Councillors. of the Customs. The Surveyors desired to be appointed as 
regular members of Council in each of the colonies within their 
districts in order that they might be aware of any matters proposed 
or considered concerning the management of the Customs (239). 


An enquiry was addressed by the Treasury to the Commissioners 
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of the Customs (286) and from their reply we learn that there were 
three districts into which the colonies were divided. Charles 
Dunbar was Surveyor-General of the Customs in Barbados, the 
Leeward Islands and the Bermudas, George Phenney in North 
and South Carolina, Virginia, Maryland, Pennsylvania, the 
Bahamas and Jamaica, and John Peagrum in New Jersey, New 
York, Connecticut, Rhode Island, New England (i.e. Massa- 
chusetts), New Hampshire and Newfoundland (291 i). The 
allocation of these districts may indicate some special community 
of interest in the customs affairs of the colonies belonging to each 
of them. Nova Scotia was not mentioned, but it seems to have 
been included in Peagrum’s district. It is interesting to note 
that Jamaica was not included with the rest of the West Indian 
colonies, but was associated with the Carolinas and Virginia with 
which it had many contacts. 


It was at first designed that the Surveyors should be appointed 
as Councillors Extraordinary in the colonies of their districts 
(295, 296, 297, 298, 299, 300, 301) without the right of succeeding 
as senior Councillor to the administration of the Government upon 
the death or absence of the Governor or Lieutenant Governor. 
They were simply added to the Councils for customs affairs, and 
instructions were given that they were to be supplied free with 
copies of all acts and papers bearing upon the duties of their office 
and to have power to inspect all such papers. But when these 
Instructions had been prepared, it was found that they could not 
be carried out, for Phenney and Dunbar had already been 
appointed as ordinary Councillors in certain of the colonies in 
their districts (306, 362 i). Since that was the case, they could 
not be excluded from any benefit which attended the seniority of 
their rank in the Council. This clearly gave rise to an impossible 
situation, for the Surveyors-General in pursuit of their duties had 
to travel about from colony to colony and where circumstances 
arose which might make one of them as senior Councillor 
responsible for the administration, he might be far distant. The 
Committee for Plantation Affairs would not remove Phenney 
from his position as ordinary Councillor, but they recorded their 
intention that in future appointments his successors as Surveyors- 
General of the Customs in those provinces should be admitted 
only as Councillors extraordinary (306). The whole matter 
illustrates the complexity of colonial administration and 
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that those who were responsible for it were sometimes not fully 
aware of the circumstances with which they were dealing. 

In earlier Introductions reference has been made to patronage 
in colonial appointments and to the special interest of the Duke of 
Newcastle in small pieces of patronage as rewards for his clients. 
Cases among the papers of 1733 further illustrate this point and 
show how little the interests of efficient administration were 
regarded. James Wedderburn, a younger son of Sir Peter 
Halkett Wedderburn, formerly a member of Parliament for the 
County of Fife, had met with a great loss of trade by the failing of 
his correspondent in London, and John Drummond, who looked 
after Newcastle’s political interests in Scotland, was desirous of 
doing something for him. He wished to assist him because the 
election for Fife was very much in the power of Wedderburn’s 
father, and Sir John Anstruther who had succeeded Sir Peter as 
member was willing to further the suit of the son of one who was 
a firm supporter “of the Protestant succession,” i.e., to speak 
more plainly, could be trusted to vote straight for the Ministry. 
Drummond had already bought two small patent places in South 
Carolina for Mr. Wedderburn from Mr. Thomas Lowndes, who had 
acquired them in the days of the Lords Proprietors. He now 
wished to add to them the office of Clerk of the Pleas in that 
colony in order to serve the three offices by deputy and pocket the 
surplus of the fees over and above the small sum paid to the 
deputy (114). To such a suit Newcastle could make but one 
reply, and accordingly a warrant was issued countersigned by him 
appointing Wedderburn (132), but making no condition as to 
residence. 

Another document suggests that English politicians were not 
too scrupulous in carrying their intrigues into the colonies, if 
they thought it would serve their turn. It will be remembered 
that in the spring of 1733 party strife was particularly acute 
and that Pulteney was attacking the Prime Minister, Sir Robert 
Walpole, with fierce rancour. Governor Cosby of New York 
wrote in his uncouth spelling! to Newcastle “ I do not in the least 
doubt but that your Grace has long since been informed that the 
extraordinary behaviour of the Boston people has not proceeded 
immediately from themselves but as they are spirited up from 
home shee! Mr. bcscianat and that faction, he not —_ es a

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constant correspondence with them, but also with some of the 
other colonies as Rhode Island, Connecticut etc. which their 
first people that direct them brag of very much” (24). The 
correctness of Cosby’s information may perhaps be minimised, for 
he was not an observer of much discretion, but the question would 
probably repay investigation. 


Patent places A case in Barbados illustrates the way in which the interests of 
“# Property: those in the colonies were opposed to the clients of the magnates in 
Great Britain in pursuit of the pieces of personal property as which 
the patent places and even their deputyships were considered. 
One Warron, an attorney, had been appointed by the Barons of 
the Court of Exchequer in Barbados to perform the necessary 
duties attaching to the office of Clerk and Remembrancer of the 
Court, which was held by patent byan absentee who was resident 
in England. When Charles Huggins was granted the patent place 
in 1720 he appointed a resident in Barbados, one Mr. Hope, to 
serve as his deputy and Warron was compelled by a trial at law 
to deliver up the place and to account for his profits during his 
tenure. Warron, however, nursed his grievance for many years, 
and in 1733 Huggins learned that certain persons in Barbados 
were striving to reopen the question by a new lawsuit in which the 
validity of his patent was attacked. He therefore complained to 
. the Duke of Newcastle that their action was a vexatious attack 
upon his property and his plea was acceded to. The Duke wrote 
strongly to Governor Lord Howe to stay the proceedings against 
Huggins’s patent and, though he added the phrase “as far as 
you may by law,” it was clear that he meant the Governor to take 
decisive action (174). 


The colonies as In another case we can see how Newcastle was more swayed by 
— the interests of his clients than by care for the peace of a colony. 
A Mr. Colebrooke had been sent out to the Bahamas apparently 
with the old idea of giving a wastrel a new chance by shipping him 
off to the colonies. The Duke recommended him to the Governor 
not upon his own merits or as likely to do much for the good of the 
colony but because he was the brother of “‘a gentleman of 
distinction for whom I have a particular regard” (344). 
Colebrooke had already made himself a nuisance in Bahama before 
this letter was written, but that made no difference. When 
Governor Fitzwilliam replied, he declared that Colebrooke’s 
character was so bad that he was afraid that he would not “ long 
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be able to keep within the bounds of decency.” “ He is,” so 
Fitzwilliam reported, ‘a person of so restless and turbulent a 
spirit that he has kept the people of [the Bahamas] in a continual 
flame ever since his arrival’ and had designedly led them into 
mistakes “in order to render himself considerable by lessening 
and even contemning all orders of the Governor and Council.” 
The task of the Governor was difficult enough in a poverty- 
stricken colony, that had hardly yet been redeemed from its 
piratical past, without being saddled with a remittance man of 
so objectionable a sort. Everything was in very great disorder 
and there was scarce any form of Government remaining, “ every 
man having for some time past done what his own inclinations led 
him to, all which riotous proceedings”’ had been occasioned by 
Colebrooke’s turbulency (423, 424). 


Newcastle’s greed for patronage made him disregard even the 
clear provisions of an Act of Parliament. The Navigation Act 
of William IIT made the Clerk of the Navy Office, commonly called 
the naval officer, entirely accountable to the Governor, and when 
the office fell vacant in Massachusetts Governor Belcher according 


to unbroken precedent appointed his son-in-law. It was one 
of the best perquisites of his Government which his Commission 
said he should hold and enjoy. Newcastle ordered, however, 
that he should expel his nominee and appoint one Pemberton to 
the place, and the Governor regarded the order with a bitter sense 
of grievance, as his letter shows (350). Pemberton on his part 
wrote to the Duke’s secretary, Charles Delafaye, to give his account 
of the affair, and from his letter we learn that Belcher was appeal- 
ing to various members of the Ministry, particularly Lord 
Wilmington, to get the order revoked. He firmly maintained 
that the King (i.e. in fact Newcastle) had no power to order any- 
thing contrary to an Act of Parliament and that it was the duty of 
Governors to disobey such orders. Pemberton also wrote to 
Sir Robert and Horatio Walpole and Lord Wilmington reminding 
the latter that he only withdrew his application for the consulship 
at the Azores because it would have interfered with Wilmington’s 
nephew at Lisbon (354). In the long run Belcher thought it best 
to obey and Pemberton got his place. The whole affair, which 
was still causing trouble in the following year, shows what 
bitterness arose over such matters of patronage in the first half 
of the eighteenth century. 
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It was not uncommon for the nominees of the ruling clique to 


South Carolina. boast of their powerful interest at home when they were contend- 
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ing with the colonial authorities, and a case in South Carolina 
affords a flagrantexample. James St. John was Surveyor-General 
of the colony and Deputy Auditor-General to Horatio Walpole 
who held the post of Auditor-General for the Colonies, a lucrative 
office that derived its income from heavy fees. St. John had 
carried matters with a very high hand in the issuing of land grants, 
and the Governor's letters from South Carolina are filled with 
accounts of his misdoings. But when the Council protested 
against him, he loudly proclaimed that he ‘‘ did not value the 
Governor and Council a fig.” He gave out that he had an interest 
with the Ministry in England superior to any interest of Governor 
and Council and pretended to receive letters from Mr. Walpole 
and other great personages assuring him of their superlative 
favour at home (28 i). Such quarrels as these led to gnawing 
discontent in the colonies and made them feel that their interests 
were entirely subservient to those of the leading persons in 
English politics. 


Though the office of Auditor-General of the Colonies was held 
by an English politician, Horatio Walpole, who could give no 
attention to its duties since he was frequently abroad as an 
ambassador, the office was by no means a sinecure. The Deputy- 
Auditors were active in each colony and the central office in 
London was the means by which the control of the Lords Commis- 
sioners of the Treasury was applied to check expenditure and 
see that everything was done on proper authority. Though we 
have drawn attention to the scandals of patronage and slackness 
in high places, it would not be fair to regard the service as entirely 
rotten. The checks of the official system were really effective in 
a large number, probably the majority, of cases and the general 
impression left by reading the documents is that the civil servants, 
to use the modern term, were doing their work diligently. 
A single instance of official control must suffice. In Virginia an 
adjutant had been appointed by the Governor with the advice 
of the Council for disciplining the militia of the colony, obviously 
a necessary appointment. When in due course the Auditor- 
General, acting by his deputies in London, came to audit 
the colonial accounts, it was found that the erection of the 
office of adjutant had never been sanctioned by the Treasury. 
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The payment of his salary was accordingly disallowed and the 
Governor had to appeal to the Secretary of State for his good 
offices in representing the matter to the Lords Commissioners and 
so setting matters straight (250). 

The procedure in regard to submitting the public acts of every 
colony for allowance or disallowance by the Crown fills a large 
place among our documents as usual and need not be specially 
referred to. But there appears to have been some slackness on 
the part of certain Governors in the submission of the private 
acts passed by the colonial legislatures and steps were taken 
during the period to tighten up the procedure. These acts were 
of considerable importance in the legal system of each colony. 
It was only by means of a private act, for example, that an entail 
could be barred (293), but there was sometimes a very long delay 
before the acts were approved, and this gave rise to much trouble. 
In St. Christopher an Act had been passed in 1722 to enable the 
representatives of two infants to sell their lands and secure the 
proceeds for the payment of the debts upon their estate. The 
Act was sent home for confirmation but apparently without the 
necessary compliance with regulations. It lay in the Plantation 
Office for ten years (436), and it was not until August 1733 that 
it was submitted by the Board of Trade to their legal adviser, 
Mr. Fane, for his consideration of the point of law involved, and 
meanwhile the heirs had come of age. Fane found no objection 
and the Act was duly approved, but the case caused some concern 
to the authorities and in consequence a circular letter was prepared 
for issue to all the King’s Governors in America directing them 
according to the forms prescribed by their Instructions to trans- 
mit with every private Act a certificate that those forms had been 
complied with (Journal, p. 349 ; 238, 436). 

Turning from such questions relating to the general administra- 
tion of colonial affairs we may consider next the matter of imperial 
defence which was causing great concern. Great Britain was at 
peace both with France and Spain, but there was a fear that this 
would not persist and that the West Indian colonies would be 
defenceless against a sudden French attack. Among our docu- 
ments there is a very interesting memorandum which was sub- 
mitted to the Government by an unnamed writer, but obviously 
one who had sufficient experience and competence to deal with the 
whole question of West Indian defence in a broad and compre- 
hensive way. The author dealt with the situation in the islands 
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not only in so far as individual islands were concerned, which 
was the usual piece-meal way of considering the question, but in 
regard to the tasks to be performed by the navy and the army 
and the economic resources upon which defence must be based. 
In the opinion ofthe writer it was natural to expect that, if a war 
should break out between England and France, we should be 
attacked where we were weakest and that was in America. He 
did not deal with the inland frontier of the Continental colonies 
but confined himself to the Sugar Islands, Nova Scotia and 
Newfoundland, the defence of all of which rested mainly upon the 
navy. From internal evidence it seems probable therefore that 
the memorandum may be attributed to a naval officer, and if so 
it shows that some sound strategical thinking was going on in the 
service. 


Jamaica, in the writer’s view, “ has always been deservedly our 
chief concern, as well upon account of its situation as of its real 
value.” The Leeward Islands may be overrun in a very few days 
from Guadeloupe and Martinique, and Barbados, lying within 
sight of St. Lucia, where the French were daily increasing, would 
be an easy prey if only its militia and decaying fortifications were 
relied upon for its defence. He argued that the Leeward Islands 
were so small that they were incapable of supporting a sufficient 
number of inhabitants to defend them against the superior forces 
of the French in their neighbouring colonies. There were only 
between 3 and 4000 in the four islands, but they were dispersed 
and could never be brought together for their common defence. 
The British regular regiment that had long been stationed in the 
islands had been an expense thrown away to no manner of 
purpose. It had been so managed that the inhabitants could 
have expected but very little protection from it, for it was always 
very deficient in numbers and the few soldiers that were effective, 
except tradesmen who could earn their own bread, had been almost 
starved for want of subsistence and were consequently much fitter 
for hospital than for service. Even if the regiment were completed 
to its full establishment, it would be of little use without a naval 
force. This was, according to the writer, absolutely essential, 
for the loss of the Leeward Islands or even the destruction of their 
sugar works would be a great detriment to England and an 
irreparable damage to the inhabitants, who, although they had 
never recouped their losses in the war of the Spanish Succession, 
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yet held property amounting in value to at least £3,000,000. The 
essential necessity for defence was a mobile naval force based 
upon the Admiralty’s establishment in the fine harbour of Antigua. 
Barbados, too, on the least umbrage of a war should have the 
same number of ships for its defence as were kept upon the 
station in the last war. If the inhabitants would keep up their 
fortifications and properly defend their magazine, they would 
with the aid of the ships be able to beat off any attack, even 
though the number of white men capable of serving in the militia 
had been considerably reduced. 


Jamaica although capable of maintaining 200,000 inhabitants 
had no more than 7,648 whites including men, women and children, 
though there were 74,525 slaves. On the other hand the French 
had upwards of 20,000 people in their part of Hispaniola who had 
come thither within the space of a very few years and were a 
constant threat to the safety of our colony. Our fleets might do 
a great deal for the defence of Jamaica, but the same winds 
that might bring a force from Hispaniola, would confine our 
ships to port, and an island upon which we had long valued 
ourselves and which had been so great a burthen on the funds 
supplied by the Crown, would notwithstanding our naval force be 
lost in a very few days. The writer severely condemned the 
inhabitants of Jamaica for their lack of care of their own interests 
and -their incessant appeals for British help. He went on 
‘* [Jamaica] is too valuable a jewel in the Crown of England to be 
lost by the petulance of the inhabitants or the exorbitant avarice 
of a few leading men, who have eaten up all their poor neighbours 
and expelled them [from] the island. Something in the nature 
of an Agrarian law must be made for Jamaica, if we intend to 
keep it. No man should be allowed to hold more land than he 
can cultivate, and great encouragement should be given to draw 
inhabitants thither, for England could not lay out money to a 
better purpose. In the meanwhile we should allow them as 
many ships of war for their defence in case of danger as they had 
at any time in the late war. We must not wait till we hear that 
the French are going to send ships into the West Indies, for we 
may be undone by the land force that they have there already. 
On the least apprehension of a rupture a strong land force [should 
be sent] into the island under the command of an experienced 
officer.”

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The Bahamas lay open to an invasion of the French from 
Hispaniola or of the Spaniards from Porto Rico or Cuba. The 
temptation of attacking them would not arise from the plunder, 
for the inhabitants were very poor, but their situation was of 
very great importance. The harbour of Providence could accom- 
modate 20 gun cruisers which might be stationed there to very 
good purpose to watch the Spanish plate fleets and be a check 
upon the navigation of the Gulf of Florida. 


The writer concluded by pointing to the defencelessness of Nova 
Scotia and its great need for inhabitants, but this was not an essential 
part of his argument and it was to the strategic position in the West 
Indies that he mainly directed his attention, and it is for this reason 
that the paper is of considerable interest (370, pp. 227-230). 


England and Spain were still at peace but there was an ever- 
present fear in Jamaica that the Spaniards were in communication 
with the negro rebels, who could not be put down, and with the 
disaffected Roman Catholic Irish servants in the island. There 
are many references to this in the official letters, but perhaps the 
most striking evidence appears in a letter written by a private 
correspondent to the Duke of Newcastle where the danger to be 


apprehended from the Spaniards of Cuba on the one side and the 
French of Hispaniola on the other is set out. It exhibits a painful 
picture of the conditions. The rebel negroes are said to keep 
constant correspondence with the Spaniards of Cuba and as to the 
French there were 1500 coureurs de bois in one part of Hispaniola 
alone, while it was said that there were 2000 regular troops in 
Martinique. If the Spaniards had any spirit or courage or were 
helped by the French, they might easily make themselves masters of 
Jamaica. A strong naval squadron would always be a check upon 
them, but the winds, which were sometimes terrible enemies, might 
render shipping of little service. The population of the island 
was unfortunately quite undependable. Among the whites there 
were four different nations, English, Scots, Irish and Jews. “‘ Two- 
thirds of the pretended Christians,” said the writer, ‘‘are not only 
disaffected to the present Government, but zealously in the 
interest of the Pretender, and of such characters that it’s almost a 
disgrace to have any intimacy with them. The much greater 
part of them are all involved in debts, and a great many under 
prosecution and so entangled that ’tis almost impossible they 
should ever clear themselves without some extraordinary event,”’ 
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They would prove a broken reed, if tampered with by an enemy 
who designed an invasion (131 i). The Bahamas, too, with their 
few decayed forts and a poor and necessitous population without 
means to provide themselves with arms were constantly in 
danger from the powerful Spanish forces at Havana (57 i), and 
Carolina also was in dread of attack. It was rumoured that 
three 60-gun ships of war were fitting out in Havana to attack 
Port Royal and South Carolina and the master of a sloop which 
had been there brought word that an embargo had been laid on 


all the ships in the harbour to prevent intelligence of the project 
reaching the English (111 i). 


News came from as far afield as Massachusetts of such Spanish 
designs. Governor Belcher wrote to tell the Duke of Newcastle 
“ of a high insult offered to His Britannic Majesty in an attack 
upon one of His Royal Navy by two Spanish men-of-war near the 
Island of Tortuga ” (127), but we have no details of the affair, 
since the captain of H.M.S. Scarborough, which was the ship 
insulted, reported direct to the Admiralty, and that paper is not 
included among the documents here calendared. The Spaniards 
dreaded an English attack just as much as the Jamaicans feared 
them, and they took drastic steps to get information of any 
preparations for such an attack. It was said that an English 
sloop, the Mary, had been taken out of Port Morant harbour in 
Jamaica by a pirate, but when the Mary came back to Port 
Royal, it appeared that the seizure had been made by a com- 
missioned Spanish guarda costa acting under the direct orders of 
the Governor of Santiago de Cuba. Her master, John Harris, 
brought with him a certificate from the Governor which coolly 
set forth the reason for the seizure without any apology. ‘‘ Having 
received information from the Governor of Cuba, which he received 
from natives or traders of Jamaica that there were in the harbour 
of Jamaica 24 English ships of war without knowing whither they 
were bound, in order to obtain full knowledge of the truth, I 
resolved to despatch a sloop adequately equipped with orders to 
sail to the coast or some harbour of the said island, and there to 
seize the first vessel they came upon and to bring her into the port 
[of Santiago de Cuba] that I might obtain from her crew full 
knowledge of what was reported .... The sloop of John 
Harris having been seized accordingly in Port Morant and he and 
his crew having denied that there was any such armament in 
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Jamaica as reported ”’ they were allowed to sell some barrels of 
flour and other provisions as a recompence and to depart (76 i). 
Before they would allow him to go, however, the Governor and 
Royal Officers charged him 60 dollars for duties for his vessel and 
negroes, and Harris vigorously appealed to Governor Hunter 
when he got back to Jamaica (76 iii). 


The case aroused great indignation in the colony as a flagrant 
violation of the agreement made between the Commissioners of 
England and Spain in 1732 for the avoidance of such seizures 
(76 iv, v). Hunter prepared a protest to the Governor against his 
action as a breach of international law and asked Sir Chaloner 
Ogle, the commanding naval officer on the station, to send a ship 
of war to deliver it (76 vi). Ogle, however, was of opinion that 
Harris had condoned the action that had been taken against him 
by accepting permission to sell some of his goods (76 viii), and 
though the Vice-Admiralty Court in Jamaica passed a declaratory 
sentence stigmatising the action of the Spanish authorities as 
piratical (101 ii), no naval action was taken. The reply of the 
Governor of Santiago to Hunter’s protest was significant as show- 
ing that in such cases of seizure the right was not only on one 
side, and it is for this reason that we have drawn attention to 
the case. ‘‘ My object in fitting out the cruiser to take and bring 
into port [Harris’s] sloop,” wrote the Governor, ‘‘ was not to inflict 
any damage but to ascertain the truth of the information given 
by the Captain General ”’ of Cuba which he derived from a New 
England sloop that came into Havana “ of there being 24 men-of- 
war in Jamaica, the design of which was not known.” “ In any 
case,’ he went on, “ it is always necessary for us who are entrusted 
with the government of these places to mistrust what may 
happen, as was done by your Excellency or your predecessor, who 
on receiving notice that several ships had been seen to come into 
the port [of Santiago], fitted out a ship of war which took an 
advice ship coming from Spain . . and carried her to Jamaica 
where she was detained for some time. Two sloops, again, were 
carried into your port, and when I knew the reason you had for 
this proceeding I made no complaint, deeming it permissible for 
everyone to take care to secure himself against what damage may 
come upon him” (145 vi). With that rejoinder the matter 
dropped, though the correspondence was all sent on to Mr. Keene 
and the commissaries at Madrid to use in connection with their 
protracted negotiations with the Spanish Government, 
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The Spanish ship La Dichosa, whose seizure in reprisal by an 
English man-of-war was mentioned in our previous Introduction, 
was restored to her owners at Campeachy just before the time 
limit fixed by the Spaniards for satisfaction of their claims had 
expired (22). However, they could not recover the goods and 
treasure that had been plundered out of the Genoesa when she 
went ashore with the President of Panama and other high 
dignitaries aboard. The factors of the South Sea Company, on 
the representation of the Spanish Government, had been directed 
by the Governor of Jamaica to fit out and employ certain persons 
to carry out the salvage of the wreck so that their belongings 
might be restored to the shipwrecked Spaniards. But it was 
impossible to recover more than a fraction of what could be 
salved. The agents employed a Jamaican shipmaster, one 
Neal Walker, to carry out the work, but as soon as he got to the 
wreck of the Genoesa he fished out what treasure and goods he 
could and made off with it. He seems to have been a thorough- 
paced scoundrel who ought never to have been trusted with the 
task. He also plundered another Spanish wreck, the St. Michael, 
which had been cast away on the Cayman Islands. Information 
of these affairs and orders for his arrest were sent round to all the 
colonies where Walker might be likely to seek shelter to dispose 
of his plunder, but nothing could be heard of him. Though 
Governor Hunter gave stringent orders to carry out the search, 
there seems to be little doubt that the wrecker had found a refuge 
for disposing of his ill-gotten gains in one of the harbourages that 
only a few years before had sheltered the pirates. The employees 
of the South Sea Company must have connived at the plundering 
of the St. Michael, for it was notoricus that wine and brandy which 
came from her cargo were being almost openly sold in Jamaica 
(22 i (a), 144). The old piratical practices of the island might 
have been suppressed and Port Royal was no longer the pirate 
nest that it had been in the last century, but the old lawless 
spirit was still abroad and there was little scruple where the goods 
of Spanish wrecks were concerned. When certain persons were 
arrested and charged with complicity in the plundering and 
disposal of the goods, the Grand Jury threw out the bills against 
them, much to the surprise and disgust of Governor Hunter (233). 


The wreck of the Genoesa with the loss of its treasure and the 
effects of the dignitaries on board was overshadowed by the 
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disaster that befell the Barloventa fleet in July 1733. The two 
depositions from seamen who carried the news to South Carolina 
were at once sent on to London by Governor Johnson and they 
contain valuable and interesting particulars about the com- 
position of the merchant vessels in the fleet and the war vessels 
that guarded them (338 enclo. i and ii). The flota was cast away 
in a hurricane on certain sandy shoals called the Martiers at the 
entrance to the Gulf of Florida and very few of the ships rode it 
out. Those that were stranded did not break up, and so their 
cargoes could be salved before the middle of September. It was 
said that the total value of the lading in plate, cochineal and 
money amounted to 15,000,000 pieces of eight, and from this 
estimate it is clear that even so late as this period the Spanish 
treasure fleets were of great value. 


Each of the four guard ships carried 60 guns and one of them was 
built in the Spanish Indies, but the thirty-six merchant ships of 
the convoy were of very various build and each of them was 
heavily gunned. They might not be able to guard themselves 
against men-of-war, but they would certainly have proved hard 
nuts for any pirates to crack. Of the thirty-six vessels 


enumerated (given in place of fifteen mentioned in the first 
deposition) eleven were stated to have been built in England, 
one in New England, and one each were Dutch and Genoese built. 
This may be indicative of the large part played by Englishmen in 
the carrying-on of Spanish commerce at this period, and it is 
certain that some of the ships had English or partly English 
crews (338 encl. ii). The English sailors who first carried the 
news of the stranding to Havana were pressed by the Spanish 
Governor into the work of salvage. The cargoes of their barks 
were put ashore and they were bundled off empty in order to load 
up with the goods from the wrecks. It was not unprecedented to 
press local boats for such a service, but the British shipmasters 
complained that they only received very inadequate pay for the 
services rendered and no recompense for their loss of voyage. 
They therefore felt very bitterly about it and their complaints did 
something to fan the flames of agitation and hatred against the 
Spanish guarda-costas who had shared in the work (338 encl. i ; 
420). 

We have spoken of the activities of the Jamaicans in wreck- 
plundering as akin to piracy, but judging by the documents here 
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calendared the actual piracy that had been so flagrant in the 
West Indies a few years before had now been suppressed. The 
only paper about a piratical exploit during the year concerns the 
waters of the Eastern Atlantic and deals with the claim of the 
Portuguese Government for redress. A ship, the St. Anna and 
St. Joachim, had sailed from Lisbon to Terceira in the Azores 
with a crew consisting partly of Portuguese and partly of English- 
men who had been taken on board as a defence against the Moorish 
pirates who infested the Narrow Seas. When they arrived in 
Terceira harbour the Englishmen overpowered the Portuguese 
members of the crew and stole off with the ship. Out in the open 
sea they transferred her cargo to an English ship bound for 
America and scuttled her. These stolen goods were found when 
they reached Philadelphia, and on the confession of the runaway 
crew they were condemned as the produce of piracy. The 
Portuguese owners claimed that the goods should be restored to 
them. The question was referred to the King’s Advocate, from 
whose report we learn these facts. More than the usual period of 
a year and a day between the offence and the complaint had 


elapsed, but the opinion of the King’s Advocate was that this 
limitation did not apply against foreigners. The goods could 
not be restored, however, until the complainants proved that 
what had been seized at Philadelphia was that which had been 
stolen at Terceira, and we have no information as to whether this 
could be done (58 encl. i). 


The long-standing dispute with Spain over the logwood cutters 
in the Bay of Campeachy and Yucatan gave much trouble to 
Benjamin Keene and his fellow-commissioners at Madrid and 
Seville and our papers include some long historical memorials 
from them about the claim of British subjects to carry on the 
trade. In November 1732 the Duke of Newcastle had written 
to the Commissioners directing them to enter with the Spanish 
commissaries into a disquisition of the right of the King’s subjects 
to cut logwood in the Bay of Campeachy and to complain of the 
orders given by Spain for hindering the exercise of that right. 
They were directed to demand that those orders should be 
revoked, but the Spaniards flatly refused to enter into further 
discussion of the matter or to suspend the orders (20 v ; 20 xi) 
until the British produced further proofs. Our Commissioners 
had to confess to the Duke that they had already supplied the 
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Spaniards with all the information and proofs that they possessed 
and they had to ask for further instructions (20x). Together with 
this they forwarded copies of the proofs they had already laid 
before the Spaniards, but we have not printed these in extenso 
(20 ix) because they are almost an exact reproduction of the 
case as stated in the negotiations of 1717. The replies of the 
Spaniards are, however, given more fully, from which we can see 
that they complained not only of the activities of the logwood 
cutters in Campeachy but also of other British encroachments on 
Spanish territory. These included New Providence in the 
Bahamas, Tortola and other of the Virgin Islands and various 
parts on the borders of Florida (20 ii). However, the British 
commissioners took no notice of these further complaints and 
confined their attention to what had been done in the Lagos de 
Terminos, on the Bay of Campeachy, and the region of Yucatan 
between Cape Catoche and the Gulf of Honduras and the River 
Vallis or, as we now call it, Belize. Since these latter places now 
are included within the modern colony of British Honduras, this 
limitation is of interest in the history of that colony. It indicates 
that even thus early our most material interests were being 
concentrated on the western side of the Peninsula of Yucatan, 
where they were successfully vindicated some fifty years later. 


The Board of Trade gave very careful consideration to the 
request of the Duke of Newcastle for further proofs in support of 
the British claims (Journal, pp. 330-1, 337-8) and they at once 
called for information from Richard Harris, “ one of the most 
ancient traders to the West Indies” (44, 70), whom they had 
consulted on previous occasions. Harris could give no help, for, 
as he told the Board, he had not been able to collect any 
further matter on this head since the year 1716 when he laid before 
them all the information concerning British claims in the Bay of 
Campeachy (49, 70). That information is set out at length in our 
Calendar for 1717-18 which is therefore indicated as the principal 
source for the early history of the modern colony of British 
Honduras. Faced with this absence of new evidence the Board of 
Trade had to content themselves with a re-examination of the old 
documents among their archives coming from Sir Thomas Lynch’s 
time. They were of opinion that the essential basis of British 
claims must be the Seventh Article of the Anglo-Spanish treaty 
of 1670 by which “ all lands, regions, islands, colonies and places 
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whatsoever being or situated in the West Indies or in any part of 
America, which the King of Great Britain and his subjects then 
held and possessed, were given up by the King of Spain for ever, 
with plenary right of sovereignty, dominion, possession and 
property,” a cession that was confirmed by the Treaty of Utrecht, 
1713. By the evidence of documents which the Board re-cited 
from the records of 1673 (see C.S.P. under that year) it was 
contended that British subjects were cutting logwood on the 
coast of Yucatan and had erected buildings far removed from 
any places occupied by the Spaniards in 1665, five years before 
the conclusion of the American treaty of 1670. Any interruptions 
of their trade, therefore, had been contrary to the treaties and, so 
far from invalidating our claims, were subjects of complaint from 
our side (70). 

In May 1733 the Board of Trade was again called upon by the 
Secretary of State to make historical investigations among their 
papers. News had been received from the British envoy at 
Copenhagen that the French ambassador had sold or contracted 
to sell to the Danish West India Company the island of Santa 
Cruz in the Leeward Islands, which is now called St. Croix (169). 
It was believed that Great Britain had certain rights in the island, 
and the Board was instructed to report, for clearly the French 
could not sell to a third party that to which they had no right. 
A preliminary investigation of the records showed that the King’s 
title to Sta. Cruz was not so clear as could be wished, but an 
interim report was furnished by the Board in general terms 
so that representations could be made to the Courts of France 
and Denmark. The main bulk of the papers concerning the 
matter will be calendared in our next volume for 1734, but it is 
interesting to note here what had been the main points in the 
history of the island as showing something of the vicissitudes of 
the Leeward Islands during the period when swarms of landless 
men were surging backwards and forwards in the Antilles in 
search of ground to plant with tobacco. Before 1645 English 
and Dutchmen shared Sta. Cruz between them with a certain 
number of French deserters from St. Christopher among them. 
After much strife the Dutch and the French left the island to the 
English, but in 1650 the Spaniards drove them off and they fled to 
the English settlers in St. Christopher. A little later the French 
expelled the Spaniards who retired to Porto Rico, and in 1653 the 
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King of France ceded Sta. Cruz to the Knights of Malta, though 
they never took effective possession. Until 1671 the island 
remained in possession of the French, but the settlers were then 
removed to aid in the establishment of the new colony that was 
then being established in Ste. Domingue (Haiti). 'Thenceforward 
for the next sixty years there were no settlers in the island but a 
few English woodcutters, but it had long been an instruction to 
the English Governors of the Leeward Islands to permit no other 
nation to settle there, and it was upon this ground that the Board 
of Trade recommended the Crown to oppose the French claim to 
dispose of the island (225). 

In the Introduction to the previous volume of this Calendar we 
remarked that there was a lull in the long dispute with France 
over the right to colonise the Neutral Islands of St. Lucia, St. 
Vincent and Dominica.' Both sides had agreed to evacuate the 
disputed islands, but the evacuation was very dilatory and it 
was believed in the British colonies that the French were not 
acting in good faith. The documents about the evacuation which 
were forwarded by Lord Howe, Governor of Barbados, to the 
Duke of Newcastle and which are calendared here, do not support 
this belief (40, 119, 169 and especially 313 and enclosures i-—vi), 
but they show that the Governor of Martinique was very insistent 
upon punctilio in the matter. While things were dragging on, the 
French settlers in St. Lucia, at least, were digging themselves in 
so that it was hard to get rid of them, and French culture was so 
strongly rooted that even to-day in St. Lucia it is very marked. 
According to the French contention St. Lucia really belonged to 
them, while St. Vincent and Dominica belonged to the native 
Caribs in accordance with the Treaty between England and 
France of 31 March, 1660, which the Governor of Martinique, the 
Marquis de Champigny, definitely told Lord Howe his sovereign 
desired to maintain (313 ii). 

Among the documents of 1733 there are fewer papers than in 
previous years relating to French intrigues among the Indians on the 
borders of Canada and Nova Scotia, but this is purely accidental 
and does not appear to signify that their activity had sensibly 
diminished. The most interesting passage concerning this matter 
occurs in a letter from Lieutenant-Colonel Lawrence Armstrong, 
Lieutenant-Governor of Nova Scotia to the Board of Trade (372). 


a C.8.P. 1732. Introduction, p- Xv. 
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He wrote, ‘‘ Our Indians begin to be uneasy and ’tis alleged that 
it proceeds from having never received the presents formerly sent 
to them by his late Majesty ’’ [George I]. (This allegation was 
well founded as will appear in detail in the papers of 1734.) ‘“‘ The 
French, who have always been incendiaries, improve their 
opportunities and make use of every the least pretence to incite 
them against us; and also to engage them further in their own 
interest do punctually send them annual presents.” ‘I am 
informed that a great body of Indians have gone to a place called 
Peanycook upon the frontier of New England and lay claim to 
several tracts of land which much alarms that Government .. . 
I have advice that another body under the conduct of a missionary 
priest intend to take up their quarters this winter [in Nova 
Scotia]. Their designs as yet are not fully discovered, but .. . 
I believe that both the Government of Quebec and Cape Breton 
are at the bottom of it ”’ (p. 232). 


Advices from New York gave even more alarming accounts of 
French designs. It is possible that some of these were exaggerated, 
for some of the information was sent to the Board of Trade by 


Lewis Morris, the Chief Justice of New York, in furtherance of his 
complaints against Governor Cosby. Atany rate, he wrote “ By 
the accounts we have among the mercantile folks the French are 
laying in large stores of provisions in all their garrisons in America 
. . . They make prisoners of any Englishman who goes to Canada 
... L sometime since sent a son of mine with [another] to Canada to 
learn the language, but the Governor of Canada made prisoners of 
them and sent them back ” (441, p. 257). Governor Cosby makes 
a vast profit of the presents to the Indians, and “ the consequence 
is that our garrisons are left defenceless, and we have lost a great 
part of our Indians, who are gone over to the French. The 
soldiers now at New York are most of them either convicts trans- 
ported or papists, or both : not the most likely people to make a 
good defence against the French or the fittest to be trusted in a 
frontier garrison ”’ (441, p. 258). Morris and his fellow malcontents 
maintained that a French sloop which had come to New York 
ostensibly to purchase provisions to relieve a famine at Louis- 
bourg was really a spy. Governor Cosby had given permission to 
the Frenchmen to make the desired purchases, but his enemies 
maintained that this was an evidence of his lack of proper concern 
for the defence ofthecolony. They believed that the Frenchmen’s 
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plea of famine was entirely false and that the sloop had really been 
sent with an engineer and three pilots on board to spy out the 
defences of New York and to make soundings in its harbour 

Of course the Governor 
indignantly repudiated this as a baseless calumny, and on the 
whole the documents seem to show that the story was false. 
At any rate it shows how sensitive people in New York were to 
suspicions of French designs against them. 


There is no doubt that Louisbourg was really in distress, for the 
garrison depended on Canada for bread and pease, and the crops 
of the province had been a serious failure in 1733. As Governor 
Cosby wrote to tell the Board of Trade, a garrison depending on 
beef and pork from France and on uncertain crops of grain from 
Canada must be in a very precarious position in time of war if we 
held command of the sea and our men-of-war were active (440, 
p. 256). The barrenness of the island was such that the French 
could raise no provisions round their strong fortifications, and so 
they were entirely dependent on what could be imported (439). 


Turning from these international questions to the economic 
position of the colonies, we must remark that the long contest 
between the Northern and the Sugar colonies was in 1733 concluded 
in favour of the latter by the passing of the Sugar Act through 
Parliament. We have xeferred at length to this controversy in 
the Introductions to our two preceding volumes, and here we 
need not say much further on the subject. Between the time 
when the Bill passed the Commons and its introduction to the 
House of Lords, the Agent for New York presented to the Duke of 
Newcastle a final protest which so explicitly summed up the 
contentions of the Northern Colonies that it is worthy of attention 
as the last document while the question still lay open. “‘ Inasmuch 
as there is a bill lately passed the House of Commons ” wrote the 
Agent in March 1733, “‘ [which bill imposes] high duties on the 
importation of sugar into the Northern colonies from the foreign 
sugar plantations and [the bill] is likely to be brought up soon 
to the House of Lords, the gentlemen of New York apprehend if it 
should pass into a law will be rather worse in the consequence of it 
than the bill of prohibitions last year. Besides the injury it will 
be of in itself almost tantamount to a prohibition, it is divesting 
them of their rights and privileges as the King’s natural born 
subjects and Englishmen in levying subsidies against their 
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consent when they are annexed to no county in Great Britain, 
have no representatives in Parliament, nor any part of the 
Legislature of this Kingdom, and that it will be drawn into a 
precedent hereafter whereby an incredible inconvenience may 
ensue... As it is not a common money bill for raising a duty 
out of the Kingdom, we pray this petition may be presented to 
the House of Lords in a proper time after the bill has been read 
a first time” (79). It will be noted that the petition goes far 
beyond the economic question as to the advisability of the 
proposed duty. It raises in unmistakable words the constitutional 

chery plea of ‘‘ No taxation without representation,’ which was to play 

sentation.” such an outstanding part in the controversies preceding the 
American Revolution, and it is therefore worthy of note that 
more than thirty years before the Stamp Act the argument should 
be so conclusively stated. 


However, the Sugar Act was passed, and very different 
memorials from the foregoing were received in England from the 
sugar colonies. The Assembly of Barbados forwarded an Address 
to the King in August 1733 conveying their hearty thanks for the 


passing of the Act and stating that “‘ the passing [of] that law is 
justly apprehended as a signal and most valuable instance of 
your Majesty’s paternal care and concern for your Sugar Colonies, 
who now entertain hopes through the blessing of God and your 
Majesty’s favour and protection, of being restored to a flourishing 
condition ” (316). The address of the Council and Assembly of 
Jamaica to the King which was passed in October was couched 
in even more fulsome terms. “ The great distance from your 
royal person,” they wrote, “ being one of the greatest misfortunes 
to your remote subjects, nothing can be a greater support to us 
under them than our being convinced that we are not absent from 
your fatherly care and princely consideration which equally 
diffuses itself through all your extensive dominions ”’ (366 i). 


Although the Sugar colonies were grateful for the passing of the 

Act, they did not believe that it was enough to enable them to 

compete on equal terms with the French planters. To do this 

they appealed again for a removal of the regulations under the 

Acts of Trade which required them to land all their sugar in 

England before exporting it to foreign markets. The case is 

Memorial on well set out in a memorial entitled “The Sugar Trade with the 


the Sugar . : 
teade. incumbrances thereon laid open” which was presented to 
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Governor Lord Howe by John Ashley, a Barbados planter. The 
memorial is closely argued and well written and it sets forth the 
economic circumstances of the trade much better than many of 
the diffuse appeals which had been presented to the Board of 
Trade during the long debates over the Sugar Act. The essential 
point was the need for direct exportation both to foreign countries 
and to Ireland. “The result of the present system,” said the 
memorial, “is to enable the French, who have had the direct 
exportation since 1726, to undersell us at all foreign markets, and 
is one of the principal causes why so many of our planters are 
insensibly run behindhand and impoverished ” (p. 199). ‘‘ The 
late Act of Parliament will in due time be of great service to the 
Sugar Trade, more especially as it will make it easier to obtain the 
liberty of going directly to foreign markets with our sugar; and 
the prohibition of foreign produce to Ireland with the high duties 
thereon when imported to our Plantations will render such a 
liberty much more beneficial than it could have been had not that 
Act passed, insomuch as it lays so considerable a restraint upon 
the vent of foreign produce by way of our Plantations. The 
Kingdom of Ireland and our Northern Plantations, our sisters, 
can now be no longer our adversaries .. . The supplying the 
Kingdom of Ireland with our produce (although at a roundabout 
rate as to sugar) will occasion a much greater vent than we had 
before ; and the duties upon foreign produce imported into our 
Plantations will give us the advantage over foreigners notwith- 
standing the duties of 18d. per cwt. and the 4} per cent. paid by 
us upon exportation. But as to the supplying of foreign markets, 
that must still be given up to the French, if we remain under the 
restriction of unloading our sugars in Great Britain, whilst they 
have the liberty of sending theirs directly to foreign markets 
without either unloading or so much as touching at any port 
in France. The bounty of 6s. per cwt. on refined sugar and 9d. 
per cwt. additional drawback will by no means counteract that 
advantage, for before such 1 cwt. of refined sugar is shipped, there 
is above 6s. per cwt. paid on the raw sugar from which it is made, 
besides other charges ”’ (p. 198). 


The memorialist appended instructive tables, although we have 
not reproduced them in the Calendar, showing the saving of 
freightage, port charges, insurance, commission etc. by direct 
voyage to the Continent and the Mediterranean markets, and 
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these afford detailed information which would be of interest to 
the historian of commerce. ‘‘ Wharfage and pilferage, risk and 
insurance, are dead losses upon this trade, as is the second 
freight, and the loss of time and the first market is often ruinous 
to many voyages ” (p. 199). It was desired to set up factors for 
the disposal of the raw sugar in Cadiz, Leghorn, Genoa and 
Naples, and the writer gave many reasons to show that the result 
would not be to diminish our balance of trade with those countries, 
but rather to improve it. On the whole the memorial is a valuable 
argument for the removal of sugar from the list of enumerated 
articles under the Acts of Trade and it is certainly worthy of 
consultation as a contribution to the discussion of the Mercantile 
System at this period (349 i, pp. 197-202). The Address of the 
Barbados Council and Assembly to the King praying for additional 
relief by an amendment of the Sugar Act and the imposition of an 
excise instead of a part of the import duties is less valuable than 
the foregoing memorial, but is worthy of note as indicating that 
there was considerable divergence of opinion, at any rate in 
Barbados, as to the value of the Act and disappointment as to its 
results even within a few months of its enactment (416, 416 i, 
417 ii). 


§ IT. 
THE AMERICAN COLONIES. 


The principal object of discussion in the papers of 1733 concern- 
ing Nova Scotia was undoubtedly the case of Mrs. Agatha 
Campbell and the La Tour lands to which she laid claim by right 
of inheritance. The history of the case is best summarised in 
the long report of the Board of Trade upon it in October 1733 
(367, pp. 223-227). It may be of interest here to show briefly 
how the case arose and to indicate the order of the principal 
documents connected with it. 

In the Instructions to Colonel Philipps on his appointment as 
Governor of Nova Scotia he was directed to bring the inhabitants 
who had remained in Nova Scotia after its cession to Great 
Britain by the Treaty of Utrecht (being all French Papists), to 
take the oath of allegiance to the King on certain conditions. 
For many years they stubbornly resisted, but after much persuasion 
Governor Philipps finally persuaded the majority of them to 
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comply (203). When this had been secured, the Governor 
proceeded to inqujre what were the righis, liberties and properties 
to which every inhabitant was entitled to according to the 
promises made under the Treaty. The most material claim that 
was made was that of the heirs of Monsieur La Tour, the first 
French Governor of Acadie. They claimed that in virtue of the 
patent granted by the King of France they were entitled to 
quit-rents to be paid to them as seigneurs and proprietors of all 
the inhabited parts of the Province including even the spot of 
ground on which the Fort of Annapolis was erected (p. 123). 
Governor Philipps refused to accept this claim until he had 
communicated with the Secretary of State (March 1739). He 
permitted the claimants to receive all the arrears of payments 
due to that time, but put a stop to all further payments until he 
should receive orders from home. He did not collect or receive 
any part thereof, but left them in the tenants’ hands until the 
matter was settled. 


The principal heir to the La Tour property was Agatha, grand- 
daughter to Monsieur Charles Saint Estienne, Sieur de la Tour, 
whose claim to Nova Scotia was recognised under Cromwell. 
In 1656 he ceded his rights to Sir Thomas Temple and another 
Englishman who held them until 1667 when Nova Scotia was 
re-ceded to France by the Treaty of Breda (p. 226). After the 
recession the King of France in 1670 restored the rights to 
Monsieur de La Tour, Agatha’s father, and partly by inheritance 
from him and partly by cession from her brothers and sisters she 
held them in 1731 when the sequestration by Philipps took place 
(p. 227). Agatha de la Tour married first a Mr. Bradstreet, a 
subaltern in Colonel Philipps’s regiment which was in garrison at 
Annapolis and after his death Hugh Campbell, an ensign in the 
same regiment (203 iii). According to Governor Philipps, Mrs. 
Campbell after the death of her second husband had “ by cunning 
address got the others to make over their pretensions to her on 
promise of some small consideration.” She did not do this so 
much for the right to the quit-rents but in order to bring pressure 
to bear on the Government to grant her an addition to her 
pension as an officer’s widow. (See C.S.P, 1730, p. 253). 

The original papers in support of the claim were submitted to 
Governor Nicholson and he carried them away when he left 
Nova Scotia, so that all the evidence the claimants could produce 
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to Governor Philipps was “ a foul scrap of paper which they said 
was a copy of part of the original grant ’ (C.S.P. 1730, 2 Septem- 
ber, 1730, 411 ii). However, this made no difference when the 
history of the case came to be thoroughly examined in 1733, 
for Mrs. Campbell presented a variety of evidence for her support. 
The papers cast an interesting light on the early history of Nova 
Scotia and they can probably best be studied by reference to 
Acts of the Privy Council, Colonial where the principal of them are 
collected (A.P.C., Col., iii, pp. 359-362 and A.P.C., Col., Unbound 
Papers, vi pp. 231-2). The detailed examination of the case 
was entrusted to the Board of Trade and Plantations and they 
made their report on 23 October 1733, (367, pp. 223-227). It 
was sent on to the Committee of the Privy Council for Plantation 
Affairs which had referred the case to the Board (15 August, 
1733, 307). The Lords of the Committee accepted the report 
and recommended to the Crown that orders should be issued “to 
Colonel Philipps or the Governor or Commander-in-Chief of the 
Province of Nova Scotia for the time being to give the necessary 
directions for the payment of all arrears or quit-rents to [Mrs. 
Campbell] since the year 1730 and to allow her a reasonable sum 
for the purchase of the said quit-rents and for the extinguishment 
of any claim of right of seigneurie which she may have to any 
part of the said Province” (A.P.C., Col., iii, pp. 361-362. For 
the terms of the report of the Board of Trade on which this recom- 
mendation was based, see 367, p. 227). Accordingly an Order-in- 
Council was issued on 20 December 1733, directing the Lords 
Commissioners of the Treasury to consider what sum should be 
paid to Mrs. Campbell (447), and so the long case was brought to 
an end. It illustrates the care which was taken to see that 
justice was done, even though the claim of Mrs. Campbell had at 
first been characterised as “‘ frivolous and vexatious” (A.P.C., 
Col., iii, p.360). The following are the principal papers relating to 
the case in this volume of the Calendar : 89-96, evidences ; 182 ; 
203 and enclosures i-iii; 307 i, petition; 335 and enclosures 
i-vi, evidences ; 367, Report of Board of Trade ; 447, Order-in- 
Council. 


The state of affairs at Canso, to which we have referred in 
several previous Introductions, continued to give much concern 
to the authorities in Nova Scotia. The Board of Trade called 
Colonel Philipps, the Governor of Nova Scotia, to enter into

consideration of the fishery there while he was in England 
(Journal, pp. 336-337) and they carefully examined the replies of 
the naval commander on the station to the usual heads of enquiry 
as to the statistics of the fishery which he had returned after the 
end of the fishing season of 1732. In December Captain Fytche 
returned similar statistics for the 1733 season and from them it 
appears that there were far larger numbers of Americans engaged 
in the fishery than British. There were only 14 British sack 
ships with 130 men, while there were 115 schooners and sloops from 
America and 6 larger ships, employing in all 740 men. 40,000 
quintals of fish were carried to foreign markets and 6,000 to New 
England (437 i). It is thus clear that the Canso fishery, the only 
enterprise in Nova Scotia, was of far greater concern to New 
England than it was to the British fishing ports. Besides the 
cod fishery the Americans also used Canso as a base for a new 
whale industry which was rapidly on the increase, as we mentioned 
in the Introduction to our previous volume (C.S.P. 1732, Intro- 
duction p. xxxiv). Lieut.-Governor Armstrong informed the 
Board of Trade of this and wrote :—“‘ I am informed from Canso 
that .. . they have killed a great many whales and made a con- 
siderable quantity of oil. This trade is carried on by a number 
of sloops in company, fitted out from Connecticut and New 
England, who catch them off at sea and bring them to the port of 
Canso. They about [20 September 1733] had about seventy 
sloops put in there, deeply laden with fourteen whales ; and they 
were daily in expectation of one hundred sloops more, also full 
freighted from the Banks, where they report are whales in great 
abundance ”’ (p. 231). 


The rise of this whaling industry in the ports of Connecticut 
and Massachusetts became of great importance to those colonies, 
for their sailors acquired especial skill and the American whale 
ships in later years played a large part in maritime history. 

The American fishermen also took a considerable share in the 
Newfoundland fishery, and from the answer of the naval Governor 
there (Lord Muskerry) to the heads of enquiry we learn that in 
1733 out of 281 ships engaged in the fishery there were 63 Ameri- 
can (347 ii). The New England merchants imported quantities 
of goods into Newfoundland for the use and consumption of the 
fishery, mainly rum, molasses, tobacco and flour. None of this 
was for export, for there was not sufficient to carry on an indirect 
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trade. They disposed of their commodities for fish and bills of 
exchange, and the fish they could not dispose of for bills they 
exported to foreign markets (347 i, p. 195). The intimate con- 
nection of New England with the Newfoundland fishery is 
apparent and it seems that to some extent the Americans were 
displacing the fishing merchants of the western fishing ports in 
England from a trade which was regarded as of so great an 
importance to the nation. 


The only industry in Newfoundland besides the fishery was the 
trapping of fur-bearing animals during the winter, but this was 
only very small. According to Lord Muskerry the furring trade 
was carried on by some of the inhabitants who resided per- 
manently in the island. They trapped round Trinity Bay and to 
the northward of Cape Bona Vista, but as the value of the furs 
collected in 1733 was only 1701., (347 i, answer xxxviii), it added 
very little to the support of the resident community which was 
still almost wholly dependent on the codfish. 


The only other colony besides Nova Scotia in which we hear of 
whaling was Bermuda, then the poorest of all the colonies except 
the Bahamas. There a portion of the Governor’s salary had been 
defrayed by the proceeds of licences for the whale fishery. In 
1731 complaints had been made to the Crown that the Governor 
had appropriated to his own use the produce of whales taken 
on the coasts of the islands on the plea that the whale was a royal 
fish. In consequence the Governor was instructed in December, 
1731, to abandon this practice and to secure instead an additional 
allowance from the Bermuda legislature not exceeding 1001. per 
annum (32, p. 32). This caused Governor Pitt much trouble, 
for the Assembly under plea of poverty refused to comply (55), 
and the matter for a long time filled a good deal of space in his 
somewhat infrequent letters. As he told the Board of Trade 
“(The Assembly] desire time to consider by what method to 
raise an equivalent in lieu of the licences granted for the whale 
fishery for the future. The difference that is between us is the 
three years’ arrears which they seem to think, though they have 
had all the profits arising, not to any ways concern them. Neither 
will they take any method or thought how to pay it... As it 
is a part of my salary, it is as justly my right as any other part, 
and to lose three years would be a hardship upon me as I con- 
ceive ”’ (342). 
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Lt. Gov. Pitt’s letters as a rule were concerned only with such 
petty things, but in March, 1733, he at last sent in his answer to the 
queries that had been circulated to all colonial Governors by the 
Board of Trade in 1729 (C.S.P. 1728-9, Introduction, p.xiii and 
Nos. 1009. 1011) and of which he had been again reminded (32). 
The reply gives an interesting and comprehensive survey of the 
Bermuda colony and its industries. The support of the inhabi- 
tants almost entirely depended on the success of their navigation 
by which they industriously supplied the British Northern 
Colonies with salt and from those colonies carried all sorts of 
provisions, lumber etc. to the British and Dutch islands in 
America. They transported Indian corn from the Northern 
Colonies to Curagao and St. Eustatia and from Bermuda itself 
onions, ducks and live cattle, returning laden with sugars, rum, 
molasses, cocoa and cash (72 i). In these trades there were 
engaged annually some 60 ships ranging in burthen from 100 down 
to 20 tons and manned by about 200 white and 150 negro slaves 
as sailors. The produce of the palmetto trees which were indi- 
genous to the islands was manufactured into women’s hats, and 
of this 8 to 10,000/. worth was sometimes exported annually to 
Great Britain (pp. 54-55). Onions, oranges and lemons, cabbages 
and potatoes were often sent to the other colonies, and ducks, 
turkeys and other sorts of poultry to the sugar islands to yield 
good profit. If the exports of platt were excluded, the annual 
value of the exports was about 10,000/. Bermuda currency or 
75001. sterling. But the breadstuffs raised in the islands were 
insufficient for the population and they had consequently to 
import from Virginia, Maryland, Philadelphia and New York 
(p. 55). It is interesting to note how closely the economy of the 
islands in 1733 resembled that of to-day with the exception of the 
tourist traffic. The total population of the group was about 
5,000 whites and 4,000 blacks, but it was decreasing owing to the 
drain of emigration to Carolina, Virginia, Maryland and the 
Bahamas, an outflow that had been a consistent feature of 
Bermudian life almost ever since the first settlement of the islands 
in the seventeenth century. 


We have already said something of the chaotic conditions in 
the Bahamas in connection with the troubles caused by Colebrooke, 
and there is little else of interest toremark. They were even more 
poverty stricken than the Bermudas, for although some part of 
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the people were sea-faring there was no well-established and well- 
organised shipping industry as in the more northerly group. 
The rights to land were still vested in the expropriated Lords 
Proprietors, and Governor Fitzwilliam, who had been appointed 
after the death of Woodes Rogers, was of the opinion that the 
difficulty of securing clear titles to land made it impossible to 
expect that a stable population could be attracted (57 i). Only 
necessitous persons and fugitives from Carolina would come to 
the Bahamas and consequently most of the group were unin- 
habited. Even New Providence, the most closely settled island, 
had only a very small and unstable population. The others had 
only a few salt rakers and sponge fishers. In July, 1733, there 
was a serious hurricane which destroyed many of the crops and 
caused a great scarcity of provisions. Governor Fitzwilliam 
believed that this was a cause of the outbreak of serious sickness 
which carried off many of the inhabitants (423) including the 
leading member of the Council who had administered the Govern- 
ment in the interim between Governor Woodes Rogers’s death 
and the arrival of Fitzwilliam, his successor (424). Two or three 


others of the Council also died of the sickness, so that only three 
were left of those named in the Governor’s Instructions, leaving 
nine vacancies (424). 


Turning now to the Continental Colonies, we may mention first 
North and South Carolina because of their close historical associa- 
tion with the Bahamas. North Carolina was still suffering from 
the misdeeds of its Governor, George Burrington, to which we 
referred at length in our previous Introduction (C.S.P., 1732. 
Introduction, pp. xxxix—xl). There are in this volume a con- 
siderable number of papers referring to his frauds (122 and 
enclosures i-iii, 123 and enclosures i-ix, 310 and enclosures 
i-xv) and it was said that he had “ been guilty of almost every 
crime, saving that of murder, and in that he hath bid very fair 
on the person of the King’s Attorney-General” (310, p. 161). The 
deposition of Attorney-General Montgomery gives a lurid picture 
of the conditions prevailing in the Government of the distressed 
colony when the principal legal adviser of the Governor could be 
treated by him with so much indignity. In January, 1733, 
Burrington coming into the house of one, Trotter, without any 
provocation, took up a chair and damned the Attorney-General 
and with all his force endeavoured to strike him on the head. He 
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disabled his arm and attempted to strike him a second time, and 
then closing with him got him down and with his knee several 
times violently punched him on his belly. Montgomery believed 
that Burrington intended to take his life, and he applied for a 
licence to leave Carolina, but the Governor told him to go to the 
devil and challenged him to fight him in Virginia (123 ix). 


Burrington sent home a lengthy defence of his actions, (172 
and enclosures i-ix), but it was a weak production and the 
authorities had had quite enough of him. At the beginning 
of the year he had already sent home a long letter (1) describing 
the state of North Carolina owing to his efforts. He said that it 
was in a state of perfect quietness and that peace and good order 
subsisted throughout the whole Province. But in the light of 
the other evidence they had received the Board of Trade took 
this description with a grain of salt. There are, however, one or 
two points of interest in the letter which may be more trustworthy, 
as they did not relate to the quarrels in which the Governor was 
involved. The population was very migratory. Plantations 
sold very cheap, those with houses, barns, orchards, gardens, 
pastures and tillage grounds fenced sometimes yielding only about 
thirty or forty pistoles, though they had cost four times as much. 


The reason was that the owners chose to remove into fresh places 
for the benefit of their cattle and hogs so that newcomers might 
always buy convenient settlements for less money than the 
buildings and other improvements could be made. A planter 
from Virginia, for example, had bought eleven such plantations 
and worked them with his wife and ten negroes whilst the hundred 
former inhabitants had moved on (p. 1). 


No negroes were brought direct from Africa to North Carolina, 
so the settlers were compelled to buy the refuse, refractory and 
distempered negroes brought from other colonies (p. 2). Land 
was not wanting, though much of it was of very poor quality ; 
what was wanted was men for land, and though the population of 
the colony was increasing, the needful numbers would never be 
secured without great charge and labour. Much of the land was 
unplantable and men could not be tied down by their grants by 
obligations of cultivating soil like that in the barren pine-lands or 
the several sorts of wet lands (pp. 2, 3). 


In March, 1733, the Duke of Newcastle informed the Council 
of Trade that the King had appointed Gabriel Johnston to be 
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Governor of North Carolina (78) and directed them to prepare his 
commission and Instructions. The discussion of the Instructions 
went on for several months (105 i, 153, 154, 251, 252, 279, 288, 
289, 413) and Johnston had not left England to take up his 
appointment when the year closed. Meanwhile Burrington 
continued in office and, if we can accept the reports that he sent 
home, the situation in North Carolina settled down to compara- 
tive peace (353) with an abundance of new settlers coming in the 
winter from the Northern Provinces (353), 

As usual South Carolina was troubled with difficulties over 
land grants that had come down from the time of the Lords 
Proprietors and with the land-jobbing which was mentioned in our 
previous Introduction. Lord Carteret, one of the late Proprietors, 
laying claim to eight baronies of 12,000 acres each, desired to 
have them handed over to an agent to whom he had sold his 
rights, who proposed to survey them and sell them in parcels to 
settlers (59, 212), But the Governor and Council of the colony 
were not at all prepared to accept such shadowy claims, for to 
hand over the lands would forestall those who were actually 
ready to take up and work their grants, They therefore returned 
a polite but firm refusal to Lord Carteret (60 ii) and sent on the 
whole correspondence to the Duke of Newcastle for his information 
(60 and enclosures i-iv). Thomas Lowndes was also actively 
trying to make money out of the land claims that he had acquired 
under the Proprietors, and this gave much trouble to the authori- 
ties in South Carolina, There are many papers concerning these 
claims and Lowndes wrote lengthy letters to the Board of Trade 
(171 and enclosures i, ii) and individual members of the Board 
(206) in support of his claims and what he called “‘ the scandalous, 
unreasonable interpretation put upon the Governor of South 
Carolina’s Instructions ”’ in relation to this and the allied matter of 
quit-rents (199, 206, 220, 222). There are also long papers of 
complaint from those who contested this and similar claims (e.g. 
165 (p. 102), 427 i), and reference to the Index will show the 
inextricable tangle in which the whole question of land grants in 
South Carolina had become involved. 

Pury and his Swiss colonists suffered seriously from the inter- 
ference of land speculators with the lands on which their new 
settlement of Purysburg had been established (176 i, 211) and the 
Board of Trade had to send out special directions to the Governor 
to prevent their grants being interfered with (214 i), 
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The papers from Virginia are rather fewer than usual, but 
perhaps the most interesting among them is a long letter from 
Lt.-Governor Gooch relating to the pretensions of the Proprietors 
of Pennsylvania, Maryland and the Northern Neck to the lands 
lying westward of the great mountains of Virginia (42). This 
gives many interesting details concerning the claims of Lord 
Fairfax, to which reference was made earlier in this Introduction. 
The geographical information concerning the nomenclature of the 
headwaters of various rivers mentioned in the dispute is of 
considerable interest (see especially pp. 37, 38). Lt.-Governor 
Gooch recommended that as there appeared “ such uncertainty 
in the description of these Proprietary grants, made without due 
information or knowledge of what was intended to be passed to 
the several patentees ; and since the Proprietors are neither likely 
to agree amongst themselves where their boundaries are, nor how 
they interfere, nor seem to be contented with what may reason- 
ably be supposed the Crown granted them, it is high time to take 
some speedy measures to. put an end to these disputes ”’ (p. 39, 
see also 361). Gooch was very much opposed to the erection 
of new Provinces on the frontier and to settle them with great 
numbers of foreign Protestants to prevent the extension of 
the French. He represented “ that the erecting of new Provinces 
[would] be attended with many inconveniences: such as the 
weakness of an infant settlement to support itself: the difficulty 
of bringing foreigners to the knowledge [of and] under the sub- 
jection of English laws, where they are left to themselves, and not 
incorporated with an English Government: the disputes that 
may arise concerning their boundaries if a tract of land should be 
granted them, the true limits whereof cannot be with certainty 
déscribed ” (pp. 39, 40). He advised instead that they should 
be settled within the limits of Virginia and that the Government 
of the colony should only assign lands to them proportionable to 
their number. No more land than was already entered for on 
the back of the mountains should be granted to any other person 
whatsoever till they had their full complement assigned them 
(p. 40). 


As was remarked in the Introduction to our preceding volume 
the papers of the Georgia Trustees which are now included among 
the Colonial records will be published separately in the Calendar 
(C.S.P. 1732, Introduction, p. xli). From Goyernor Johnson of 
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South Carolina we learn that Mr. Oglethorpe and his Georgians 
arrived there on 13 January 173%, and at once proceeded to 
Port Royal to begin the founding of the new settlement (p. 10). 
The Carolina Assembly were willing to give him all the assistance 
the colony could afford. They voted him boats to carry his 
people to their designed settlement and sent twenty Rangers to 
protect them against molestation by wandering Indians. The 
rice, cattle and hogs that were supplied must have formed a 
useful addition to the resources of Oglethorpe and his advance 
party (31). Among his various complaints Thomas Lowndes 
gave information to the Board of Trade about a grant of 1717 by 
the Lords Proprietors of Carolina to Sir Robert Montgomery of the 
territory on which Georgia was now being founded, but as the 
grant was since void no valid claims could be founded upon it 
(222, p. 129). 

There are few papers of interest concerning the Middle Colonies 
among the documents of this year and we need only note that 
those from New York mainly deal with the quarrels between 
Lewis Morris and his supporters and Governor Cosby to which 
we referred in the earlier part of this Introduction. They are 
filled as usual with accusations from both sides, and many of the 
printed sheets in which the controversy was carried on before the 
New York public were enclosed with the letters that were sent 
to London. These have been noted among the items in the 
Calendar but have not been abstracted. The only other item 
in the correspondence from New York to which we need refer is the 
question relating to the Equivalent Land which may be traced by 
reference to our Index. 


In Massachusetts and New Hampshire the perennial quarrel 
between Governor Belcher and Lieutenant-Governor Dunbar still 
went on, but the papers relating to it in 1733 were not quite so 
interminable as in some previous years, and we need not add to 
what we have said about them in preceding Introductions. 
Affairs in Massachusetts were in a serious position despite all 
that Governor Belcher could do, and there is a painful letter from 
him complaining of the long delays at home in the issue of the 
orders enabling him to obtain his salary (7). He found the 
Assemblies so ‘‘ humoursome and capricious” that he doubted 
whether he could get a new Assembly to vote as their predecessors 
had done and so he would be deprived of any salary at all if he 
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were not immediately granted permission to accept what had been 
offered (p. 9. See also 229, p. 132). Notwithstanding all he had 
said to the Assembly, Belcher reported, there was not (and had not 
been for a long time) any money in the public Treasury, which 
exposed the King’s Government to great hazards and incon- 
veniences (127). The Massachusetts paper currency was very 
low in value, despite the restrictions on the Governor’s power to 
authorise the issue of bills of credit, for Connecticut and Rhode 
Island could issue whatever they wished without any control 
(229). Thus even if Belcher received the permission he requested 
to accept the 3,0001. voted by the Assembly, its value would be so 
reduced that he would find it very difficult to pay his way. 

It is easy to realise why Belcher felt deserted in his unending 
struggles with the Massachusetts Assemblies, for it was not until 
September, 1733, that the Board of Trade replied to the letters 
they had received from him in the preceding twelve months. In 
a single letter they then acknowledged twelve letters written 
by the Governor between October, 1732 and June, 1733, and even 
then they did not give him any help in his difficulties or a definite 
reply to his petition to be permitted to accept the money voted 
by the Assembly for his salary (345). No Governor in the whole 
Empire was in so difficult a position as the Governor of Massa- 
chusetts, and it says much for Belcher’s loyalty and determination 
of purpose that he was willing to carry on, It was not until 
November, 1733, that an order was issued to the Board of Trade 
by the Committee for Plantation Affairs to prepare an Instruction 
to Governor Belcher giving him leave to assent to the Bill of 
Assembly granting him 3,000/. (375 and enclosures i and ii, 394). 

Paper Money The issue by the little colony of Rhode Island of bills of credit 
ll on a very large scale to the amount of 100,000]. was regarded 
Comnaten, by all the traders in the Northern Colonies as most damaging to 
commerce, and various merchants in Boston gathered together to 
form a private bank with a capital of 110,000/. to emit notes 
to be paid in silver and gold and so put a stop to the losses caused 
by the decline of bills of credit. The scheme was interesting 
(389) and shrewd, and Governor Belcher’s remarks upon it and the 
evils it was intended to cure are worthy of note (384, pp. 236-7). 
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§ III. 
THE WEST INDIES. 


In the General section we have already dealt with some of the 
more important points contained in our documents relating to 
the West Indies as a whole, and we now have only to supplement 
them with some notes as to the affairs of particular colonies in the 
islands. 

There is among the uncertainly dated documents at the end of 
our abstracts an interesting anonymous paper embodying 
criticisms on a pamphlet entitled “‘The State of the Island of 
Jamaica,’ which had been submitted to the Duke of Newcastle 
through Mr. Walpole, probably Horatio, the Auditor-General of 
Colonial Revenues. Internal evidence shows that the document 
can be probably assigned to 1733. The main question raised was 
concerned with the raising of a sufficient revenue to carry on the 
government of the island and provide defence against its internal 
and external enemies, but the significant facts were added that 
lay at the base of Jamaica’s troubles. ‘‘ The value of the produce 
of Jamaica in sugar is now near treble what it was at the Revolu- 
tion [of 1688], and the number of negroes more than double, yet 
white people in the island bearing arms are not so many by some 
thousands. This is because before the Revolution the plantations 
were very small ones, and not any one planter had as many negroes 
as every owner of a sugar plantation has now. The increased 
production has not been occasioned by many new families settling, 
but by the descendants of those who had settlements before the 
Revolution, either purchasing the small plantations, or runs of 
land near them, or settling the lands which their fathers had early 
obtained by grants from the Crown” (463, p. 277). We have 
thus a succinct description of what was happening not only in 
Jamaica but in all the British West Indian islands. The white 
population of small holders had almost disappeared, and in its 
place there were only large planters exploiting their estates by 
increasing numbers of negro slaves. It is not surprising that the 
dread of servile insurrection hung persistently over Jamaica and 
that the letters from the island were filled with accounts of the 
negro rebellion which every successive effort failed to suppress. 
As in several previous years the despatches from Jamaica were 
filled with accounts of these failures and the plans for remedying 
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them, but it is unnecessary to refer to any of them specially. 
They can be conveniently consulted by reference to the Index. 

Lord Howe, the new Governor of Barbados, arrived in the island 
in April, 1733, (118), and at once began active work to clear up 
the abuses he found in its Government. We have already referred 
to some of his measures in the first part of this Introduction and 
there is little further to add. 

The Barbados planters were in the forefront in the controversies 
over the sugar trade and a pamphlet written over the pseudonym 
“A Barbados Planter” is noticed here (349 i, and see 416, p. 245, 
showing that the writer was the Deputy Auditor-General). The 
writer was a warm believer in the virtues of rum. He hoped that 
“ our worthy patriots at home will be of opinion that the produce 
of our Sugar Colonies should be almost as tenderly regarded as 
the produce of Great Britain, and that RUM should be put nearly 
upon the same foot with British spirits and in opposition to 
French brandy . . . a commodity that is as pernicious in every 
degree as rum is beneficial: such an encouragement would put 
the sugar planters upon their industry and endeavours to make a 
spirit that might be wholesome and consequently more acceptable 
than those foreign spirits for which we are annually at a great 
expense of bullion... It is observable that within these few years 
[Barbados] has improved in their rum or spirit to a very great 
degree ; and it is allowed to be already not only a wholesome 
liquor and what mixes well with British malt spirits, but a 
sovereign remedy in many cases ”’ (p. 202). 

After he had been some six months in the island Governor 
Howe wrote a letter of thanks to the Duke of Newcastle marked 
“ Private” to accompany a present of “ Barbados water ”’ and 
sweetmeats. This was apparently some kind of cordial. The 
Governor did not forget his interest in British politics, for he wrote, 
“1 hope the gentlemen in Nottinghamshire will behave them- 
selves at their next elections in such a manner that may deserve 
your Grace’s favour. I am sure all those that call themselves 
my friends and would have me believe they are really so, will do 
all they can to serve your Grace’s interest ”’ (378). 

Although Parliament had passed the Sugar Act greatly to the 
discontent of the Northern Colonies, the Barbadians were not 
content but clamoured for further protection. The petitions 
from them that Lord Howe forwarded with long recapitulations 
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of their contents (e.g. 416, 416 i) contain all the familiar grievances 
that we have remarked upon in previous Introductions and 
assert that “the people of this sinking colony” (417 ii) are 
“generally in a most miserable condition ’’ (416). Unless they 
are permitted to export their sugar freely and direct to foreign 
markets as the French plantations do, they will be utterly undone. 


There is rather an extraordinary letter from Lord Howe showing 
how the ports of a British colony were forbidden to certain British 
ships even when in distress. It raises certain questions as to the 
relations of the East India Company with the colonies which 
became of considerable importance some forty years later at the 
time of the ‘ Boston Tea Party.’ Howe wrote in May, 1733: 
“On Tuesday last came to an anchor here about noon two large 
East India ships in the greatest distress ; the cargo of one was 
valued by the Captain at 300,000/. and it was thought was in 
danger of sinking even in the Bay.’’ By the Governor’s positive 
Instructions in relation to ships coming from the East Indies he 
was forbidden to receive them and his predecessor had been 
severely censured for not obeying the order. Howe therefore 
‘immediately ordered them to weigh anchor, for they should 
have no relief . . [He] sent Custom House officers to stay on 
board them till they were under sail which with much difficulty 
[he] forced them to by break of day the next morning, the fort 
having been obliged to fire several shot at them before they 
would obey.’ This was an extraordinarily drastic measure to 
adopt, for Howe was of opinion that if the ships could not get into 
some of the islands to refit, it would be impossible for them to 
reach England (193). 


Colonel William Mathew, who had seen so much service in the 
Leeward Islands and as Lieutenant-General had so often adminis- 
tered the Government in the interim between successive 
Governors, at last received the definitive appointment (77, 99 i, 
146, 147). The Board of Trade prepared his Instructions in the 
usual form (128 and enclosures i, ii, iii) and he was empowered to 
receive an additional salary from the Assembly in each of the 
Leeward Islands in accordance with the precedent established for 
Viscount Howe in Barbados (215). 


The omnivorous Wavell Smith gave difficulty as usual in the 
preparation of the Instructions and a special Order in Council 
had to be issued directing that his name be left out of the list of 
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Councillors for St. Christopher “in regard he does by himself or 
Deputy execute the several offices of Clerk of the Council, Clerk of 
the Courts, Clerk of the Ordinary, Register in Chancery and 
Register of the Admiralty in the said Island and in all the rest of 
the Leeward Caribbee Islands, some of which offices are inconsis- 
tent with and others beneath the dignity of the office of a Council- 
lor’ (258, 259). He was at the same time Secretary to the 
Government of the islands (334) and his notorious extortion of 
fees had given great difficulty to Governors previous to Mathew. 
In 1731 he was put up to trial for the extortion of his deputies and 
in earlier Volumes of this Calendar we have frequently noted him 
in opposition to Mathew as acting-Governor. The new régime, 
therefore, did not open under very favourable auspices with a new 
grievance provided for this shameless pluralist to disturb the 
peace of these small communities. 

Other officers than Wavell Smith raised this vexed question of 
fees and strove to enforce their claims by litigation and by 
petitions to the home authorities. Newcastle characterised some 
of these applications as “‘ vexatious and frivolous ” (e.g. 356), but 
there were incessant disputes in the islands on these and similar 
points, and the despatches from the islands are filled with lengthy 
accounts of them (e.g. 365 and enclosures i-xv). In the interim 
before Mathew arrived in the islands to take up the Governorship, 
the duties were carried on by Michael Smith, the senior Coun- 
cillor or President of the decayed island of Nevis, who took up the 
post of Lieutenant-General by seniority. He was not a man 
of much ability or position and he commanded little respect. 
In consequence he found it impossible to get the Clerks of the 
Assemblies in the various islands to supply him with the tran- 
scripts of their Minutes that he was directed to send to England. 
He could not suspend an officer without the consent of seven of 
his Council, and in small Councils which rarely could command a 
quorum of seven such a consent was impossible to obtain. The 
Clerks therefore snapped their fingers at Smith and took no steps 
to remedy their negligence (334). 
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§ IV. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 


Disturbances Alured Popple, the Secretary of the Board of Trade, found the 

—, Trade business of his office in Whitehall greatly impeded by the riotous 

Office. disturbances in the street before it. Numbers of dissolute 
persons assembled there, particularly in dark evenings and in the 
night time, and it was dangerous for persons having occasion to 
come or go from the Office. He was therefore instructed by the 
Commissioners to apply to the Secretary at War for a sentinel to 
be placed near the Office door to prevent such disorders (43). 
It does not appear whether the Board obtained the protection 
they desired.

1. Governor Burrington to the Council of Trade and Planta- 


No. Carolina. tions. Abstract. North Carolina continues in perfect quietness ; 


peace and good order subsist throughout the whole Province. 
This is owing to his industry in visiting the several districts and 
encouraging the Magistrates to discharge their duties, and 
countenancing them by his presence in the precinct courts. 
‘This method, to me very troublesome and expensive, has proved 
effectual, in resetling the authoritys of the Judicature,and restrain- 
ing profligate, lawless men from unruly actions. There is not 
one clergyman of the Church of England regularly settled in this 
Government. The former missionarys were so little approved of ; 
that the inhabitants seem very indifferent, whither any more 
come to them. Some Presbyterian, or rather Independent 
Ministers from New England have got congregations, more may 
follow ; many of them being unprovided with liveings in that 
country ; where a preacher is seldom pay’d more, then the value 
of £20 sterling a year by his parishioners. The Quakers in this 
Government are considerable, for their numbers, and substance ; 
the regularity of their lives, hospitality to strangers, and kind 
offices to new settlers induceing many to be of their persuasion. 
Plantations continue to sell very cheap, those with houses, barns, 
orchards, gardens, pasture, and tillage grounds fenced yield 
about thirty or forty pistoles ; notwithstanding the work done 
upon them, oft’times has cost four times as much, the reason 
they yield no more is, that several people chuse to remove into 
fresh places, for the benefit of their cattle, and hogs, which is a 
great convenience to new commers, who may allways buy con- 
venient settlements for less money then the buildings, and other 
improvements could be made.” Instances case of a planter from 
Virginia who bought 11 such plantations and works them with his 
wife and ten negroes, whilst the 100 former white inhabitants 
have moved on. ‘Trade is on so bad a footing that people who 
traffic with New England and Virginia lose half the value of their 
goods. The remedy is to open a port on Ocacock Island. Most 
traders in London believe the coast is very dangerous, but this is 
not so. There are no more than three shoals in 400 miles. Cape 
Fear River, Beaufort and Ocacock are very good harbours and 
will admit the largest merchant ships, as may be seen by the 
drafts he had made and sent to the Lords of Trade. ‘ Great is 
the loss this country has sustained, in not being supply’d by 
vessells from Guinea with negros ; in any part of the Province the 
1—(1). 
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people are able to pay for a ship’s load; but as none come 
directly from Affrica, we are under a necessity to buy the refuse, 
refractory and distemper’d negros, brought from other Govern- 
ments ; It is hoped some merchants in England will speedily 
furnish this Colony with negros, to increase the produce and it’s 
trade to England. I had been allmost a year in the Government, 
before people began to enter land. Edward Moseley, Surveyor 
General of the late Lords Proprietors, and his Deputys, more 
especially Mr. John Ashe etc. had been guilty of many vile frauds, 
and abuses in surveying; one of their practices was, to survey 
without warrants for gratifications ; to men that inquired into 
the validity of those surveys the Deputys answered, they were 
right and good. Near upon a year since, Mr. Rice the Secretary 
entered some lands held in that manner, and keeps them ;_ this 
put several men, who had no other titles then the Deputy 
Surveyors could give them, upon makeing proper entrys ; many 
others have them still to make, of lands they have been in posses- 
sion of seven or eight years, without paying quitt-rents. The 
method I take in signing warrants (related in a former paper) has 
effectually put an end to unfair practices in takeing up of land 
etc.; as the old land jobbers are now restrained from getting 
mony by selling warrants and entrys, they complain, but all 
honest men approve efc. Upon application from some men who 
imploy their slaves chiefly in making tar and pitch that less 
quantitys would be made, and their business cramp’d, if they 
were not permitted to take up more then fivety acres, for each 
person in their familys. I was prevailed upon to sign warrants, 
for a small quantity beyond that complement; the land was 
barren and unfitt for cultivation. In this country is a law called 
the Lapse Act, which seems to allow every man the liberty to take 
up 640 acres, and it was never refused anyone, in the time of the 
Proprietors etc. Will be careful to observe his Instructions on 
this head. Continues: A gentleman liveing in Virginia, reputed 
rich, and owner of above 100 slaves, desired to enter 5000 acres of 
land, part of a Savanna, between Pamticough and Nuse River ; 
I went to view this place, and think I never did ride over worse 
land, I granted the gentleman’s request, am not able to judge 
what use he designs to put it to, in my opinion the whole is not 
worth one shilling. There are millions of acres of Savanna land 
in this country, if they were taken up the King’s rents would be 
much increased. The Instruction for takeing up land (if not 
altered) will greatly obstruct the peopleing of this Province. 
Not an hundredth part of the grounds are plantable ; the barren 
pine-lands will never be cultivated ; the several sorts of wet lands, 
called in these parts Dismals, Pocosans, Swamps, Marishes, and 
Savannas, cannot be cleared and drained, without great charge, 
and labour, therefore not hitherto attempted. The sure way to 
increase the quitt-rents, will be to allow all men liberty to take up 
what quantitys, of these barren and well lands they are willing 
to pay the rent off, without being tyed down, to obligations of 
cultivateing soils, that cannot recompence the charge of any 
labour. It is obvious how prejudicial it must prove to this Colony 
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should the quitt-rents be higher here, then in all other Govern- 
ments etc. Were only the good lands to be taken up, the quitt- 
rents will increase but slowly ; but if all the poor lands were 
patented, the revenue will amount to a considerable sum eic. 
North and South Carolina contain above one hundred millions of 
acres ; not five millions are patented in both countrys etc. Land 
is not wanting for men in Carolina, but men for land. Several 
sawmills have lately been erected in the south parts of that 
Government, and others are now building. Two petitions were 
delivered to me in Council, 3rd Nov. last, on behalf of Proprietors 
of sawmills efc., praying grants of lands lyeing near their respective 
mills ; which is deferred, to such time as I can receive orders 
about it. The granting of 5000 acres or more, to each owner of a 
mill, cannot be a prejudice to any person, and may increase the 
quitt rents, one, or two hundred pounds pr. annum. The petitions 
and resolve of Council in answer are incerted in the Journals. The 
reputation this Government has lately acquired, appears by the 
number of people that have come from other places to live in it : 
many of them possessed of good American estates. I do not 
exceed in saying 1000 white men have already settled in North 
Carolina, since my arrival, and more are expected. This increase 
of inhabitants, made it necessary to erect new precincts. On 
receiveing petitions from those that lived remote from Court 
Houses, setting forth the hardships they laboured under, at great 
expences and loss of time in attending Courts from great distances, 
to ease these people, three new ones have been made ; the bounds 
are incerted in the Council Journals. I have taken great care, 
and gone thro’ much fatigue in settling the Militia; which had 
been totally neglected, dureing Sr. Richard Everard’s Administra- 
tion ; two Colonels dyeing last summer prevented my receiveing 
list of their regiments etc. Was prevented by a frost in November 
last when setting out to finish that affair. Js certain that the 
Militia consists of 5000 men, and at least another 1000 are not 
enrolled. Computes the white men, women and children to be 
full 30,000, and the negroes about 6000, the Indians less than 800. 
Continues : The last spring and summer proved excessive hot and 
dry, which rendered this and neighbouring Provinces very sickly, 
feavers and bloody fluxes made great havock among the people ; 
violent heats, and want of rain, damaged the crops so much that 
there is scarce sufficient grain made this year to suffice the 
inhabitants, who usually exported great quantitys. Mr. Palin 
succeeded Mr. Smith as Chief Justice, upon the departure of the 
last for England ; being incapacitated by sickness, resigned etc. ; 
with the approbation, and consent of the Council, I appointed 
Mr. Little Chief Justice, because there was no other person in this 
Government capable of duly executeing that imployment. This 
Gentleman was Attorney General, and Receiver, of the Quitt- 
rents, to the Lords Proprietors ; is heavily charged by Sr. Richard 
Everard, and Mr. Smith, with accusations of concealments, and 
embezzlements, amounting to a great sum ; but it is well known, 
he never received by the sale of lands, and for quitt rents £1000 
sterl, etc, I think the accounts he has delivered are fair and just. 
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Refers to his answer to Mr. Smith. “‘ I think he is an honest man, 
and am sure he is a very good lawyer and in all respects well 
qualifyed ” etc. Continues :—After the decease of Colo. Joseph 
Jenoure, Surveyor General of H.M. lands, Mr. Lovick was appointed 
to succeed him ; This gentleman is also virolently attacked by the 
Knight and Squire before named efc. because they refused to join 
in the designs formed against me etc. Mr. Lovick can be of 
singular use and service, in the next Assembly, by helping me to 
draw bills, being on the conferences between the Council and 
Assembly, and many other ways. It is impossible for one man 
to do everything requisite dureing the sitting of an Assembly etc. 
If Mr. Lovick do’s not assist, it will fall to my lot to have all that 
to do, the other Members of the Council are not inclined or not 
capable etc. Hopes Mr. Lovick will be continued in his present 
employment or some other efc. The Act for resurveying land is 
framed artfully, and fraudulently, if the law is repealed, and 
everyman has liberty to resurvey, at his own expence, any 
plantation, where he knows more land is held, then specifyed in 
the patent and have liberty to take up the overpluss, a multitude 
of frauds and concealments will be discovered, and the quitt-rents 
increased without puting the King to any charge. I have been 
informed, Moseley when Surveyor did make surveys in his own 
house, and plotted out land upon paper, with bounds by waters, 
trees and other signs, and tokens, that he never saw, nor knew 
anything off, includeing much more then in the returns sett forth, 
for which patents went out in course. By all I can hear, his 
deputys seldom measured, but contented themselves, to mark 
two trees in front for corners, and then guessed the other bounds, 
and so returned the pretended surveys into the Secretary’s Office. 
A commission was drawn for the erecting a Court of Exchequer 
and layd before the Council last November, several objections 
being made to it, the present Chief Justice, with two of the Council, 
were appointed to consider thereof, make alterations, if they see 
cause, and lay them before the next Council to be considered ; in 
the mean time, the lawyers in Virginia, have been desired to give 
their opinions, upon several matters we are not clear in. It is 
thought by every man here, that this country is not without a 
Court of Exchequer at this time ; The General Court under the 
Proprietors, had the powers, of the King’s Bench, Common 
Pleas, and Exchequer granted them; which Court is no ways 
altered, but invested with as full powers as heretofore. All the 
time Sir R. Everard governed, the publick roads were in a manner 
unregarded, one markt by my order when Governor for the 
Proprietors, from Nuse to Cape Fear River, about 100 miles, 
remain’d unwrought upon efc. The last summer I prevailed upon 
the men liveing in that part, to take in hand that necessary work, 
which was chearfully and effectually performed, bridge lay’d, and 
causeways made over all the waters, and morasses ; it is the way 
men travel, that go from this, and the more Northern Govern- 
ments into South Carolina. Haveing succeeded in that affair, 
I made a journey to the inland parts, and proposed to those 
people, makeing a road from the borders of Virginia to Cape 
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Fear River, through the middle of the country, a considerable 
distance higher than the former, which they readily assented too, 
proper measures are taken for marking and laying out the said 
road this winter, I hope to see it perfected, before the next 
Christmass. The old high ways, that I found very much in decay, 
are tolerably well repaired ; what remains wanting, will be easily 
compleated in the spring ”’ etc. Nothing has been done in respect 
to the boundary with 8. Carolina ete. If a line is run, it must 
prove a great expence to the King, efc. Proposes Pedec River as 
« Natural division etc. Has made up the Council to seven, and 
proposes fit persons for filling the remaining vacancies. Hopes 
that Mr. Ashe and Mr. Rice will be removed. The present 
Attorney General, John Montgomery is without the requisite 
understanding for H.M. service in that office, which requires 
capacity and knowledge of the law etc. Continues :—Part of 
the King’s business is delay’d, by the absence of the Deputy 
Auditor, and Receiver General. No quitt-rents have been pay’d, 
nor accounts audited in North Carolina, since H.M. purchased this 
Province. North Carolina was little known or mentioned, before 
I was Governour for the Propr‘etors; when I came first, I found 
the inhabitants few and poor, I took all methods I thought would 
induce people to come from other countrys to settle themselves 
in this, and put myself to very great charges in makeing new 
settlements efc., succeeding according to my expectation in all ; 
Perfecting the settlement on Cape Fear River cost me a great sum 
of money, and infinite trouble. I endured the first winter I went 
there, all the hardships could happen to a man destitute of a 
house to live in, that was above 100 miles from a neighbour in a 
pathless country, and was obliged to have all provisions brought 
by sea at great charges, to support the number of men I caryed, 
paid, and maintained at my sole expence. It can hardly be 
imagined what pains I took in sounding the inletts, barrs, and 
rivers in this Province; which I performed no less then four 
times ; I discovered, and made known, the channels of Cape Fear 
River, and Port Beaufort, or Topsail Inlett e¢c., and never obtained 
any reward but the thanks of two Assemblys efc. Horses and 
cattle were of very little value in this country before Cape River 
was inhabited. As very few men came there provided with these 
creatures, they were obliged to purchase them in the old settle- 
ments, which doubled their price etc. Set out, N.C. Col. Ree.

Encloses Journals of Assembly, whom he dismissed yesterday 
at their own request. The Board will easily observe from them 
“ that the House of Representatives are continually running wild, 
nor are their attempts for assuming (in a manner) the whole 
Legislative, as well as the executive part of the Government into 
their own hands to be endur’d with honour to His Majesty. Your 
Lordships will find upon the King’s Council’s not agreeing to their 
vote of taking the publick affairs of the Government into their 
own hands, in the recess of the Court, they made a vote yesterday 
fully impowring a Committee of their own House to write the 
Agent from time to time on the Address and Memorial of both 
Houses. This most certainly is assuming a power they have no 
right to, unless the Address, and Memorial had been only from 
themselves ; Had they sat a few days longer, I should have 
expected they wou’d have voted H.M. Council an useless part 
of the Legislature. I have, My Lords, according to my duty, to 
the King, been representing to your Lordships for eighteen 
menths past, the great difficulty under which this Province 
labours, thro’ the perverseness and obstinacy of the House of 
Representation, (or rather of a few designing men of influence 
among them) and really, My Lords, matters seem now to be 
hastening to a crisis,—that I can’t apprehend the King’s Govern- 
ment here can subsist any longer, without His Majesty’s immediate 
care. The Officers and soldiers will certainly desert all the forts 
and garrisons, being naked, and unable to do their duty for want 
of their just pay ” etc. Refers to enclosed petitions, which he has 
laid before the Assembly to no purpose, and to the survey of the 
forts he sent some two years ago. Since then he has surveyed the 
forts on the Eastern frontier and Castle William, the principle 
fortification and key of the country. The forts on the frontier 
are all dropping down, and Castle William wants a large repair. 
To these things he has had no answer from the Board, for which 
he now begs. Continues :—For really, My Lords, if things 
continue, or still grow worse, this Government and Province is in a 
fair way to fall into all confusion, and to be lost ; I humbly beg 
your Lordships seriously to consider all I have and do write, and 
that you wou’d lay the state of this Government before His 
Majesty according to your wonted justice and wisdom.” Their 
Address and Memorial are mostly filled with the old history of the 
country, calculated more to move the passions of mankind than 
anything else. The dispute as to the supply of the Treasury he 
thinks must entirely turn upon the words of the Charter, and 
hopes His Majesty will steadily abide by His royal orders, for the 
safety and honour of His Government, and for the best good of 
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His subjects here. Will continue, as he has always done, to 
support H.M. right and authority, and to protect the liberties of 
the people etc. Set out, Mass.

| have lately done myself the honour of writing your Lordships 
pretty fully upon the publick affairs of this Province, and it had 
been a great pleasure to me to have been able to have given your 
Lordships a better account of the dutifullness of the House of 
Representatives to His Majesty. But as it is my inclination as 
well as my duty to represent things as they really are, with your 
Lordships’ favour, you must take them from me as you find them. 
What I have now to add is with respect to my own support, in 
which I have a hard, severe case. By my last letters from London, 
I find H.M. had not sign’d the leave for taking the money voted 
me by the Assembly in June last nor can it be now expected till 
April, so that I am oblig’d (in support of the King’s honour) to 
spend what I hope for for my support twelve months before 1 
receive it, and in case of my death to run the hazard of my family’s 
losing the whole money (as is the case of the family of my late 
predecessor). My Lords, the publick prints of Europe and 
America are my witnesses, and so are all my private friends, that 
nothing has been omitted in my power for H.M. honour and 
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interest, and for the good of his subjects. Why then must I 
be unde so severe a punishment, or can it be consonant to reason 
and justice, or the rules of honour, that I must be starv’d because 
of my strict conformity to my duty and obedience to the King ? 
And must not such a situation as [ am in cut the sinews of the 
King’s Government, and dishearten a faithfull servant: I beg 
your Lordships to feel a little with me, and whether you wou’d 
not think it hard to spend your lives in a faithfull attendance on 
H.M. service, and to support his honour, in your stations, and all 
at the expence of your own fortunes ? Certainly the labourer is 
worthy of his hire, or a faithfull servant of his just reward. And 
as Instructions of the nature of mine were given to my predeces- 
sors for more than thirty years past, and what the people never 
comply’d with; But a liberty was always given to prevent the 
Governor’s starving, and since His present Majesty has already 
done it to me, with great submission to your Lordships, I don’t 
see that it will be derogatory to H.M. honour to give me a general 
leave for taking my support of the Assembly till he shall according 
to His royall wisdom, inforce His own Instructions. Every 
possible thing has been done on my part towards it, certainly then 
I ought to be paid out of the Royal Exchequer at home, or by a 
leave to take it here ; and if the latter shou’d not reach me by the 
month of April next, there must be a dissolution of the present 
Assembly, and I shou’d then expect the £3000 voted me in June 
last to be intirely lost—the Assemblies here are so humersome and 
capricious. Let me then once more intreat your Lordships that 
I may not go on to be so severe a sufferer etc. Signed, J. Belcher.

resolved by the time your Lordships receive this letter, it contains 
a part, which may much conduce to H.M. service, or if it be not 
disannull’d, I must beg leave to recommend to your Lordships 
that the repeal be retarded of a twelve month longer. It enacts a 
clause for the registring all deeds and titles in the office of H.M. 
Auditor, or his deputy, within the space of 18 months after the 
passing the Act, or that such titles be forfeited, if not registred 
within eighteen months after the said office is erected in Charles 
Town, and publick notice thereof given. Onthe 27th of November, 
1731, a printed advertisement was published by Mr. St. John’s 
deputy, declareing that James St. John, Esqr., was Auditor 
General for this Province ; and had open’d in Charlestown his 
said office of Auditor etc. Mr. Walpole was known to be Auditor 
General of America, and Mr. St. John being askt if he was Mr. 
Walpole’s Deputy, he insisted Mr. Walpole could have no right to 
be Auditor of S. Carolina, because his patent was prior to H.M. 
purchase, and St. John assumed the place of Auditor General 
under colour of being Inspector and Comptroller ; the reality of 
his office was then impeach’d and the Secretary of this Province 
claimed the right of registring ; in order to forward somewhere 
the expedition of a rent roll, my Council and I took it under 
examination on the 10th of June last. Mr. St. John thought 
proper then to acknowledge Mr. Walpole’s right, and produced a 
deputation from him ; we then resolv’d the right of registring to 
be vested in Mr. St. John as Deputy Auditor which was accordingly 
publish’d. Should your Lordships be therefore of opinion to 
retard the repeal of the law for the sake of obtaining H.M. a rent 
roll, the commencement of the eighteen months will be most 
indisputable from the 10th of June, 1732. We have some cavilling 
lawyers here, to improve such opportunities, for defeating the 
effects of the law, and creating contention ; I doubt Mr. St. John’s 
adviser, one Whitaker, industriously set him astray in the former 
particular, on purpose to raise disputes about it ; and it had very 
great effects; for the recording of deeds was much retarded, 
but that right is now unquestioned. The Assembly here attempted 
a bill to prolong the time of registring, but I refus’d my concur- 
rence. I have had some applications to me for the signing of 
grants at the old reserv’d quitt rents, upon produceing purchase 
receipts under colour of the quitt rent roll act. But while H.M. 
pleasure is unknown upon it, I have all along avoided acting in 
such conformity, or to pass any grants to give strength to patents. 
I think myself happy that by such cautions, if H.M. does not 
think proper to affirm it, his interest will be no way prejudiced, 
but like to receive a considerable benefit by getting a rent roll 
after the proposed method. Your Lordships will probably 
recommend the new plan of a law to be here enacted upon repeal 
of the former, which I shall carefully endeavour to procure being 
pass’d into a law, with my best interest and industry. P.S. Jan.

The trade of the Province has grown 
large, and a medium to support and increase it is doubtless 
absolutely necessary.

The poor 
borderers live like toads under a harrow, being run into gaols on 
the one side or the other. They pull down one another’s houses, 
and he fears it will end in bloodshed, unless H.M. gives effectual 
orders for the boundaries to be fixed.

future. The rains and floods have been so violent and continu’d 
so long that our partys in pursuit of the slaves in rebellion have 
had little success worth mentioning. I have however kept them 
out as often as the weather would permitt and by the best informa- 
tion and all accounts the rebels seem to be dispers’d into small 
gangs, and if we are enabl’d to keep our partys on foot and 
possession of their towns and fastnesses they cannot probably 
unite of sometime. I have found credit, at least, for the provisions 
for the partys ’till the Assembly meets, and have by the advice 
of the Council given orders for the lessening their numbers, in 
order to lessen the expence, our Treasury being quite exhausted. 
I have wrote to his Grace the Duke of Newcastle a full account 
of the tryal and conviction of one Wright, a merchant at Kingston, 
and Wyat, the master of his sloop call’d the Postilion, for forceably 
taking away and bringing from the coast of Hispaniola a French 
sloop called the St. William which had been sent to put some goods 
on board him according to the practice of that hidden trade, but 
having lost one of his vessels in a storm there, took that sloop to 
carry his own goods; They were convicted and sentenc’d for 
pyracy in a high Court of Admiralty here, but by the bench 
unanimously recommended to H.M. most gracious pardon upon 
some compassionate circumstances in that case, which I issued 
accordingly, as to their lives only. The French sloop St. William 
was deliver’d over to the owner Taillet who has carry’d her home.

(i) The Commission is not only for the discussion and 
decision, but likewise for the settling of the points submit- 
ted to it, and as one of these points is the examing into all 
the abuses on both sides, and that the Commissaries ought 
to have particular regard to the principal and final intent 
of this Commission, which is the union and good corres- 
pondence between the two nations, it seems to be in a 
peculiar and unavoidable manner incumbent on them to 
use all possible means to secure the same by settling 
this point and preventing the inconveniencys that daily 
encrease. That the cutting of logwood is a notorious 
and detestable abuse, appears from it’s not being 
allowed by any of the Treatys. For from it there are 
several transactions which confirm this prohibition, and 
some by which the Court of England has justified itself

Agree that the principal object of the Commission is to 
strengthen the good understanding between the two 
nations by removing certain objects of contention, and 
regarding, therefore, the question of logwood-cutting as 
coming properly within the jurisdiction (ressort) of the 
Commission, they could not help being surprised that the 
Spanish Commissaries should inform them of orders of 
some date sent by the Court of Spain on a matter still in 
dispute, and that they should describe it as a detestable 
abuse, without producing the smallest proof to invalidate 
the incontestable right of His Majesty’s subjects etc. 
Continue :—Campeachy wood is a product of the 
Province of Yucatan, where the Crown of Spain is in

Boeufs, where for a very long time they cut Campeachy 
wood without interruption even before the Treaty of 
Madrid in 1667. And it is worthy of note that they 
continued in the said possession at the time of the con- 
clusion of the Treaty of 1670, by which their rights were 
established and confirmed in the strongest and most 
effective manner. Quote 7th Article of that Treaty. 
Continue :—The Spaniards indeed began some time 
afterwards to disturb the Colony, and to challenge the 
right and liberty which it had so long enjoyed without 
interruption.

Island has been for many years past of great advantage of Great 
Britain, on which it has been and ever must be dependent, and 
from whence it has allways received and ever must receive it’s 
most valuable supplyes. For several years last past there has 
been a very great want of cash in the said island, and trade has 
been carryed on etc. chiefly by credit given by the British 
merchants efc. and by the inhabitants to one another; and 
without such credit be continued the trade of the island must 
sink and in short time be wholly lost ete. The Sugar Plantations 
require a continuall supply of slaves, horses, cattle, lumber and 
plantation stores, for all which the sugar planters have no other 
means of paying than by their sugars rum melasses, the currt. 
cash of the said island at present being not sufficient to defray 
the hundredth part of the necessary annuall expences of the said 
island. In order to obtain and preserve such creditt as aforesaid 
the Legislature of the said island have from time to time made 
severall good and wholsome laws (now in full force) very much in 
favour of creditors, who have thereby all reasonable security for 
the payment of their debts, and a method of coming at them wth. 
great ease and expedition. By an Act made in this Colony in its 
infancy intituled an Act declaring what proofs to bonds, bills, 
procurations, letters of attorney, procurations efc. shall be sufficient 
in law (which act in its preamble takes notice that by reason of 
the great distance between this island and England direct proof 
concerning deeds, bonds, writings or other specialtys for moneys 
or goods etc. could not be had, and that thereby great mischiefs 
had redounded to the good people of England and great obstruc- 
tion to the justice of the said island) it is enacted that such deeds 
and bonds efc., all letters of attorney etc. which should at any 
time thereafter be produced in any Court of Justice in the said 
island attested to have been proved upon oath under the Corpora- 
tion seal of the Lord Mayor of London, or any other Mayor or 
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Chief Officer of any City or Town Corporate within the Dominions 
of England, should be taken deemed and judged as sufficient in 
law as if the witnesses in them named and subscribed had been 
personally there and proved the same and that such attestation 
should be sufficient evidence to a jury to give a verdict thereon. 
By another Act depositions of witnesses departing, departed, or 
extream sick, taken before any Governour, Judge Assistant or 
Justice of the Peace (the other party having had notice to be 
present to cross interrogate efc.) are enacted to be efc. good 
evidence in law. And by the constant usage and practice of the 
Courts of Common Pleas in the sd. island all agents and factors 
(making oath that they have no profit or loss by the success of the 
cause except their commissions) are admitted to prove their 
accounts and all matters relating to their factorage and commiss- 
business. By means of those laws and said usage efc. the English 
merchants who have given credit to the inhabitants have found it 
no difficult matter to prove their debts etc. The method of suing 
and proceeding to judgment for debts in this island is very easy 
and expeditious, as appears by the Act establishing the Courts of 
Common Pleas etc. Its provisions and subsequent modifications 
explained. Continue: To which we begg leave to add that by 
the constant usage and practice of all the Courts of Law and 
Equity in this island, lands of inheritance in fee simple have ever 
been held and adjudged liable to the payment of debts of what 
nature soever, and actions are daily brought against execrs. and 
admrs. for debts and contracts of their testators or intestates, of 
wt. nature soever such debts or contracts be, and upon recoverys 
thereon had the lands of the testators or intestates are taken in 
execution and appraised to the creditor, and the Marshall gives 
the creditor possession thereof and a bill of sale for them, and the 
creditor thereby gains a fee in the lands appraised to him. Thus 
it appears that creditors have all reasonable security for the pay- 
ment of their debts here, and even better security for them than 
creditors in England have for their debts there. There the 
creditors of Barbados in generall have hitherto been well con- 
tented with the constitution so much to their advantage. But so 
it is that some merchants of London having sometime in 1731 
preferred a petition to your Lordshipps complaining that as the 
laws stood in some of H.M. Colonys and Plantations in America 
his subjects of Great Britain had but a precarious or no remedy 
for the recovery of their just debts, and your Lordships having 
been pleased thereupon to represent to H.M. that it might be 
proper that lands in the Colonys should be subject to the payment 
of debts as lands are in Great Britain, that Representation being 
read in the House of Commons the last sessions gave occasion to 
etc. the Act for the more easy recovery of debts in H.M. Plantations 
and Colonys in America, by which etc. it is enacted that affidavits 
taken in Great Britain shall be evidence in actions and suits 
relating to debts and accounts wherein persons residing in Great 
Britain are partyes, and that after the 29th Sept., 1732, houses, 
lands, negros and other hereditaments and reall estate scituate 
and being within any of H.M. Plantacons in America belonging 
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to any person indebted shall be liable to and chargeable with 
all just debts, dutys and demands of wt. nature or kind soever by 
any such person to H.M. or any of his subjects and shall and may 
be assetts for the payment thereof in like manner as reall estates 
are by the Law of England efc. and be subject to the like remedys 
and process in any Courts of Law or Equity in any of the said 
Plantations etc. But forasmuch as the said petition on which your 
Lordships’ Representation was founded contained only a com- 
plaint of want of Justice in regard to creditors in Maryland and 
some other Colonys, in which lands and buildings and other reall 
estate had not been subjected to the payment of debts, and this 
island was nowise mentioned in the petition or representation, 
and such ample provision had been made in that island for the 
security of creditors as aforesaid, we humbly apprehend that the 
said act of Parliament was not intended any way to affect this 
island where the laws with regard to creditors are much more 
favourable than even those of Great Britain, and that in many 
particulars. But should the said act be construed to extend 
hither, it must (as we humbly conceive) soon compleat the 
ruin of the inhabitants (who are already sinking under many 
and great misfortunes and calamitys) and will in truth be of very 
great prejudice to the creditors themselves efc. Represent that 
“it will destroy all our joynture and other family settlements. 
It will enable any one crafty or malicious creditor not only to ruin 
his debtor; but to cheat all the other creditors of the same 
debtor of their just debts; for there being but a very small 
currency of cash in this island, the best sugar-work-plantation, 
if exposed to sale at outcry will not in all humane probability find 
any other chapman but the very creditor at whose suit it is 
exposed to sale; and such creditor may thereby for a triffling 
debt become master of the best sugar-work-plantation in this 
island, while all the younger creditors of the unhappy debtor 
thus stript of his estate will go unpaid. It will put it in the power 
of any ill-disposed debtor to cheat his creditors by getting his 
estate sold for a small summe to some knavish confederate for a 
pretended debt. It will enable elder brothers, and others seized 
of estates charged wth. legacys to cheat their younger brothers, 
sisters, and relations of their legacys. Many merchants, and 
hundreds of others who have taken lands here by appraisement for 
satisfaction of their just debts, and have since built, stockt and 
improved them, and by that means ran in debt, will, if their 
creditors fall upon them, be ruined by the same law if those very 
estates which were obliged to take at the full value by appraise- 
ment must pass by them from sale at vendue in a Colony where 
the want of ready money makes it impossible for anyone but the 
creditors themselves to be the purchasers of landed estates. 
And thus the honest dealer who became interested by the laws 
and constitution of this island for a good valuable and full 
consideration may by the said Act of Parliament be stript of his 
whole estate, tho’ more than sufficient to pay all his creditors 
with a large overplus, and yet not pay more than one of his 
creditors and then perish in prison at ye suit of the rest. The said

22. Governor Hunter to the Duke of Newcastle. By the 
Shark sloop which arriv’d here on the 14th of this month I had 
the honor of your Grace’s letters of the 12th and 30th of October 
last. The first signifying H.M. pleasure relating to the effects 
taken out of the Spanish vessel the St. Michael wrack on the 
Caymanas and brought into this island, etc. Refers to enclosed 
Minutes of Council. Continues: I have issued orders to the 
Provost Marshall and Naval Officer who had seiz’d and are 
possess’d of what could be discover’d of these effects, to deliver 
them into the hands of Messrs. Pratter and Rigby, Factors to the 
Assiento Compy. Neal Walker mention’d in the Factor’s 
Memorial to the Council and who plunder’d this wrack was at 
that time under a sort of proscription, proclamations having been 
issued for apprehending him in order to bring him to justice, for 
that he being fitted out and employ’d by these gentlemen the 
Factors to go in quest of the President of Panama and others who 
went adrift from the Genoesa upon a float, had contrary to their 
orders and intentions stopt at the wrack, fish’d up a considerable 
quantity of treasure which he carry’d with him and has not been 
heard of since the plunder of the St. Michael, tho’ all possible 
diligence was us’d to find him out here as well as elsewhere, by 
letters and informations sent to the several Colonys and Govern- 
ments where he might probably seek shelter. In answer to that 
of the 30th of October with which I receiv’d copys of the cedula’s 
declaration and orders to Sr. Chaloner Ogle for restitution of the 
Spanish ship Dichosa taken by Capt. Aubin at Campechy in 
reprisal for the Woolball and sent hither, I have the honor to 
inform your Grace that upon application to Mr. Lestock who at 
that time commanded H.M. ships here, by the Factors of the 
Assiento Company the Dichosa with her cargo was sent back to 
Campechy and arriv’d there ten days before the time limited by the 

sovernor of la Vera Cruiz was expir’d, so that capture can draw 
no consequences after it prejudicial to the trade of England of 
any kind. In these matters, as in all others, I have acted with 
no other views but to that of H.M. service, so far as I could be 
concern’d in execution of the trust repos’d in me and whilst I 
do I cannot doubt of the honor of your Grace’s protection eic. 
P.S. Since my writing what is above I have reced. a letter from 
the Assiento Factors acquainting me that as H.M. Council here 
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did not think their power for the receipt of the goods or effects 
saved out of the packet boat St. Michael sufficient while the gentle- 
man who gave it was in the West Indies, they think it can be of no 
use now that Dn. Manl. Lopez Pintado is return’d home and out 
of Commission, and besides that they had then money of his 
Catholick Majesty’s to pay charges, and his General’s directions 
what to do with what could be got, for which reasons they now 
refuse to receive what has been sav’d and offer’d to them by the 
Officers abovemention’d ; but say they will make application for 
them without delay so soon as they shall receive a fresh power ; 
and I shall take care to do all that depends on me to prevent any 
embezelment of what has been sav’d till somebody be authoriz’ d 
to and will receive the same, and shall use as I have hitherto done 
all possible means for the discovery of any further effects that may 
have been sav’d. Signed, Ro. Hunter. Endorsed, R. March

The Petition was read of Edward Pratter and James 
Rigby, Agents for the Assiento Co., and attorneys 
appointed by Dn.

Manuel Lopez Pintado, General of 
His Catholick Majesty’s galleons. Neal Walker, Nov. 
and Dec. last, made two voyages to the Little Camonas, 
and plundered from the Spanish brigantine St. Michael 
lately stranded there great quantities of wine, brandy etc. 
He hath likewise plundered the wreck of the Genouesa 
stranded on Point Pedro shoals, whereupon H.E. in 
Council issued a proclamation for his arrest, 26th Sept. 
And whereas it appears by the affidavit of Martin 
Adunson that Mr. Colen Campbell embark’d in a sloop, 
William Dove master, from the wreck of the said 
brigantine loaded with wine and brandy, with the 
consent of Adunson, in order to deposit the same in the 
hands of the Government for the benefit of His Catholick 
Majesty, which sloop was likewise cast away, and 
Dove and others took out her loading, part of which 
wine and brandy have been seized by the Naval Officer 
etc.; and whereas it appears by the same affidavit that 
Thomas Ware and James Jordon loaded their vessels 
from the St. Michael with wine, brandy efc. which H.E. 
has ordered to be seized at petitioners’ request. Walker 
has not been in any of the British Colonies and is 
probably concealed near the island. If pardon were 
offered him upon delivery up to petitioners his plunder 
from the Genouesa and St. Michael, think he would 
embrace it, and thereby His Catholic Majesty recover a 
considerable sum etc. Copy.

(6) 11th May. H.E. communicated to the Council a 
letter to himself from Don Pintado asking for a pardon 
for Capt. Walker in the same terms. The Council were 
unianimously of opinion that it would be of very ill 
consequence to pardon him.

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Michael, it did not appear to them that Messrs. Pratter 
and Rigby were impowered either to demand or receive 
the goods mentioned in their memorial.

Johnson. 15th Dec., 1732. Charges against James 
St. John, Surveyor General and Deputy Auditor. (i) For 
seven months after his arrival he assumed the title of 
Auditor General, appointing George Rolfe his Deputy. 
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When it was objected to him that the Right Honble. 
Horatio Walpole was H.M. Auditor General of all 
America, and that the office of Auditor could not be 
executed here without a deputation from him, he 
answered that Mr. Walpole could not be deemed Auditor 
General of this province, because his patent was prior 
to H.M. purchase of this county from the Lords 
Proprietors. After discharging Rolfe, he appointed 
Dr. Daniel Gibson Depty. Auditor. On being inter- 
rogated by the Council, after many prevarriations, he 
at length produced a deputation from Mr. Walpole, the 
suppression of which for seven months, and his denial 
of his constituents’ right as above, appears to this Board 
a great violation of trust and manifest imposition efc., 
which may frustrate the good effects of the Quit Rent 
Law for registering titles in the Auditor’s Office, eéc., 
many people being discouraged from registring their 
deeds in that office, which has so much incurred the 
odium of imposition, abuse and uncertainty etc. Believe 
he intended to defraud Mr. Walpole of his dues. The 
Board showed him great favour on his first coming, but 
when they desired to examine into the conduct of his 
office, he denied that they had any authority to do so, 
and said that he has complained to the Ministry. But 
he refused to supply the Board with a copy of his com- 
plaints. Express utmost resentment at his liberties and 
disrespectful speeches, saying that he did not value a 
fig the Governor and Council etc. To shew that he 
would not really pay any obedience to H.E.’s com- 
mands, he continues to take unlawful fees, notwith- 
standing the orders of the Governor and Council to the 
contrary. He gives out frequently that he has an 
interest with the Ministry in England superior to any 
interest of Governour and Council, and very often 
pretends to receive letters from Mr. Walpole and other 
great personages assuring him of their superlative 
favour at home. Which acts may very much tend to 
weaken H.M. Government here, and such behaviour in 
a King’s Officer may very much contribute to infuse 
notions of turbulence and disobedience into the minds 
of H.M. subjects.

I have 
recommended to the Assembly now sitting, the giving Mr. 
Oglethorpe all the assistance this country can afford, and they 
have voted him boats to carry his people to their design’d settle- 
ment, 105 head of black cattle, 25 hoggs, and a quantity of rice 
for provisions ; and 20 of our Rangers are orderd to cover them 
from any insults that may be offerd them by stragling Indians or 
others. If anything more is necessary to further the success of 
this undertaking, I will do all in my power to forward it. IT am 
with great respect, My Lord, Your Grace’s Most humble and most 
obedient servant, Signed, Robt.

of the circular letters which we had dispatched the year before 
to all H.M: Governors in America, directing them to furnish us 
with an exact and particular account etc. In our Representation 
of 15th Feb., 1734, we laid before the House all such informations 
relating to this matter as were then come to our hands. The only

a that we have received since, in answer to our last letters 
upon this subject, have been from the Govr. of Jamaica, the 
President of H.M. Council in Barbados, and the Governors of the 
Massachusets Bay, Virginia, and South Carolina. The Govr. and 
President of the Council in Barbados have inform’d us that there 
have been no such laws, manufactures or trade efc. since their 
last returns to us etc. The Governor of the Massachusets Bay 
takes notice that since his last letters upon those heads, there 
hath been a new paper mill set up at Falmouth in Casco Bay ; but 
the undertakers have not begun to work on that manufacture for 
want of materials. He also acquaints us, that in his last account 
of these matters he omitted to take notice that upon passing an 
act about ten years since, in New Hampshire for the encourage- 
ment of iron works, the then Govr. and Council made a grant of 
about 8000 acres of the King’s lands in that Province, as a further 
encouragement to the Proprietors and undertakers of those works. 
Virginia. Quote Lt. Governor Gooch, 5th Oct., 1732 (q.v.) upon 
acts and manufactures there and in New England, and Governor 
Johnson on South Carolina. where such manufactures are scarce 
worth naming. Continue :—In answer to that first part of the 
Address of this Honble. House concerning the orders that have 
heen given by the Crown efc. to Governors with respect to presents 
from the inhabitants efc., we find that the first Instruction upon 
this subject took place etc. 18th Aug., 1702, and was directed to 
Sr. Bevil Granville etc. Quote that Instruction (v. C.S.P. Aug. 18, 
1702) and the H.M. letter to Governors, April 1703, which was 
made an article of the General Instruction to Governors of 
Barbados, 19th Nov., 1706, till, upon Lord Belhaven’s memorial 
(quoted) in 1721, when an Additional Instruction was given to 
him (v. C.S.P. Aug. 9, 1721). Continue. This Instruction which 
quoted hath been continued from that time, to all the succeeding 
Govrs. of Barbados, hath been lately given to the Lord Howe 
for the reasons offered to H.M. upon that occasion by the Lords 
of the Committee of H.M. most Honble. Privy Council (quoted). 
Similar Instructions were given to Governors of Leewards 
Islands 18th Aug., 1702 and April, 1703, and made of Govr. 
Mathew’s Instructions in Feb. 1704. Quote Additional Instrue- 
tion to Govr. Parke, 14th Feb., 170%, that the manufactures of 
that Province which may interfere with those of Great Britain 
are scarce worth naming, being confined to a few hatts, shoes, and 
coarse mix’d cloths of cotton and wooll for the use of their negroes. 
As to Governors’ presents etc., We find that the first Instruction 
upon this subject took place soon after the accession of her late 
Majesty efc. Quote Instruction of Governor Sir Bevil Granville 
18th Aug., 1702, and Circular Letter to Governors, April, 1703. 
(v. C.S.P. under dates). Continue: In 1706 the foregoing letter 
was made an article in the General Instructions, then given to 
the Governor of Barbados, 19th Nov., and was continued to the 
succeeding Governors of this Colony till 1721 etc. Quote Lord 
Belhaven’s Memorial of that year, and the Additional Instruction 
thereupon, 9th Aug., 1721. (v. C.S.P. 1721). Continue :—This 
Instruction which hath been continued from that time to all the

succeeding Governours of Barbados, hath been lately given to the 
Lord Howe etc., for the reasons offered by the Lords of the 
committee, quoted. Continue. With respect to the Leeward 
Islands efc., we find that the first paragraph of the Instructions 
to the Govr. of Barbados, 18th Aug., 1702, and the letter date 
20th April, 1703, were given at the same times, mutatis mutandis, 
to the Govrs., with this variation, that only £500 sterl. pr. ann.

the four islands, who before that time were destitute of any 
appointments.

Park having then succeeded to this Government, 
and the Genl. Assemblies of Antigua and St. Xtophers having 
passed two acts for the payment of £1000 current money of 
Antigua to the said Govr. Park, in lieu of house rent, during his 
residence there etc., and of £1000 of good muscovado sugar pr. 

ann. in St. Xtophers. efc. for house rent there during the continu- 
uance of his government, Her late Majesty was pleased by Her 
additional Instruction, 14th Feb., 1708, to disaprove of the said 
acts, and to direct Col. Park to move the Assemblies in each of the 
islands under his government to pass new acts for setling the 
value of £400 sterling pr. ann. upon himself or the Commander 
in Chief for the time being, for house-rent, to be paid him in 
proportion to the number of days he should actually reside upon 
each island etc. Continue :—We find these Instructions continued 
to the succeeding Govrs. efc. until 1717, when the Assembly of 
Antigua having passed an act for allowing £1000 current money 
to Walter Hamilton, His late Majesty was pleased to give an 
additional Instruction to him etc. Quoted. (v.C.8.P. under date). 

In 1721 His late Majesty was pleased to signify his royal pleasure, 

4th Aug., to the Commrs. for Trade to prepare an additional 
Instruction for Gvr. Hart, agreeable to that which they had been 
directed to prepare for Lord Belhaven efc. This Instruction, 
quoted, hath since been continued to the Earl of Londonderry etc. 
Continue : The first Instruction under this head which appears to 
have been given to the Govrs. of Jamaica, was the above recited 
letter of April 16, 1703, etc. In July of the same year, this letter 
was made part of the Instructions given Colo. Handasyde, and 
was continued to the several succeeding Governors, without any 
variation, to the year 1721, when His late Majesty was pleased to 
permit the Duke of Portland to receive such addition as the 
Assembly of Jamaica should think fit to make to his salary. 
Hereupon a draught of Instructions was prepared by the Commrs. 
of Trade etc., which has been continued without variation to 
Major Genl. Hunter the present Governor efc. Quoted. The only 
Instructions which have been given upon this head to the Govrs. 

of the Bahama bear date 13th May, 1729. Quoted. The first 
Instruction that has been given to the Govr. of the Bermuda or 
Summer Islands bears date Oct. 16th, 1702, and is the same with 
the first paragraph of the Instruction to the Govr. of Barbados 
18th Aug. of the same year. The foregoing letter of the late 
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Queen dated April 16th, 1703, was in the same manner directed 
to the Governor of the Bermudas, and continued to be a part of 
his Instructions, mutatis mutandis, till 1713, when Her late 
Majesty’s permission to receive house-rent was restricted in the 
Instructions that were then given to Mr. Pulleine, Jan. 22nd ; 
but this permission was again revived by His late Majesty in his 
royal Instructions to Colo. Bennet, June 30th, 1715, and continued 
to be in force till 1721, when it was again retrenched upon the 
CGovr’s. being permitted to receive an additional salary by virtue 
of the Instruction which has been continued ever since without 
variation. Quoted. The only remaining Instruction upon this 
head to the Governors of the Bermudas bears date in the books 
of our Office Dec. 7th, 1731. This Instruction was occasioned 
by the —— which had been made to the Crown, that some 
of the Governors of the Plantations had for some years past 
seized and appropriated to their own use, the production of 
whales taken upon the coasts of their Governments ; whereupon 
His Majesty was pleased to direct Capt. Pit, efc., to move the 
Assembly of Bermuda, that they should raise and pay to him a 
sum not exceeding £100 pr. annum, in lieu of the profits before 
accruing to him, by granting licences for the taking of whales 
which were computed at that value. 

On the Continent, efc., we find that the first Instructions upon 
this head to the Governors of So. Carolina bear date in the books 
of our Office Aug. 30th, 1720. Quoted. These Instructions were 
continued without variation till 1730, when His Majesty was 
pleased to give an Instruction to the present Governor, Col. 
Johnson etc. Quoted. North Carolina having been lately 
purchased by the Crown, the only Instruction which has been 
given upon this head to the Governor bears date Aug. 13th, 1730 
etc. Quoted. With respect to the Province of Virginia we find 
that in Oct. 1702 the Instruction to the Governor of Barbados, 
dated 18th Aug. of that year, was also made a part of Genl. 
Nicholson’s Instructions, mutatis mutandis, etc. and at the same 
time an allowance for house rent and the establishment of a 
salary for the Governor, were provided for by other Instructions. 
Quoted. In April 1703 the above recited letter from the late 
Queen, dated April 16th etc. was also sent to the Govr. of Virginia, 
and this together with the foregoing Instructions, have been 
continued to the succeeding Governors etc. The Instruction of 
Aug. 18, 1702 and letter of 16th April, 1703 efc. were also directed 
to the Governor of Maryland, and continued to be in force without 
any alteration until 1714 the following Articles were made part 
of the Genl. Instructions given to John Hart Esq., which are the 
last that have been dispatched from this Office to the Govr. of 
Maryland. Quoted. In the same manner the Barbados Instruc- 
tion of 18th Aug., 1702, and the late Queen’s letter of 16th April, 
1703, were also directed to the Governour of New York, whose 
salary was by the said letter. encreased from £600 to £1200 
sterling pr. ann., and these Instructions were continued to the 
succeeding Governors of New York without any alteration till 
Sept. 1727, when the following articles were made part of the 
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Instructions given to Colo. Montgomerie, and have been continued 

to the present Governour without variation, etc. Quoted. The 

said Instruction and letter were directed to the Governour of New 

Jersey, with a small variation in the letter etc. Quoted. These 

directions continued in force without any alteration till May, 

1708, when the following articles were made part of the Genl. } 
Instructions then given to the Lord Lovelace, and have been | 
continued to the succeeding Governours, without variation, to the 
present time. Quoted. The first of the Instructions given to the 
Governors of the Massachusets Bay and New Hampshire efc., 
bears equal date with the letter of the late Queen, 16th April, 
1703, but the substance of it is different and as the several 
Instructions which have been sent to these Provinces upon this 
subject do in some degree vary from each other, we have had them 
literally transcribed from the books of our Office etc. In answer 
to that part of the Address which relates to the directions which 
have been given for the repair of the forts etc. of Barbados and 
the Leeward Islands, we find only the following (not quoted), which 
have been continued to all Governors from the days of their 
dates to this present time, notwithstanding various dispositions 
have been made of this Revenue, since this Instruction was 
given, to other publick services.

42. Lt. Governor Gooch to the Council of Trade and Planta- 
tions. I have the honour of your Lordships’ of the 13th 7ber 
with the papers efc. in relation to the pretensions of the several 
Proprietors of Pensilvania, Maryland and the Northern Neck, to 
the lands lying westward of the great mountains of Virginia. 
As to the dispute between Lord Culpeper and the Crown refers to 
his letter of 29th June, 1729, and is still of opinion that that matter 
may be best determined at home, either by trial in Westminster 
Hall or by persons deputed by the King and Lord Fairfax. 
Appointing Commissioners in Virginia will prove a fruitless labour 
and expence. Continues: It is to be noted my Lords that the 
Rivers Rappahannock and Potomack took their names from the 
Indian nations inhabiting their respective banks, and that the 
places where these Indian towns stood, when Virginia was first 
seated, and continued while there was any remains of those nations, 
are below the falls of both rivers, and where they are navigable. 
What denomination Rappahannock had above its falls, or the 
several rivers had which form it, doth not certainly appear, tho’ 
‘tis more than probable the Indians had other names for them ; 
for that part of Potomack River which has been lately discovered 
and settled above its falls is known and called before all the 
Indian Nations that have most commonly frequented it, by the 
name Cahongarooten, as all the other rivers which fall into it are 
called by their several distinct names. So that if according to Ld. 
Culpeper’s grant nothing passes by the names Potomack and 
Rappahannock rivers, but as they were known and called at the 
time of its date, my Ld. Fairfax can claim no farther westward 
than the falls of each river, or at the farthest where those rivers 
begin to be one stream. But if H.M., out of his more abundant 
bounty, thinks fitt to allow that grant to extend up to the head- 
spring of that river which forms the north branch of Rappa- 
hannock, then the bounds must be runn from thence to the river 
Cahongarooten, from the same meridian the head spring of 
Rappahannock lyes in, and consequently must be bounded by the 
ridge of mountains, as your Lordships will see by the mapp ; and 
then Ld. Fairfax will have an extent of territory upwards of 
two hundred miles in length, and in some places thirty miles 
broad ; and H.M. be at liberty to settle a barrier between this 
Colony and the Lakes, upon which the security of this and the 
other Provinces greatly depend. Lord Fairfax’s Agent here has 
laid down such strange pretensions, as never, in my opinion, can 
be reconciled with the words of the grant : They will have it that 
because the head-springs of both rivers are mentioned in the 
grant, his Lordship is not to be bounded by the head of Rappa- 
hannock, but is to comprehend all the rivers that fall into 
Potomack, wheresoever their head-springs or sources take their 
rise ; and therefore because the River Shenanto or [? Shjeranto 
falls into Cahongarooten, they will have all the lands on that 
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[42] 
river as far south [? as| the borders of No. Carolina, and from 
thence all the lands westward and northward to [the] source of 
Cahongarooten to be within their bounds, which would extend 
that grant, defined plainly by the words of it between the two 
rivers, Rappahannock and Potomack, upwards of one hundred 
miles beyound Rappahannock to the southward, and above that 
[di|stance to the west, and so to extend north behind Maryland, 
intersecting the Province of [Pen]silvania. Your Lordships will 
hence perceive how impracticable it is for Commissioners here to 
determine [a] controversie so perplexed, and how unequal any 
Commissioners here are like to prove for such [a] task, where the 
foundation, the Letters Patent of the Crown, are deemed altogether 
uncertain, and neither the King was informed what he granted, nor 
could the patentee know how to describe what he asked, and would 
now extend his claim beyound what ought to be allowed, or it 
can be [sup]posed the Crown intended to bestow. I have 
employed the more fully, my Lords, the claim of Ld. Fairfax, 
because until that [be] determined, there is no occasion for H.M. 
to interest himself in the dispute concerning [the] boundarys of 
Maryland or Pensilvania: for if the Northern Neck grant is 
judged as extensive [as] the Proprietors’ agent would have it, 
I know no lands H.M. hath to dispose of beyound the great ridge 
of mountains. Shenando, as laid down in the mapp, runs paralel 
- ith that ridge from the extremity of our southern boundary. 
Cahongarooten is said to have its source beyound the fortieth 
degree of north latitude, and intersecting the boundarys of 
Pensilvania [ru]ns on the west of Maryland, till it falls into Poto- 
mack river properly so called ; and the many rivers which fall 
into Cahongarooten from the west are said to interlock with the 
branches of the Messisippi; so that the lands in Virginia which 
are in the power of the Crown to grant are entirely cutt off, and 
separated from that which ly contiguous to the Lakes, by this 
extraordinary claim under the grant of the Northern Neck. 
But since my Lords I can never suppose that such a construction 
of the Northern Neck grant will be allowed, and that your 
Lordships may receive all the information I can give, I shall go 
on and state the difference between Virginia and Ld. Baltimore ;. 
His Lordship’s Province of Maryland is bounded on the south, 
from the sea, to Watkin’s Point (which is not laid down in the 
mapp I sent, but your Lordships may judge it to be on the south 
side of that river, I should have said the south side of the mouth 
of that river which runs out of Cheseapeak Bay into the Eastern 
shore) and thence cross Cheseapeak Bay to the south side of 
Potomack River (which river is in his Lordship’s grant, tho’ in 
H.M. Instructions ’tis called a pretended right, and I am thereby 
directed to assert H.M. right) and so that river continues the 
limit between his Lordship and Virginia. On the north his 
Lordship is bounded by a west line (where they are to sett out is 
not yett, as [ hear, agreed upon, ’tis conjectured about Delaware 
River or Sassafras River, but that is not material) which is to 
extend as far westward as the true meridian of the first fountain 
of Potomack : by which, my Lords, it is evident that the first 
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fountain of Potomack was then supposed to be somewhere to 
the south of that line, otherwise it would have been more properly 
expressed,by extending that line westward till it intersected 
Potomack River, and so have made that river the Western limit, 
as well as it is the southern of his Lordship’s grant. Hence I 
think it clear, my Lords, that neither in the grant to Maryland, 
nor that to my Lord Culpeper, Potomack river was ever imagined 
to extend so far as the River Cahongarooten doth, and if Ld. 
Baltimore insists on that as Potomack, and if it be true that its 
source takes its course from the northeast, as it is generally 
reported, then a line drawn from that meridian to Potomack 
River, properly so called, will cutt off a large tract now inhabited 
under grants from Lord Baltimore as part of his Province: and 
some people here are so confident of this, that they have petitioned 
me for grants of large tracts of land there as belonging to Virginia, 
which petitions are referred till the boundarys be settled. Others 
argue that by the first fountain of Potomack, his Lordship’s west 
line can extend no farther than till it falls on the first river in its 
course, which emptys itself into Potomack, of which it seems there 
are many on that side of Cahongarooten, as well as on the other, 
and they pretend to know that that river call’d Cahongarooten 
[melius, Conneichiga. v. 15th July] is that which the line between 
Maryland and Pensilvania will first intersect, and have their eye 
upon lands on the west side of that river as undoubtedly in Virginia ; 
in which case Lord Baltimore will lose less, and have his limits 
sooner ascertained, than by tracing Cahongarooten to its source, 
and then running a south line from thence according to his 
charter. The grant of Pensilvania is the only one whose western 
limits is capable of being reduced to a certainty consistent with 
the description mentioned in the Letters Patent: and if the 
Proprietors of that Province and Ld. Baltimore shall agree to run 
the line of division between them, and to measure as far as that 
extends, the rest of the five degrees of longitude, which is the 
extent of Pensilvania, may with small expence and no dispute be 
measured and fixed so as no controversy may arise hereafter. 
Since therefore, my Lords, there appears such uncertainty in the 
description of the boundarys of these Proprietary grants, made 
without due information or knowledge of what was intended to 
be passed to the several patentees ; and since the Proprietors are 
neither like to agree amongst themselves where their boundarys 
are, nor how they interfere, nor seem to be contented with 
what may reasonably be supposed the Crown granted them, it is 
high time to take some speedy measures to put an end to these 
disputes, and the rather since there is now a view of having great 
numbers of foreign Protestants to seat these frontiers, and thereby 
prevent the French, an oppertunity if lett slip, perhaps may never 
be retrieved. But I cannot leave this subject without represent- 
ing to your Lordships that the erecting new provinces and 
governments will be attended with many inconveniencies : such 
as the weakness [of] an infant settlement to support itself; the 
difficulty of bringing foreigners to the knowledge [and] under the 
subjection of the English laws, where they are left to themselves, 
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and not incorporated with an English Government ; the disputes 
that may arise concerning their boundarys, if a tract [of] land 
should be granted them, the true limits whereof cannot be with 
certainty described, besides many others which ‘tis needless to 
trouble your Lordships with. I should rather, if your Lordships 
will give me leave, advise if they are to be settled within [the] 
limits of Virginia, that H.M. would leave it to the Government here 
to assign them lands proportionable to their number, and to 
grant them distinct patents, with exemption for [sevjen or tenn 
years from payment of quit-rents, and such other ease in the 
manner of taking and cultivating as H.M. shall think reasonable 
for their encouragement ; and care [ma]ly be taken here that no 
more land than is already entered for, on the back of the moun- 
tains [shal]l be granted to any other person whatsoever till they 
have their full complement assigned them efc. Has enquired 
into the matter of Mrs. Jones’ letter. Can only find that one 
Dr. Watkins and some other necessitous people have imposed 
upon some gentlemen of estates, and drawn them into buying 
shares of a silver mine they pretended, at first, they had found 
on the back of the mountains, e/c., afterwards near Susquehannah 
river in Maryland, ‘and having shewed something which they 
affirmed to be silver oar, and proved to be only antimony, and the 
gentlemen concerned are now convinced it is a cheat put upon 
them, for which they paid in advance about £20 pr. man. 
However I shall have a watchful eye over them, and if I can 
discover any appearance of a royal mine shall give speedy notice 
of it to your Lordships.”

Commons, Feb. 20th, 
173%. Continues: By the memorial and other papers 
sent to me it appears, that a Portuguese ship called the 
St. Anna and St. Joachim belonging to Lewis Dos 
Santos Ribeira and others subjects of Portugal, com- 
manded by Captain Joseph Vieira Marques set sail with 
a lading from Lisbon the last year for the Island of 
Terceira having on board a crew part English, part 
Portuguese on account of the Moors. That the said 
ship arrived safely at Terceira efc. and the ship being 
moored, and in proper safety under the guard of two 
of the forts of the Castles St. John Baptist and St. 
Sebastian, the Captain went on shore, with some of his 
crew, whereupon there happened in the night of Friday 
the 6th July about eleven o’clock an insurrection of the 
English who were aboard the said ship, against the 
Portuguese, and the English letting the cables slip 
ran away with the ship, and all the goods and merchan- 
dise in her, the mate endeavouring to hinder the same, 
they attacked him with a hatchet in hand in order to 
kill him, whereupon to save his life he was forced to 
escape thro’ the cabin window into the boat accompanied 
by one English saylor ; upon his coming ashore recourse 
was had immediately to the Governor of the Castle that 
he might command the soldiers to fire at the said ship, 
in order to bring her back into port, and five peices of 
canon with ball were discharg’d at her but without the 
desired effect, because the wind was very favourable for 
them, and the night dark, and, the said ship being at 
sea, and meeting an English vessel the crew hoisted into 
her the stolen goods that were on board the St. Anna 
and St. Joachim and then sunk her, that the piracy 
might not be discovered. After being at sea some time 
in September they arrived at Philadelphia where the 
officers of the Customs seized the said goods and the 
English saylors being examined the piracy and robbery 
was discovered, for which they were tryed and con- 
demned. As soon as the Portuguese were apprised of 

this transaction they procured a sentence of justification 
or evidence to be taken of this transaction as it appeared 
at Terceira to the Treasurer and Judge of the Custom 
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House there efc. Your Majty. having directed me to 
report my opinion what orders are proper to be given 
upon this case, I most humbly certifie your Majty. that 
the goods of pyrates are perquisites of the Admiralty, 
and as such condemned to your Majty in the course of 
proceedings. But the felonious seizing goods and 
effects of the subjects of any Prince or State in amity 
with your Majty. does not so alter the property of the 
right owner, but that the person or persons who had a 
title before the piracy may claim the goods notwith- 
standing they have been possessed and alienated by 
pirates, unless the alienation was in market overt, which 
is not pretended in this case. It has been formerly held 
that such a claim as is abovementioned must be made 
within a year and a day, but that has never been thought 
to extend to the case of foreigners, who by reason of their 
distance could not probably hear of their goods within 
that time ; in that case I humbly apprehend it appears 
very plainly from the sentence of Justification, taken at 
Terceira that the ship St. Anna and St. Joachim belonging 
to Portugal was piratically run away with, but I find 
no evidence to prove that the goods seized at Philadel- 
phia are the same goods which were on board that ship 
at the time of the pyracy committed, therefore I humbly 
apprehend that the subjects of the Crown of Portugal 
must prove that the goods, wares or merchandise now 
remaining at Philadelphia are the same that were stolen 
piratically, and run away with when the ship lay at 
Terceira, etc. Signed, G. Paul.

As to any other 
reservations or exceptions in the said act, we conceive 
your Lordp. to be on the same footing with other 
grantees from the late Lords Proprietors. If your 
Lordp. has any grant of lands heretofore granted by 
them (which we are far from doubting), such grants must 
be registred here, or authentick copys of them, and even 
in that case we apprehend they must attend the fate of 
ye Quit-rent Law now under the consideration of H.M.., 
unless your Lordp. can obtain H.M. order for admeasur- 
ing and ascertaining those lands to your Lordp. or your 
assigns.

It is very difficult to give an exact account 
of the white servants, their times of servitude daily 
expiring, and others constantly coming in. (ii) It is 
impracticable to give an account of their increase or 
decrease within these five years past, ‘ there not being 
that I can find any calculation heretofore made but 
only of the taxables.’’ (iii) Comodities exported to 
Great Britain are, tobacco, a small quantity of iron, 
some furs, staves, and other lumber. There are a few 
traders to the West Indies, the Maderas and Lisbon ;

country and exchange[s] rum and molosses for grain. 
(iv) The inhabitants still supply themselves with what 
manufactures are needfull for them from Great Britain 
only, so far as they can possibly find means to purchase 
the same ; but the exceeding poverty of the people in 
general, occasioned by the low price of tobacco, hath 
driven the poor families to make some few course 
woollens and linnens to cloath themselves, without 
which they must goe naked. (v) The trade of the 
Province is of late years greatly decay’d, the price of 
tobacco for several years past being so low that the 
makers of it have been brought to the want of many 
of the necessaries of life, and by their neglecting other

We have considered the several copies and extracts 
of letters from H.M. Commissaries at Seville, with a state of their 
proceedings about the right of H.M. subjects to cut logwood in the 
Bay of Campeachy, referr’d to us by your Grace’s letter of the 
17th of January last, wherein you are pleased to desire that if 
we have any further proofs or arguments to produce for the better 
enabling H.M. Commissaries to support this claim, we would 
communicate the same to your Grace, efc. Upon receipt of your 
Grace’s letter we acquainted Mr. Harris, one of the most ancient 
traders to the West Indies, who formerly laid some informations 
on this subject before the Board, that we had this matter once 
more under our consideration, and should be glad if he could 
furnish us with any further lights upon this subject, but we were 
inform’d by him that he had not been able to collect any new 
matter on this head since the year 1716, when he laid before this 
Board all that had then occur’d to bim relating thereunto. 
These informations were given by Mr. Harris at the time when 
the Board were preparing a Representation upon the State of 
this trade to be laid before His late Majesty, which bore date the 
25th of September, 1717; and we find the British Commissarys 
have made use of several arguments drawn from our said repre- 
sentation, in maintenance of our right to cut logwood in the Bay 
of Campeachy, and we have nothing further to add to those 
arguments which have been very properly urged by the British 
Commissarys ; but since the Spanish Commissarys have signified 
their being ready to discuss any pretention that shall be produced 
on this subject, provided it be with foundation, and proving that 
before the year 1670 the Crown of England had the dominion, 
possession and property of the lands and places in the Provinces 
of Yucatan; or that the same had been since given up by the 
express or tacit consent of His Catholick Majesty, and that the 
English have enjoy’d the possession of them without interruption 
or dispute, before and till the time of the Treaty of Utrecht ; we 
take leave to acquaint your Grace, that upon our re-examining 
the several papers and old records in our office, we find several 
informations and depositions taken before Sr. Thomas Lynch, 
when Governor of Jamaica, copies whereof are inclos’d, which 
prove that the English did cut logwood at Campeachy before the 
year 1670, and had actually built houses on several parts of the 
Province of Yucatan, where the Spaniards had no settlements. 
We take leave further to inform your Grace, that at a Meeting of 
the Lords of the Council on the 5th of March, 1673, several persons 
being examined concerning their losses occasioned by the 
Spaniards taking their ships, Mr. Cooke inform’d their Lordships 
that * there had been 300, of H.M. subjects inhabiting winter and 
summer at Yucatan for eight years then preceding ; and not any 
of them within 45 leagues of any Spanish plantations.”” Thus the 
British subjects having been in possession of this trade and of 
part of the lands of the Province of Yucatan, previous to the year 
1670, by the 7th Article of the Treaty made that year at Madrid, 
between the King of Spain and the King of Great Britain, “ all 
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lands, regions, islands, colonies and places whatsoever being, or 
situated in the West Indies, or in any part of America, which the 
King of Great Britain and his subjects then held and possess’d, 
were given up by the King of Spain for ever, with plenary right 
of sovereignty, dominion, possession and propriety.”” And this 
Treaty was again ratified and confirmed with the several 
priviledges therein contained, by the -st Article! of the Treaty of 
Jtrecht in the year 1713, without prejudice to any liberty or power, 
which the subjects of Great Britain enjoy'd before, either through 
right, sufferance or indulgence ; and if in the prosecution of a 
trade which the English have so many years been intituled to, 
they should at certain times have been interrupted by the 
Spaniards ; we think such interruptions, far from invaliding our 
right, are subjects of complaint on our side, as so many infractions 
of the abovementioned Treaties.

72. i. Answers to Queries of the Council of Trade and Planta- 
tions, 1733. (v. 20th June, 1729). (i) The chief trade 
of these islands consists in shipping by which the inhabit- 
ants industriously supply the Brittish Northern Colonies 
with salt and from these Colonies carry all sorts of 
provisions lumber etc. to the Brittish and Dutch islands 
in America ; There belongs to this island about 60 sail 
of sloops the largest LUO tons, the least about 20 tons. 
These vessels yearly employ about 200 white men and 
150 negro slaves as sailors, and on the success of their 
navigation chiefly depends the support of H.M. subjects 
in these islands. Seldom diminish the number of 
shipping, for on sale or misfortune of losing any of them 
it’s supply’d by building new ones ; they build near 16 
sloops communibus annis, and so the number of sailors 
are much the same. (ii) These islands have imported 
one year with another from Great Britain about £10,000 
sterl. consisting chiefly of linnens of all sorts from 
baghollands down to oznaburgs, woolens of all sorts efc. 
and hatts. Also sundry East India goods, as callicoes, 
silks, pepper, spices efc. ; all sorts of brassery ware and 
iron ware, considerable quantities for building houses 
and their vessells ; haberdashery, cordage and sail duck 
etc. These goods are chiefly imported from London, 
Bristol and Liverpoole. (iii) The chief trade to Forreign 
Plantations are when our sloops to the northward meet 
with a freight to Curracgoa or St. Eustatia or when they 
load Indian corn from the Northern Collonies and carry 
there ; some times directly from this with onions, ducks 
and live cattle, in return whereof they bring sugars, rum, 
molasses, cocoa and cash the produce of forreign Collonies 
and not liable to any duty when imported here. There 
is no trade from this to any part of Europe but to 
Great Britain except to Madiera for wine. (iv) The 
Collector of H.M. Customs here has a searcher whose 
duty is to inspect and search every vessell coming to 
those islands, and the Acts of Trade are on all occasions 
strictly put in force, so that all possible care is taken to 
prevent frauds or collusive trade. (v) The natural 
produce are cedar trees, palmetto trees and some 
quarrys of which they build and slate their houses ; it’s of 
such a soft quality that they saw it and hew it wth. 
axes, looks like congeal’d sand, observed the longer it 
stands the more hard it is, of the cedar trees they build 
their sloops which are esteemed the best in America for 
sailing and duration. Of the palmetto tree leaf they 
manufacture a platting for women’s hatts which proves 
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of great use to the poor ; of this commodity they some 
years have shipt so much to Great Britain that has 
produced from 8 to £10,000 sterl., but the price is much 
fallen of late. We may add to the improved produce 
onions, cabages and lemons, oranges and potatoes often 
sent to the other Collonies, some Indian corn for the 
use of the inhabitants, live cattle, plenty of ducks, 
turkeys and severall other sorts of poultry carryed to the 
islands and sometimes produces good profit, but the 
whole produce is not sufficient to maintain the inhabit- 
ants, for their breadkind they depend on Virginia, Mary- 
land, Philadelphia and New York from whence they 
bring Indian corn, bread and flower. Add _ thereto, 
the whale fishery of great benefit, so well as plenty of 
other fish.for the inhabitants’ supply. (vi) No mines. 
(vii) The produce in shipping platt, cabage, onions, live 
cattle, poultry and whale oyl for sale may be computed 
at £10,000 this money, or £7,500 sterling pr. annum. 
(viii) Number of inhabitants about 5,000 whites and 
4,000 blacks. (ix) The inhabitants of late have rather 
decreased, they having moved their families to South 
and North Carolina, Virginia, Maryland and New Provi- 
dence, but not to any great number. (x) Militia about 
600 besides Officers. (xi) Forts and places of defence :— 
The King’s Castle, 29 guns mounted, Paget’s Fort, 
14 do., Smith’s Fort, 7; Pembrooke Fort, 8 ; Southamp- 
ton Fort, 6; Tucker’s and Sandy’s Forts, 6. These are 
all placed on the sea coast with regular platforms except 
the King’s Castle wherein are several battlements well 
contrived and elevated one above the other and so 
fortified naturally that on occasion would serve for a 
safe retreat ; besides which there is on the island St. 
Georges, where the town is, severall out batteries with 
two or three pieces of cannon in each situate near the 
Bays to hinder any invasion by boats and a battery of 
nine guns in the Town of St. Georges open to the 
harbour chiefly used in salutes efc. All these fortifica- 
tions have lately had a through repair at the great 
charge and expence of the inhabitants and are now in 
good order but in great want of powder, having no 
supply since his late Majesty King William of Blessed 
Memory ; Heartily desire your application for a supply. 
The forts are of no use in case of a war without powder 
and the inhabitants have been much oppressed in taxes 
in the repairing, so they are not able to supply powder. 
They are at an annual expence of a guard at the Castle 
and Paget’s Fort from whence they make proper signals 
when any vessells appear from sea ; In time of war care 
has always been taken of giving proper alarms in case 
of any suspected invasion. (xii) These are small islands 
dropt in the sea distant from North Carolina (which is

March 27. 74. Governor Hunter to the Council of Trade and Plantations. 
Jamaica. Hneloses duplicates of Minutes and Journals of Council and 
Assembly. Has sent news of the defeat to the D. of Newcastle etc. 
The Assembly met on the 13th of this month. Encloses speech 
and reply etc. Continues :—Most of the arm’d slaves on that 
service have since deserted but are gone to their respective masters. 
The Assembly sets out to all appearance with a resolution to do 
business, how far the artifices of a few may prevail at this time 
as they have done formerly in clogging the bills or throwing rubs 
in the way I know not. Their arts must be more cover’d than 
usual to prevail in this time of publick danger and necessity. 
I still am of opinion that the faction have something else in view 
than barely making my administration uneasie. I have also sent 
to his Grace a particular account of an insult and depredation 
made by order, it seems, of the Governor of St. Jago de Cuba in 
one of our ports (Morant) etc. When this was transacted the 
Militia of Cuba were assembl’d in arms in several places, and the 
streets of St. Jago barricado’d. The factors at Campechy write 
that there the common talk is of an immediate rupture, how 
far different is all this from the accounts and orders I have from 
home which put me out of all apprehension of any such event. 
I once more affirm our Militia here, as it is compos’d, is rather a 
drawback upon, than addition to our strength, for the reasons I 
have formerly assign’d. They seem inclin’d by a new law to 
remedy some things amiss or omitted in their former militia act, 
but that already meets with opposition. I shall quickly be able 
to make a more thorough judgement of what will be done by the 
Legislature towards extricating themselves from their present 
difficultys and their security from dangers from within or without, 
and shall not fail to inform your Lordships of all; and nothing 
within my power shall be omitted that may contribute to H.M. 
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service in the safety and preservation of this island. Signed, 
to.

74. i. Governor Hunter’s Speech to the Council and Assembly, 
l4th March, 1733. The necessity of their being called 
together is apparent. ‘* The languishing state of credit 
and consequently of trade, the want of current coin even 
for common uses, the late desperate attempts of your 
slaves in rebellion, the deficiency of your funds for 
keeping a force on foot for their reduction, and the 
(lifficulty of ascertaining and recovering the great debt 
said to be due by private persons to the publick, arising 
from the neglect of a long standing, in some, who were 
intrusted with the receiving and collecting the publick 
money, are evils which require your immediate attention 
ete. Refers to his previous warnings of the bad conse- 
quence that must attend the indetermin’d and arbitrary 
value of the current coin, contrary to the tenure of the 
Act of Parliament and Royal Proclamation etc. Lf his 
recommendations had been followed, the want of cur- 
rency would not have been so general. ‘“‘ Whatsoever 
other real causes there may exist, that of carrying off 
your heavy coins, diminishing it a fourth or fifth of its 
weight, in places where it may be done with impunity, 
and returning it upon you at the former value, is a 
palpable and undeniable one. If you think fitt to put 
a stop to this practice by a law and in that the currency 
be ascertain’d at a higher rate than is prescribed by the 
Royal Proclamation, it will be necessary to insert a 
clause suspending the execution thereof till H.M. 
pleasure be made known.” Proposes an act for ascer- 
taining and collecting the quit rents, and revision of the 
Militia Act, which “‘ by the general opinion of the 
officers commanding, and by the very indifferent state 
and appearance of the several bodys, seems to be 
defective.” Though they are at present free from 
apprehension of foreign dangers, none can answer for 
future or sudden events, when their Militia may be their 
chief defence. “‘ Repeated instances have confirm’d me 
in the opinion I have formerly declar’d, that the penaltys 
in your Act for raising partys for reducing the slaves in 
rebellion inflicted in cases of mutinys or desertion are 
insignificant and unless that is remedy’d, raising forces 
for that purpose amounts to nothing but expending the 
publick treasure to no purpose, and putting arms in the 
hands of your slaves or servants, which they may be 
indue’d by caprice or evil arts and insinuations to make 
use of against you ec.

against the rebels, and the defeat of some of them, by 
their own negligence more than the force of their enemys, 
made it necessary to make some further attempt, least, 
encourag’d by success they should disturb the frontier 
settlements and be joyn’d by other slaves of the same 
disposition. I with some difficulty fitted out a fresh 
party of such of the former as were able to march, some 
rais’d by the three adjacent parishes, and the ablest of 
the pioneers which I arm’d for this service; These 
partys consisting of about 250 men, compleatly arm’d 
and victual’d, march’d off by different routs, and if 
my order and their officers engagements are observ’d, 
have on Thursday last at noon fallen upon the rebels 
from oposite quarters, and I expect every hour an 
account of what success they have had. There has been 
just now put into my hands a letter from Lieut. Col. 
Ashworth to a Member of your house, which I think 
necessary to be communicated to you, as it gives rather 
a sad prospect then any hopes of success four our partys. 
It must induce you to concert and fall upon some 
speedy and effectual method for the reducing those 
rebels, then has hitherto been thought of ” etc. Endorsed, 
Recd.

The 
narrative of the bad success of our partys shall commence where 
Mr. William’s letters to Mr. Delafaye, of which I now send 
duplicates, left off. On the 17th of last month I review’d the 
remains of our partys at Port Antonio which had been more 
weaken’d by desertion, sickness and fatigue then otherwise. I 
found 40 white and 150 black men arm’d in the field. 1 pickt out 
30 of the most likely and willing of the pioneers and got the 
adjacent parishes to furnish about 30 more of their slaves fittest 
for such service, and having compleatly arm’d, accoutr’d and 
victual’d the whole, by the assistance of Sr. Chaloner Ogle who 
lent me some arms and other necessarys, | divided them into four 
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[75] 
companys under so many leaders and officers with a sufficient 
number of baggage negroes for each: Having discours’d with 
these officers who were best acquainted with the situation of the 
rebels and the paths that lead to ‘t, I determin’d to divide our 
force, in order to fall upon them from different quarters at the same 
point of time, and gave orders accordingly. The necessary 
preparations and stormy weather stopt the partys till the 27th 
on which day that division commanded by Creswell and Lamb 
which was to take the longest rout consisting of 104 arm’d men 
and 30 baggage march’d off in good order, after two days march 
they according to their orders sent a letter in which they fixt the 
time vizt. Thursday the 8th of March at noon when they lay’d 
their account with attacking the rebels in their fastnesses. The 
other division commanded by Williams (Cornish being sick = 
was the commanding officer of that division) consisting of 12 
arm’d, 34 baggage which were to take the shortest rout, march’ i 
off in good order on Sunday the 4th of March, with orders to fall 
upon the rebels on their quarter at the same point of time above- 
mentioned. Being obly’d to meet the Assembly on the 13th inst., 
| set out for Spanish Town on the 7th. On the 14th I spoke to 
the General Assembly as in the copie etc. enclosed. Onthe 15th by 
an express from Colo. Ashworth who commands at Port Antonio, 
| receiv’d an account of the defeat or rather the shamefull retreat 
of our partys etc. Refers to enclosed journals. If this miscarriage 
is to be ascribed to the causes mention’d in these journals, your 
Grace will perceive where the blame is to be lay’d, for I could not 
obtain any other punishment for disobedience, mutiny, or desertion 
to be inflicted by their lawe than such as their slaves and servants, 
of which this body is chiefly made up, are inur’d to every day of 
their lives, and value not. They now seem sensible of their error, 
their sense of feeling being quicker, than that of their sight, and 
have come to several resolutions, some of which are here inclos’d, 
but I shall not undertake for them that they will prosecute them 
to effect, for some men of artifice amongst them who will stick at 
nothing that will gratifie their spleen may as formerly throw rubs 
in the way that may defeat all their good intentions. I shall be 
able in a little time to make a better judgement of their proceed- 
ings. The fright rather increasing by the daly desertion of the 
negro party men, such of them as I could reach I have order’d to 
be disarm’d, and imprison’d. The serjeant English who com- 
manded in what is call’d the Middle or Upper Negro Town and 
retir’d from thence without assisting Morison and his party, whom 
| mention’d to have imprison’d in the letter inclos’d to Mr. 
Delafaye, was acquitted by a Court Martial, and here inclos’d is a 
copy of the declaration of the Court ete.

75. ii. Journal of proceedings of the Parties commanded by 
Edward Creswell and Ebenezer Lambe, kept by Ebenezer 
Lambe. Jan. 27th, 1733. We marched from Port 
Antonio to Rio Grande. 28th. Meet St. Mary’s and 
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St. George’s negroes, fitted them with ammunition, 
provisions etc. March Ist. Marched to Mr. Stringer’s 
penn, where some of the white men, contrary to our 
orders and knowledge kill’d a beef which detained us 
there all night. 2nd. Marched to Mr. Hobby’s etc. 
3rd. By a general review found there were three white 
men, two negro shott, and some of the baggage negroes 
deserted. The party marched about four miles 8. and 
S.E. on the top of a high ridge etc. 4th. Marched about 
5 miles E. and §8.E. on the ridge, and down a steep 
gully. About 11 o’clock when the party halted, Caffee 
(a baggage negroe) threw down his baggage, took a 
calabash of rum out and run from the parties. Hard 
rain from about noon. 5th. Describes march down 
Fox’s River. Encamped at Capt. Peter’s hutts efc. 
6th. Marched about two miles 8. and 8.W. up the hill 
and on the ridge came up with the rebels’ track, and a 
hutt that they used for hunting at an old town taken by 
Soaper. Marched up the right arm of the Back River 
and thence to the top of the Blew Mountain etc. 8th. 
Left a guard on the mountain efc. and marched about 
one mile to the westward down it. One of the party 
negroes accidentally fired his gun which alarm’d the 
whole party and struck such a damp on the negroes that 
we could not get one of them forward. Cotchman, the 
overseer of the pioneers, and I marched in the front to 
encourage the negroes and cutt a path to the North 
East River, marched about a mile to the westward, 
came up with a piece of new ground, marched through it 
and coming down to the Man’s Town, met with the 
negroes that was lying in ambush for us, fired a volley 
of near sixty shott at them, not being above thirty 
yards distant from us, they drop’d several of their arms 
and fell down but did not return one shott at that time. 
We went on towards the town where they are now settled 
being big with conquest but soon met with a repulse 
above the Dancing Place (or platform) where they fired 
a large volley at us. We broke through it and went on 
to a gully where the rebels fired very smartly at us for 
about half an hour, there were several of our negroes 
wounded in attempting to cross the gully. I had 
crossed the gully with four white men and a negroe 
shott and we maintained our ground for a considerable 
time against the rebels, there was one of the white 
men killed that was with me, and another wounded, 
the other two made their escape when they saw that the 
party retreated, the rebels came close to me before | 
saw them, beating a callabash or drum, one of the 
white shott that was wounded lying very bad told me 
that the party would be drove off and that the negroes 
would take us alive, and that it was best to make my 
escape. Meanwhile the negroes fired very hot at us 
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from the ambuscade, etc. Describes his escape down the 
gully, and rejoining Capt. Williams and the party at 
7 a.m. on the 9th, when they returned to attack the 
rebels. Continues : The party at the first onset seemed 
very resolute to attack the rebels, but by the time we 
had beat them out of their ambuscades, they began to 
grow very sick of it and framed excuses for their not 
fighting, viz, that the sun was too hot, that they would 
fit [sic] their country and even refused to let the white 
men join them in the front, there was a great number 
of shott fired by our party at the rebels in the river course 
and in the ambuscade, the negroes return’d dropping 
shotts at us and sometimes small volleys of seven or 
eight guns. We encouraged the negroes and white men 
as far as lay in our powers, likewise did Sambo use his 
utmost endeavours to get them to go forward and all 
to no purpose. About four of the clock in the afternoon 
we desired to know their resolution whether they 
intended to push forward or not, there answer was that 
they would continue there that night and attack in the 
cool of the morning, this night we lay on our arms in 
one of their ambusheades being fully determined to push 
through the rest in the morning. 10th. We order’d 
the white men and negroes to look over their arms, 
encouraged them to push through their ambush, but they 
then desired that the captains should go in the front, 
which we did through part of the ambuscade, but the 
rebels fireing three or four shott at us (by one or two of 
which I was wounded) our negroes began to run from us. 
A short time after one of the rebels called to the party 
and told us in his country language that if we would not 
kill him, he would come in. We promised him very 
fair by one of our negroes efc., but when he had a fair 
sight of him, he shott him through the body efc. The 
negroes seemed very uneasy, and all the perswasions 
that we were capable of, would not detain them in 
the ambush where most of them hid themselves or went 
round back again to the Dancing Place, where they fired 
most of their ammunition. Capt. Williams and Sambo 
frequently went through the ambush to bring up the 
men, but finding at last they refused to fight and that 
they were all inclined to run away, we concluded with 
the rest of the officers to draw off our men, in order to 
save our arms and ammunition efc. We lost in the 
engagement two white men and two negroes and had 
eighteen or nineteen wounded. We marched about 
three miles from the town and encamped there that 
night. 11th. Marched down the river to De Laminiar’s 
old hutts. 12th. March’d to Port Antonio. Signed, 
Ebenezr.

i. Journal of the proceedings of parties commanded by 
Henry Williams. March 4th. Marched to the Breast 
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Works. 5th. Up Anotta River and lay in Creswell’s 
open hutts.

We march’d along 
the side of the said ridge till we came to the Pointers, 
from whence Creswell the cruise before turn’d back.

I heard the report of a gun, which I took 
to be a signal of the rebels, so I halted expecting to 
hear Creswel’s attacking the town (being unwilling to 
hazard my party by passing the ambush before), being 
now not above a mile off, ete. About four of the clock 
in the afternoon I heard them engaged and we march’d 
forthwith to their relief, but before we reached the open 
ground I met them in the river course all in confusion 
heing beat off by the rebels.

116. i. Petition of John Rindge, Agent of New Hampshire, to 
the King. Abstract. Ever since 1691 the great province 
of the Massachusets has by the inclusion of Maine, 
extended on both sides of the little province of New 
Hampshire, which is daily encroached and usurped upon 

by its populous and powerful neighbour, both in property 
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and matter of Government. Without H.M. interposi- 
tion it will soon be utterly absorbed and lost, as to well 
in disheirson of H.M. Crown as to the utter ruin of 
faithful subjects and tenants who hold immediately of 
and under H.M. New Hampshire never had any Charter, 
but ever since 1679 has been governed by Commissions 
granted by the Crown, and all the grants for the towns 
have been made by virtue of the said Commissions. 
The most considerable towns are called Dover, Ports- 
mouth, Exeter, Hampton, Kingston and Londonderry. 
During the reign of K. William, the French and Indian 
wars interrupted the making many new settlements, but 
the several townships in N. Hampshire, (as well as in the 
Massachusets) made grants of particular parts of their 
lands to their respective inhabitants. The townships 
of Salisbury, Almesbury and Haverill (N. of the River 
Merrimack and claimed by the Massachusets), and also 
the townships of Hampton, Kingston and Londonderry, 
scituated more northerly than the three last mentioned, 
and within the Province of New Hampshire, having 
each of them granted to their respective inhabitants 
several parcels, perhaps of the very same lands as each 
supposed they had or at least claimed a right to do, 
many disputes arose as to the titles, but were deter- 
mined by the Courts in the Massachusets in their own 
favour. One special circumstance which in effect deter- 
mined the said disputes was that the people of the 
Massachusets being much more numerous than those of 
N. Hampshire (at least 40 to one), would rate assess and 
tax the persons who were settled really within the 
Province of New Hampshire and to the publick charges 
in the Massachusetts, and by their power and numbers 
destrain for such taxes and even carry off and imprison 
the New Hampshire inhabitants for pretended trespasses 
and try them and their causes in the Courts in the 
Massachusetts, where to plead to the jurisdiction (when 
the partys themselves were to be the sole Judges in the 
matter) was to no manner of purpose. By these means 
the Massachusets unjustly extended their bounds efc., 
and finally decided those causes, the sum demanded of 
a New Hampshire tenant for his share of a public tax 
to the Massachusets, or the fine for such tenant’s 
pretended trespass on their lands amounting to only five 
or ten shillings, greatly below the sum for which an 
appeal to H.M. in Council is allowed. Nor could a 
young settler possibly bear the expense of an appeal, 
and if he had, it would only have settled the status of 
his own land. These proceedings have obliged many N. 
Hampshire tenants to submit to the great Province of 
the Massachusets who were able to protect them, and 
extend their bounds thereby, whilst reducing N. Hamp- 
shire to such streight limits and to so few inhabitants as 
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will absolutely disable them to support the charge of 
Government efc. At the same time N. Hampshire, 
which used to contribute to public charges but a tenth 
part of what the Massachusets contributed has been 
raised to a fifth part, which nevertheless H.M. loyal 
subjects with the greatest duty and alacrity immediately 
acquiesced in, it being H.M. royal pleasure. These 
disputes having happened, the townships of Kingston 
and Londonderry attempted all reasonable methods to 
settle the bounds generally between them and the 
Massachusets, at a very large expense, (near £800 upon 
each of those terms [? fowns]), but it produced no effect. 
During the Cessation in the beginning of Queen Anne’s 
reign the Massachusets still encroached on New Hamp- 
shire by rating or taxing people seated near the sea about 
five miles north of Merimack river. But New Hampshire 
was so far from attempting in like manner to distress the 
Massachusets inhabitants, that orders were then given 
by the Governor and Council that persons seated but 
near the division line should not be rated at all, and 
hoped the Massachusets would have given the like orders 
till the lines could be setled, and therefore proposals 
were made to have Committees chosen in May 1711, but 
nothing was done by the Massachusets thereon. In 
1713 and 1715 New Hampshire again attempted to have 
the lines setled, but in vain. In Dec. 1719 both Provinces 
appointed Commissioners, but with this difference, that 
those chosen by N. Hampshire were directed to settle 
hoth the Southern and Northern boundaries, but the 
Massachusets Commissioners were to setle only the 
Southern boundary of N. Hampshire. They met at 
Newbury in the Massachusets, but to prevent setling any 
bounds whatever the Massachusets Commissioners then 
insisted to run a line from 3 miles N. of the river Meri- 
mack to 3 miles N. of the head of what they call 
Merimack river at Winnisposiokie Pond, which was a 
most extravagant proposal not at all warranted by their 
Charter, and would have had the following consequences, 
that as the Massachusets province already encloses N. 
Hampshire on the 8. and N. sides, the line proposed would 
have cut off all the eastern part also, and taken from it 
all the setled towns and townships of Londonderry and 


Kingston, and a very great part of Hampton and of 


Exeter and many other lands, so that New Hampshire 
would only have had two of its old towns, Dover and 
Portsmouth left, and not any land to enlarge their settle- 
ments, but would have been confined to a very small 
strip of land bordering upon the sea, and been surrounded 
on all the other three sides by the Massachusets Province. 
The meeting therefore broke up. This extraordinary 
attempt obliged N. Hampshire in the following year, 
1720, to put themselves to the expence of an Agent in 
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London to solicit a just settlement of the lines, who 
presented several representations from the Province 
on that head. Some time after the meeting in 1719, 
New Hampshire chose a Committee to run a line 3 miles 
north of Merimack river, and the Massachusets also 
chose a Committee. The Commissioners ran the line 
separately and the lines very nearly agreed. The 
Province of the Massachusets have actually sold great 
parcells of H.M. lands not only 3 miles N. of Merrimack 
but about 40 miles N. of the same, perticularly one large 
township called Penny Cook and have received a large 
sum of money for the same, tho’ very manifestly within 
the Province of N. Hampshire, and tho’ the purchasers 
were forbid setling there by N. Hampshire efc. After 
these encroachments and disturbances, Governor Belcher, 
by his 77th Instruction, was directed to propose to the 
General Assembly of each Province to choose Commis- 
sioners out of the neighbouring Colonies to draw the 
boundaries and settle the dispute, whose proceedings 
should be of no effect till H.M. pleasure should be signified 
thereon. So desirous was the Assembly of N. Hampshire 
to obey H.M. commands, that within three days after 
this Instruction was communicated to them, they 
appointed David Dunbar, William Wonton and John 
Whiting Esqrs. Commissioners to join with those of the 
Massachusets efc., and afterwards in Aug., Oct. and 
Nov. 1730, and in April, May, July and September, 
1731, appointed several Committees to meet those of 
the Massachusets, but to no manner of purpose. On 
7th Oct. the Assembly received a report from the 
Committees appointed by the Council and Assembly 
on 24th and 25th Sept., that they had met the Massa- 
chusets Committees at Newbury, to try to agree upon a 
preliminary bill to settle the boundaries, but to no 
manner of purpose, for that the Instructions which the 
Massachusetts had given their Committee were much 
streighter and more against the interest of N. Hampshire 
than an act which the Massachusets had passed in 1730, 
which the Assembly of N. Hampshire could by no means 
agree to, in regard the Massachusets Committee were 
instructed to insist that provision should be made in the 
bill that all such lands or towns which either Government 
were in possession or improvement of by vertue of any 
antient grants should be reserved to the several Govern- 
ments both as to jurisdiction and property, which if 
agreed to would carry the boundary at least 11} miles 
to the North of Merrimack, instead of 3. The N. 
Hampshire Commissioners insisted that the line which 
the Commissioners should fix 3 miles to the northward of 
Merimack River according to the intention of the 
Massachusets Charter ought to be the boundary as to 
jurisdiction whatever might be consented to in respect 
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of property. Upon which the Massachusets Committee 
refused to proceed any further, saying that as they had 
particular directions, they were oblidged to conform 
tothem. A representation by the Council and Assembly 
of N. Hampshire was upon that occasion sent to the 
Secretary of State, and on 7th Oct. 1731, John Rindge, 
who was going over to Great Britain, was appointed 
by the Assembly their Agent with full power about the 
premises. As such he now represents, that the clause 
proposed in behalf of the Massachusets, as to property 
and jurisdiction, was by no means a fair or equal proposi- 
tion, but would have advantaged them only, who have 
encroached greatly, whereas N. Hampshire never setled 
heyond its just bounds. The Massachusets has by its 
Charter certain limitted bounds beyond which they have 
no colour of property or jurisdiction. The dispute lies 
within a very narrow compass, and could easily be 
settled, if the Massachusets were as well inclined thereto 
as N. Hampshire has always shown itself. But they 
think it their interest to keep the dispute unadjusted, 
whilst they encroach, expecting (as they actually insisted 
at the aforementioned meeting) to enjoy the property 
and jurisdiction of all their encroachments. However 
plain the case, N. Hampshire will always be unable to 
procure the lines to be truly run in America, owing to 
the superior interest and power of the Massachusets, 
and the Governor’s native interest being there, where 
his whole fortune and two parts of his appointment lie. 
N. Hampshire has already done in vain all in its power 
to adjust the dispute on the spot, and above 500 of the 
inhabitants have complained to the Board of Trade on 
this affair. Petitioner therefore prays H.M. to deter- 
mine the case here, and in order thereunto annexes a map, 
and quotes and argues from Charters.

And what, (if 
any) obstructions have been given to the execution of 
that authority, and to return your observations there- 
upon, with what you think may be further done for 
keeping the peace and quiet of the said Island, and of 
the inhabitants residing therein to Our Commissioners 
for Trade and Plantations. And whereas We have 
been informed by certain memorials and petitions which 
have been laid before us, from Bristol, Poole, and Dart- 
mouth, that notwithstanding all the precautions taken by 
Our said Governors for preserving the peace in Newfound- 
land, disputes had arisen between the fishing Admirals, 
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and our Justices of the Peace in the said island, and that 
some of our said Justices had been guilty of great 
irregularities, to the oppression of our good subjects, 
which petitions, memorials, and papers thereunto 
annexed, were delivered to Captn. Falkingham Governor 
of our said island for the year 1732, now you are upon 
your arrival at Newfoundland to enquire into the truth 
of all such complaints and to supersede such Justices 
of the Peace as shall appear to you to have acted 
unwarrantably in the execution of their office.

124. Governor Cosby to the Duke of Newcastle. Abstract. 
On his arrival, he found that Lewis Morris, the Chief Justice was 
generally disliked for his want of probity, delay of justice, excessive 
pride and oppression of the people. He has not once been to 
visit the Governor, so that he has had no opportunity of warning 
him of these complaints. But things are now come to such a 
pass, that he must remove him from the Bench. Gives instances 
of his partiality, delay of justice, oppression of the people by 
putting them to fruitless expence in their attendance on the Courts, 
constantly adjourning them till 8 in the morning and not opening 
them till 2 or 3 in the afternoon. This he does from pride in 
making the world wait his leisure, and from intemperate drinking 
in which he often spends whole nights. Sometimes on circuit he 
has kept parties and juries awaiting him for days etc. Continues : 
‘“ When I had the honour to receive H.M. warrant, I sent Mr. Van 
Dam a copy and made a demand of half the salary and perquisites 
from Collo. Montgomery’s death, he having secured the whole etc., 
but finding that I was to expect nothing from him, I retained 
some lawyers who advised me to direct a suit to be commenced 
against him in the King’s name in the Equity side of the Exchequer, 
for that the money must be still looked upon as the King’s mony 
till I actually received it. I did so and the Attorney Generall 
haveing exibited his bill Van Dam pleaded to the jurisdiction or 
rather to the very being of the Court, and then demurred. This 
the lawyers thought soaextraordinary step, that they expected the 
Judges would at first sight have discussed it, but the Chief Justice 
being willing it should be argued, the King’s Council in the 
vacation prepared themselves to speak to the whole plea. But 
when the day came on which it was to be argued, the Chief 
Justice (without asking the opinion of the other judges) directed 
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them to argue only that part of the plea, which struck at the 
jurisdiction of the Court, in the Equity side of the Exchequer ”’ etc. 
Suggests that this was unfair to the King’s Council, whilst, as if 
by inspiration, Van Dam’s Council were adapted to that single 
point and the paper which the Chief Justice read immediately 
afterwards (v. Aug. 27, encl. ii) was to the very same purpose etc. 
Describes how the second and third Judges, James Dehancey and 
Fredrick Phillips, subsequently gave their opinions that the 
Court had power to hold pleas in equity. Morris told them 
publicly upon the Bench that their reasons were mean, weak and 
futile, and that they were only his Assistants, giving them to 
understand that their opinions were of no significance. This they 
sharply resented, insisting on the force and justice of their 
opinions, and their power and authority as Judges of that Court, 
whereupon the Chief Justice left the Bench saying that by the 
Grace of God he would sit no more there when any matters of 
Equity came before them. Refers to his previous conduct. 
Formerly he was for encouraging business to be brought before 
him in the Equity side of the Exchequer, when he had only one 
judge, a man of mean capacity, to assist him, but now he denies 
the power of the Court. When he was President of the Council 
of the Jerseys, he held a Court of Chancery, now he says there is 
no such Court. The reason for these contraries is that, as 
President of that Council at the time of Montgomerie’s death, he 
received the whole salary and perquisites there: being under 
the like circumstances with Van Dam, he expects the like order, 
and hopes by his partiality in this case to make it a precedent for 
his own etc. Van Dam’s Council offered the further objection that, 
the Governor appearing by the King’s order to be interested in 
the event of the cause, and it being in his power to displace the 
Judges, this suit ought not to proceed whilst that power exists 
etc. The Judges would not admit such exceptions. They so 
palpably reflect upon their integrity that they might well have 
shewn their resentment more warmly. Morris publicly denounced 
to one of the Councillors as illegal an ordinance about to be 
brought into Council altering the times of holding the Supreme 
Court and circuits, and repeating a former ordinance giving 
powers to judges for appointing sittings of the Court of Exchequer 
out of term for the dispatch of business in the Equity side of 
that Court. Governor Montgomerie was obliged to suspend his 
son, Lewis Morris, from the Council for his insolence. The 
insolent papers the son then read at the Council Board were 
drawn by his father. He then got himself elected a member of 
Assembly and gave all the opposition he could to the measures 
the house took to make the Government easy. Continues: But 
when he found the revenue bill would pass, he endeavoured to stir 
up contentions and create misunderstandings between me the 
Council and Assembly, hopeing by these means to delay the 
revenue bill, if not to defeat it, but he failed in all his attempts, 
one whereof was to gett an act passed for establishing fees, his 
father however was well pleased with his son’s behaviour, for 
being over his cups one publick day in a large company, wherein 
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some of the leading men of the Assembly were present, he took 
upon him to condemn their conduct in those particulars wherein 
they had served the Government, and opposed his son, and to 
direct them in what manner they ought to exert themselves, 
wherein without doubt he had an eye to the Boston Assembly 
whose spiritt begins to diffuse itself too much amongst the other 
Provinces etc. Criticises the Speech (Aug. 27, encl. ii), of which 
he has not received the copy he demanded. The speech was 
without doubt at first made to please the people, the things that 
he striked at being such as their Representatives in Assembly 
have made bold attempts against, the Court of Chancery and 
establishing fees by the King’s authority efc. The attempt to 
destroy the Court of Chancery is popular in New York, there 
having been great arrears of quit rents recovered in it, and people 
are anxious lest the solidity of some of their grants of land be 
questioned there.”’ Discuses these points at length. “* The other 
Judges, the Attorney Genll. and the Councill retained for the 
King in this cause say and are of opinion H.M. may establish any 
Courts not repugnant to the Charter or common usage of the 
Province. Sir E. Northey gave his opinion as to the cognisance 
of the Court of Chancery, England. What is at present proposed 
is not an ordinance for establishing a Court of Equity, but for 
altering the terms or times for the sitting of the Court and circuits 
c., but as these are questions and disputes foreign to my educa- 
tion and way of life, I shall not enter further into them ” etc. ; but 
assures his Grace that there is an absolute necessity to insist 
upon the King’s just prerogative especially since the wellfare of 
his subjects is interwove with it etc. Thinks it his duty to support 
the Court of Exchequer, and maintain H.M. prerogative to the 
utmost of his power, especially at a time where his just and 
reasonable authority is so avowedly opposed by our neighbours 
at Boston. Hopes his Grace will approve of his displacing 
Morris as a necessary step to prevent the like in this province, 
or at least to deter others in authority from being advocates for the 
Boston Principles ” etc. Describes how Morris kept him waiting 
before delivering to him the seals of New Jersey etc. Quotes 
cases of Governors Hunter and Burnet displacing C.J.s in New 
Jersey. Asks for confirmation. Concludes :—-Your Grace remem- 
bers how often Mr. Walpole has desired that I should hold Courts 
of Equity towards supporting the King’s prerogative, as well as 
to recover his right, it being very seldome done by former 
Governours here as being unpopular, has made this madman 
oppose it in this extraordinary way.”

The other is like 
sending a great number of men separately and one after 
the other, to attack an intrenchment or a pass, well 
guarded by a few efc. “* Few people go to Port Antonio 
but are glad to escape with a severe fit of sickness only 
and ye expeditions heitherto made against ye negros 
have been scandallous, and has serv’d only to spirit ‘em 
up and make soldiers of them” efc. Proposes that 
1000 men, not regular troops, but married men of some 
trade, be raised and sent from England under half pay 
officers efc., with a promise of a grant of land as soon as 
the negroes are reduced efc., subsequently up to 10,000 
such men might be sent. Port Antonio must be made 
healthy by cutting down the woods about it, on which 
these men might be employed and in making roads up 
into the mountains etc. All this to be done at the cost 
of the Government, for the island is very weak and poor 
and much divided, and if the work is left to them, it will 
go on little better than it has been done already etc.

humor, partly that the rebels might see that notwithstanding the 
defeats and desertion of our partys we were determin’d to pursue 
them at any rate, and for the further security of that place and 
the plantations adjacent, tho’ these two officers were lyable to 
exception for having on the last expedition not follow’d their 
express orders, of which | had acquainted the House. I write 
this in much hast, these ships being to sail forthwith. I shall have 
frequent opportunitys by other vessels to inform your Lordships 
more minutely of everything that passes here, and beg leave to 
assure you that nothing shall be left undone on my part etc. Signed, 
Ro.

2nd May, 1733. Having duly weigh’d the causes of the 
bad success, that has attended the schemes hitherto 
concerted for the reduction of the rebellious negroes, he 
recommends for their consideration, that, (i) if there 
were a force raised of about 150 white and 50 blacks, 
and such of the soldiery employed in the country’s 
service permitted to enlist in the Independent Companies, 
so that there may be numbers sufficient to attack and 
dislodge the rebels and take post in the avenues, in 
order to obstruct their escape to the woods efc., (ii) if a 
requisite number of baggage negroes be raised in a more 
expeditious manner than what has been proposed and 
solid funds enacted, adequate to the expence etc., (iii) if

Reports upon 13 Acts of Virginia, 1732. Concludes :—All these 
acts are for confirming agreements, which have been made 
between parties for the exchange of lands, and for settling where 
any of the lands exchanged are entailed, lands of as great or 
greater value to the same uses. This is a method of proceeding 
very common in the Plantations, and often attended with great 
conveniency to particular familys ; and I know of no objection toit ; 
provided the Legislature is careful that no prejudice be done in 
the exchange, to such estates as are by deed or will entailed. 
It is recited in all the acts, that the lands settled to the same uses 
as the entailed lands are of as great or greater value. But upon 
a strict examination of the acts, I found that the quantities of 
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[143 
the a” of land, exchanged for the entailed lands in some of the 
acts, were less in number than the entailed lands; and conse- 
quently judged, that they might not be of equal or greater value. 
But Sir John Randolph, who has attended me upon these acts, 
says etc. (in enclosed letter) that the lands in Virginia are of no 
certain yearly value, but are estimated just as chattells are ; so 
that one acre being, on account ofits goodness, sometimes of more 
value than ten of barren land, no regard is to be had to the 
number of acres. He also certifies that before these acts passed, 
the Assembly of Virginia made a regular and strict enquiry into 
all the matters suggested therein, and found them proved to their 
satisfaction etc. Signed, Fran.

Pratter and Rigby, Factors to the Assiento Company, an affidavit 
or rather confession of one Jordain, master of a sloop belonging 
to said Pratter ; in his affidavit he declares that he plunder’d the 
said vessel together with one Par, and afterwards devided between 
them what they had so taken, he also mention’d in his affidavit 
several other persons who he thought could make further dis- 
coverys of what had been plunder’d or taken from the said St.

warrants for the apprehending of aJl such as could be discover’d 
to have been any way concern’d in the plunder, which warrants 
| sign’d myself and deliver’d to the Provost Marshall with a 
strict charge to execute his office ; some have been apprehended, 
and recognizances are taken for their appearance at the next 
Grand Court, against which time I hope more may be taken, so 
that the Attorney Genll. may make a choice of his evidence and

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The Committee report that by the 16th Instruction the Governor 
is required not to give his assent to any act whereby any bills of 
credit may be issued, with a suspensory clause efc., except only 
for the annual support and service of H.M. Government, not 
exceeding £30,000 in such paper bills. This permission to 
continue only untill H.M. further pleasure be known, and the 
Governor to take especial care that no more than £30,000 of 
such bills be ever current at one and the same time etc. By the 
30th Instruction the Governor is required to take care that no 
money be raised or bills of credit issued but by acts of Assembly, 
in which one or more clauses of appropriation may be inserted, 
but that the passing all accounts for payment and the issuing of 
all moneys so raised or bills of credit be left to the Governor with 
the advice and consent of the Council according to their Charter 
subject nevertheless to a future enquiry of the then present or 
any other Assembly as to the application of such moneys. ‘The 
Lords of the Committee think it incumbent on them to lay before 
your Majesty the reasons upon which these Instructions were 
originally grounded together with an account of the severall 
applications that have been made to your Majesty by the Assembly 
against them efc. With regard to the 16th Instruction, it 
appears that a most pernicious practice had for many years 
prevailed in severall of your Majesty’s Plantations in America 
of passing acts for striking bills of credit and issueing the same 
in lieu of money in order to discharge their publick debts etc. 
From whence great inconveniences having arisen, his late Majesty 
thought proper in 1720 to send Additional Instructions to all 
his Governors in America efc., to restrain them from giving their 
assent to any act for striking or issuing bills of credit without a 
clause to prevent the same taking effect till approved by the 
Crown, excepting acts for raising and settling a public revenue for 
defraying the necessary charges of Government efc. Under 
colour of this exception, the Assembly of the Massachusets Bay 
continued to pass acts for striking and issueing bills of credit, 
whereby a greater number of such bills were circulated and the 
publick debt increased, and as the provision made for the gradual 
discharge of these bills was not satisfactory to the publick , their 
credit was so farr sunk, that £340 of them was only equal in 
value to £100 sterling which coud not but tend to the great detri- 
ment of the creditors of the Province, to the entailing a heavy 
load on all the estates there, and to the loss of the British 
merchants trading to the Massachusets Bay. In order therefore 
to remedy these inconveniencys and to put an effectua! stop 
thereto, your Majesty was pleased in 1727 to instruct Governor 
Burnett efc., not to assent to any act for the issueing new bills of 
credit without inserting a clause to prevent such act from taking 
effect till your Majesty shoud approve thereof, which Instruction 
subsisted till the year 1730, when your Majesty was pleased to 
appoint Jonathan Belcher Governor efc., who having represented 
that in order to supply the annual service of the Government it 
was absolutely necessary to issue a further quantity of paper 
money, your Majesty was graciously pleased to allow him to 
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assent to the issueing any number of new bills of credit for the 
current service of the year not exceeding £30,000 in value, 
provided that no more than £30,000 of such bills shoud be ever 
current at one and the same time. Which being added to the 
aforementioned Instruction to Mr. Burnett formed the 16th 
Instruction now complained of. And your Majesty was pleased 
at the same time to require Governor Belcher to take care that 
the bills of credit then standing out shoud be called in and sunk 
according to the periods and provisions of the respective acts by 
which they were issued. Notwithstanding this indulgence of 
your Majesty to the people of the Massachusets Bay, it appears 
that in 1731 the Assembly addressed your Majesty to give them 
leave to issue a greater quantity of these bills and to deferr the 
calling of them in to the distance of eleven years representing that 
every year within that time, was greatly incumbred with debts. 
But this Committee having humbly represented to your } Majesty 
that the allowing the Governor by the said Instruction to issue 
£30,000 in such bills was a condescention on the part of the Crown, 
and ought to have satisfied the said Assembly, especially as they 
had not informed your Majesty by their Address what funds they 
had or might purpose to establish for discharge of such new bills, 
and in what proportions and by what methods the same should 
be cancalled and likewise that the Governor was not restrained 
by the said Instruction from assenting to any act for increasing 
the paper currency provided there was a suspending clause 
inserted in the said act to prevent the same taking effect till 
your Majesty should have approved thereof, your Majesty was 
ple: ised to declare your royal pleasure not to make any alteration 
in the said Instruction. And as the present application is of the 
same nature with the former and as no new reasons are offered by 
the Assembly, the Lords of the Committee do humbly report it 
as their opinion to your Majesty that no alteration ought to be 
made in the said 16th Instruction. 

As to the occasion of giving the 30th Instruction efc., in 1729 
the Agents for the House of Representatives presented a petition 
to your Majesty in Councill containing severall articles of com- 
plaint against the then Governor, Wm. Burnet Esq., and amongst 
others that he had refused to agree with the Assembly in the 
methods proposed by them for the supply of the Treasury for the 
current service of the year. This petition being examined into 
by the Lords of this Committee they found, that the method so 
proposed by the said Assembly for raising money, was by way of 
resolve and that in such resolve they had reserved to themselves 
a power of determining that accounts shoud or shoud not be paid 
even after the services had been performed and before the Governor 
was at liberty to issue any money for payment of such accounts ; 
which method of raising money appeared to the Committee to 
be very improper, and not warranted by the Charter efc., no power 
being thereby given to raise money but by act of Assembly. 
And it further appeared the issuing and disposing of all moneys 
when raised is, by the sd. Charter left to the Governor with the 
advice and consent of the Councill and the Agents efc. did admit 
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that the method of the House of Representatives in these particu- 
lars ought to be regulated, and engaged to write to the said House 
to acquaint them therewith. This gave occasion to the issueing 
the 30th Instruction ete. Quoted. Notwithstanding this Instruc- 
tion was framed strictly agreable to the Charter and even to the 
opinion of their own Agents, the House of Representatives in 1731 
presented an Address to your Majesty in Councill complaining 
thereof and praying your Majesty to recall the same, which 
Address having been maturely considered by this Committee, 
their Lordships did thereupon humbly report that if your Majesty 
should withdraw your Instruction the Assembly etc. would be in 
possession of a power superior to any which the British House of 
Commons lays claim to in cases of the same nature and which the 
Assembly had fallen into the practice of, in direct contradiction 
to the tenour of their Charter, by which Charter though they 
are impowered to raise money by acts of Assembly for the support 
and defence of the Province, yet the destribution of that money 
is by the same Charter expressly reserved to your Majesty’s 
Governor with the advice and consent of the Councill and that 
therefore no alterations ought to be made in the said Instruction, 
which opinion your Majesty was pleased to approve and to 
declare that no alterations shoud be made in the said Instruction. 
After this declaration of your Majesty’s royal pleasure it was to 
have been expected that the Assembly woud have paid a dutifull 
regard thereto and been fully convinced that the method they 
had taken was contrary to the tenour of their Charter. But it 
appears by the present Address of the Councill and Assembly 
that they still insist upon recalling of the said Instruction as not 
agreable to their Charter. Wherefore the Lords of the Committee 
thought it proper to direct your Majesty’s Attorney and Sollicitor 
General to consider of the said 30th Instruction efc., and to report, 
whether the same be agreable to the Charter etc. In answer 
whereto they have given their opinion that efc. [it] is perfectly 
agreable to the said Charter. The power of imposing taxes which 
includes the whole power of raising money or issueing bills of 
credit which is only one method of raising money being granted 
to the Genl. Court or Assembly and ought to be exercised only by 
acts of Assembly. As to the issueing and disposition of the money 
after it is granted, the words of the Charter are very plain that it 
shall be by the Governor with the advice and consent of the 
Councill for H.M. service in the necessary defence and support 
of the Government of the Province and the protection of the 
inhabitants and tho it is added according to such acts as are or 
shall be in force within our said Province, yet we conceive the 
true meaning and construction of those words to be that the 
money shoud be applyed according to such generall clauses of 
appropriation describing the nature of the services for which it 
was given as should be mentioned in such acts, but not to restrain 
the Governor and Councill from making such a distribution upon 
the particular articles of those services or from passing the accounts 
or paying the persons by whom such services shoud be performed 
in such manner as they should think fit, consistantly with the 
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generall clauses of appropriation. But such distribution accounts 
and payments will be subject to future enquirys to be made in a 
regular method by the Assembly or House of Representatives as 
to the application of the money and the consistency thereof with 
the appropriating clauses for which a proper reservation is made 
by the Instruction. The Lords of the Committee do therefore 
humbly offer to your Majesty as their opinion, that no alteration 
ought to be made in the said Thirtieth Instruction, and their 
Lordships cannot but observe to your Majesty that these 
repeated applications of the House of Representatives upon points, 
some of which have been given up by their own Agents, and all 
of them more than once been under your Majesty’s consideration 
and determined by your royall Instructions and subsequent 
Orders in Councill thereupon, are instances of great undutifulness 
to your Majesty. And that the power insisted wpon by the said 
Assembly in not suffering the Governor to issue any money for 
the maintenance of the Officers and soldiers of your Majesty’s 
forts and garrisons, for the necessary repairs of the fortifications 
and for the payment of other demands for services actually 
performed, before they have examined the particular demand of 
each person and agreed to the payment thereof, evidently shews 
that their design is to assume to themselves the executive power 
of the Government of the said Province, and has a direct tendency 
to throw off their dependence upon Great Brittain which is so 
necessary to be maintained even for their own preservation ; and 
their Lordships take leave further humbly to represent to your 
Majesty that if the said Assembly shall still persist in their 
refusall to supply the Treasury of the Province, so that neither 
the soldiers can be paid, the fortifications be kept up, the dignity 
of your Majesty’s Government supported nor the security of the 
Province provided for, they will be answerable for all the conse- 
quences of their own ill conduct.

And His Majesty doth likewise hereby 
renew the declaration of his royall pleasure formerly signified 
in this behalf, that no alterations be made in the sixteenth and 
thirtieth Articles of the Instructions given to Jonathan Belcher 
etc. Signed, W.Sharpe.

165. Mr. Frewin to the Council of Trade and Plantations. 
About twelve months ago I had the honour to receive, at Mr. 
Brudenell’s request, a recommendatory letter from your Lordships 
to Governor Johnson, which I presented to him on my arrival, 
together with a very particular one from his Grace the Duke of 
Newcastle in my favour efc. Wall always be grateful, though Mr. 
Johnson has not been influenced to do him the least favour etc. 
But, before Mr. Whitaker's departure for England he deputed him 
Judge of the Vice-Admiralty, and, as he has the honour to serve 
the King, he thinks it his duty to represent to Ministers at home 
everything that is done to the prejudice of H.M. prerogative and 
interest. Encloses, therefore, copies of several strange resolves 
and ordinances of the Upper and Lower Houses of Assembly and 
of a law in support of the same, ratified by the Governor on the 
4th inst. To make it intelligible, he must go back to the 
fountain and first occasion of these votes. Continues :—H.E., 
our Governour, and a few other gentlemen, under colour of 
patents or grants from the late Lords Proprietors and otherwise, 
having possessed themselves of prodigious large tracts of land, 
and thereby in a manner defeated H.M. intentions (declared in 
his royal Instructions) of peopling this country and making it a 
flourishing Colony, the people that wanted lands whereon to 
settle themselves murmur’d, were greatly uneasy, and could not 
help enquiring into the validitiy of the patents and titles, which 
stood between them and the royal bounty. In the course of their 
inquiry they met with information that the patent titles had been 
declared void by the Attorney and Sollr. General at home ; that 
the poor people on the Southermost frontier, who had been 
obliged to quit their lands and fly from the fury of the barbarous 
Indians were prevented from returning by reason of those patents 
and other grants, wherewith their former settlements had been 
cover'd before the Land Office was publickly open’d. Want of 
lands for themselves, and charity for the distressed, led some 
publick spirited gentlemen to endeavour to break those large 
tracts, and by virtue of titles under H.M. most gracious Instruc- 
tions to lay out and survey some of those lands, which are here 
called patent lands, with intent to try the validity of the patentees’ 
titles, and in case of success to settle themselves and the Southern 
unfortunates upon part of those tracts, which otherwise must 
inevitably lye unsettled and uncultivated, or be purchased at a 
very dear rate from the patentees. Amongst the rest Dr. Thomas 
Cooper went up with the Deputy Surveyors to view and lay out 
the land. Upon this the patentees instead of offering to try 
their titles in the King’s Courts, where the matter was only and 
properly cognizable, apply’d to the Commons House of Assembly, 
who order’d him into custody of their Messenger and kept him 
close prisoner for about five weeks. The warrant for his commit- 
ment being new and unprecedent, I have sent your Lordships 
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a true copy thereof. The Doctor soon after he was apprehended 
apply’d to two Justices for an Habeas Corpus, which by an Act 
of Assembly of this Province made to enforce the execution of 
the English Habeas Corpus Act here, they are impower’d and 
required to grant or issue. Mr. Somerville who is of the Quorum 
and Mr. Wright Junr. granted his prayer, and an Habeas Corpus 
sign’d by them was deliver’d to the Messenger that had Doctor 
Cooper in custody. The Messenger refused to obey the King’s 
writ and the House resolved to indemnify him. <A second writ 
was desired of some of the members of the Lower House, who 
were in the Commission of the Peace and deny’d, but afterwards 
granted by Mr. Middleton, one of H.M. Council and Mr. 
Somerville, which the Messenger likewise disobey’d, as also a 
third sign’d and issued by Robert Wright Esqr. H.M. Chief 
Justice. Upon this the Doctor jointly with others in custody 
petitioned His Excellency and Council for relief ; and the Doctor 
singly pray’d H.E. to issue an Habeas Corpus elec. Refers to 
enclosure. Continues :—-T'wo considerable merchants who waited 
on H.E. with the Doctor’s prayer efc. were order’d into custody of 
the Provost Marshal and obliged to ask pardon for so doing and 
pay fees before they could be enlarged, as were two others for 
carrying a petition to Mr. Yonge (one of H.M. Council) upon the 
same occasion. Several lawyers and merchants were committed 
by the Lower House for carrying petitions to some of their 
members, who were Justices of the Peace, which upon mature 
and serious deliberation those gentlm. that carry’d them, were 
perswaded they had a right to do, by the laws of their Mother 
Country made to secure the liberty of the subject. The fees 
demanded and taken by the officers of that House are most 
exorbitant. ‘To their Messenger only, four pounds this currency 
for being committed, the like sum on being discharged, and the 
same sum per diem whilst in custody, besides diet and other 
expences. The Commons on the 7th of April last to intimidate 
the Chief Justice and others posted their Ordinances at the door 
of or entrance into the Council Chamber, the Chief Justice com- 
plained of it in Council and in a speech there (which he afterwards 
published) censured their proceedings as destructive of the King’s 
Prerogative and the people’s liberties. Mr. Yonge, who had been 
greatly obliged by the Commons, became their Advocate, and by 
cases, which, when searched to the bottom make all against him, 
endeavour’d to perswade his Excellency, the Council and people 
that all the Lower House had done was right and justifiable, and 
by a Resolution of the Upper House his speech made upon that 
occasion was declared to be agreeable to the sense and opinion 
of the House. The Commons, sadly enraged at the opposition 
they met with from the Chief Justice, on the 14th of April went up 
in a body with an accusation against the Chief Justice which they 
have since printed, and upon which I must beg leave to make a 
few remarks. Your Lordships will please to observe that the 
Chief Justice is charged with violating their privileges, by granting 
two writs against their Messenger, and by signing a rule of Court 
to the Provost Marshal, when they well knew that the Chief 
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| on of this Province alwaies entrusts the Attorneys with 
blank writs, who fill them up as they want them, without his 
knowledge, and that by a Rule of Court of a very long standing, 
and confirmed by a late Act of Assembly the Marshal is obliged 
to return all writs served in town in two days after service, and 
the plaintiffs at liberty to proceed to judgmt. before the returns 
of the writs, so that this rule complained of, being only to be 
informed whether the writ was served or not, could not be contrary 
to law or the known practice of the Court of Common Pleas here ; 
but was in my opinion agreeable to both. I could show your 
Lordships that those very writs were legally and regularly issued, 
and that their Messenger, when the same were issued had no right 
to either privilege or protection, but that would be taking up too 
much of your Lordships’ precious time. All the lawyers in the 
Province (except the present Attorney General, who is a native, 
and Mr. Rutlidge his Excellency’s Prime Minister) and a number 
of wealthy merchants here seem to apprehend that by the 
ordinances of the two Houses they are put out of the King’s 
protection, and their fortunes and liberties entirely at the mercy 
of the Lower House who threaten us with an Act to continue 
themselves for a longer time than by law they at present are 
capable of sitting, and were it not in humble expectation of H.M. 
interposing his Royal authority, would remove themselves and 
their effects to some more safe and happy part of H.M. Dominions. 
The law to indemnify themselves and their officers against the 
penalties they have incurr’d is a plain confession of guilt, 
repugnant to the fundamental laws of Great Britain, and expressly 
contrary to two, if not three, of H.M. Instructions to our Governor. 
Surely they cannot pretend to say, that it is a Bill of an usual or 
ordinary nature, so that it is impossible that H.M. Prerogative 
or the properties of his subjects can be affected thereby ; if not, 
a draft thereof ought, as we apprehend, to have been transmitted 
to H.M. for his Royal approbation or disallowance before the 
passing thereof, or at least a saving clause inserted therein sus- 
pending and deferring the execution thereof till H.M. pleasure 
should be known concerning the same. This law was a creature 
of Rutledge’s brain and first brought into the Upper House. The 
Chief Justice ever opposed it’s passing totis viribus, and hath 
entered his protest against it, which hath increased the resent- 
ment of the Commons against him, and occasioned the Resolves 
printed in last Saturday’s paper; where it will end God only 
knows. Doctor Cooper was chosen a member of the House 
during his confinement, and requested to be try’d and discharged 
in vain till on the 27th of April by a petition of which I send 
your Lordships a copy, he was order’d to be discharged paying 
his fees which amount to a considerable sum, and thereby and 
by the loss of time, besides a long and close confinement, he is 
by a moderate computation £1000 this currency the worse for 
this commitment. The Gentlemen in power here, both by their 
speeches and actions, seem entirely to have forgot that they are 
subjects or dependants. The Commons House of Assembly look 
upon themselves as the Supreme Court of Judicature, and nobody 
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here, that has the power, offers to dispute their jurisdiction. Their 
interests are one and the same, which is the occasion of the perfect 
harmony and good understanding between them. It is now 
become dangerous for a King’s officer or minister to appear zealous 
for the Prerogative or interest of his Master : the Land Surveyor- 
Genl. and Chief Justice have sufficiently experienced it. The 
former I’m certain will be a looser this year by his office, and the 
latter by a negative vote of the Commons is to have nothing for 
his last year’s service. The Laws of our Mother Country are set 
at naught and termed “Old Ballads.’”’ The King’s offices ransack’d 
and his officers insulted, ridiculed, and affronted, and their 
friends at home spoken of with scorn and contempt. The wealthy 
merchants and principal inhabitants are at the mercy of a few—, 
who lord it over them as if they were their vassalls. Such is the 
present state of H.M. Province of South Carolina. If my zeal 
for the Prerogative of the Crown, the interest of my Master, and 
the liberties of my fellow subjects, which seem to me to be 
trampeld upon, hath carry’d me into any unbecoming warmth, 
I trust your Lordships will think the cause some excuse for it 
and pardon me for the trouble given you, etc. Signed, Will 
Frewin.

170. Governor Belcher to the Council of Trade and Planta- 
tions. Abstract. Refers to letters of 5th Feb. and 20th April. 
Their letter of 10th Oct. omits mention of seven of his letters ; he 
hopes they have “all had the honour to kiss your Lordships’ 
hands.”’ As to his salary, he will mention it again to the Assembly, 
as they direct him to do, but thinks it derogatory to H.M. honour 
to be publickly pressing the Assembly to pay a just regard to the 
King’s royal orders, while they are as often denying efc. The 
House of Representatives here seem to have an aversion, even to 
a mention of the King’s Instructions, as their last Message, in 
enclosed Journals will show, and “‘ with how much indecency 
they have treated the King, and with how much rudeness His 
Governour, for no other reason, but because they cou’d not tempt, 
or provoke him to fly in his Master’s face.’ It would have been 
very easy to answer their unmannerly message, and laid open some 
falsehoods and many false glosses, but it would have been to no 
purpose. “‘ Nor do I think it for H.M. honour that his Govr. 
shou’d too much capitulate with a House of Representatives 
about H.M. royal orders. This, I remember, one of your Lord- 
ships told me at Whitehall, was a mistake in my late immediate 
predecessor ”’ etc. Intends for the future “‘ to say onely what 
may be of the most absolute necessity to the Assembly, and go on 
in a sacred observance of the King’s Orders, and when there 
happens any dispute upon them I shall represent the circum- 
stances” etc. Thanks Board for their report in favour of his 
assenting to the last grant efc. The Assembly would have been 
best pleased if the Royal leave for taking his support had failed, 
that they might have treated him in the same barbarous, unjust 
way, which they have practis’d to Mr. Burnett’s family. Although 
they voted him £6000, intended for two years’ administration, a 
few days before his death, yet now they will not give his family 
a farthing of the £3,400, his just proportion for 14 months adminis- 
tration, with interest. He awaits fresh Instructions relating to 
the Council and Assembly’s application to H.M. about the manner 
of supplying the Treasury. If this affair is not speedily settled, 
he feels bound seriously to repeat that the Province will be in the 
greatest confusion. ‘“‘ H.M. fortifications are all dropping down, 
and the Officers and soldiers must march out for want of their 
pay, nor can the dignity of the King’s Government be supported 
in any degree. Nay, [ am afraid there will be no Government at 
all, without some quick redress.’’ Was greatly surprised by the 
Board’s report of 4th Nov., 1731, relating to his dispute with 
Col. Dunbar. Thinks it would have been but justice that he 
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should have been served with Col. Dunbar’s complaint, for his 
answer, before a report was made. Perhaps such an answer 
might have made most of the facts appear false, and have saved 
the Board and Privy Council any further trouble. “ As H.M. 
Ministers have hitherto thought it best that this unreasonable 
thirst of power of Mr. Dunbar’s shou’d remain unquencht, I hope 
it will die in such a way: For shou’d I ever receive H.M. sign 
manual in gratification of Mr. Dunbar’s J don’t know what, I 
shou'd look upon it a sort of superseding of my Commission in 
New Hampshire,” efc. Agrees with the Board, in their reference 
to his own remarks upon Dunbar, that no man’s reputation should 
be called in question. without an opportunity of making his 
defence, and hopes they will remember this when his own name 
is mentioned on any account. Had this rule been observed, he 
would never have received H.M. Order of Nov. 12th, 1730, 
respecting Pemaquid efc. The Board now finds his sentiments to 
come out exactly right respecting Collo. Dunbar’s exceeding his 
orders in invading the rights and properties of the owners of 
lands etc. Though Dunbar and his brother Jerry have been doing 
everything in their power for the last three years to his prejudice, 
he has lately protected one of them from the fury of the enraged 
populace, and if the other behaves with the respect due to his 
Governor, he will always find from him ‘* what shall convince 
every gentleman of reason that I am desirous to live in a gentle- 
manly, friendly manner with him. As to the nomination of 
Councellors for New Hampshire, my Instruction No. 6 etc. plainly 
shows the great trust H.M. has reposed in his Governour, when 
vacancies happen efc., and that undoubtedly a more superiour 
credit is to be given to him, that to a Leiut. Governour. I am 
oblig’d to repeat to your Lordships, that that Gentleman’s 
appointment and continuance in the Leiutenancy at New Hamp- 
shire tends to nothing but faction and disorder in that Govern- 
ment, nor do | think it practicable for him and me to coincide, 
because he has endeavour’d from first to last so unreasonably and 
unjustly to hurt me ” efc. Is determined “always to be an honest 
man, and a faithfull servant to the King ; maugre him and the 
rest of my worst enemies” efc.

Corrects Mr. Popple’s 
statement that he “ renounced any favour from their Lordships,”’ 
and that Mr. Porter was acquitted by the old Councillors and 
only condemned by the new ones he had made. Col. Jenoure and 
Col. Hatton voted for his suspension etc. Refers to letter of 4th 
Sept.. 1731, and repeats his explanation of his appointing 
Councillors. He has never altered the rank of Councillors. 
There are now but four of the Councillors appointed by H.M., and 
of these Mr. Rowan is in Europe. Will not restore Mr. Porter to 
the Council table without direct orders from the Board. Explains 
his invitation to the Assembly to send some of their members to 
him during their sitting. As to the great irregularities in his 
commerce with the Lower House observed by the Board, Mr. 
Popple mentions only one, viz. comparing Moseley to a thief. 
Moseley in confederacy with some of the Council endavoured to 
stir up divisions in the Assembly and to prevent it from doing 
business, hoping thereby to put off any enquiries into the frauds 
he had been guilty of while Surveyor General etc. To prevent the 
Burgesses being deluded, he made that comparison, which was 
just and not improper on that occasion. The Journals of the 
House will show that they were not intimidated by his answer

to their mesage efc. He behaved with calmness. As to the 
Secretary’s observation that the Grand Deed from the Lords 
Proprietors to the County of Albemarle (Ist May, 1668) can only 
be understood as a temporary letter of attorney, revokable at 
pleasure, and that it was in effect revoked by an order to Mr. Eden, 
explains that, being a grant of so much land to any person settling 
there, it has always been held as firm a grant as the Proprietors’ 
own Charter from the Crown, and as valid as their grant, or deed, 
to any particular person would be, and no more revokable, upon 
their complying with its conditions etc. Though the Proprietors’ 
establishment, in point of government, might be revokable, yet 
grants of lands cannot be, as is further evidenced by the form of 
the patents for each grant, which they hold were but a confirmation 
of their previous conditional right, upon fulfilment of the condi- 
tion of the importation of one person for every 50 acres efc. The 
people further plead that this Grand Deed is confirmed by a law 
of the country, that establishes the forms of particular grants 
under the Grand Deed, and what rent is to be reserved on it efc., 
and on that rent they claim it as their undoubted right, in 
Albemarle County, to take up lands on those conditions efc. As 
to the supposed order to Governour Eden, he can find none, and is 
assured no such order ever came efc. As the people claim it, as 
their right, to have lands surveyed, and patents made them, on 
the condition of sealing and planting, and 2s. per 100 acres quitt 
rent, the same as Virginia, he has granted warrants after the 
usual manner, and some surveys have been made ; but he has not 
ventured to make out any patents, nor indeed will people take 
them, at the rent prescribed, of 4s. per 100, which has discouraged 
abundance of people, and is not only a detriment to the offices, 
but a great hindrance to the settling and growth of the country. 
The case of South Carolina mentioned in his Instructions as a 
great inducement for the people to pass an act for such a rent 
and registering their lands, is very different. There the quit 
rents were 20 years in arrear, and remitted ; but here they were 
annually collected etc. The people will not be easily brought to 
register their lands over again. If that were done, it would be a 
certain means to make a rent roll by, and for that very reason the 
people will endeavour to avoid it. As to the paragraph in the 
Secretary's letter, that officers’ fees should be paid in Proclama- 
tion money, even the permitting them to be received in bills, at 
four for one (which is much less than Proclamation money) has 
been made the greatest handle to raise clamours against him. 
He stated the difficulty in his report upon the state of the country, 
and desired a speedy answer and also about the laws passed in 
1729 etc. If he had had proper answers to those points, he could 
have made everything very easy, as in other things he has done, 
particularly in settling an orderly and peaceable behaviour, so 
much wanted among this distracted and disorderly people. But 
for want of instructions in these matters of such importance to 
them, the people have been kept in suspence, and therefore the 
more liable to discontent and ill impressions against him efc., 
and are informed that such means are used, that no settlement 
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should be made, whilst he is Governor, and rumours artfully 
spread that he will soon be removed efc. Will observe his 14th 
Instruction and insist on his right to nominate and appoint the 
Clerk of the Assembly. It is his opinion that the Burgesses who 
are to sit in July will aim at much more power and privileges, than 
the Members of Parliament. Refers to Journal of Assembly etc. 
and repeats case as to the claim of the Assembly to choose the 
public Treasurer. Upon the Board’s enquiry, he has endeavoured 
to find out by what authority Mr. Moseley was appointed Public 
Treasurer, but he has returned an evaisve answer. Awaits the 
Board’s Instructions. Upon searching the Acts, finds that 
Mr. Moseley was first so described by the Act of 1723 for emitting 
bills of £12000, but suggests that that was only for the disposal 
of that particular set of bills, now extinct. Continues: ‘ As all 
publick dues are paid in bills only, it is reasonable, and just, that 
they should be received for no more, then they are rated att. 
Yet I am very certain, when warrants are signed, for paying 
Judges, and other attendants, on the two Courts of Oyer and 
‘Terminer I am commanded to call every year, the whole country 
will be in an uproar, and I am in doubt, whither the Council, will 
consent to my issueing of them in that manner. There has not 
been anything pay’d for the three Courts allready held.”” Running 
a boundary between N. and 8. Carolina will be very expensive, 
as that part is uninhabited. Asks how he is to procure the money 
for that purpose. He informed the inhabitants taken from 
Virginia by the new boundary line, that in his opinion they had 
no occasion to renew their patents efc. Explains, as in previous 
letters, how upon an Order of Council in 1724 (v. encl. ii.) warrants 
for land were issued without an account being kept of the number 
of acres. Continues: ‘‘ This Province being divided into two 
countys, named Albemarle and Bath, the people who took up 
lands in Albemarle, did it under the Grand Deed. In Bath 
County, the Proprietors sold the land at a small price, and 
reserved a less rent efc., the consideration upon the warrants | 
now write of, was to be three shillings (in bills) pr. hundred acres, 
and seating and planting within two years. I am informed a 
great deal of land taken under that Order was purchased and 
patented in the time of Sir R. Everard” etc. Not more then 640 
acres, were to be held by one of them warrants, but people took 
that, or any less quantity, as they judged proper ; att the signing 
the warrants; there was no other scituation specifyed, then 
lying, and being, in Bath county. Refers to his former accounts 
of the frauds of Moseley, Ashe efc. in surveying and selling lands. 
His endeavours to serve the King in this matter has made them 
and their friends his inveterate enemys. “A dangerous crew 
they are, and unhappy must be every honest man, that has 
anything to do with them.” Continues : ‘ Soon after the date 
of my last letter, I sett out with Indian guides, and some white 
men to mark a road thro’ the middle of this Province, from 
Virginia, to Cape Fear River; and to view the lands, lyeing in 
those parts, till then unknown to the English inhabiting this 
Government efc. I spent seven weeks in that expedition, believe 
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the land sufficient, to contain about 3000 plantations”’ etc. 
Described. ‘‘ I spent a great deal of money on this occasion, in 
presents to the Indians, and in paying the other men, that went 
with me.”

positive and as I knew Mr. Worsley had been formerly censur’d 
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for not obeying this Instruction when two men of war came here 
from the East Indies, I imediately order’d them to weigh anchor 
for they shou’d have no relief from this island and sent Custom 
house Officers to stay on board ’em till they were under sail which 
with much difficulty I fore’d em too by break of day the next 
morning, the fort having been oblig’d to fire several shot at them 
before they wou’d obey. I hope yr. Lordsps. will think that I 
follow’d my orders to the utmost of my power as I ever shall 
whenever I have the honr. to receive any from his Majesty, but I 
can’t help thinking cou’d that Instruction be alter’d it woud not 
only be of service to the East India Company but even to the 
Nation in general for if these ships do not get into some of the 
islands to refitt it will be impossible for ’em by all accounts to 
reach England; however till I shall have receiv’d an answer from 
yr.

Auditor General of America, together with some remarks upon the 
management and disposition of H.M. lands and revenue in South 
Carolina.

inconsiderable (if any) profit by the quit-rents (after paying the 
expence of Govermt.), it was usual for the Lords Proprs. from 
time to time to make reciprocal grants to themselves at a pepper- 
corn rent, which were sold or disposed of to be run out at the 
pleasure of the purchaser or other lawfull owners. These grants 
tho’ not run out or taken up in the life-time of the Grantee were 
descendable to the purchaser or owner or their representatives. 
The common grants to private grantees, tho’ they were to heires, 
executors, admrs. and assigns, were never deemed to convey any 
property, unless taken up orrun outin the life time of the grantee, 
and were no more than warrants of election, which were wholly 
extinguished by the death of the grantee. There was many times 
equitable circumstances, which induced the Proprietors not to 
take advantage of such extinguishmt: as the eminent services 
of the grantee, a suddain Indian warr, being taken prisoner in 
going over to take possession and dying in the ennemies’ hands, 
etc. The legal reason for this distruction (as I have been told) 
arose from this. The Lords Proprietors were seized in fee as 
tenants in common and each of them had full possession of one 
undivided eighth part and such reciprocal grants were only small 
separate parts of what before was contained in such undivided 
shares or parts. But the common grantees (unless they run out 
their lands) had no seizin and therefore their lands could not 
descend etc. Thinks he can convince Mr. Vane by an instance 
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from the Legislature etc. The most essential difference between 
the grants made to me, and the common grants is that mine were 
not void, being run out in the life time of the grantee etc. Signed, 
Tho.

200. Governor Hunter to the Council of Trade and Planta- 
tions. I cannot inform you better of the present state of affairs 
than by inclosing an extract from the minutes of Council contain- 
ing the proceedings there from the time I had the honor of writing 
last to your Lordships, from which you will observe that the 
Assembly’ s assuming to themselves powers which do not belong 
to them by the Constitution, by virtue of an inherent right as 
they are pleas’d to call it, and the Council insisting on their share 
in the Legislature granted them by H.M. Letters Patents and 
Instructions, these two last sessions have prov’d very fruitless, 
the Council having made the necessary amendments to some bills 
and rejected others for the reasons mention’d in the inclos’d 
extract, which produc’d there several indecent messages and 
sutable replys which you will find there ; Thus nothing having 
been done to purpose in the Legislature for the defence or ease 
of the subject in a time of imminent danger, they apply’d again 
and again for a recess, resolv’d to do no more business this session, 
and for that purpose reduc’d the quorum to five members for 
adjourning, and encreas’d that for doing business to twenty-five 
and so seperated, which oblig’d me by the advice of the Council 
on Munday the 28th of May last to prorogue them to the third 
of July next. The volunteers who at the request of the Assembly 
were rais’d and sent to Port Antonio to march against the rebels, 
being streighten’d for provisions, I, in conjunction with some 
friends engag’d our private credit to Mr. Pratter who had 
furnish’d provisions before, and is mention’d in their votes to 
have made that offer again, that he might immediately send to 
Port Antonio a sufficient quantity of provisions and other 
necessarys to enable them to march out on the intended service, 
or, at least, to prevent their disbanding with arms in their hands, 
and having receiv’d a letter from the Commanders of that party 
that they were in good plight and ready to march, I dispatch’d 
orders to the Commanding Officer there to send them out on the 
service for which they were inlisted without loss of time. Whether 
these orders are obey’d, I know not, having receiv’d no advice 
from thence as yet. The groundless persecution of Lt. Col. 
Ashworth their Commissary of the Stores and Commander in 
Chief of the partys took up as it was intended most of their time, 
ended in smoke and convine’d all unprejudic’d men that it was 
commenc’d for that purpose, carry’d on to cast a damp on the 
new settlements on the north side, more particularly Port Antonio, 
and to discourage men of capacity and probity from being con- 
cern’d in their affairs there. Had they thought fitt to accept of 
the repeated offers I made them, I might have ventur’d to promise 
your Lordships success against these slaves, but upon the present 
foot they have put these matters I shall promise nothing, but that 
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[200] 
nothing shall be left undone so far as my abilitys will reach 
towards it. The Minutes and Journals of the Council and 
Assembly together with the four acts pass’d in one of their 
sessions, and mention’d in my letter of 5th May, shall be trans- 
mitted so soon as they can be got ready.

Fort of Annapolis is erected. This claim appearing to the 
respondent very extraordinary and derogating from the 
King’s prerogative as Sovereign seignr. and Lord of the 
Province, efc., he communicated the same to H.M. 
Secretary of State and the Lords Commrs. for Trade 
etc. Of which proceeding he did acquaint the claimants, 
giving them to understand that he must putt a stop 
to the further payment of quitt rents till he should receive 
answers from home and did give orders accordingly eéc., 
but with liberty for the said persons claiming to receive 
all arrears due to that time, being March, 1730, and did 
not collect or receive any part thereof himself nor apply 
one penny to his own use as the petitioner most 
injuriously setts forth. But is very well assured they 
are now remaining in the tenants’ hands waiting H.M.

now revived and stands fully confirmed and established by etc. an 
act passed in S. Carolina 1730, for remission of arrears of quitt 
rent etc. The territory mentioned in Montgomery’s grant is now 
by H.M. letters patents created into the Province of Georgia. Iam 
by good hands informed that the person, who pretends to claim 
under this grant, intends in a short time to take possession of 
it. And if once possession is got, which in all probability may be 
done, before the act is repealed (a person being now arrived from 
Carolina to support it, and the Agent praying to shew cause before 
the Lords of the Council for its confirmation) the claimant must 
certainly have in view the maintaining his title by a subscription, 
in the year 1720, of a large summ of money, made by many persons 
of the best rank and quality. Great part of which money was 
said to be expended, in buying arms, cloaths, tools, utensils etc. 
for settling and cultivating some islands or part of the territory 
mentioned in the abovenamed grant, wch. territory or islands are 
a part of Georgia. Your Lordps. in your report for repealing this 
bill having not objected to the confirmation of Montgomery’s 
grant is construed as a tacit acknowledgemt. of its validity. In 
the year 1725 there was a treaty set on foot, betwixt the late Lords 
Proprietors and the persons claiming under the grant to Sir 
Robert Montgomery, from weh. (if once possession is got) many 
arguments for pretended equity may be drawn. The papers 
relating to that treaty are my property and in my possession and 
ready to be produced.

They after having beat the 
rebels from a pass on their march enter’d their towns on the 21st 
which upon their flight they set fire to and fled to a mountain of 
very difficult access in the neighbourhood, whither the Com- 
manders sent the next day a Lieut. with a party of 50 men who 
were beat back with some loss, which your Lordps. will best 
understand by the coppy of the inclos’d letters ; I have order’d 
them supplys and have sent them round a detachment from the 
Independent Companys, such as could be spar’d from their 
necessary duty, that all hands there in the country’s may be 
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employ’d in keeping possession of the fastnesses of the negro 
towns. This was all that was in the power of man to do in my 
station, and wish it may be attended with success. Our Assembly 
is to meet on Tuesday next and I flatter myself that the dangers 
of the country, from the arts of designing men, who take upon 
themselves to be leaders of others, are now so apparent that they 
will enter into some solid measures for it’s security and retrieving 
its credit, almost intirely lost.

abandon’d it. After which our party became masters 
of the towns or rather the ground, the negros having set 
fire to all the houses and left behind only a few potts 
and crockery ware, the place they flew to for refuge 
was a top of Carrion Crow Hill where a body of 52 men 
pursued under the command of a Lieutenant who were 
defeated by a stratagem the rebels had taken in pileing 
up a vast heap of stones against which they set up 
props till our party came near, so soon as which, the 
hill being excessive steep, they pull’d away and the 
stones run down with great violence on them, the 
rebels seeing the confusion this had put them into, 
followed the stones close and distroy’d several of the 
party and took 3 alive. As I think the detachment 
they have sent down with the express too weak to 
protect the ammunition and provisions sent for, I 
have reinforced them etc. Details.

to put a stop to it. I have sent Col. Maxwell, a Member of the 
Council here to the Governor of Martinique with H.M. order for 
the evacuation of Sta. Lucia, St. Vincent and Dominico, as soon 
as he returns yor. Lordships shall have an account of all our 
proceedings in that affair. I have had H.M. Commission to 
me publish’d and proclaim’d in the island of Sta. Lucia and shall 
in a very little time have it done in Tobago, but being desirous 
to dispatch Colonel Maxwell with all expedition I had not an 
opportunity of having it done in St. Vincent and Dominico, and 
as I now expect to hear that proclamations have been issu’d for 
the evacuating those islands, I do not know whether after that 
it will be proper to do it, therefore must beg to know yor. Lordsps. 
commands upon this head, which I shall very readily pursue. 
I am afraid yor Lordsps. w ill think I have been very negligent in 
not sending over the publick accounts, but it was not my fault, 
the Committee appointed for settling them have been so remiss 
in their duty that there is now nine months’ accounts to make up 
with the Treasurer which is the reason I have not been able to 
transmitt any to yor. Lordships. I have made all the enquiry 
I can into the occasion of this neglect and examin’d their minutes.

Continues :—There was no such act for 
punishing mutiny and desertion, as is mention’d in that answer, 
only a clause in the Party bill for that purpose, which bill the 
Council unanimously advis’d me not to pass, the Assembly having 
pass’d no bills for raising money to support the expens of it, tho’ 
at the same time they press’d for a recess, and resolv’d to do no 
more business. On the 5th inst. the two Commanders of the 
defeated partys came to this town, having examin’d them in 
Council, I committed them to custody etc. Encloses examination. 
Continues :—On the 6th I propos’d to the Council to desire a 
free conference with the Assembly on the present state of the 
island, which they did, and the Assembly agreed to’t, at that 
conference it was resolv’d that a letter should be wrote to 
Sr. Chaloner Ogle (copy enclosed), the persons deputed attended 
him with that letter this morning early, and Sr. Chaloner very 
readily and handsomely agree’d to their requests, sent immedi- 
ately on board all the ships in the harbour ; and one hundred and 
thirty volunteers offer’d their services, and I doubt not but he 
will speedily compleat the number desir’d. At this conference 
it was agree’d that all such soldiers as have been in the country’s 
service as well as other free men also should inlist in the Inde- 
pendent Companys should receive the Country subsistance, 
these Companys having since their being compleated, been 
weaken’d by death, desertion and sickness. They have also 
agree’d to the building defensible barracks where I propos’d they 
should be built, so by degrees they came into my schemes, I wish 
it may not be too late. Your Lordships will receive with this the 
Minutes and Journals of Council of the former sessions, as also 
the four acts pass’d in these sessions mention’d in mine of the 
5th of May last. The annual one call’d the deficiency act is the 
only publick one, the other three are private and want no observa- 
tions ; it has not been in my power to get from the Speaker the

244. i. Mr. Ashworth to Governor Hunter. Titchfield, 27th 
June, 1733. I am much concern’d, so soon after the 
agreeable news in my last to infornr your Excellency 
of the unhappy dislodgement of our partys from the 
three towns. The rebels attack’d them Monday morning 
and about three our party having as they say fir’d all 
their ammunition were fore’d to quit. Mr. Draper went 
yesterday to the Brest Work to dispatch the detachment 
with arms, ammunition, provisions and reinforcement 
sent for by Williams and Lambe and just as they were 
upon marching, the party arriv’d. He has return’d 
from Brest Work having order’d the party to remain 
there till he can make a proper disposition to secure that 
barrack and settlements. As to the manner of our 
partys loosing the towns efc., refers to following. Con- 
tinues : But by what I can learn the rebels were not all 
at their settlement when our partys dislodg’d them, for 
after our party had sufferd, in the attack on the hill eéc., 
they threw several shott in the towns on Friday, lay 
quiet all Saturday and Sunday, but on Mondy morning 
told our people they would starve them and had sent to 
interrupt the detachment they knew was gone to Port 
Antonio for provisions and ammunition, that tho’ we 
took their towns they had several of their men come in, 
and if they stay’d longer expected a greater strength, 
and about the hour of eight that morning attack’d them 
on all sides and at the hour of three our partys quitted, 
making the best of their way to the Brest Work. What 
reasons are assign’d I have not yet heard, but they talk 
of the rebels being increas’d to several hundreds and are 
of opinion that the Leeward gang has joyn’d them. 
It’s a mystery that so much ammunition i.e. 16 cart- 
ridges at least each man some more and spare powder 
in their horns that we should take three of their towns 
and be drove out of them with the loss of four of our 
white men taken alive and four kill’d as themselves 
make mention. and not the ear of a rebel brought in and 
that they should come so nigh our party as to talk with 
each other for their leader said to be one of the gang 
which some time pass’d run from Col. Nedham bid the 
party negroes to remember him to several of Col. 
Nedham’s negroes, and some of the king’s on Navy 
Island, inviting them by artfull expressions to quit a 
slavish life. It’s not improbable but that some of the 
deserters from the partys may have joyn’d them. If 
every parish would make inquiry what party or pioneer 
negroes are missing and compar’d with the list of 
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negroes were here the day Williams and Lambe march’d, 
your Excellency might be satisfyed in that point efc., 
but how they come at powder is the greatest mistery. 
I wish it don’t appear our party left their baggage and 
some arms besides what belong’d to the poor men that 
are kill’d and taken. I hope they have not lost any of 
their powder horns efc.

i. Lt. Draper to Governor Hunter. ‘Titchfield. 27th 
June, 1733. Announces return of the party to Brest 
Work. They informed him they had kept possession 
of the negroes’ towns as long as they had any ammuni- 
tion left, ‘“‘ which must be false, I seeing the men and 
several of them have powder and ball on Friday last.” 
Continues: They inform’d me that the wild negroes 
surrounded them and fir’d very briskly upon them, 
the wild negroes call’d to our people and ask’d them if 
they wanted any powder or ball, if they did, they would 
let them have some, several of them call’d to Capt. 
Williams and it is suppos’d they are party negroes who 
have deserted, they call’d to our negroes and enquir’d 
after their wives and acquaintance, and bid them tell them 
how well they live and if they will go to them they shall 
live so too etc. They told them they had more strength 
coming and would make them another visit. On 
Monday they surrounded the towns and fir’d from 
ambushes from 8 till 3 etc. so thick that if they had 
stayed any longer they must all have been cut off etc.

(a) Examination of Capt. Williams (i) Being asked by 
H.E. if he had any orders or leave to leave his com- 
mand, answered he had not. Mr. Draper had ordered 
him to stay with his men at the Brest Work, but finding 
they were deserting him, and refusing to obey his orders, 
he came away. (ii.) Asked what induced him to write 
a letter signifying that the men were ready to march 
out, when he knew that there were neither baggage, 
negroes, provisions or other necessaries ready for him, 
and whether he had kept any journal, Answered, that the 
men were ready and willing to march at that time even 
without their pay. Produced a copy of his journal. 
(iii) Asked why he did not pursue the rebels immediately 
upon their retreat, and what was the meaning of keeping 
the whole body (except a detachment) with himself in 
open ground and sending a small detachment to attack 
the flyers that he pretended to have routed, Answered, 
that he was afraid the rebels might come behind him in 
another body and repossess themselves of the town. 

(b) Examination of Capt. Lamb. (i) To the first 
question, his answer was, that the many abuses and 
insults he received from Mr. Draper, and the confusion 
the men were in induced him to come to H.E. for 
redress efc. (ii) To same effect as Williams’ reply, 
supra. Believes there were not less than 500 arm’d 
rebels. When he and Williams were surrounded and 
attacked in the town, they defended it as long as 
possibly they could, till the men complained of the want 
of ammunition, and being overpowered by numbers 
were obliged to retreat. Believes there were about 18 
or 20 of the party missing, and about two small arms.

246. Dr. Stewart to Sir Charles Wager. Dr. Friend, Tho’ 
I told you in my last that I would avoid being troublesome to you 
about the affairs of this island for the future, yet I find you must 
either be less obliging, or I am still in danger of going on at the 
old rate. Our partys consisting of 160 white shott and upwards, 
with two Captains and four Lieuts. well equipt, got possession 
again of the negroes’ fastnesses, but like errant cowards deserted 
the place in a few days, being freighten’d with an appearance of 
5 or 600 men well armed, as the two Captains are ready to declare 
upon oath ; This has put the country into a general consternation, 
and, I think, not without reason; Our Assembly, now sitting, 
thought it absolutely necessary to joyn with the Council in a 
letter to Sr. Chaloner Ogle, desiring his assistance in this our 
great distress ; This letter was delivered by a Committee of the 
Council and Assembly, of which I was one. He received us very 
handsomely and has raised our spirits by cheerfully agreeing to 
our request, and letting us have 200 men well officered by his own 
officers etc. Continues: Both bodys are unanimous in owning 
ourselves to be in a defenceless and deplorable conditia, in short 
nothing but this sudden releif, given us by Sr. Chaloner, could 
have prevented a general insurrection, and this you will perceive is 
agreeable to what the Governor has ever wrote home upon the 
subject, to which, I believe, credit will now be given, and I hope it 
will have its weight, before it is too late. We shall raise a con- 
siderable body of forces to support them, and all the men of the 
two independent companys, that are able to march, are to join 
them. We have greater expectations of success from this 
expedition than ever, for we are convinced that 200 sailors will 
do us more service, than any 600 men we could have raised, and 
what makes this aid still more agreable to the country, is, the 
danger we should have been in of a general revolt, in case we should 
have drawn such a number of white people, as were necessary, 
from the different parts of the country ; and if such a misfortune 
should once befall us as a general revolt, of course, all the white 
people in the country must be murdered in a few days, and then 
it is my opinion, all the power of England could never be able to 
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reduce this island. Why then will England run the risk of 
losing so valuable a country ? Therefore I am, as I have ever 
been, of opinion, that nothing can save us from such a disaster 
but three or four more independent companys ; the whole country 
now seems to be of this opinion, and, if they are not mad, will 
join in an Address to the King for such relief ; but if we should in 
this warm climate be really mad, that is no reason why they 
should be so, in a cooler climate. I believe the Assembly will 
make the sailors and officers a handsome present etc. Signed, 
John Stewart.

poor, unreasonable deluded people, whom the French on all 
occasions make the cattspaw, as they lately have, in regard to 
my said design at Menis, by threatning these whom I had employed 
to build the house, for the reception of the troops etc. (v. 15th 
Nov. 1732).

248. Lt. Governor Gooch to the Duke of Newcastle. My 
Lord Duke, The season for the return of the trade from hence 
affords me the honour of paying my duty to your Grace, and to 
convey to your Grace’s hands the Journals of Council and other 
transactions of this Government. They contain nothing that 
require your particular attention: The Colony is in a general

I must inform your Grace that having very lately 
had a unanimous and earnest application made from the Members 
of H.M. Council for an augmentation of their sallery, I have 
accordingly recommended it to the Lords of the Treasury, that 
if it meets with approbation, it may be laid before H.M. The 
present establishment of £350 pr. annum which is divided among 
them according to their attendance as Judges of the General 
Court, and the upper House of Assembly was made near sixty 
years ago, when neither the business of the one nor of the other 
was half so great as it is now. Besides, they say, the public 
affairs require frequent Councils to be held in the vacation 
between the Courts, which is a trouble they never had till of late 
years, and not reckoning their expences on such occasions, but 
confining their dividend to the Courts and Assemblys, they now 
receive about five shillings per day, which gives uneasiness, as it 
is thought a lessening of their characters. These my Lord Duke 
are the reasons urged for the desired augmentation, which they in 
a particular manner requested me to lay before your Grace, and 
as the fund of two shillings pr. hogshead is able to support an 
additional charge, as I prevailed the last Assembly with the 
Members of the lower House to lessen their sallarys, so long 
recommended by an Instruction, but never before attempted, [ 
would also humbly propose to encrease that of the Council with 
an allowance of £250 more pr. annum, which will make about £50 
to each of them, and be an encouragement to them to attend the 
public business with more readiness and chearfulness, which few 
men care to do at their own expence.

Lucia, St. Vincents and 
Dominico. Continues: By which your Grace will find there 
was a stop at first to the publishing our orders, occasion’d by a 
story rais'd on purpose to delay the putting them in execution, 
which was, that I had order’d a sloop from hence to take possession 
of those islands in the King’s name, tho’ the thing was intirely 
false and therefore I disown’d it in my letter to Monsr. Champigny, 
yet I thought proper to acquaint him at the same time that I had 
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order’d my Commission to be publish’d in those islands, but that 
being no new thing, all H.M. Govrs. of the Caribbee Islands having 
had that Instruction, it coud have no relation to the present 
dispute, when this was clear’d up, the French Governour came 
into everything that was propos’d and had it not unfortunately 
happen’d, that the sloop prepar’d by the gentlemen here for 
Colonel Maxwell, sprung a leak, which render’d her incapable of 
sailing to Dominico and St. Vincents, I shoud now have sent your 
xrace an account of our orders having been publish’d in those 
two islands, as well as in Sta. Lucia, which was done on Monday 
the 30th of July by Colonel Maxwell jointly with Monsr. de 
Rearney, Major and Lieut. de Roy of Martinique ; this being the 
time of year in which the hurricanes are expected, I am afraid it 
will be impossible for me to get this affair finish’d by having our 
orders publish’d in Dominico and St. Vincents so soon as I coud 
wish, but your Grace may be assur’d [ will take the first oppor- 
tunity of obeying H.M. commands and shall take care that every- 
thing is done conformable to my orders with all the expedition 
imaginable. Your Grace will observe that Monsr. Champigny 
desir’d me to join with him in allowing the inhabitants of Sta. 
Lucia a longer time for evacuating that island than was granted 
them in our orders, but as I did not think myself impower’d so to 
do, I did not consent to it, but insisted that everything must be 
done according to the order, which if they do not comply with in 
everything, I shall immediately have the honour to advise your 
Grace of it.

Marquis de Champigny to Governor Lord Howe. 
Fort Royal, Martinique. 13th (N.S.) Aug., 1733. 
Acknowledges preceding. He had sent to the islands 
for information, but was so surprised to learn on all 
sides that there was no confirmation of the report, that 
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he was about to dispatch a vessel to inform the Governor 
of Barbados that they had been deceived. On the 
arrival of Col. Maxwell with Capt. Reddish, he at once 
sent a vessel under M. de Kerney to accompany them. 
The proclamation was made at Sta. Lucia in the Port 
of the Petit Carénage on the 9th, to the satisfaction of 
our two deputies, and with all the submission one would 
have expected from good and faithful subjects, and with 
acclamations of joy which one could not have anticipated 
in such circumstances. The two sloops were proceeding 
to do likewise at St. Vincent and Dominique, when Col. 
Maxwell came on board M. Kearney, informed him that 
his sloop had sprung a leak and was so low in the water 
that he could not continue the voyage in this season of 
bad weather. The deputy will no doubt explain to 
you the reasons why I decided to send him back to 
Barbados in the best vessel we could find, in spite of 
my offers to repair his sloop here without any expense 
to him, a right of hospitality legitimately due between 
good neighbours, etc. Continues: Although this 
unforeseen accident has interrupted the complete 
performance of our instructions, I think the proclama- 
tion at Sta. Lucia (the principal object, and, so to speak, 
the only one of the three islands which has occasioned 
these orders efc., and the only one suspected, one may 
say, with reason, of the greater part of the foreign trade, 
carried on between our two nations, in spite of all the 
care and trouble taken by me to prevent it, and by your 
Excellency on your part, and in defiance of the strict 
orders given on this subject), all these considerations 
make me believe their Majesties will be satisfied with 
what we have done, all the more so that I have not 
heard of any foreign trade being done in St. Vincent 
and Dominico, where they only collect building timber 
and lime stone ec. Will be ready to complete their 
evacuation when H.E. desires etc. The present season 
of bad weather having made me foresee what would 
inevitably be represented by the inhabitants of the three 
islands, I proposed to your Deputy that we should take 
upon us to grant them more than the one month which 
is prescribed.

‘* However when it was within few days after proposed 
to the Assembly to apply to H.M. for eight Independant 
Companys for our preservation, as had been agreed by 
a Committee of both Houses, it was carried in the 
negative. Some popular arguments were made use of 
against a standing army, and the inconsistency of such 
an application with their former resolutions. It is true 
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they did send up a bill for building barracks and sending 
out flying partys, which we were under a necessity of 
rejecting because we thought several of the schemes 
propos’d were impracticable, and it tended in general 
to wrest the power out of the hands of the Governor and 
fix it in Commissioners who consisted chiefly of members 
of their own House, divided for each barrack, some of 
which Commissioners were only five in number, vested 
with authority to hold Court Martials and to try for 
capitall cases by a Quorum which might sometimes 
happen to be but three, and to direct routs and marches, 
give judgment upon penaltys for contempts to them- 
selves, and this without the knowledge or direction of 
the Commander in Chief, and in no way accountable to 
him for their proceedings. They likewise directed the 
payment of such partys out of funds already appro- 
priated, to the lessning the credit of the island, by all 
which powers they would gain such sway in each 
respective parish, as to be able to influence any future 
elections etc. Refer to dropping of bill for raising several 
sums etc. (v. 26th July, encl. ii). Continue: The 
Assembly past a second bill in many respects worse 
than the first, but not liable to the same objection as 
to the Instruction (10th Dec., 1731), and the Council 
seeing the service at a stand for want of money, and that 
the Independant Companys were no otherwise provided 
for, than by this bill, and had already been thirteen 
weeks without any additional subsistence, knowing 
likewise that the Assembly would receive no amendment 
to a money bill, a right they have always contested with 
the Council, tho’ H.M. Instructions is expressly in their 
favour, were obliged to pass it, and advised the Governor 
to doe the same. We cou’d mention several other 
instances wherein the Council have been obliged to 
submit to the obstinacy of Assemblys from the necessity 
of the times, and to pass some bills in many particulars 
against their judgment for fear of exposing the country 
to too much hazard etc. Hope that, if they have not 
strictly complied with H.M. Instructions, H.E. will 
attribute it to absolute necessity etc. Signed, John 
Gregory, Rich.

Instructions etc. They who betray those you represent, 
and you too, are such as have had the art or luck to 
perswade you to endeavour and grasp at powers which 
do not appertain to you, and which it will be for ever 
vain for you to attempt, ec. This recess must be short, 
since in spite of repeated applications, nothing has been 
done for prolonging the short time prescribed by the 
act for continuing the parties, nor for appointing an 
Agent at the Court of Great Britain, ‘‘ whilst at the same 
time you well know that persons interested are deter- 
min’d to give all the opposition they can to your money 
bills.”

Mr. Geo. Taylor. Abstract. He came from Negroe 
Town 4 weeks ago to see what partys were fitting out. 
The rebels told him of their design in robbing Sparks and 
Hobby’s Plantations, at which last place he left them 
on 9th inst., and that afterwards if he found the partys 
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in Titchfield town not too strong, on his return they 
would come and take it. On 11th inst. he went from 
this place to Hobby’s (in company with 3 rebellious 
negroes, who had been in this town near a week 
undiscovered, their names were Cuffey, Cudjoe and 
Quomino efc.), where they found the rebels just going 
off with their plunder. They told them that there was 
men-of-war, soldiers and party men enough come ; the 
rebels answered, let them come. There were at Hobby’s 
2 gangs of 100 men in each and several women which 
they had brought to help carry of the spoil. They left 
one gang in the Negro Town to guard the women and 
children: the names of those who commanded at 
Hobby’s were Pompey, and Col. Nedham’s Cudjoe. 
Before he left Hobby’s (the first time) he saw the King’s 
negro Sam there efc. Pompey and Cudjoe asked him 
how he and all the negroes on the Key did, and why 
they would not come to them. Sam answered, Master 
uses us goodee yet, but when he uses us ugly we'll 
come efc. An Indian brought a cagg of powder. 
Describes an ambush just built by the rebels on a ridge 
at the back of the Plaintain Walk at Hobbys etc. He 
says the way they got powder is they have with them 
2 white boys, who write passes in Col. Nedham’s name 
and one Quashee goes to Kingstown with it to one 
Jacob a Jew in Church Street, that he went once last 
month and brought with him two large horns full, that 
they have now 200 horns full, but very little shot, 
tho’ guns and lances enough. The Madagascar Indian 
who ran away from the guard the other day, has also 
been some time with the rebels, and that they had 
determined on hearing the partys coming to ambush 
them in the river’s course, that a gang of 100 was to lay 
on Carion Crow Hill, and 100 more Hobby’s way, that 
a drum was to be placed on the ridge over the town to 
view the partys and the women in the town to burn the 
houses in case the party should be too strong, if not the 
three gangs to surround them on the beat of drum, all 
under the command of Scipio.

The post was not 
worth £100 sterl. per ann. when he came to it, and is not worth 
above £200 now, the increase being due to the Assembly’s good 
opinion of his conduct in it. Recounts his services in New York 
and New Jersey for 40 years. All he knows is that on 23rd Aug. 
the Governor delivered in Council to James Delancy a commission 
appointing him C.J. in the room of himself, and to Frederick 
Phillips a commission appointing him second Justice efc., without

asking the advice of the CounciJ]. The only reason he can think 
of was the enclosed opinion (encl. ii) given by him on a matter in 
judgment before him. The second and third Judge, now made 
Chief Justice and second Judge, deffered from him ih this. He 
could not get their reasons in writing, but guess their substance ; 
the bare recital of which is sufficient refutation of them, to the 
effect that by their commission and the common law Judges 
the Supreme Court in this Colony may proceed and determine 
according to equity and do not stand in need of any act of the 
Legislature to enable them. Thinks a Court of Exchequer under 
proper regulations for the management and disposition of the 
King’s lands would be for H.M. service and the public good. 
Refers to extravagant grants of lands made by former Governors 
for their private profit through presents from the grantees and as 
sharers in the grants, using their friends’ names and having 
them subsequently reconveyed to them. Is told the present 
Governor will not grant any lands unless he comes in for one third 
of them. The lands being purchased from the natives by men 
in competition with one another, which makes them vastly dearer 
than they otherwise be. The consequence of all this is, (i) the 
engrossing great tracts into few hands, (ii) rendering it very 
difficult for any but a certain class of men to come at them ; (iii) 
rendering them so dear that when the present to the Governor and 
his share of the lands, and the large fees of the Secretary’s Office 
for the patent, and the Indian purchase are deducted, it will not 
be worth the while even of those few that can come at them to 
meddle with them, there being better lands and much cheaper to 
be purchased in Jersie and Pensylvania without any reservation 
of rent or a very small one to fix the tenure. These methods have 
not only hindred the natives of this Province from setling and 
improving of it as they might have done, had lands been in fewer 
hands and more easily to be come at ; but really weakned it, by 
necessitating the inhabitants to have recourse to Jersie and 
Pensylvania efc. A Court of Exchequer with proper officers for 
the management and disposition of the King’s Jands and rents, 
independent of a Governor will prevent this and remedy in part 
what is passed. This is not to be expected from a Governor 
whilst that smugling trade of presents from an Assembly to a 
Governor subsists: and which will subsist till some way is 
found to make the Governors believe that the King’s Instructions 
prohibiting taking any present really mean what the words seem 
to import. Encloses pamphlet (encl. i) concerning a present 
made by the Assembly to the Governor on pretence of his stopping 
the sugar bill by his interest with some noble members of the 
House of Lords—this he had assurance enough to say, and the 
Assembly folly enough to believe etc. That act being now passed, 
he is under as many obligations as that £1000 can lay him, to 
wink at the breach of it, and may earn his money that way, 
tho’ he could not deserve it the other. Quotes a judgment given 
by Mr. Phillips, when still third Judge, that (i) the King has a 
prerogative to sue in what Court he pleases ; (ii) that this power 
is not limited to Courts of Equity for matters of equity or Courts 
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of Common Law for matters of relieveable at common law, but 
(iii) that the King has a right to sue in equity for what he may be 
relieved by the Common Law, otherwise he would have no 
prerogative or privilege above his subjects efe. Does not doubt 
the law is quite otherwise, but thus it stands at present there, to 
the surprize and amazement of all the inhabitants, who think this 
judgment an entire subversion of all the laws and a laying aside 
the trial by juries in all civil cases where the King is, or the 
Governor pleases to say he is, concerned, and putting the disposi- 
tion of their properties into the sole hands of judges, who, if they 
should not prove proper instruments for a Governor’s purposes, 
may be soon removed as he has been efc. Is told his dismissal 
has created so great a dissatisfaction, that a more universal one 
was never known there. Nine-tenths of the inhabitants are 
about to sign a testimonial to his conduct and loyalty. Thinks 
that being appointed by H.M. in Council the Governor is under 
the same restrictions as to removing him as he is for patent 
officers ete.

The Chief Justice read 
his opionion in Court, concluding that ‘‘ according to 
the laws, statutes and customs of England, (the only rules 
by which we are to judge) no less or other authority than 
that of the whole Legislature can erect a Court of Equity, 
or establish fees. And therefore . . . we neither have, 
nor ever had any jurisdiction in a course of equity ; nor 
can such a jurisdiction by any Letters Patent or

325. Mr. Fane to the Council of Trade and Plantations. In 
obedience to your Lordships’ commands efc., I have considered 
the two following Carolina Acts, for the better settlement of this 
Province past in 1694, and the other a continuing and reviving 
Act past in 1700. By the first it is enacted that no person now 
inhabiting in South Carolina shall be arrested, sued, impleaded in 
any Court or imprisoned for any debt whether the same be by bill, 
bond or other specialty whatsoever or contracted before his 
arrival in South Carolina till and after five years after the ratifica- 
tion of this act and that no persons whatsoever which hereafter 
shall transport themselves into South Carolina there to plant and 
inhabit shall be arrested sued impleaded in any Court or imprisoned 
for any debt whether the same be by bill, bond or any other 
specialty account or reckoning whatsoever contracted before his 
arrival here till and after five years after his arrival here. By 
the other the. priviledge and protection given by the first Act is 
continued as long from or after the passing this Act as it was from 
and after passing the first act but the negative words (no longer) 
are not in this act. I beg leave to observe to your Lordships that 
these acts come now under your Lordships’ consideration upon 
the complaint of the Merchants of Bristoll who have been very 
greatly injured and oppressed by persons indebted to them in the 
Colonys abroad flying with their effects into the Colony of 
Carolina and being sheltred and protected from the just demands 
of their creditors under the sanction of these Laws. For the 
latter part of the first law which enacts that no person who shall 
thereafter transport himself to South Carolina shall be sued till 
five years after his arrivall, notwithstanding it was at first 
esteemed a temporary Law, has of late been solemnly deemed and 
taken by the Judicature there to be a perpetuall Law and without 
limitation. For they insist that the term of five years in that 
part of the clause does not relate to the time of passing the Act 
but to the time of the future arrival of the person. And they 
insist if one Act is pass’d that is in its nature a perpetuall Law 
and without limittation and the Legislature thro’ misapprehen- 
sion or mistake afterwards pass another act by which they con- 
tinue the first for a certain limitted time and add no restrictive or 
negative words, that the first Act shall continue in force notwith- 
standing the subsequent limittations after such limittation is 
expired. This is the construction which has been put upon this 
Law by the expositors of it in this country but whether it might 
receive the same construction here is a doubt with me. However 
I must submitt it to your Lordships’ consideration, as this Law 
is now taken to be in force in Carolina whether it may not be 
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proper to consider it as a law in full force, and if your Lordships 
consider it in that light I must beg leave to say that I think it is 
highly detremental to the trade and navigation of this Kingdom, 
for tho’ in the infancy of a collony such a protection might be 
allowed as an encouragment to persons to come and settle there, 
yet when a Colony has been settled and established for a great 
number of years such protections are of infinite prejudice to their 
neighbours and are temptations to dishonest and knavish persons 
to injure and wrong the fair and just creditor; the complaints 
of the merchants are founded upon recent instances of the 
flagrant bad consequences of this Act and as it is absolutely 
necessary in the nature of trade for the merchants to have large 
effects in the hands of their correspondents in the Colonys abroad, 
it is in their power if they are dishonest, at any time to remove 
themselves into Carolina and there to be protected from the just 
demands of their creditors who are entirely without any means 
of redress.

331. Governor Hunter to the Council of Trade and Planta- 
tions. The inclo’d copys of the three letters which I lately reced. 
from Mr. Draper the Commanding Officer at Port Antonio, Mr. 
Ashworth the Chief Magistrate and Commissary there, and Mr. 
Swanton, who commanded the 200 sailors will inform your Lord- 
ships of the late miscarriage of the most promising effort for the 
reduction of the slaves in rebellion that has hitherto been made. 
How the Commanding Officers came to alter the original dis- 
position I had made is not as yet clear’d up, which was, that the 
three different partys consisting of 200 seamen commanded by 
their own officers, a detachment of 100 from the two Independent 
Companys with their Officers or such as had warrants from me 
under the command of Lieut. Allam, and an other of 100 party 
men rais’d by an act of Assembly and commanded by one Oliver 
should march by three different routs to the negro haunts, 
concerting the matter so with one an other as to fall in at the 
same precise point of time. Upon information that a body of 
200 of the rebels were plundering some out settlements four days’ 
march distant from their haunts, I wrote to the Commanding 
Officer that in case of any alteration in the situation of the rebels 
the Commanders might alter or depart from the disposition I had 
made and by concert make a new one, but there happen’d no 
alteration, for the rebels were and are still in their old haunts. 
Upon these advices I assembl’d the Council who agreed and 
advis’d that seeing the sailors were immediately to be imbark’d 
for Port Royal nothing could be attempted offensively with any 
prospect of success, that the partys on foot should be continu’d 
for a guard to the settlements next to the rebels and to cover the 
town of Titchfield or Port Antonio, and that I should apply to 
Sr. Chaloner Ogle that he would be pleas’d to order one of H.M. 
ships to be station’d in the Eastern harbour there, as a guard near 
the Isthmus which joyns the town to the main against any attempts 
the rebels might meditate against that place, which he has agree’d 
to do so soon as he has got one ready and which is all that can be 
done untill the Assembly meets, which is fixt to the 3d of next 
month. But what they will do when met is not easie to be 
guess’d, for they seem to be runing headlong to ruin with their 
eys open, for they have been forewarn’d of all that has happen’d. 
The general cry and opinion at present is for Martial Law, but 
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besides the great inconveniencys that must follow upon that 
resolution, the men to be employ’d in the reduction of the slaves 
must be of the same sort with those hitherto employ’d, that is to 
say drunken and disorderly, for rum, the ruin of this island, is 
easier to come at here than small beer in England, and numbers in 
marches through a country consisting of mountains, rocks, and 
deep river courses are only an incumbrance, and the rear hitherto 
has commonly given way whilst the front was engag’d. If your 
Lordships will look back into the history of the several adminis- 
trations, I believe you'll be of opinion that it has not been so much 
the Governors as Government that has been disagreeable to the 
Assemblys. How can it be otherwise, when the men of greatest 
substance and best education have ever made it their choice to 
ly by at their ease, whilst these of an opposite character are 
industrious in getting themselves elected, some for protection of 
their persons, others with design to embroil matters and perplex 
the administration from private resentments or worse intentions, 
and your Lordships well know that there are neither gratifications 
or mollifications in the power of the Governor, who with much 
difficulty perswades men fitt for them to accept of any employ- 
ments in his disposal.

331. i. Lieut. Swanton to Governor Hunter. Port Antonio. 
4th Sept., 1733. Iam sorry to acquaint your Excellency 
of the misfortune which happen’d on Wednesday last 
about 4 in the evening. We being within half a mile of 
the N.E. river, where we intended to halt for that 
night, which is not above 2 miles from Negroe Town ; 
the advance guard commanded by my brother was 
fir’d at from a new ambush, which they attack’d with the 
utmost fury, and being soon supported by the main 
body they forced by it, in the doing which several were 
killed on both sides. The pylate by me was killed, and 
myself wounded at the same time; our men behavd 
themselves at the first with the greatest bravery: At 
once there was a general confusion, which I afterwards 
understood from Mr. Thompson and the rest of the Officers 
proceeded from another of the pylates (one Hossop) 
calling out to the people to leave the pass we had gained, 
get up the hill, or they would be all surrounded and 
cutt off ; who then flying, most of them follow’d him. 
Some of the forerunners meeting with the soldiers who 
were in our rear, told them I, and most of the Officers 
were killed, and passing thro’ bushes up to the baggage 
where was likewise Officers and soldiers to guard it, 
they told them the same, and night coming on order’d 
the negroes to lay down their bags and fly, which they 
did ; the sailors and soldiers then fell to plundering and 
destroying every individual bag and box broke and 
threw away all the Surgeon’s instruments and medecines, 
and pulled the beef and bread all out of the baggs and 
hove them down the precipiece ; and to prevent our 
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rallying, broke open some of the ammunition boxes and 
threw away the powder and ball, drank what liquor 
they could, and all the rest they started. At this time 
I was in the middle of the ambush for some time alone, 
but soon join’d by three of my own Officers with some 
private men, the whole number being eleven of which 
7 only had peices that were serviceable. The rebels 
saw us in this condition, and order’d a party to take us 
alive, but we had goot under a large rock, where they 
did not care to come. All this time the negroes con- 
tinued surrounding us, and had left only one pass open 
which by the cover of the night, and a shower of rain, 
we got thro’ into the woods, and fell in with Mr. Allam, 
Mr. Thompson and several Officers and a few men: 
We agreed that night, to rally in the morning and sent 
positive orders for our men to come down, but they 
absolutely refused. At dawn of day Mr. Allam’s men 
had deserted him and most of them with me were 
wounded. We then went up the hill to the baggage in 
hopes to find the people there, but they were gone ; by 
chance Mr. Cox, Surgn. to the land, his medicines were 
not entirely destroyed, who assisted to dress the wounded 
which are about 14 and 10 killed on the spott. My 
brother who lay on the other side the river all night 
join’d us the next morning and we are forced to come 
back, after having got thro’ the greatest difficulty and 
by what I can find little left to be done. This morning 
all our people will be in from the Breast Work : Hossop 
is a prisoner as are some of our deserters efc. His 
march and wound prevent him from being more particu- 
lar. Recommends Lamb, one of his guides. Signed, 
Thos Swanton.

i. Mr. Ashworth to Governor Hunter. Titchfield. 4th 


Sept., 1733. Mr. Swanton was so hurried on board the 
hulk being fainty and desirous to have the bullet drawn 
out of his breast that I had not time to get a thoro’ 
information of their unhappy proceedings. He gives 
hopes to believe that the rebells have not got any of 
their ammunition but allows the baggage negroes lost 
great part of their provisions; assures me that the 
rebells gave way to the first and 2nd Division of sailors 
and that the main body advanc’d with all imaginable 
expedition and bravery, upon which 90 od of the rebells 
were seen in one gang to move out of an ambush, each 
having a gun and above 30 more from another double 
arm’d. The engagement was began by Lamb the 
principal pylot with young Mr. Swanton leading the 
first division consisting of 13, Mr. Swanton following close 
with the 2nd. Lamb had timely aprized the partys of 
an ambush at hand and every man was prepared. But 
the rebells had form’d an ambush on both hands small 
distance short of that Lee was kill’d at and on a level 
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place. Lamb finding himself abreast the muzles of 
their guns fir’d and march’d on as did all of those 
Divisions. The rebells’ fire from both sides was much 
superior, kill’d 8 of the first Division, wounded Mr. 
Swanton, several others and some kill’d of the 2nd. The 
body of sailors advance’d and tho’ the rebells were upon 
moving they pass’d several volleys on both sides till they 
march’d off, at which as it’s said a wicked unlucky 
pylott (Henry Hossop) drew away the greatest part up 
a ridge imagining the rebells wo’d surround them when 
in reality they were marching towards their settlement. 
By this Mr. Swanton with few othérs were left expos’d 
which encourag’d some of the rebells to rally, a heavy 
showre of rain and night saved him. Refers to Mr. 
Draper’s account. Continues :—It still remains a 
mystery to me the cause of their marching in one body 
up the rt. arm of Back river, that the provisions was 
lost or left behind, that the soldiers did not advance to 
the engagement and why they did not on Thursday 
morning when the door was open unite forces and 
march into the Negro Town. If they don’t fit out again 
from Br. Work where provisions efc. is sufficiently 
provided it will in the opinion of everybody here be for 
the interest of the island to maintain and make good 
what we have by securing the Br. Work and Hobbie’s 
Planta. with strong guards, and a detachment thence 
to be frequently searching those quarters, also to secure 
Sutton and other expos’d out-settlements. The out 
setlers having familys, as the two Passleys and others, 
have mov’d into this town and in everybody’s mouth 
that the rebells will attack this place etc. Will keep a 
night watch on the hill overlooking the isthmus etc. 
Suggests that a wall be built across the isthmus etc. 
Capt. Aubin declares that he will sail for Port Royal the 
moment he receives the sailors etc. They will then 
have no other asistance than from the hulk moored near 
the pass. If the Commodore would order a ship to be 
stationed in the Eastern harbour, the rebels could not 
succeed in any attempt against the town. This is the 
request of the whole town etc. As such a numerous and 
well fitted body of men has failed against the slaves, 
and as in the engagement they told the party they came 
a day too soon, for that Sambo was not to be on Caron 
Crow Hill till Thursday (the day agreed on by the 
Officers for entring the rebells town, which puts it out 
of doubt their having certain correspondence eic., 
presumes this will be enquired into and their means of 
obtaining powder and arms etc. Continues: The 
consequence which must ensue on their seeing such an 
army retreat so confusedly leaving Mr. Sparke’s and 
possessing Hobbie’s plantation many days without 
interruption. If the Gentlemen of this Island will 
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seriously consider these misfortunes, they must (I 
think) admit that unhappy Jamaica is in a tottering 
state and requires nothing less than the most vigorous 
and speediest means to save it from the impending 
danger which now seems to be ripe, for everybody 
believes their numbers are greatly increased. I will 
send the negro taken up and others on suspicion of 
corresponding with the rebels by the first opportunity 
etc. Mr. Campbell assures me the ammunitia is safe 
etc. The sailors are soon to be convey’d on the Deal 
Castle.

Weaver ye 
pilot being kill’d and Lamb not to be found they calld 
out for a pilot to shew them the way. Henry Hossip 
pilot went down to them, came up went down again 
and came up run away and call’d to ye seamen not to 
go down there, if they did they would certainly be all 
cutt off, the wild negroes are surrounding you, which 
affected the men with so much cowerdice that they all 
run after the pilot and abandon’d their Officers ”’ efc. 
Thompson ran up to rally his men, but ‘“ not one man 
would stirr to their assistance notwithstanding they 
see ye wild negroes advance within two muskett lengths 
of their Commander and ye rest of ye people with him 
ye wild negros some said Dam ’em no shoot Backaras 
tak ’em alive. Lt. Strutten spy’d a conveneant rock 
where he carried Lt. Thos. Swanton too with ye small 
body that stood by him there remained all night ye wild 
negros call’d out, you Backaras! what make you come 
too day you rong Sambo no here till to-morrow. 
Lt. Robert Swanton and Badloo who brush’d by the 
ambush with ye remaining men of ye advance guard got 
into convenient places on each side the river to ambush 
ye rebells. As they went along the river they saw 30 of 
the wild negros go by them with two and three musketts 
apiece. Lamb also saw of another body ninety-six arm’d 
in ye same manner pass very near them as they quited 
their ambushes, their number was too small to attack 
ye main body but fir’d at five stragling negros and 
kill’d them, they took their ears. I have seen 4 pr. ye 
other pr. some of ye men have stole. Lt. Swanton tells 
me 6 or 7 of their men are kill’d and about 16 wounded ; 
by all accounts I can have Lt. Swanton and his officers

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behaved themselves like men, if their people had stood 
by them they must have had ye wisshed success etc. The 
Independants plundered the baggage and some got 
drunk on rum. The sailors were as bad at plundering 
etc. Has proposed several times to Lt. Swanton to fit 
out his men again and return to Negro Town. ‘The 
Independants has behav’d ill. Lts. Allam and Scott 
went down to Lt. Swanton and order’d their men to 
follow but not one of them would.

1732 ; 4 October 1732 to 28 June 1733. Antigua—26 July 1731 
to 25 June 1732; 9 August 1732 to 30 May 1733; Montserrat— 
5 February 1731 to 3rd January 1732. Nevis—22 October 1731 
to 26 February 1732. I cannot but represent to your Lordships 
the very great hardships laid upon the Secretary of these Islands, 
and his respective deputys, as they are obliged by H.M. com- 
mands to furnish Minutes of Council, and diverse other papers 
to be transmitted to your Lordships, that the Legislatures here 
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should think fitt not to pay them :—especially since they have no 
sallarys allowed for this purpose, and their income solely ariseing 
from eventual fees. I am the more induced to make this repre- 
sentation to your Lordshipps because it is much the interest of 
this government to have their transactions fairly laid before 
H.M., and your Lordshipps, that H.M. might be enabled to judge 
of any proceedings in a part of the world so distant from his 
Kingdom and give his royal directions therein. I am in hopes 
your Lordshipps’ interposition herein may occasion some better 
regulation for the future in this matter, which can’t well happen 
to the contrary since H.M. determination in the case of the 
Secretary of Barbadoes (a similar case) has put the justice of it 
beyond contradiction. I have not been wanting in directing the 
respective clerks of the Assembly, to deliver me transcripts of 
their respective minutes, in obedience to which, I could wish 
I had no occasion to write your Lordshipp they have been 
extremely remiss: but as I am tyed up by my Instructions not 
to suspend any officer without the consent of at least seven of the 
Council of that Island wherein such officer shall happen to reside, 
I am not a little apprehensive, that their knowing the difficulty 
of my obtaining such consent, has contributed to the growth of 
their extraordinary negligence.

17th 
Sept., 1733. The following is to the best of his know- 
ledge (and what he could learn at the Havanna) the 
particulars of the loss of the Flota who sailed 2nd July 
last under the command of Dn. Rodriguez de Torro as 
Admiral in a ship of 60 guns, one ship of war of 60 guns 
built in the Havanna, and commanded by Capt. Daniel 
Ohony, two other ships of 60 guns, 15 merchant ships, 
a snow bound to St. Augustine, and a small sloop, in all 
which were about fifteen millions of money pr. register, 
chochineal, indigo etc. unknown. On 4th July a very 
violent storm of wind arose about No. which kept 
increasing and going against the course of the sun till at 
S.E. it proved a hurricane, in which deponent very hardly 
escaped, being about 35 leagues to the westward of the 

Spanish Flota near the Tortugas bank in a schooner 
bound to this port, the manner of their working their 
vessels in the storm is unknown, but on 11th July as he 
was entring the Gulph, the wind being scant, was obliged 
to stand close in shore, were on the Islands call’d (in 
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genl.) the Martiers, he saw three large ships, and 
presently after it falling calm perceived a launch with 
about 20 or 30 hands, who very civilly acosted this 
deponent, informed him they were part of the Spanish 
Flota cast away, that one of the men of war commanded 
by Capt. Ohoney they believed was saved, all the rest 
being ashore except the snow, which foundered the 
beginning of the storm, and in the end desired deponent 
to take in some of the passengers to the Havanna, which 
he did, and at his arrival was immediatly seized for the 
service of the King, himself and people, with his cargo 
of skins turnd ashore, and he obliged to maintain his 
people almost five weeks, which time they had kept his 
vessel, and at the delivering of her up gave deponent 
only 124 ps.’ /,and 5 rials, the men’s wages only amount- 
ing to near that sum, without their victuals, hire of the 
schooner or detriment of his cargo considered ; but on 
his complaint was told he had but two remedies, patience 
or beating his head against the wall efc. Hearing of 
some design the Spaniards had on Port Royal in this 
Province, he asked Mr. Nicholson what might be the 
truth of that report, who said such a thing had been 
debated of in Council, but the want of a pilot had put it 
off, for that time, untill the next Barleventa Fleet should 
arrive, which is generally in March or April.

Acknowledge letters and enclosures of 20th Oct., 21st Nov., and 
23rd Dec., 1732, and 5th, 8th, 9th, 12th and 13th Jan., 5th Feb.., 
10th and 19th May and 28th June, 1733, Continue ;—And since 
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they relate chiefly to ye difficultys which you have had with your 
Assemblies, and to ye disputes they have had with the Crown 
about fixing your salary, the issuing a greater quantity of paper 
mony than allow’d by your Instructions, and to the supply of the 
Treasury in an unjustifiable method, we were willing to deferr 
answering those letters till their pretensions had been determined 
by His Majesty in Council, and by the House of Commons here. 
Copies of which determinations we presume have long since been 
sent to you, by ye Agent of the Province, and we hope they may 
[have] had their p[r]oper effect, by bringing the people under your 
Government, to a due sence of their circumstances, of the depen- 
dance they ought to have on their Mother Country, as well as, 
of the duty they owe to the Crown; and that in general their 
behaviour will have been such, as to give no occasion of renewing 
in the next Sessions of Parliament here a further enquiry into 
their conduct. ‘The sense expressed by you in all your letters to 
us, as well as in your Speeches to the Assembly, upon their late 
extraordinary behaviour wants no approbation from us, since it 
has already mett with that of the Parliament of Great Britain, in 
rejecting their very extraordinary Remonstrance for the alteration 
of the fundamental points, so frequently and so deliberatly 
determined by H.M. in Council. We therefor flatter ourselves, 
that by the next accounts we shall receive from you, we may be 
apprized of ye Assembly’s having made a proper provision for the 
King’s service, and ye necessary protection of the Province, which 
will otherwise be exposed to such imminent danger, that we 
apprehend the Legislature of Great Britain may think it necessary 
to interpose for ye preservation of the Massachusets Bay, if the 
Assembly should any longer refuse to take care of themselves. 
And if thro’ their obstinacy, there should be an absolute occasion 
for such an interposition, we would desire to be informed by 
you, what duties may be most conveniently laid in New England 
with the least burthen to the people there, but adequate to the 
services of the Government. We have reced. the returns you 
have made to our enquiry concerning laws made, manufactures 
sett up, or trade carryed on, which may any ways affect the Trade, 
Navigation and Manufactures of Great Britain, and we desire 
you will send us once a year at least an acct. of what variations 
shall happen, if any shall have been made therein. The Parlia- 
ment of Great Britain begins to be very jealous of any manu- 
factures sett up, or trade carryed on, to the detriment of this 
Kingdom. We observe what you write concerning the propaga- 
tion of Naval Stores in New England, and have considered your 
proposition for giving a bounty thereon. But as the production 
of Naval Stores, and of all other things that do not interfere with 
the trade and manufactures of this Kingdom, is manifestly for 
ye advantage of New England, as well as of Great Britain ; since 
the Parliament of Great Britain, have already taken the lead in 
giving large encouragements for that purpose, we doubt not but 
the Province of the Massachusets Bay will find their interest in 
giving such further assistances as may be found wanting for so 
desirable an end. In your letter of ye 23rd Deer. last you have

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furnished us with very good reasons in support of ye opinion we 
have always been of, against the issuing of paper mony in general, 

and therefore we refer you to your first letters, for an answer to 
what you writ us in those of latter date, desiring leave to give 
yor. assent to a bill passed both Council and Assembly for emitting 
of £50,000 of yt. currency, to which you prudently declined giving 
your assent, as being contrary to your Instructions. The method 
prescribed by that bill, you apprehend to be the best foundation 
for a paper currency of any yet passed in your Government, and 
perhaps it may be so. But as the sume therein proposed was 
beyond your Instructions, you will have further time to consider 
of it, when for the future you shall give your consent to the 
issuing of any paper mony consistent with your Instructions, for 
we have not sufficiently consider’d that plan to be able to decide 
concerning it. We have considered what you say concerning the 
alteration of your 15th Instruction, forbiding you to give your 
assent to any law for repealing any other then in being, without 
inserting a clause to prevent it’s taking effect, till H.M. pleasure 
shall be known, but we conceive this article of your Instructions 
to be founded upon such good and solid reasons, that we cannot 
at present advise H.M. to make any alteration therein. We hope 
you have before this received from Mr. Wilks, Agent of the Pro- 
vince, the sevl. papers we have put into his hands in relation to 
the settling of the bounds between the Massachusets Bay and 
New Hampshire, and that upon the return of your answer thereto, 
no further delay may be occasioned, to the accomplishing a 
matter of so much advantage to both Provinces. We have now 
under our consideration another bill passed this year in your 
Province, for giving you £3000 salary. We shall shortly lay our 
opinion thereupon before your Majesty. In answer to such parts 
of your letters as relate to the appointment of Councillors in New 
Hampshire etc. enclose list of the members as they now stand etc.

347. i. Governor Lord Muskery’s Answeir to Heads of Enquiry 
at Newfoundland for 1733. The answers to Nos. 1-31 
are chiefly to the effect that the regulations have been 
observed. (ii) Prisoners, with witnesses, are being sent 
home for trial for felonies committed in the winter. 
(xxvii) The Fishing Admirals have little regard to 
anything but their own interests. (xxxii) The inhabit- 

ants are subsisted with provisions from Great Britain 
and Ireland, and livestock from the Plantations in 
America, “‘ together with rum, molosses, sugar, bread, 
flower and tobacco to the value of £16,000 sterl,”’ 
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(xxxiv) Fishermen are paid £25 to £10 per man. They 
are paid in clothing and other necessaries great part, 
and the remainder by bills of exchange payable in 
England. (xxxv) One boat and fitting costs £100 to 
£120 sterl. (xxxvi) The inhabitants have no other 
imployment for their servants then taking and curing 
of fish efc. (xxxvii) After the fishing season, the inhabit- 
ants imploy themselves in sawing boards, building boats 
etc. (xxxviii) The furring trade is carryd on the winter 
season in Trinity Bay and to the northward of Cape 
Bona Viste, and taken last winter to the value of £170 
sterling, but I don’t learn that they have any traffick 
with the Indians. (xxxix) Their houses are at proper 
distances so as not to obstruct the Fishery. (xl) They 
claim a right to all the improvements which have not 
been posses’d by the Fishing ships since 1685, and what 
they do not make use of themselves, they set to hire 
to the by-boat-keepers efc. (xli) Five flakes of 120 
feet long are allow’d for a boat’s room, and built according 
to the ancient custom from the shoar up into the land, 
nor a greater extent of front room then formerly allow’d. 
(xlii) [ cannot finde yt. any account has been k pt of the 
room belonging to the fishing ships before or since 1685. 
(xliii) The fishing ships are victual’d and provided with 
all necessarys for the fishery from Great Brittain. 
(xliv) No ships are admitted as Admirals but such as 
bring with them a certificate from England of their 
being duely quallified. (xlvii) From Bredeford and 
Barnstable the custom of allowing shares to their ships’ 
companies, but all others give certain wages. The 
charge of a ship of a hundred, fourteen boats and fifty 
men, £1500 sterl. (1) The commodities imported from 
the American Plantations are for the use and con- 
sumption of the Fishery and not for exporfation etc., 
not sufficient to carry on an indirect trade. (li) The 
New England merchants carry on their trade by dis- 
posing of their commoditys for fish and bills of exchange, 
the former if they cannot dispose of for bills of exchange 
they ship to foreign marketts. The value of rum, 
molosses, tobacco, bread flower etc. this year amounts 
to £16,000 sterl. (lii) At St. Johns are 14 taverns or 
publick houses and them kept by the inhabitants only. 
The fishermen are generally trusted on the credit of 
their masters, who deduct their debt out of their wages, 
and many, run so far in debt as not being able to pay the 
same, endeavour to get to New England. (liii) I am 
informed it’s common for the inhabitants to trust their 
servants: with rum and other stores to the full value and 
often more then their wages. (liv) The by-boat-men 
and inhabitants alow for their and their servants’ passages 
from England to Newfoundland £2 10s. pr. man and 30s. 
back, paid at the end of the year in merchantable fishes, 
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(lv) The method of trusting the servants is certainly 
the occasion of many disorders. (lvi) I cannot learn 
that the commanders of fishing ships leave any number 
of men behind them. (lvii) The New England traders 
do still continue to carry away numbers of fishermen and 
seamen in the ports where H.M. ships do not reside, but 
I can’t learn that it’s for the interest of the inhabitants to 
assist or contrive at the carrying away such men, since 
by the very means the wages do yearly advance. 
(lviii) I have oblidged all the ships belonging and bound 
to New England in all the ports I have been into not 
to carry any men more then their ship’s company brought 
with them under the penalty of £500 sterl. (lix) I have 
given particular charge to the several Admirals that 
they inspect into the curing and husbandring the fish in 
their several harbours. 10 hhds. salt is sufficient to salt 
100 quintals. It’s often the wettness of the season that 
prevents the well curing and husbandring the fishes, 
not but the fish lying long in the boats and small vessels 
the summer season generally take damage before it’s 
brought into the harbours etc. Nor do I see any way 
to prevent such abuses unless some proper persons well 
acquainted with fish should be appointed sworn cullers 
to cull all fish sold and delivered. (lx-lxii) Has not 
been able to get any information in relation to the 
French fishery efc. (lxiii) I do not find that the 
Officers in the Garrison are any way concern’d in the 
Fishery or setting out to hire any fishing stages or letting 
out the soldiers to fish. (lxv) Upon the strictest enquiry 
I do not find that the Justices of the Peace have proceeded 
otherways then in virtue of the Commissions, or that 
they have any way enterfeerd with the Fishery etc.

349. John Ashley to Governor Lord Howe. The great 
concern your Excellency has shewn for the preservation of this 
Colony encourages me to lay before you this small treatise upon a 
trade, on which this island intirely depends, and which I am 
sensible, is often uppermost in your Lordp’s. mind, not only 
from your thorough acquaintance therewith, whilst a Member of 
the British Parliament, but also from your known inclinations 
to do good. The sense the British Legislature now have of the 
circumstances of this trade, and the great experience and unweared 
endeavours of the Auditor General, together with your Lordp’s. 
good offices in our behalf, have already produced as a law, that 
will soon let us partake of the blessings of our Mother Country. 
The readiness, that was shewn, to give this relief, as soon as proper 
applications were made, induces me to conclude that when the 
whole state of the sugar trade is fairly laid open, and known 
to that wise Legislature, we shall soon be put upon an equal 
footing with foreign sugar Plantations, etc., etc. Signed, Jno.

349. i. The Sugar Trade with the incumbrances thereon laid open. 
By a Barbados Planter. The Preface. The following 
piece is intended to shew the incumbrances and charges 
that remain on the Sugar Trade, since the passing of 
the late act, for the better securing and encouraging the 
trade of H.M. Sugar Colonys in America ; and also, to 
compare the advantages we may reap by that act, with 
those which we yet stand in need of; and thereby 
manifest the necessity there is for some further relief. 
The first and most material point aim’d at, is, that of a 
direct exportation of our sugars from the Plantations to 
foreign ports; this advantage the French have had 
over us these seven years, which has improved their 
trade and Plantations to a great degree ; whilst we are 
visibly declining for want of a more extensive vent of 
our produce: The reasons for this are herein plainly 
sett forth; and it is here also demonstrated that the 
French planter gains over and above the English 
planter at foreign markets, from 20 to 50 pr. cent, on 
his prime cost, by this very single article ; which vast 
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difference must in a short time leave them masters of 
the sugar trade, without some speedy regulation. The 
next point is, that of the duty of 3s. 6d. p. ewt. upon 
importation into Great Britain, which, upon coarse 
sugar, is now becoming a most heavy duty ; since the 
want of a direct exportation, together with the great 
quantitys imported, have brot. the price down to much 
less than it can possibly be made for, without regarding 
the interest on the value of the planter’s land and stock. 
So that that stock and the quantity of sugar made, 
together with the British Navigation and power, must 
dwindle and abate before a living price can be had, 
under such circumstances. Describes contents of follow- 
ing memorial. 

The Sugar Commerce is now justly look’t upon to be 
one of the most beneficial branches of trade that belongs 
to Great Britain etc. Continues :—The late Act of 
Parliament will in due time be of great service to the 
Sugar Trade ; more especially as it will make it easier 
to obtain the liberty of going directly to foreign markets 
with our sugar ; and the prohibition of foreign produce 
to Ireland, with the high duty’s thereon when imported 
to our Plantations, will render such a liberty much more 
beneficial than it could have been had not that act 
pass’d, inasmuch as it lays so considerable a restraint 
upon the vent of foreign produce, by way of our own 
Plantations. The Kingdom of Ireland and the Northern 
Plantations, our sisters, can now be no longer our 
adversaries ; since it will be their interest to see the 
British Sugar Plantations flourish by an extensive vent 
of their produce, as it will occasion them to have so 
much the larger demands for the products of those 
Northern Countrys. The supplying the Kingdom of 
Ireland with our produce (altho’ at a round-about rate, 
as to sugar) will occasion a much greater vent than we 
had before; and the dutys upon foreign produce 
imported into our Plantations, will, no doubt give us 
the advantage over foreigners, as to supplying those 
British Dominions, notwithstanding the dutys of 18d. 
per cwt. and the 44 p. cent. paid by us upon exportation ; 
But as to the supplying of foreign markets, that must 
still be given up to the French, if we remain under the 
restriction of unloading our sugars in Great Britain, 
whilst they have the liberty of sending theirs directly to 
foreign markets, without either unloading or so much as 
touching at any port in France. The bounty of 6s. 
p- cwt. on refin’d sugar, and 9d. per cwt. additional 
drawback will by no means counteract that advantage ; 
for before such hundredweight of refin’d sugar is ship’t, 
there is above 6s. pr. cwt. paid on the raw sugar from 
which it is made, besides other charges; However, 
that no doubt will in some measure encourage an 
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exportation, at least, of the best sorts of refin’d sugar ; 
indeed the 9d. p. cwt. may be a saving to the planter 
from 3 to 9 p. cent upon the value of his sugar in the 
Plantations, or the neet proceeds in Great Britain, 
when sugar sells from 40s. down to 20s. p. cwt. in 
London. But by a direct exportation, the planter may 
save from 23 to 52 pr. cent. upon sugar worth those 
prices in London. A prodigious advantage that the 
French have had over us for these last seven years! 
Appends tables to show saving of freightage, port 
charges, insurance, commission etc. by direct voyage 
to the Continent and Streights efc., and the effect of 
taking off the 2s. pr. cwt. import duty into Great 
Britain. Argues that the result of the present system is 
to enable the French, who have had the benefit of 
direct exportation since 1726, to undersell us at all 
foreign markets, and “is one of the principal causes 
why so many of our planters are insensibly run behind- 
hand and impoverish’t,” etc. The English would soon 
get the better of their encroaching rivals, were they 
once put upon an equal footing, and thereby shipping, 
seamen and revenue would be increased, and an immense 
treasure be brought into Great Britain, besides doubling 
the acreage of cane-land of British American soil. 
There is no fear of the British markets being left too 
bare in the mean time and the price rising to extravagant 
rates, as supplies could be purchased from the foreign 
Colonies upon payment of 5 pr. cent. duty in our Planta- 
tions, “‘and then you may carry it where you will, 
without paying the 43 p.c. duty, or the 18d. pr. cwt. 
enumerated duty etc. Continues :—It is to be observ’d, 
that our sugar commerce may be thus advane’d without 
draining Great Britain of more hands than she can 
spare, since the labour in the Sugar Colonys is chiefly 
carryed on by negroes from Africa (bought with British 
produce and manufactures and certificate goods) and 
carry’d thither by our own shipping. For what reason 
therefore should the French be permitted thus to run 
away with this trade from us etc.? Why should we 
lamely and indolently lose a branch of trade that may 
employ so many hundred of shipping and so many 
thousands of seamen, and why should not the English- 
man, for God’s sake, have as near, and as easy a way to 
carry his produce to foreign markets as the Frenchman, 
since he can, if permitted, carry them much cheaper, 
and receive so much benefit by such a permission ? 
No one will be a sufferer thereby, except a few Gent. 
Factors, Officers of the Customs and brokers etc., who 
will be no loosers in the end etc. Wharfage and pilferage, 
risque and insurance are dead losses upon this trade, 
and the second freight the same efc., and the loss of time 
and the first market is often ruinous to many voyages. 
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If any of our planters should become adventurers, and 
send part of their sugar to Cadiz, Leghorn, Genoa, 
Naples efc., they must order their returns to Great 
Britain, and probably into their factors’ hands, whereby 
they, as well as the officers of the Customs, brokers etc. 
wou'd gain as much as they cou’d possibly lose by such 
a direct exportation etc. The refiners at home would 
be great gainers, as their coarse refin’d sugar wou’d 
then go off in Great Britain and Ireland, instead of such 
clay’ds as may be sent directly to those foreign ports, 
and thereby increase the refining of sugar, which will 
add to the quantity of melasses spirits, to the benefit 
of the excise revenue. More muscovada sugar will of 
course be imported into Great Britain, which will be a 
further addition to the sugar manufactury, and employ 
more ships and seamen in this respect also, and increase 
the revenue, by adding to the duty on importation, and 
lessening the bounty granted upon exportation. We 
shall thereby become the carriers of goods from the 
Mediterranean to the Northern ports of Europe, as our 
sugar ships will then be able to afford to carry as cheap 
as the Dutch, who will otherwise have the greatest share 
of that branch of trade, especially since they are now 
at peace with the Algerines. It is objected that 
refinerys may be set up in Italy, and in the Plantations, 
and that there is exported every year to Spain and other 
ports in the Mediterranean refin’d sugar to the value of 
20 to £30,000 sterl., which encreases the ballance of 
trade so much in our favour etc. This last part of the 
objection, I do not deny; but still I insist, that if we 
have such a liberty of exportation, there will be more 
than ten times as much gained upon the ballance of our 
trade, which must, otherwise, center in Old France, as 
the French have liberty to carry not only their clay’d 
sugar, but also their refin’d, directly from their Planta- 
tions to any port to the southward of Cape Finisterre, 
at very easy dutys; and then their best clay’d sugar 
will, no doubt, interfere with our worst refin’d, and they 
must certainly be great gainers thereby. If it should be 
thought worth while to set up refinerys in Italy or the 
Streights, it may as easily be done with French sugar 
directly imported efc. Refin’d sugar cannot be made 
with so much advantage from clay’d sugar, as from 
strong grain’d muscovado ; and as the Plantations who 
have their sugar at the first hand, and clear of duty 
freight and all other charges, do not find it worth their 
while to refine, but have their refin’d sugar from Great 
Britain ; so it is to be presum’d, that those countrys 
will not find it for their advantage to refine; more 
especially as they put but a small value upon spirits that 
may be made from the offalls, and that there is so 
considerable a bounty now granted upon the exportation 
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of refin’d sugar from Great Britain. But shou’d the 
objection, as to refining in the Plantations prove 
immoveable, refin’d sugar may be excepted etc. Considers 
the duty of 3s. 6d. pr. cwt. paid in Great Britain upon 
importation, which concerns more immediately the 
sugar consum’d in Great Britain, as the whole duty by 
the new act is now drawn back upon re-exportation etc. 
Continues :—But the other charges before treated of are 
enough to prevent any re-exportation at all, as they en- 
hance the price of our sugar at foreign markets to a great 
degree etc. ; and when there is more sugar imported than 
is wanted in Great Britain and Ireland, it will glutt the 
markets and bring that commodity down to a lower 
price than it can be made for, while those dutys (amount- 
ing to 42 p.c. to the planter, when sugar is worth in 
London 20s. pr. cwt.) are paid etc. Suggests, as an 
alternative, if these duties cannot be abolished without 
an equivalent, that the producer be relieved by 4d. pr. 
pound inland duty on refin’d sugar consum’d in Gt. 
Britain instead of 2s. pr. cwt. on all sugars imported. 
Continues : The consumer in Great Britain may not, at 
first view, like such a duty, as looking somewhat like an 
excise ; But let every inhabitant in England, that uses 
refin’d sugar, consider only, what such an inland duty 
wou’d cost him a year, and what advantages he receives 
yearly from the Plantations, and what he wou’d receive 
more, were they further encourag’d ; and I dare venture 
to affirm, that there is hardly a man in England, owner 
of, or that rents an acre of land, or is owner of any part 
of a ship, or that trades in woolen, linnen, silk, iron, 
copper or any other manufactures, but what is more or 
less concern’d in the welfare of our Sugar Plantations. 
It is a general notion, I own, that an inland duty or 
excise upon the produce of foreign soil, instead of an 
equal duty thereon upon importation, is more beneficial 
to foreigners, than to the subjects of Great Britain ; 
But surely such a duty upon Plantation produce from 
British American soil, instead of an equal duty on 
importation, must be greatly beneficial to such Planta- 
tions, and consequently to the Nation in general, efc. 
The 44 pr. cent. duty is a heavy burthen, as the planters 
pay it all, and that too, upon the gross amount of what 
they make ; so that when the charges of making their 
produce comes to half the gross amount (which very 
often happens) they pay 9 p.c. upon their yearly profits ; 
and when they pay half those yearly profits for interest 
to their creditors, or for annuitys settled by their fore- 
fathers when they had better times, then that duty 
comes to 18 p.c. eéc. It may be easier afforded, and 
greatly increased by a direct exportation etc. 

I observe further, that the British Parliament has 
favour’d us as to our second staple commodity rum, 
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by imposing a higher duty on all brandys than on that 
commodity, which gives us the comfortable hopes that 
our worthy patriots at home will be of opinion that the 
produce of our Sugar Colonys shou’d be allmost as 
tenderly regarded as the produce of Great Britain, and 
that rwm shou’d be put nearly upon the same foot with 
British spirits, and in opposition to French brandy. 
A proper encouragement for the importation of rwm into 
Great Britain and Ireland would be of a very great help 
to the Plantations and very much discourage the con- 
sumption of French brandy, a commodity, that is as 
pernicious in every degree as rum is beneficial : such an 
encouragement wou’d put the Sugar planters upon their 
industry and endeavours to make a spirit that might be 
wholesomer and consequently more acceptable, than 
those foreign spirits for which we are annually at a 
great expence of bullion. The produce of rum wou’d 
remain in Great Britain, or wou’d be return’d to the 
Plantations in British produce and manufactures, and 
save so much cash from being sent out of the Nation. 
And it is observable, that within these few years this 
Island has improv’d in their rum or spirit to a very 
great degree ; and it is allow’d to be already not only a 
wholesome liquor and what mixes well with British 
malt spirits, but a sovereign remedy in many cases. 
I shall now conclude with an observation of Sr. Francis 
Bacon’s, in treating upon Plantations, he says “ Let 
there be freedom from customs, till the Plantations be of 
strength ; and not only freedom from customs, but 
freedom to carry their commoditys where they may make 
the best of them; except there be some special cause 
of caution.”” Every one knows our Sugar Plantations 
now want strength, or at least some remedy, and I know 
of no caution needful, in our case, except that of pursuing 
the same methods, as to the Sugar trade ; as are now 
used in respect to the rice trade from Carolina, and the 
fish trade from New England and Newfoundland ; and 
[ flatter myself, from the nature and necessity of the 
thing, that I may yet live to see sugar an unenumerated 
commodity, and no longer inserted in our Plantation 
bonds.

350. Governor Belcher to the Duke of Newcastle. Abstract. 
The adjourned Assembly began to sit again yesterday. Cannot 
say what they will do respecting supply, but certainly the 
Province and Government are now reduced to great extremity ; 
the fortifications dropping down, officers and soldiers distressed 
for want of nearly three years pay; the Judges and all other 
officers of the Government with multitudes of private persons 
unjustly debarred of their dues efc. Has not received a farthing 
support for the Province for above 16 months. Although they 
have made him grants of money, they will put no money into the 
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Treasury to pay those grants. They endeavour to treat him with 
all possible injustice, and to distress him all the ways they can, 
and for no other reason but his fidelity to the King. Has been 
living 1} years upon his own fortune and spent £4000, and the 
— he is to receive from the Province will have sunk 10 or 
15 p.c. from its value when first granted etc. Hopes that if he 
cannot be paid by the people, H.M. will pay his faithful servant 
out of his Exchequer, rather than to suffer an undutifull Assembly 
to threaten to starve him for doing his duty. Has received H.M. 
commands for appointing Mr. Pemberton Clerk of the Naval 
Office, which is the first instance of its kind. By the Act of 
7 and 8 K. Wm. III, the Governour is made entirely accountable 
for that office, which is one of the best perquisites of this Govern- 
ment, which his Commission says he shall hold and enjoy. But 
the sight of H.M. order commanded his obedience, and he turned 
out his son to put in Mr. Pemberton. Begs his Grace to consider 
how hard it is upon him, and that his son may be restored, etc.

351. Lewis Morris to the Council of Trade and Plantations. 
Encloses following. Continues : His Excellency is return’d from 
Albany, as your Lps. will see by the inclosed New York Gazette, 
in which his conduct there is set forth in a very advantagious 
light etc., verry far from the truth with respect to the generall 
satisfaction of the Indians : for, tho’ the presents were as good as 
usuall, yet they were so managed in the disposition of them, 
that (it’s said) the whole nation of River Indians were so much 
disobliged, that two of them met the Governour as he was going 
to passe a ferry, and used him wth. ill language ; and told him 
that he had given them too small a share, and that they would 
kill and destroy the people’s cattle. This, those present would 
not interpret to him efc., being fearefull that such discovery to 
one of his ungovernable temper, might be attended with some 
dangerous consequences efc. It being usuall to give them lesse 
than others, he might be in this innocently mistaken, efc., and 
perhaps no ill consequences may attend it. But, there is one 
part of his conduct, with regard to the Indians and the people of 
Albany (wch. his fulsome director of the New York Gazette has 
omitted) that may be attended with ill consequences ; and will 
enable your Lps. to forme a judgment of the man, and how 
propper it is to continue him in his present station efc. One of 
the officers of the Garrison, and some other persons, petitioned 
etc. Mr. Montgomerie efc., for a grant in some land in the Mohocks’ 
country : this land the people of Albany laid claim to, by virtue 
of a Charter granted them in 1686 by Govr. Dongan efc., and of a 
purchase made from the Indians since that time, at the expence 
of between 5 and £600. Mr. Montgomerie had no good opinion 
of the legallity of the Charter; and it was suggested to him, 
that the deed from the Indians was fraudulently obtain’d : 
but so considerable a body of people as the City of Albany, 
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laying claim to the land, and having constantly paid to the 
Crown the yearly rent of a beaver skin for it, he thought fit to 
let the matter rest till the pretences of the claimants might be 
legally inquired into: and soon after dyed. Upon Mr. Cosby’s 
comming, applications were made to him: but, he would not 
grant unlesse he had one-third of the land. ‘This made it necessary 
to inlarge the quantity ask’d for: which is now (as one of the 
persons concern’d told me) 30,000 acres ; of wch. the Governour 
is to have one third, and his brother, and his two sons-in-law are 
to be sharers, with the other partners, who from the beginning 
were resolv’d (as I have been told) to try the validity of the 
Albany claim in a legall way: but, the Governour being now 
concern’d has fallen upon a much shorter method than the 
common formes of law would allow of, for, upon the meeting with 
the Indians, (who it seemes had been prevaild on by the parties 
concern’d to appeare dissatisfied with their own deed; there 
being nothing more common among them than to sell their lands 
two or three times over) the Governour sent the Sherriffe to the 
Mayor of the City (in whose keeping the deed was) to order his 
attendance wth. the deed, and to let him have a sight of it. 
The Mayor attended accordingly, and at his request gave it to him ; 
who after he had perus’d it himselfe, caused it to be interpreted 
to the Indians then present being about six or seaven in number— 
he then ask’d the Indians what they would have done with it ? 
who answered, he might do what he pleas’d with it ; or keep it in 
his custody: this the Governour declined: whereupon they 
desired it might be returned to the Mayor againe, to remain in his 
custody ; and that they desired only a coppy of it: wceh. the 
Mayor promis’d to let them have; and they seem’d well con- 
tented. But, the Governour told the Mayor, that he should not 
have the deed againe ; but, that it should be destroyd, as being 
an unlawfull instrument : or words to that effect. The Mayor 
being surpris’d and amaz’d at this treatment, pray’d the 
Governour to returne it, being a paper that belonged to the 
Corporation, e/c., but, the Governour standing up gave it to the 
Indians to destroy it etc. To have supposed the supream Magis- 
trate of a province, and the King’s representative, capable of 
doing such an act of fraud and violence, would have been blame- 
able etc. The event shews quo amino the deed was demanded : 
and why destroyd is too manifest etc. If fraudulently obtained 
or voidable efc., there were legall measures to render it ineffectuall 
by competent and indifferent judges etc. The Grand Jury for the 
county sitting about that time, eleaven of them (as I am told) 
agreed to indict the Governour for this matter. It is said that 
people will indict him and are not without hopes that H.M. will 
permit him to be brought to justice efc. His action has enhanced 
the reputation of the deed, people concluding from its having 
been destroyed in this manner that it must have been valid, etc. 
This and every instance of his conduct has put the people into 
such a ferment as is not easily to be express’d, nor even safe 
perhaps to suggest what may be the consequences of it. They 
find the offices of the Government venall, some of them put into 
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the hands of strangers, necessitous and desperate in their fortunes ; 
that money, and not merrit, is the inducement to dispose of what 
is call’d his favour, and the measure of his justice ; and that he is 
incapable to distinguish between right and power. They see 
him master of the Secretarie’s office, in which are kept all originall 
wills and the records of the deeds and evidences of all their 
estates ; they see by the instance at Albany and many more, 
what he is capable of doing ; and believe (with reason) that a 
man who thinks yt. he can do what he will, will do everything he 
can, to gratifie his avarice or resentment. Your Lordships may 
observe by the first advertisement in the inclosed newspaper, the 
complaint of the people of New Jersie for the want of the Acts of 
Assembly, wch. were pass’d the last sitting of the Assembly at 
Burlington efc. Why they were not sent to be printed, Collo. 
Cosby best knows. I send inclosed a coppy of some resolutions 
of that Assembly, wch. were resolv’d not to be printed: and 
(from the subject of them) I guesse they will not be sent to your 
Lps. I shall be well pleas’d if in that point I guesse wrong ; 
because those votes will in some measure enable your Lps. to 
discover why those acts were not sent to the printer to be made 
publick ; and what was the Governour’s true inducement to passe 
them : and when he sends them over to your Ldps., if he makes 
any observations on them, what is the motive of those observa- 
tions etc. Your Lps. may observe that £1000 is to be given the 
Governour for procuring the Royall assent to four acts there 
mentioned ; and, if he saies anything in favour of them, the 
reward he is to have is supposed to be the true inducement, and 
not the goodnesse of the acts themselves. Had the acts been 
printed, I should have been able to have given your Lps. my 
thoughts about them efc. The first three are either in the same 
words, or of the same nature that the three acts were wch. were 
lately repealed by H.M. efc. I remember that when I transacted 
the surrender of the government of New Jersie to the Crown in the 
last of King William, the Proprietors made it one of their proposi- 
tions, to have a triennial Assembly ; but Mr. Popple from the then 
board of trade, desired that I would use my endeavours to 
influence the Proprietors not to insist on yt. point: for that the 
King, tho’ he had (against his inclinations) consented to an act 
of Parliament of that nature in England, yet, he would never 
consent to it in ye Plantations: upon wch. I did prevaile upon 
the Proprietors to drop it etc. The act that makes the greatest 
noise here, and greatly affects the trade and interest, of the 
people of New York as well as of New Jersie, is the act for emitting 
£40,000 in bills of credit ete. I had during my presidentship in 
New Jersie many solicitations to make use of the opportunities 
I had to acquire money by the passing such an act: and was I 
to be prevail’d on yt. way, could have got as much money for 
doing of it as Mr. Cosby, and I believe something more : nor was 
I without an example in Mr. Burnet, who had private subscrip- 
tions for £1000 for the act wch. he passed of a like nature, wch. I 
disswaded him from doing as much as I could. But Governours, 
with regard to their instructions, are something like Divines ; 
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and by their actions shew, they understand a secret will to be 
contained in them, verry different from what is revealed: and by 
the successe, men are apt to believe they are in the right in doing 
so. I know no place (except this Province of New York) where 
paper bills have not fallen verry considerably from their first 
vallue : that they have not done so here, is not so much owing to 
the fund on which they were raised (that being known to every- 
body to be deficient to sink them within the time proposed) as to 
the smallnesse of the quantity made, and the willingnesse of the 
merchants and trading people here to receive them in payment, 
and circulate them : which might have given them a credit with- 
out any fund at all. There is allso some difference between this 
Province and New Jersie, with respect to the reasons of making 
such a paper credit ; for, here the Province was verry much 
indebted to private persons for summs of money, goods and 
effects advanced, or services done for the publick : (but, no such 
thing is so much as pretended in New Jersie) and those bills was 
in the nature of promissory notes from the Province to the severall 
creditors ; to whom the summs mentioned in them were justly due, 
and no doubt binding upon the Province to pay them, into whose 
hands soever they should come. But by a law to make such 
prommissory notes a tender to any third person, or, to oblige the 
creditors themselves to accept them in full payment of a debt, is 
what I do not see, how any law could oblige them to do etc. 
Argued. Continues: Were there a debt due from the Province 
of New Jersie, the case would be the same there as it is here : but, 
there being no such thing; what they call their publick money, 
seems to me one of the most absurd out-of-the-way schemes that 
ever entered into the head of the most whimsicall projector efc. 
Argues that by that law men of the best estates are laid under a 
necessity of becoming answerable for the debts of the most 
insolvent. Continues: The true reason of making this fictitious 
money, was the clamours of private persons yt. were indebted ; 
and who were either unable or unwilling to procure mony to 
pay their debts etc. But experience has shown that in the severall 
governments where this method has been tryed, it has been farre 
from abating the necessities of the people, or lessening their debts ; 
it having been allwaies found, that at each time of the repeating the 
experimt. of striking paper money, the makers have been in a 
worse condition, and the money of a lesse vallue then it was 
before. The people of New Jersie send upon their own accounts 
(tho’ but little) some lumber and provisions to the West Indies ; 
and some small quantities of wheat, rye and flower, to Boston 
and Rhode Island ; but the bulk of what they produce, is sent 
to the merchants of New York and Pensilvania ; by whom they 
are supplyed with European commodoties. All the Eastern, and 
a good part of the western division of New Jersie, are supplyed 
by the merchants of New York; the trade there being mostly 
managed by factors from hence; to whom the people of New 
Jersie are verry much indebted; and it is to pay these debts 
chiefly, that this fictitious money is made, wch. the creditors are to 
recieve when tendred on the penalty of loseing their debts : and 
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that is thought to be one meanes, not only of getting rid of their 
debts, but, of laying the merchants of New York under a necessity 
(by taking this money or loosing their debts) of circulating it in 
their trade ; and by that means giving it a credit wch. it would 
not otherwise have acquired : but as the generallity of the people 
of New York are hardly to be prevailed on to take it at all; so 
those who are under that necessity, sometimes cannot get rid of 
it in a long time ; and when they do, it is at a losse, sometimes 
from 12 or 16, to 25 per cent. : and upon the news of a bill being 
under consideration in New Jersie, for the striking of £40,000, 
the currency of Jersie money was immediately stopped ; and so 
continued till the people were inform’d the Act was not to be in 
force till H.M. had given the royall assent to it; and then it 
became current againe; but at 7} per cent lesse than it was 
before etc. The first account of the royal assent being had, or 
likely to be had, will immediately put a stop to its currency in 
New York etc. The New Jersie paper being thus at a discount 
etc., the obliging creditors to take it in payment for their debts at 
the imposed vallue, is obliging them to take from 12 to 25 p.c. 
lesse than is due to them efc. This losse, tho’ it falls first on the 
factor in New Jersie, and next on the merchant or factor in New 
York, yet at last it centers in the Brittish merchant in London; 
who cannot be paid if those that buy of him are rendred unable 
to do it : and must in some measure effect the British exportation. 
Tho’ the trading part of men justly exclaim against this paper 
credit, as destructive of their trade ; yet Governours, who find 
their account in it, are led by their private views to countenance 
and promote such a credit: for the £1000 present, if it goes for 
20 p.c. lesse then its denominated vallue, is still £800; all weh. 
is clear gaines ; and by paying of the soldiers is most of it turn’d 
into sterling money without any risque ; which the trading men 
cannot do etc. This is one ill effect of Governours taking presents 
etc. I doubt not H.E. has, or will transmit to your Lordships an 
addresse made to him by the generall assemblie of New Jersie, in 
weh. they tell him, that they, are of opinion, that the gentlemen 
of the Councill, should be men of credit and estates, and constantly 
residing in the Province with their families etc. Continues : this 
addresse was particularly levell’d at James Alexander and 
myselfe, who for the most part reside in the Province of New 
York ; and was procured by ye Governour, in order to give him 
a handle to suspend us here, or to get us displaced by directions 
from England. In answer to which I say, first, yt. neither of us 
was summoned to attend yt. Councill; our room being much 
more agreable to him than our company would have been ; he 
having been well inform’d, that we were by no meanes propper 
persons to promote his private views; especially with respect 
to the paper credit. 2nd. Tho’ true it is that I do reside for the 
most part in this province of New York ; yet ‘tis as true, that I 
have a better estate in Jersie, and have layd out more money in it, 
than any of the adressors etc. The Governor only with difficulty 
obtained the address vithout mentioning me as a person not 
intended by it eéc. 3rd. When that Assembly was sitting, the 
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publick business required my attendance on the circuit Courts 
above 200 miles distant from Burlington: so that had I been 
summoned, I could not have attended etc. The Speaker is an 
inhabitant of Pensilvania ; and (being so) by the laws of N. Jersie 
not quallified to be a member of that Assembly. 4th. Having 
so great an interest in the Province (few that lives in it having an 
equall) efc. | submit that I am as much entitled to have a hand 
in making laws as any, since I shall be as much or more affected 
by them efc., and also as an agent for the generall Proprietors in 
England, who own a great part of New Jersie etc. I believe etc. 
that the attendance of those that reside in New York, and not 
their absence, is what the Assembly really apprehend danger from. 
They are continually machinating and contriving to lessen the 
trade of New York with them as much as they can ; when there is 
scarce a man in Jersie capable of carrying on any such thing as 
trade upon his own bottom : most of the mercantile people there 
being factors to merchants in New York and Pensylvania ; or 
taking their goods upon credit from them: and they are so 
verry opiniatre, with respect to their abillities of managing a trade, 
and forcing the merchants here to come and live among them to 
do it, that they think it conducive to that end to prohibit the 
exportation of every one thing they raise to New York ; and are 
so sanguine on this head that they would (if they could) willingly 
hinder even the carrying of firewood and hay to New York: and 
as they do not expect that those who have any considerable 
interest in New York, as well as Jersie, will give in to their 
visionary schemes to cramp the trade of New York, in order to 
force the merchants there to leave their habitations to go and settle 
in New Jersie ; they must naturally be for excluding all such 
from their Councills, that they concieve to be obstacles to their 
designes : but whether it is fit that such should be excluded, is 
humbly submitted to your Lps’. better judgement efc. Continues : 
There is a part (and but a part) of them, that are fond of a 
seperate governour from that of New York : but it is founded on 
the views I have mentioned above ; and from an ill grounded 
opinion, that in case of procuring such, they will be able to per- 
forme mighty matters in trade efc. I think it would be for the 
interest of the people of that Province to have it annexed to this. 
I am sure it is for the interest of the generall proprietors of the 
soile efc., and if on the annexation, the Assemblies and Courts 
were to sit alternately in York and Jersie, it would be (I believe) 
to the generall satisfaction of the people: the most sanguine of 
them for a seperate Governour, agreeing in this, that they had 
better be annexed than under the same governour, wth. a seperate 
government etc. Signed, Lewis Morris.

In an advertisement, William Bradford acquaints the 
Publick that the Acts of New Jersey passed the last 
sitting of the Assembly are not come to his hands, and 
therefore their not being printed, which has caused great 
complaint among the people in New Jersey, cannot be 
his neglect. 

In another advertisement, among goods offered for 
sale is a negro girl who “ has had the small-pox and is 
fit for Town or Country ” etc. Printed.

On his 
arrival he delivered to the Governor H.M. royal warrant requiring 
him forthwith to appoint him Naval Officer of the Province 
(v. 4th Oct.), which he absolutely refused to obey, peremptorily 
insisting upon his own perquisite, and would give him no other 
patent than such as should depend upon his own pleasure, without 
any dependence upon the King’s order. He reminded H.E. that 
the same thing is practised in many other Plantations etc. He 
replied that His Majesty had no power to order anything contrary 
to an Act of Parliament, and that it was his duty and that of all 

xovernors to disobey such orders. He said he would not comply, 
even if, as proposed, he received a letter from the Duke of 
Newcastle as a further confirmation of the King’s order efc. At 
length he thought it better to accept the patent for the present 
on his terms, than to return to England. Does not doubt that 
his Grace will interpose to oblige the Governor to a compliance ; 
otherwise the King’s instructions will lose much of their weight 
with the people. Has concealed this affair so far as possible at 
this critical juncture of the Sessions of the General Court, lest it 
should strengthen them in their disputes with the Governour, upon 
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his enforcing a complyance with the Royal instructions. That 
for supplying the Treasury, there is a great likelihood of their 
complying with. He has been very active in endeavouring to 
persuade many Members of the Court into it, and not without 
success. “‘ This affair of mine has also, hitherto, tended very 
much to intimidate them from persisting so strenuously as 
formerly, lest His Majesty being displeased should proceed to 
take into his own disposall, the other posts which are now depen- 
dent upon the Governour and them.” Is informed that the 
Governor is making strong applications to his Grace, and others 
of the Ministry, particularly Lord Wilmington, in order to get the 
King’s order revoked etc., and that he pretends that the Naval 
Office is the only valuable place in his gift, and that taking it 
away tends to undervalue him to the people. He is unwilling to 
say anything to dishonour H.M. Representative, or to displease 
him, but, if it is required of him, he can easily demonstrate the 
reasons for which the Governour is so much slighted by the 
people. The Clerkships of the Common Pleas and Sherrifs’ 
offices, which are in the Governour’s gift, are several of them as 
valuable as the Naval Office. The Clerkship of the Common 
Pleas of the Naval Office is more valuable, and great part of its 
profits H.E. gives to a son of the famous Mr. Cook, the New 
England Oliver Cromwell. The Naval Office is not worth more 
than £120 sterling per annum clear. ‘“ What chiefly displeases 
the Governour about it is, because he had put a lad, one of his 
domesticks, into the office, and allowed him about £25 sterling pr. 
annum for that, and other services, and the remainder was given 
to one of his relations etc. Has written to Sir Robert and Horatio 
Walpole and Lord Wilmington, reminding the latter that he 
withdrew from his proposal for the consulship of the Azores and 
Madeira, because it would have interfered with his nephew at 
Lisbon etc. He relies chiefly, however, upon the continuance of 
Mr. Delafaye’s assistance efc., to prevail upon his Grace to order 
the Governor to a punctual compliance with H.M. warrant.

(iii) for securing and collecting H.M. quitt-rents, fines, forfeitures 
and amerciaments and for regulating the manner of escheats and for 
securing the possessors of lands already forfeited and settled and 
further discovery of such forfeited lands and encouraging the settling 
thereof. Which being conformable to H.M. Instructions and 
necessary for the preservation of this island I hope will meet with 
your Lordships recommendation for H.M. approbation, some 
factors on this side having threatn’d to give what obstruction they 
can to their being approv’d at home. But if no money bill is 
pass’d but what is agreeable to the humour, interest or views of 
all our partys there is an end of all such for the future. Encloses 
Minutes and Journals of Council and Assembly, which could not 
be got ready sooner, Continues: On the 2nd of this month our 
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Assembly met, on the 3rd I spoke to them as in the inclos’d copie ; 
in a conference with the Council they agree’d to what I had long 
ago and now again propos’d as to a defensible barrack or fort 
about half way from Port Antonio towards the rebel haunts for 
covering the out settlements and facilitating future attempts, 
when they determine to act offensively and are in a condition to 
do so. I also inclose the additional examination of the negro 
spy now in gaolhere. Immediately upon the return of the partys 
to Port Antonio, the two hundred seamen employ’d in that service 
embark’d and came to Port Royal. The partys remaining 
consisting of one hundred men of the two Independent Com- 
panys and the same number of a party rais’d by the country have 
been kept in motion ever since the late disappointment, a detach- 
ment of sixty march’d from the breast work with eight days 
provision in order to cutt down the Great Plantain walk, which 
they did effectually and return’d without loss. Another march’d 
in pursuit of the rebels to the place called Hobby’s but they fled 
to the woods andescap’dthem. I have order’d inquirys by Courts 
Martial to be made into the causes of this shameful miscarriage, 
two have been try’d, sentenc’d to death and executed, one for 
plundering the baggage, the other, a guide, for perswading the sailors 
to run away, but the true cause of this misfortune is justly 
ascrib’d by every disinterested man to the departing from the 
disposition I had made and the orders I had given, copys of which 
are here inclos’d. But the seamen being by the act of Assembly 
exempted from the rules and articles of war to which the rest were 
subjected, tho’ the disorder begun with them I can not proceed 
further. When the Legislature hath done or resolv’d on any 
thing effectual for the safety of this island, I shall acquaint your 
Lordships by the first opportunity. The joynt Committees had 
agreed to address H.M. for the assistance of four more Independent 
Companys, but the Lower House disagree’d to’t, so that is 
dropt. By the time the next vessels depart I may be able to give 
your Lordships more particular informations of the proceedings 
and resolutions of our Legislature.

The old town 
formerly taken by the soldiers goes now by the name of 
Nanny Town, where are 300 men all armed with guns 
or launces; they have more fire-arms then they use, 
the number of women and children far exceeds that of 
the men. The rebels have one head man who orders 
everything, and if a man commits any crime he is 
instantly shot to death, but there is hardly anything 
esteemed a crime with them but the lying with one 
another’s wives, the women are whip’d for most of the 
crimes they commit, and they and such of the men as 
are least noted for their courage perform all such work 
as is necessary for the raising provisions, making it a 
custom to work one day and play the next ; and if the 
head man should be guilty of any great crime, his 
soldiers (as they are call’d) shoot him, and appoint 
another in his place. Their present head man is call’d 
Cuffee, and he is distinguish’d by wearing a silver-lac’d 
hatt and a small sword, no other daring to wear the like. 
The rebels have another town on the top of Carrion Crow 
Hill, call’d Gay’s or Guy’s Town from the name of their 
head man etc. There is a great deal of open ground 
about it, in which is plenty of coco, sugar canes, plantains, 
mellons, yams, corn, hog and poultry. The number of 
men is about 200, and a greater number of women. The 
men choose to arm themselves with launces and cutlashes 
rather than guns, and never go to meet the partys 
unless to defend the paths which leads to their own 
town, and then they are joyn’d by those of Nanny Town 
who are esteem’d the best fighting men,efc. The rebels, 
when they were first beat from Nanny’s Town, went to 
Gay’s Town, and remained there till the provisions began 
to be scarce, and then they returned and made them- 
selves masters of their old town again etc. Upon hearing 
that there were stronger partys to be sent against them, 
sent and search’d the woods for about eight miles round 
to see for other settlements, that they might unite their 
strength, but could find none. There is no town at 
Long Bay, but they have all their salt from thence, 
and have made a convenient place for boiling it. They 
give encouragement for all sorts of negroes to join them, 
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and oblige the men to be true to them by an oath which 
is held very sacred among the negroes, and those who 
refuse to take that oath, whether they go to them of their 
own accord or are made prisoners, are instantly put to 
death, and they have a grand night and day over the 
women who for their defence carry about them each 
two or three knives. The name of the wild negro that 
goes to Kingston for powder is Cuffee and not Quashee 
as mentioned in the previous examination, and by the 
description of the place where the Jew lives that sold 
the powder it must be Jew Alley and not Church 
Street etc. It was Quashee and Cudjo who were the 
spys at Port Antonio etc. The Indian carried with him 
a large horn of powder and ball in a bagg; the name 
of the Indian’s master is Jaco and belongs to some 
sloop etc. Quashee and Cudjo were mostly entertained 
at Port Antonio by Col. Nedham’s negroes, particularly 
by one named Sam.

General of these islands. I little thought I should have had 
occasion of troubling your Lordships, just as I am expecting to 
resign the Government to Generall Matthew, but the unpresi- 
dented manner of the Assembly of St. Christophers, intermeddling 
in matters not properly cognizable before them, and the extra- 
ordinary proceedings of the Deputy’s Deputy Provost Marshal of 
that Island, under ye sole influence and guidance of Mr. Spooner, 
in detaining Mr. Mun in gaol, notwithstanding [I had by two 
writts or warrants commanded his releasement from prison by 
pardoning his imprisonment for 6 months, and suspending the 
payment of his fine until H.M. pleasure be further known eic., 
makes it absolutely necessary that these matters should be laid 
before your Lordships etc., etc. Continues :—Mr. Mun’s offences 
deserve every man’s discountenance efc., but when I came to 
consider, how the prosecution was carried on, not my Lords by 
indictment, but by information, a sort of suit (as far as I can learn) 
never before introduced into this Govermt., I had a mind to 
discourage the practice, as it takes away from ye subject here, 
their right to a Grand Jury efc. Tho’ in many cases informations 
are used in England, yet the same reasons will not hold good for 
their being introduced here; because the Judges in Brittain, 
are men eminent for thier virtue and great learning in the law. 
There, too, the Barr is filled with numbers of men famous for 
thier knowledge in that profession, and all under the immediate 
observation of H.M. and his Parliament etc. But in this a distant 
part of the world, we are not bless’d with such an immediate 
superintendence as will not permitt things to go out of order, 
and as [ therefore conceived, wild work might ensue, by these 
sort of processes, [ thought proper not to favour them in the 
beginning efc. This was but one motive that inclined me to 
extend the King’s mercy to Mr. Mun; the rest were a persistent 
distemper in the gaol, his inability to pay the fine, the intercession 
of many that convinced me, of the implacable resentment of Mr. 
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Spooner (which I think his letter will abundantly shew eic.). 
Whether that letter was a proper one to be sent me, I humbly 
submitt to your Lordships’ determination, as to the votes of the 
Assembly, they were taken upon the spot, without examination, 
and on the very day, the Councill were only appointing a distant 
one, to examine into this whole affair by my direction. Every- 
body knows who drew those resolutions, as well as ye influence 
Mr. Spooner has in that island etc. The representation of the 
Judges was framed subsequent to my order dated Sept. ye 4, 
and the pardon under the Great Seal to inforce the former dated 
Sept. ye 10, and came to my hand the 17th without date ; I have 
reason to conclude twas with a design, it should appear to yr. 
Lordships, that I had extended H.M. royal mercy to Mun against 
a representation of the Judges efc., etc. Mun is kept still in 
gaol, on ye judgment of the Court yt. condemned him, under ye 
pretence of the informality of these pardons, nor is one single 
instance given to the contrary, which in cases not capital, have 
ever been customary in this Goverment, notwithstanding Mr. 
Spooner taxes me with overthrowing ye judgment. I humbly 
conceive, if such contempts from subordinate officers are allowed, 
hard will be ye fate of H.M. subjects in this Goverment. I was 
serv'd with notice by Mr. Spooner that depositions were to be 
taken against me before the Councill att St. Christophers. I gave 
meself no trouble about them, being assured I have acted in all 
things with the utmost integrity. I have been inform’d there 
were two fines I have suspended in St. Christophers, and that one 
of them mentions some I have suspended in Antigua. That of Mr. 
Smith’s I transmitted yr. Lordships my reasons, and that of 
Nisbitt’s, I now transmitt a letter from ye Judges, interceeding in 
his behalf, and one of the subscribers is Ashton Warner, who has 
been long Attorney General of these Islands ; of this I suspended 
sixty pounds, by an order under my hand (no way useing the 
great seal) nor was any opposition made to ye manner, the 
lawyers there knowing it to be ye custom of this Goverment, in 
cases not capital. I had almost forgot to mention to yr. Lord- 
ships, the resignation Mr. Gregory the Deputy’s Deputy Provoost 
Marshal made of his office in Councill ye 4th Sept., and how he 
reassumed it again ye evening of ye 6th to carry Mun to goal, 

how regular this conduct is, must submitt to yr. Lordships. 

I have ye testimony of my own conscience and every unprejudiced 
person to clear my innocency in this affair etc. Submits whether, 
as C. in C. he has power to pardon offences and suspend fines till 
H.M. pleasure be known, or whether subordinate officers may 
refuse obedience to his orders and pardons for that purpose etc. 
PS. Oct. 31st. Before the sealing my within letter, I had an 
account from St. Christophers the poor unhappy man, Mun, is 
dead in gaol etc. He has left behind him a disconsolate family, 
which but for the charity of well-disposed people on that island 
would be drove to great extremities, and all owing to the extra- 
ordinary proceedings of subordinate officers in disobeying my 
orders etc. persuaded by Mr. Spooner etc. Refers to Minutes of 
Council and concludes : I doubt not yr. Lordships will represent 
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him as intirely guilty of that subject’s death, and utter ruin of 
his family etc. Signed, Mich.

367. Council of Trade and Plantations to Committee of 
Privy Council. Representation upon petition of Mrs. Campbell. 
Continue : We have discoursed hereupon with Coll. Philips, H.M. 
Governour of Nova Scotia, and likewise with Mrs. Campbell the 
petitioner, who hath laid before us several papers and affidavits 
relating to her title to the aforesaid.lands and quit rents in Nova 
Scotia, from whence it appears, 

That in 1631 the Most Christian King Lewis XIII gave the 
Government of Nova Scotia or Accadie to Monsieur Charles de 
St. Estienne, Sieur de la Tour, grandfather to the petitioner, who 
had Letters Patents granted to him thereupon. What the 
particulars contained in the said Letters Patent were, does not 
appear, because no copies of them have been produced to us, but 
upon the death of Lewis XIII, his son Lewis XIV efc. having been 
informed of the progress and improvements made in Accadie by 
the said Sieur de la Tour was pleased by new Letters Patents bear- 
ing date February 25th, 1651, to confirm him in the post of 
Governour and Lieutenant General of Accadie or New France and 
likewise in the full and free possession of all the lands which had 
been before granted to him in that Province with full power to 
dispose of them to whom and in such proportions as he should 
think proper; as appears by a printed copy of the said Patent 
which refers to the former of 1631, and for want of that former 
Patent it cannot be ascertained whether the whole Province or 
what part thereof was granted to the said de la Tour. It would 
seem that the second Patent of 1651 was issued by way of 
confirmation of La Tour’s title just after he had been acquitted of 
certain charges alledged against him; for the petitioner hath 
produced to us a decree made for that purpose by the Masters of 
Requests in the French King’s Court and Chancery bearing date 
the ninth day of February of the same year 1651, and in this 
decree mention is likewise made of a former Commission granted 
to the Sieur de la Tour dated Feb. 8th, 1631, constituting him 
Lieutenant General for the French King in the said Province of 
Accadie, Fort St. John, Port de la Tour, and the places depen- 
dant upon them. This decree was confirmed by the French 
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King’s Order in Council dated the 26th of the same month, and 
the said Sieur de Tour was thereby absolved from all accusations 
which had been preferred against him for treason or maladminis- 
tration in his government of Accadie and reinstated and main- 
tained in the full possession and enjoyment of all the lands which 
had been acquired by him or in his name in the said territory of 
Accadie or New France. Under the authority of these Letters 
Patents and of the decree of the Masters of Requests and Chancery 
confirmed by the French King’s Order in Council Mrs. Campbell 
alledges that the said De la Tour, her grandfather, for the good of 
the State and for the encouragement of those who desired to 
settle in this new colony, as well as in conformity to the intention 
of the King his master, distributed part of the lands he had 
acquired in the Province under his government at a very low rate 
to the new inhabitants, upon certain conditions or Articles made 
with them in his own name or in the names of his attornies or 
agents, which contracts were either plundered and taken away 
from the Petitioner, or burned in the last descent and invasion 
of the Indians in Nova Scotia, in which the Petitioner’s first 
husband was killed. She supposes however that copies of these 
contracts might be found in some of the publick offices in Nova 
Scotia, and that altho’ they should be entirely lost, yet her long 
possession with the successive and uncontested payments of rents 
to her, down to the years 1729 and 1730, would be sufficient proofs 
for the support of her present claim. The aforesaid Charles de 
St. Estienne de la Tour being dead, the petitioner alledges, that 
his only son the petitioner’s father succeeded him in all his estates, 
titles, possessions, honours and privileges, which he continued to 
enjoy peaceably to the time of his death in the year 1704, leaving 
several children his heirs who enjoyed his inheritance under the 
guardianship of their mother until the year 1713, when the 
Province of Nova Scotia was yielded to Great Britain by the 
12th Article of the Treaty of Utrecht. By the 14th Article of 
that Treaty, it was expressly provided that the subjects of the 
King of France in Nova Scotia should have liberty to remove 
themselves within the term of one year to any other place if they 
should think fit, with all their moveable effects, but that such as 
should be willing to remain there and be subject to the Kingdom 
of Great Britain, should enjoy the free exercise of their religion, 
according to the usage of the Church of Rome, as far as the laws 
of Great Britain do allow the same. But her late Majesty 
Queen Anne was pleased by her letter to General Nicholson bear- 
ing date the 23rd day of June, 1713, in consideration of the French 
King’s having at her request released some of his Protestant 
subjects from the galleys to allow the French inhabitants in Nova 
Scotia and Newfoundland to hold their lands or dispose of them 
if they thought fit ete. Letter from Queen to Governor Nicholson 
quoted. (v.C.8.P.23rd June,1713). Continues :—Hereupon soon 
after the publication of the foregoing letter in Nova Scotia, the 
several brothers and sisters of the Petitioner’s coheirs of the land 
and premises in question retired into the neighbouring Provinces 
under the domination of France, and left the Petitioner who would 
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not abandon her country, sole proprietor in possession of all 
their lands and rents, under certain conditions agreed upon 
amongst themselves. The conveyances which were made to the 
Petitioner upon this occasion have been produced to us and bear 
date November 9th, 1714. The Petitioner sets forth that not- 
withstanding the refusal made by the inhabitants of Minis to 
pay her the rents to which they were engaged by their articles 
because she durst not go thither to compel them for fear of the 
Indian savages, by whom she was seized about seven years ago, 
and run a very great hazard of being massacred, the revenue 
ariseing to her from thence amounted to 80 or 90 pounds sterling 
p- annum which she offers to confirm by oath, not being able at 
present to give better evidence of the value of the income arising 
from the said rents; and she likewise further avers that her 
lands are now set for a 20th part of their real value. To prove 
her possession and enjoyment of the lands and premises in question, 
the petitioner produces two orders under the hand of the aforesaid 
Governor Philipps dated July 5th, 1721, and Sept. 19th, 1722, by 
which all the inhabitants and landholders are ordered to pay her 
the rents stipulated in their contracts. She likewise produces a 
certificate subscribed and sworn to by the Reverend Mr. Robert 
Cuthbert, sometime minister of Annapolis Royal where the 
Petitioner resided, as Chaplain to Colonel Philipp’s regiment, who 
deposes that during his residence at Annapolis he was well 
acquainted with the Petitioner etc. who was seized and possessed 
of a large estate of inheritance lying in and about Annapolis 
Royal in Nova Scotia and was reputed and esteemed both by 
English and French and other the inhabitants thereabouts to be 
Lady of the Mannor lands and premises situated as aforesaid and 
to be legally intitled thereto, and as such received the rents and 
profits thereof during this deponent’s stay there; and this 
deponent saith that he hath been present and several times seen 
the rents and profits of the premises aforesaid paid to her from 
the French, and believes that in her own name she gave proper 
and legal receipts and discharges for the same, and that the said 
Agatha Campbell held and enjoyed the aforesaid lands and 
premises without any interruption or molestation and free from 
any claim or demand whatsoever during this deponent’s residence 
there. The Petitioner hath likewise produced to us three 
affidavits of Mary Barton, John Welch and William Tipton, who 
severally depose that they have lived many, years at Annapolis 
Royal during which time they were well acquainted with the 
Petitioner efc. and that during their abode in Nova Scotia she was 
acknowledged sole Lady of the Manour, lands and premises of all 
the inhabited parts of that Province and that in her own right 
she received the rents and acknowledgements thereof from the 
inhabitants enjoying the same without molestation, and that she 
was a Protestant of the Church of England and greatly beloved 
by the inhabitants her tenants, as will appear more largely by 
the said affidavits etc. annexed. Having heard what the petitioner 
had to alledge in support of her claim, we thought it proper upon 
this occasion to discourse with Governor Philipps efc., by whom 
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most of the facts alledged by the Petitioner in support of her right 
have been confirmed, particularly as to the value of the quit 
rents, and her receipt of them, as the rightful proprietor thereof, 
and that she would have continued to do so to this day but that 
a stop was put thereto in 1730 in consequence of H.M. orders 
upon a representation from the said Colonel Philipps till Mrs. 
Campbell’s title should be further enquired into and H.M. pleasure 
be known thereupon. We have also examined the Histories of 
this Country and searched the books of our office with respect to 
the facts alledged by the Petitioner, from whence it appears 
amongst other things, that in the year 1621 the country of Nova 
Scotia was granted by King James Ist to Sir William Alexander, 
afterwards Earl of Sterling, who took possession thereof, drove 
out the French who had encroached upon it, and planted a colony 
there. That in the year 1630 the said Sir William Alexander 
sold his right to Nova Scotia to Monsieur Claude de la Tour, a 
French Protestant, to be held by him and his successors under the 
Crown of Scotland. That about the year 1631 King Charles Ist 
made some sort of concession of the said country to the Crown of 
France, reserving nevertheless the right of the Proprietor who had 
before enjoyed it. That in 1633 notwithstanding this last- 
mentioned concession the said King Charles Ist by Letters Patents 
bearing date the llth of May in the same year granted to 
Sir Lewis Kirk and others full privilege not only of trade and 
commerce even in the River of Canada, which is to the northward 
of Nova Scotia, and places on either side adjacent, but also of 
planting colonies and building forts and bulwarks where they 
should think fit, but the said Sir Lewis Kirk and partners were 
molested by the French in the enjoyment and exercise of their 
privileges. That several years afterwards in the year 1654 
Cromwel having then a fleet at New England caused the country 
of Nova Scotia to be seized, as being antiently a part of the 
English Dominions to which the French had no just title, and the 
proprietor of the said country Sir Charles de St. Estienne, son 
and heir to the fore-mentioned Monsieur de la Tour, coming there- 
upon into England and making out his title under the aforesaid 
Earl of Sterling and the Crown of Scotland, his right was allowed 
of by Cromwell; whereupon the said St. Estienne, by his deed 
bearing date the 20th of November 1656 made over all his right 
and title to Nova Scotia to Sir Thomas Temple and Mr. William 
Crown ; one or both of them who did accordingly continue to 
possess and enjoy the same with the profits thence arising until 
the year 1667 when Nova Scotia was yielded to the French by the 
Treaty of Breda, and was accordingly delivered to them in 1670 
by virtue of an order from King Charles the Second to Sir Thomas 
Temple, who then resided as Governor upon the place. From this 
time to the Treaty of Utrecht, when N. Scotia was again surren- 
dered by France to the Crown of Great Britain, our books make 
no mention of the descendants of the abovementioned Monsieur 
de la Tour; but as the Petitioner with her brothers and sisters 
were found in possession of the lands and quit rents above- 
mentioned, we think it highly reasonable to believe that after the 
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surrender of Nova Scotia to France in 1670, the French King did 
thereupon restore Monsieur de la Tour, the Petitioner’s father, to 
the enjoyment of his estate, and it appears to us upon the whole 
that the Petitioner Mrs. Agatha Campbell is daughter to the last 
mentioned Monsieur de la Tour and grand-daughter to Monsieur 
Charles Saint Estienne, Sieur de la Tour, whose right to Nova 
Scotia was allowed by Cromwell, and that partly by right of 
inheritance and partly by cession from her relations, she is justly 
entitled to all the possessions and rents belonging to her said 
father and grandfather not disposed of by them during their 
respective lives ; but what those rents and possessions were does 
not appear to us for want of the first Letters Patent to the Sieur 
de la Tour in 1631, excepting the quit rents abovementioned of 
eighty or ninety pounds pr. annum. Whereupon we would take 
leave to propose that H.M. should be graciously pleased to order 
a valuable consideration to be paid to the Petitioner for her said 
quit rents, and also for the extinguishment of her claim to any 
other part of Nova Scotia; and in the meantime to issue his 
Royal Orders to Coll. Philipps, the present Governor of Nova 
Scotia or to the Commander in Chief there for the time being to 
give the necessary directions in that Province, that all arrears of 
rents or quit rents due to the Petitioner from the inhabitants of 
Nimos or others since the year 1730 or from the time of her 
receiving the last payments be paid to her the said Agatha 
Campbell without delay ; and that she be re-instated in the 
possession of such lands and quit rents as she was possessed of 
before the late orders for stopping the payment of her rents, and 
to enjoy them without any let or molestation, until the aforesaid 
consideration shall be paid.

370. Some considerations relating to the security of the British 
Colonies in America. If a war should break out between England 
and France, it is natural to expect they will attack us where we 
are weakest, and that is in America. The Leeward Islands may 
be overrun in a very few days from Guardaloupe or Martinique, 
etc. Barbados would make but a very poor resistance, having 
no forces but their own militia, and their fortifications in a very 
bad condition. Jamaica might possibly be defended by a power- 
full sea force against a descent from Hispaniola, but ye French 
have near 20,000 people in their part of that island, settl’d within 
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ye space of a few years, whereas Jamaica tho’ planted in Oliver 
Cromwell’s time, and capable of maintaining 200,000 inhabitants 
by ye last returns from thence had no more than 7,648 white 
people, including men, women, and children. And is under daily 
alarms from her runaway negroes. Gives details of numbers of 
inhabitants : 74,525 slaves etc. Argues that the Leeward Islands 
being so small are not capable of supporting a sufficient number 
of inhabitants to defend them against the superior forces of the 
French in their neighbouring Colonies. There may be between 
3 or 4000 in the four islands, but they are dispers’d, and can never 
be brought together for their common defence: and therefore 
the Crown has constantly been at the expence of maintaining a 
regiment of foot there, which has been an expence thrown away 
to no manner of purpose efc. This Regiment has been so manag’d 
that ye inhabitants could have expected but very little protection 
from it, being always vastly deficient in its numbers, and ye few 
soldiers that were effective, except tradesmen who could earn 
their own bread, have been almost starv’d for want of subsistance, 
consequently much fitter for hospital than for service. Proposes 
that the Colonel should be immediately ordered to his post and to 
make, in conjunction with the Governor, a return of the strength 
of the Regiment: that it be forthwith recruited ; and as it is 
impossible for the common soldiers to subsist there upon their 
own pay, that the Governor be instructed to recommend to the 
people to make the same additional provision for them at least, 
which the Assembly of Jamaica give to their 2 Independent 
Companies. But this Regiment compleated to its full establish- 
ment will be but of little use without a Naval force ete. The loss 
of these islands, or even the destruction of their sugar works, 
would be a great detriment to England, and an irreparable 
damage to the inhabitants, who have not to this day recovered 
the losses of the last war etc. The Admiralty have a very good 
harbour at Antegoa, and we should upon the first apprehension 
of danger, have two ships of war at the least upon this station. 
The property of the King’s subjects in these islands, including 
their slaves, stock, coffers and buildings is computed at near 
three millions sterl. Barbados has of late years given so much 
money to their Governors that they have not been able to lay 
out any upon their fortifications, but their charge upon that head 
is at present considerably diminished and therefore their Governor 
should be instructed to recommend to them to take care of the 
necessary repairs for their fortifications and supply of their 
magazine. For I fear the number of their inhabitants is much 
lessen’d of late. Upon the least umbrage of a war they should 
have the same number of ships for their defence which were 
employ’d on that station during the last war. This will be the 
more necessary at present, because of the French encroachments 
at Santa Lucia which lies within sight of Barbados, and of the 
encrease of the French inhabitants in their neighbourhood. 
Jamaica has always been deservedly our chief concern, as well 
upon acct. of its scituation, as of its real value, and if the 
inhabitants had understood their own interest or had half so much 
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concern for themselves as we have had for them, they would not 
have been in so bad a condition as they now are. Instead of 
being a great burthen to us, they might, with good conduct, by 
this time have been able to stand alone, and have been the terror 
of the West Indies. But it is too late to look backwards, and some 
way must be found out effectualy to people this island, or we shall 
certainly lose it. Our Fleets indeed may do a great deal for the 
defence of Jamaica; but it is to be consider’d that the same 
winds which may bring a force from Hispaniola, may confine our 
ships in port; and an Iland upon which we have long valu’d 
ourselves, be lost, notwithstanding our naval force, in a very few 
days. It will therefore be highly necessary to send some person 
of spirit, integrity, and capacity to command this Iland. He 
should be instructed to send home a full and true state of their 
condition. How it comes to pass that they are not better 
peopled ? What impediments there are to the settling of the 
country ? and how they may be removed, either by the Legislature 
of the Iland, or that of Great Britain ? for this is too valuable a 
jewel in the Crown of England, to be lost by the petulance of the 
inhabitants, or the exorbitant avarice of a few leading men, who 
have eat up all their poor neighbours and expelled them the Iland. 
Something in the nature of an Agrarian law must be made for 
Jamaica if we intend to keep it. No man should be allow’d to 
hold more land than he can cultivate, and great encouragment 
should be given to draw inhabitants thither, for England could © 
not lay out money to a better purpose. In the mean while we 
should allow them as many ships for their defence in case of 
danger, as they had any time the last war. And we must not 
wait till we hear the French are going to send ships into the West 
Indies ; for we may be undone by the land force they have there 
already etc. Suggests sending, upon the first apprehension of a 
rupture a strong land force also into the iland, under the command 
of some experienced officer. The Bahama Ilands in case of a 
war would lye greatly expos’d to an invasion from the Spanish 
Colonies at Porto Rico, Hispaniola or Cuba, but especially from 
the last. The temptation of attacking them will not arise from 
the plunder, the inhabitants being hitherto very poor, but their 
scituation is of very great importance, and therefore they will 
merit a farther land force for their defence, having only one 
Company there at present. And as they have a good harbour at 
Providence for 20 gun cruisers, two ships of that size may be 
station’d here to good purpose, to watch the Spanish plate fleets, 
and be a cheque upon the navigation of the Gulph of Florida. 
It were to be wished that these were the only British Dominions 
in America expos’d to danger ; but it is certain that the French 
may make themselves masters of Nova Scotia whenever they 
please. It is easie to perceive from one cast of the eyes upon the 
map, that this Province is surrounded almost on every side by 
the French settlements of Cape Briton, L’isle Madam, Anticosta, 
the river of St. Laurence, and Canada, in all which places, the 
French are very strong and numerous, especialy at Cape Briton 
and L’isle Madam efc., but we have hardly one civil inhabitant in 
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the whole province of Nova Scotia, and what is still worse, we 
have upwards of 3000 French Papists settled in the heart of the 
countrey, who have remained there ever since the Peace ; and 
tho’ they have with great difficulty been prevail’d on not long 
since to take the oaths of allegiance to the King; there is no 
doubt that they would readily joyn with their countreymen to 
recover this Province for the Crown of France efc. Something 
should be done without loss of time. It may not perhaps be 
adviseable to ask the assistance of Parlt. yet nothing can be done 
without expence. Palatines or Saltburgers might certainly be 
had in Holland, and in my humble opinion they ought to be had. 
But there is one other way which has formerly been recommended 
as advantageous to the publick in every respect, and that is to 
engage the straglers, now settled in Newfoundland, where they 
do a great deal of harm, to transport themselves to Nova Scotia, 
where they may be of some use to their Mother Countrey. And 
as these people are already inur’d to the hardships of these cold 
climates they would be of more service there than a much larger 
number from any other place. All reasonable encouragements 
should therefore be given to them, and indeed to any other 
people that are dispos’d to settle in Nova Scotia, till that Province 
shall have acquir’d a reasonable defence. It may likewise be for 
the King’s service, that Col. Philips should be order’d forthwith to 
recruit his Regt. to the full establishment, and if the men were 
allow’d to carry wives with them they might in time do something 
towards peopling the countrey. But this is only one of those 
gradual expedients to which many more might be added, but 
which would not save the present emergency efc. ‘The preserva- 
tion of this Province, and of the Fishery upon its coast, which is 
preferable to that of Newfoundland, would always deserve a 
station ship, and more in time of war, with another regiment.

As 
this may probably prove the last opportunity that I may 
have this year of writing to your Lordships; I have therefore 
judged it necessary to acquaint you, that on the 21st Septemr. 
last, there arrived here a ship from the Tower, with cannon, 
carriages, shot and other ordnance stores, with bedding and 
cloaths for the poor men. As I have the wellfare of this 
Province much at heart, I hope your Lordships will excuse my so 
frequently reminding you thereof, in order that the same may be 
promoted and secured from being disturbed by our neighbours, 
the French, who are very assiduous in carrying on their fortifyca- 
tions at the Island of St. Johns in the Bay of Vert, and at St. 
Peter’s about six or seven leagues distant from Canso, which is 
to them a very great eye sore ; and I heartily wish it were put in 
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a state of defence, for tis a most valuable place, and in case of 
any disturbance, it will, I am much affraid, be abandon’d, to the 
great prejudice of Great Britain, which I hope your Lordships will 
consider, and move its being fortifyed; otherwise it must 
certainly fall a sacrifice, being in a most miserable condition, 
without barracks or houses, for either stores of war or provisions. 
I have also formerly advised your Lordships of the information 
which I had received of the French carrying on a very great 
Fishery at Cape Gaspy, where there annually resorts a great 
number of vessells, and of greater force, than at Lewisbourg, 
which must needs prove detrimental to our fish trade, and which 
I wish could be prevented by the man of war’s visiting these 
parts, with Instructions to report the particular state and scitua- 
tion of these places, which is not possible for me to do, being 
obliged at such a distance, to give ear only to the informations of 
others. This ship from the Board of Ordnance, which is to carry 
home all the cannon, mortars efc. hath much revived us, and 
makes us hope that care will be taken of us, they having also sent 
some artificers, with directions to their storekeeper, to put the 
Garrison and the outwork in repair, which at present wants it 
much : We have ever since the spring been employed in patching 
and repairing the roofs and the foundations of the houses, to 
prevent their falling ; and I hope that in a few years, the whole 
Garrison will be in a tollerable good condition ; and I heartily 
wish our storehouses and magazines were likewise ordered to be 
made bom proof, which would be a great safety to the place. 
I am informed from Canso that they have not only cured a great 
many eod fish (tho’ not so many as last years) but also killed a 
great many whales, and made a considerable quantity of oyle. 
This trade is carryed on by a number of sloops in company, fitted 
out from Connecticut and New England, who catch them off at 
sea, and bring them to the port of Canso. They about the 20th of 
Septembr. last had about seventy sloops put in there, deeply 
loaded with fourteen whales ; and they were daily in expectation 
of one hundred sloops more, also full freighted from the Banks, 
where they report are whales in great abundance ; and as this is an 
advantageous branch of trade, I hope your Lordships will be 
convinced, that there is a necessity for the fortifying of that fort, 
and promote the same, that the views of our encroaching neigh- 
bours of Cape Breton, or of any other of the French Governments, 
may be thereby disappointed ; and I am of opinion that the 
annual dutys arrising from the trade at Canso, will far exceed the 
annual expence of the Government in having it well fortifyed ; 
Besides it would draw multitudes of people there, by which the 
trade would yearly increase, were there such a fortifycation, and 
a sufficient number of men for their protection etc. Our Indians 
begin to be uneasy, and ’tis alleadged that it proceeds from having 
never received the presents formerly sent to them by his late 
Majesty : the French, who have always been incendiarys, improve 
their opportunitys, and make use of every the least pretence, to 
incite them against us ; and also to engage them further in their 
own interest, do punctually send them annual presents, which, 
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woud the Government of Great Britain do, and order them 
some red and blew strouds, a few arms and a smal quantity of 
powder and shot yearly, it would, I believe, be the most success- 
full method of securing them to the British interest ; or could 
this Government trade with them on the same footing as that of 
New England, by having truck houses erected in several places 
of the Province, especially at the River of St. Johns, to prevent 
their being imposed upon by other traders (who prefer their 
present profit to any future publick good) as the Government of 
New England hath done, for their publick peace, tho’ they are 
otherwise loosers by the traffick, I am apt to believe, could a fund 
be ordered to supply such houses in this Province, that it would 
in a great measure answer the end, if faithfully applyed, (tho’ 
they are at best, by all I can learn, a perfidious people to the 
English, through the means of their Missionarys). The loss by 
selling cheaper, or buying their furs at an higher rate than the 
traders do, being but a triffle to the publick in comparison to their 
freindship to the Government, if it could be procured through 
these means. I am informed that a geat body of Indians are 
gone to a place called Peanycook, upon the frontiers of New 
England, and lay claim to several tracts of land, which much 
alarms that Government, and efc. I have advice that another 
body of them, under the conduct of one Astage, a Missionary 
Priest, intend to take up their quarters this winter at Chickenec- 
tua, in this Government. Their designs are not as yet fully 
discovered; But tis suggested that it is partly to prevent my 
perfecting the magazine at Mines; and I beleive that both the 
Government of Quebeck and Cape Breton are at the bottom of it, 
as formerly signifyed to your Lordships; However I shall as 
carefully as possible, watch their motions, and advise you accord- 
ingly, and from time to time lay before you whatever I may think 
necessary for the wellfare and interest of this Province, being 
zealously affected towards H.M. service etc. Signed, L. Armstrong.

This does not come up to what 

they owe them, but their guardians desired him to sign the grant, 

to secure this sum, and hope for an opportunity to apply for more 
hereafter. He has also prevailed upon them to take under their 

care the fort and settlements of Pemaquid. Although there 

have been repeated orders from the Crown to this Government 

for more than 30 years, to support a fort at Pemaquid, no former 
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Governor has been able to prevail with them to do so. The 
enclosed Journal shows that the Assembly desired him to exchange 
for it Fort Mary at Winter Harbour, which, on his survey last 
year, he decided to be of little use etc, He will therefore order the 
garrison and stores thence to Fredericks Fort at Pemaquid. 
‘“ By the present supply of the Treasury the officers and men in 
H.M. several forts efc. recieve their pay, as well as all others to 
whom the Province has been so long indebted. I have, My Lord 
Duke, had an inconcievable deal of trouble from my arrival etc. 
by the violent opposition of the several Assemblies to H.M. just 
and reasonable orders, and have been often threatn’d, by some 
leading men, that I shou’d not have any support, unless I wou’d 
sign a bill for supply of the Treasury contrary to the King’s Royal 
Instructions, and I have been obliged to live somethimes 18 
moneths on my own fortune efc. in defence of the King’s honour, 

and I am glad, after all, that I have been able to accomplish the 
several articles I have now mention’d, because it does honour to 
H.M., and I am also satify’d they are things, that will greatly 
contribute to the service and interest of the people. The great 
dispute respecting the supply of the Treasury being got over etc. 
will very much strengthen the King’s Government here, and make 
this Province more dependent (as it ought to be) on it’s Mother 
Country, for while the House of Representatives had the power 
of forbidding the payment of half a crown, ’till they had in a 
formal manner examin’d and past upon the account, it gave them 
an unequal balance in all matters of the Government, but at 
present, the Assembly seems to be growing more dutifull to the 
King, and inclined that the affairs of the Government shou’d run 
in their proper channels etc. Hopes they will continue so, as they 
find they are unable to move him from adherence to H.M. orders. 
They have not made provision for the repairs of the fortifications. 
It being a busy season, they were desirous of a recess, so he 
adjourned them till Jan. 24, and will take an opportunity of 
urging upon them this necessary work. But he fears a dispute 
on the subject, because, while the Charter empowers the Governor 
to erect, furnish or demolish forts, it has been usual for the 
Assembly to appoint a Committee to look after the building and 
repairs of forts etc. He thinks their assuming such a power is 
unwarrantable, and such encroachment on H.M. Prerogative 
will not be permitted by His Grace etc. Asks for a special direc- 
tion on this head. By a late emission of bills of credit of £100,000 
by Rhode Island, to circulate in this and the neighbouring 
Colonies, which it is judged may greatly damage the estates and 
trade of H.M. subjects of Great Britain and these Provinces by 
enhancing the prices of exports in return for British manufactures, 
a number of merchants in Boston, as they say to prevent the 
depreciating the bills of this Province, at present the only medium 
of trade, by suffering a flood of Rhode Island bills to pass here, 
are associated to circulate their notes to the value of £110,000. 
Continues : The liberty of the little Colony of Rhoad Island has 
taken from time to time of striking and issuing such large sums 
of bills of credit has been (undoubtedly) a great loss and damage

Indeed the 
issuing of bills of credit in the manner as has been practis’d in 
these Northern Colonies for many years past has prov’da publick 
cheat and fraud, and altho’ this Province and New Hampshire 
are restrain’d, yet while Rhoad Island and others are not, the 
intention of H.M. wise orders to me are eluded, and the mischief 
arising from such vile bills of credit are still increast. I further 
think it my duty to represent to your Grace the hazards and 
inconveniencies that may arise to H.M. Government, and to his 
people here, shou’d a number of private gentlemen presume to 
circulate bills of credit in lieu of money, before they have laid 
their scheme before H.M., or before His Government here ”’ etc.

if they shou’d prevaricate, he might contradict them he is as 
considerable a merchant as any, knows more of the gentlemen’s 
characters here and very different from the others in his way of 
thinking. I nam/’d the first because tho’ I am sure they will be 
against everything that is propos’d by the Ministry yet their 
private obligations to the gentlemen of this island are such they 
will be fore’d to speak the truth tho’ never so much against their 
inclinations, and our opposers will not pretend to doubt their 
veracity being their own friends. All this that I have said is in 
case your Grace shoud think we are applying in a proper manner 
for relief, the reason of my sending these petitions inclos’d in a 
private letter is if your Grace shou’d be of opinion our application 
to Parliament is improper that petition might be stifi’d, but if 
your Grace shou’d think we are right, you will be so good to send 
it to Mr. Sharp or who ever else your Grace shou’d approve of in 
order to it’s being presented to the House of Commons. I hope 
your Grace will pardon me if I beg your assistance in what we ask, 
especially if what we have now offer’d is in an agreeable manner 
to your Grace and your friends, which I shall ever take all the care 
I can to have done whenever I know there is anything to be 
ask’d from hence. If your Grace shou’d think us too early in this 
request, having had a bill pass’d the last sessions in our favours, 
I must acquaint your Grace the people here are generally in a 
most miserable condition and if not soon reliev’d it will prove too 
late for unless they are put on an equal footing with their 
neighbours the French, they must in a very short time be intirely 
undone, but I doubt not if we have the happiness to have what we 
now ask granted, be it only for a few years we shall get so much 
the better of our rivals in this valuable trade they will never be 
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able to come in competition with us again. The granting us this 
will not only be an immediate advantage to the Sugar Islands but 
also a vast benefit to the Northern Colonies by enabling our 
planters to take a much greater quantity of their lumber and their 
commodities and allowing them much better price for what they 
bring than they are now able to do. I hope I have now got the 
Assembly to consent to pass an Agent’s bill to your Grace’s 
satisfaction (Mr. Sharp, Teissier and Leheup) ; there are still some 
that object to Mr. Leheup but as your Grace was pleas’d to order 
me to do what I cou’d to get him nam’d and as Mr. Walpole was 
very desirous and very pressing to have him continu’d, I have 
taken a good deal of pains about it and believe I shall succeed. 
If I shou’d be mistaken in this bill I must beg your Grace will not 
think anything has been omitted on my part, but believe I do all I 
can in obedience to your commands efc. Encloses “a little 
pamphlet wrote by Mr. Walpole’s Deputy here to shew the many 
difficultys the sugar planters now labour and how necessary a 
direct exportation is, to preserve this Colony.” Signed, Howe.

416. i. Petition of Council and Assembly of Barbados to the 
King. 13th Nov., 1733. Several laws were heretofore 
made restraining the importation of sugars into England, 
and preventing their being carryed to foreign ports, 
without being first landed there, which laws fully 
answered the intentions of the Legislature whilst the 
subjects of your Majesty’s predecessors were masters 
of the sugar trade, and proved greatly beneficial to 
England by advancing its navigation, and producing a 
considerable balance of trade in its favour, by exporting 
from thence great quantitys of sugar to France, Holland, 
Flanders and other foreign nations. The sugar trade is 
now upon a quite different footing than it was when those 
laws were made, as the foreign Powers have very much 
encreas’d their sugar plantations by giving their subjects 
liberty to carry their sugar directly to most of the 
marketts in Europe that used to be supplyed with 
English produce, whereby they save from twenty to 
forty pr. cent upon every voyage, which advantage alone 
must soon gett the sugar trade from your Majesty’s 
subjects (unless timely prevented) to the great prejudice 
of your Majesty’s Sugar Islands and consequently of 
the Trade and Navigation of Great Britain. Notwith- 
standing those foreign powers have had this great 
advantage for some years past, yet your Majesty’s 
subjects are still restrained to British marketts, and 
pay high dutys upon importation, which has brought 
this Colony to the lowest ebb. Petitioners humbly con- 
ceive, if they were once putt upon an equal footing with 
foreigners, as to a direct exportation of their sugars to 
the several ports of Europe they could still preserve 
themselves, and gain a superiority over foreigners in 
the sugar trade, and thereby add a considerable ballance 
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to the national stock ; more especially if the high dutys 
now pay’d upon importation be abated, and an inland 
duty be laid upon refin’d sugar consumed in Great 
Britain as an equivalent for such an abatement, which 
as your Petitioners humbly apprehend would not only 
preserve your Majesty’s Sugar Plantations, and thereby 
support and maintain your Majesty’s Northern Colonys, 
and promote a greater consumption of the produce of 
Ireland, but would also be greatly advantageous to the 
Trade, Navigation and strength of Great Britain etc.

these islands ; In July last there was a hurricane that destroyed 
all the corn and fruits of this Island, which has made all sorts of 
provisions much scarcer than usual, and this scarcity, I imagine, 
has occasioned a sickness that has carried off a great number of 
the inhabitants. I have not yet been able to get a particular | 
account of what effects have been sav’d out of the Spanish wrecks, 
but I am informed they are still working upon them, and that they 
have found where they all ly, except one, on board of which there 
is said to be three millions of pieces of eight ; a few days ago a 
vessel went from hence to see what they were doing, when she 
returns, I hope to collect some account worthy of your Grace’s 
notice, both with regard to what they have saved, and likewise 
what they are doing at present. I beg leave to acquaint your 
Grace, that Mr. Colebrooke, whom you did me the honour to 
recommend to me, is a person of so restless and turbulent a 
spirit, that he has kept the people of this island in a continual 
flame, ever since his arrival here, insomuch that all the power 
of the government has for some time past been trampled upon, 
and I fear it will be with great difficulty, I shall be able to make 
them sensible of the mistakes he has designedly led them into, 
in order, as I apprehend, to render himself considerable by lessen- 
ing and even contemning all orders of the Governor and Council ; 
I am at present doing everything in my power to serve and 
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oblige him, because I imagine from your Grace’s recommendation 
it will be agreeable to you I should do so, but I own I am affraid 
from the man’s character, he will not be long able to keep within 
the bounds of decency. I flatter myself that my behaviour in 
this Government will be such, as to merit the continuation of that 
favour your Grace has hitherto been pleased to show me, ec.

There has been a great sickness among the inhabitants, which 
has carried of many of them, among whom dyed Mr. Thompson, 
first of the Council, who has had the Government since the death 
of Mr. Rogers, and also two or three others of the Council, so that 
with those dead and absent, there were but three of the members 
named in my Instructions upon the Island, which made it 
necessary for me to swear in two more, to make a quorum for the 
present, which I accordingly did, namely William Stewart and 
Chaloner Jackson Esqrs., but I forbear filling up the other 
vacancys to the number of seven, as I am impowered by my 
Commission, because some of the Councillors named in my 
Instructions are dayly expected to return from the Continent etc. 
Hears the Spaniards are still working upon the wrecks etc. as preced- 
ing. Continues: The inhabitants of these islands are greatly 
rejoiced at what the Crown has agreed to do for them, and not 
without great reason, for to speak the truth, if H.M. had not been 
graciously pleased, to order that the right of the Proprietors 
should be bought out, and some protection given to the people 
for their persons and effects from an enemy, it would be 
impossible for this settlement to subsist, much less to attain to 
that improvement, which I hope a little time will produce.

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Majesty’s approbation, the funds (which were settled 
for calling in and sinking the £106,000 paper money 
formerly issued) are otherwise applyed and a further 
sum of £104,725 1s. 34d. of paper credit is imposed on 
your Majesty’s subjects contrary to the publick faith 
and credit of said Province, and there has been an 
attempt lately to raise a further sum of £250,000 in 
paper money the consequences of all such imaginary 
value will be greatly prejudicial to the propertys of

427. i. Petition of Thomas Cooper, James Greeme, and Rowland 
Vaughan of 8S. Carolina, gentlemen, to the King. 
Abstract. Divers of your Majesty’s subjects being desirous 
to settle on vacant lands on the frontiers vested in the 
Crown by the surrender of the Lords Proprietors efc., 
did in Dee. last, pursuant to H.M. Instructions, obtain 
warrants from the Governor to H.M. Surveyor General 
requiring him to lay out several quantities of lands, that 
they might obtain grants upon the conditions appointed 
by H.M. Instructions. By virtue of said warrants, they 
procured several parcels of uncultivated lands belonging 
to the Crown, to be laid out efc. and certified by the 
Surveyor General according to the usual method of the 
Province. Soon after, the lower House of Assembly, 
through the instigation of Governor Johnson, on 3rd 
Feb. last issued one or more warrants of commitment 
commanding the Messenger of the House to take into his 
custody James Fergason, Robert Godfry, William 
Staples, and William McPherson, Deputys to James 
St. John, Esq., H.M. Surveyor General, for running out 
patent lands and lands formerly surveyed contrary to 
law, H.E.’s warrant and the Surveyor General’s precept. 
On 10th Feb. the lower House issued another warrant 
to the Messenger to take into his custody the petitioner, 
Thomas Cooper and one Job Rothmahler for aiding, 
assisting and superintending the Deputy Surveyors in 
the same. The lands laid out by the Deputy Surveyors 
were lands belonging to the Crown, vacant and unculti- 
vated, and never had been laid out or surveyed before 
by virtue of any lawful authority either from your 
Majesty or the Lords Proprietors. The aforesaid orders 
of commitment were issued with a view to intimidate 
the Surveyor General and his Deputies from doing their 
duty in finding out and surveying and all other persons 
from making discovery of such of the Crown lands as 
had been privately and fraudulently surveyed and con- 
cealed from your Majesty under colour and pretence of 
old patents granted to the ancestors of said Governor 
and other persons who had been formerly created 
Landgraves or Cassiques of the said Province, which 
patents were either originally void in law or were become 
void by reason of their not having been carried into 
execution in the lifetime of the original grantees, but 
have lately been set up to the prejudice of your Majesty’s 

| title by the heirs or assigns of the original patentees etc. 
The said orders of commitment were issued with the 
further view of hindring the claims and pretended titles 
set up under colour of the said patents from undergoing 
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a judicial examination in the Courts of the Province 
where such matters are properly cognizable etc. Cooper 
was taken into custody accordingly on 22nd March, 
at which time the Assembly was adjourned, and was 
not to re-assemble for another 10 days. James Greeme, 
his Counsel at law, at his request, sued out on his 
behalf H.M. writ of Habeas Corpus grounded on the 
Statute returnable immediately to the end that the 
cause of his imprisonment might be legally examined, 
forasmuch as he, by the order of commitment, was not 
charged with any breach of privilege, contempt or other 
offence against the House, or of any crime for which by 
the laws of the land he ought to have been deprived of 
his liberty etc. The Messenger refused to obey the writ 
of Habeas Corpus. No return being made of it within 
three days after the delivery of it,Greeme sued out of 
H.M. Court of Common Pleas the usual and lawful 
original process against the said Messenger in an action 
brought on the penalty of the Statute for his refusal. 
Said process was delivered by Greeme to the Provost 
Marshall, the proper and only officer appointed for its 
execution. But the process was never served or 
executed upon the Messenger. The House being after- 
wards reassembled, 5th April, issued out another 
warrant commanding the Messenger to take Greeme into 
his custody for signing and delivering the aforesaid 
process etc. Greeme on being arrested immediately 
preferred a petition to the Lower House in a very humble 
and submissive manner for his discharge, and Cooper 
petitioned in like manner etc. Both petitions were 
rejected. Greeme thereupon obtained from the Chief 
Justice H.M. writ of Habeas Corpus directed to the 
said Messenger, which was delivered to him by the 
petitioner Rowland Vaughan, for which he was likewise 
by order of the lower House committed to the custody 
of their Messenger, and thereupon resolutions were 
passed by the House that the Messenger should yeild 
no obedience to any writ of Habeas Corpus for any person 
that was committed by order of the said House. 
Petitioners having undergone a tedious and _ close 
confinement and having made frequent applications for 
writs of Habeas Corpus to several of the Magistrates 
who by the laws of the Province are impowered and 
required to grant the said writts, and having lastly 
applied to H.M. Governor who by the laws is also 
obliged and by the royal Instructions is_ strictly 
enjoyned to take care of the due execution of the laws 
and that writts of Habeas Corpus be not denyed, and 
having been denied the same, were at last obliged to 
petition the lower House in such terms as they thought 
fitt to direct for their enlargment, and then with 
difficulty were discharged on payment of exorbitant 
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fees amounting to upwards of £300 besides the damage 
they sustained in their several callings. In order further 
to distress them and debar them from pursuing their 
legal remedies against the several officers by whom 
petitioners have been injured and to skreen and shelter 
the said officers from the penalties they have incurred by 
refusing to put in execution the laws made for the 
preservation of the liberty of H.M. subjects, as well as 
for mainting the royal prerogative etc., the Assembly have 
passed an act of a most unusual and extraordinary 
nature intituled for the prevention of suits and distur- 
bances to H.M. Judges and Magistrates in this Province 
on account of the Habeas Corpus Act. To which act 
although it is expressly contrary to several of his 
Instructions, the Governor hath thought fitt to give his 
assent efc. The aforesaid proceedings were not only 
designed to deter H.M. officers from surveying Crown 
lands fraudulently concealed efc., but also by a way 
unpresident and unknown to the English Constitution 
to assume to themselves an independant and uncon- 
troulable power and jurisdiction to determine H.M. 
rights and to prevent H.M. subjects from pursuing their 
legal remedys in the ordinary Courts, or by appealing 
from them to H.M., and to wrest out of H.M. royal hands 
his undou! prerogative of administering justice etc. 
Prayto’ ard by their Counsel against said Act, and 
that i. _..y be repealed. Pray for such further relief 
as H.M. shall think fit.

Continues :—When I was att Albany last September 
I viewed the fort and went to Schanectady to see that likewise and 
found both in a very ruinous condition. I acquainted myself 
with their scituation with respect to Canada as well as to our own 
settlements and am convinced that neither of them at present 
answer the end for which they were first built, for the country is 
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now so farr pretty well settled, and the people are daily settling 
beyond them as farr as they dare, which I own is not farr, in my 
oppinion therefore the most effectual way to extend our settle- 
ments is to erect forts in places more advanced towards Canada 
and so as to have a line of forts between that part of Hudson’s 
River that lyes near the lake which leads to Fort Chamblie in 
Canada and the Fort at Oswego, such a line of frontier garrisons 
would keep the French from incroaching upon us (as they have 
lately done by building a fort between Albany and the Lake) and 
would encourage our planters to extend their settlements to our 
advanced garrisons, by which means the quit rents will be much 
augmented. I have discoursed this affair with some of the 
Assembly who like the thing but seem averse to the expence ; 
and I much question whether I shall at any time be able to bring 
them to it, tho’ it is apparent-that the common interest of the 
Province in time of peace and their protection in time of warr 
is highly concerned in it, if I could but make a begining of building 
one fort between Albany and the new French fort on this side of 
the lake, even that would stop the progress of the French and 
incourage a multitude of settlements to be made beyond Albany, 
but I can’t promise myself much success in it here, if H.M. would 
be at the expence I am confident it would answer all my hopes.

Dec. 15. 440. Governor Cosby to the Council of Trade and Plantations. 
New York. Abstract. When he was at Albany in Sept. to meet the Six 
Nations, the Sachems of the Mohocks, the most warlike of them, 
desired a conference with him. He summoned the Councils who 
attended him, and the Sachems asked for redress of a gross deceit 
and injury done them by the Corporation of Albany. They said 
they were the natural owners and proprietors of that part of the 
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Mohocks’ country where they lived and which their ancestors had 
held and cultivated etc. They were under the protection of His 
Majesty, and relied on his justice and goodness that the Govern- 
ment would never make any attempt to dispossess them. Yet 
a year or two ago, the Mayor and some others of the Corporation 
of Albany did insinuate to them that Governor Montgomerie had 
an intention to take their lands from them, and possibly some 
future Governors might pursue the same intentions, and that 
there was but one way to secure their lands from such attempts, 
which was to make them over to the Corporation in trust for them, 
and that then the Corporation would withstand all such attempts 
and preserve their lands to them etc. They accordingly executed 
a deed, as they supposed, making over their lands to the Corpora- 
tion in trust for such time only as they should think fit. The 
Corporation promised them a counterpart of that deed, but 
never gave it them. Some time afterwards, they were informed 
that it was not a deed of trust, but an absolute conveyance of 
1000 acres of low or meadow ground at Tiononderoga, their best 
planting ground efc. He sent for the Mayor desiring him to 
bring the deed, which being read and interpreted, the Sachems 
cried out with one voice that they were cheated, and vowed that 
as long as there should be one Mohock liveing, the people of 
Albany should never have a foot of that land. If they had no 
redress, they would leave their country and go over to the French. 
They begged to have the deed delivered up tothem. He enquired 
if the Corporation had give them any consideration for it, whereby 
it might appear that there was an intention of a purchase, but 
not finding that they had given them anything, and the fraud 
being but too evident, he gave the deed into the hands of the 
Sachems, who with great rage tore it into pieces and threw it into - 
the fire etc. The Corporation talk of applying to H.M. for a 
confirmation of their charter, pretending that they have a right 
to these lands by the charter granted them by Collo. Dongan. 
States that case and is persuaded the Board will advise against 
such confirmation, the Col. Dongan having granted a charter in 
his own name, which gave a perpetual licence to purchase from the 
Indians efc. As to the 1000 acres of land at Tiononderoga, it 
may be fatal to the frontier settlements to grant them anyhow 
till they are first purchased of the Mohocks efc. On the 15th a 
sloop from Louisbourg arrived with two officers on board bearing 
letters from the Governor and Intendant of Cape Breton desiring 
his permission to purchase provisions for the garrison and island 
who were in the utmost distress. Their dependence ison Canada 
for bread and pease, but the crops have failed. With the advice 
of the Council, he permitted them to purchase specified quantities 
etc. A garrison depending on beef and pork from France and 
uncertain crops of grain in Canada must make that place in time 
of war very precarious, especially if our men-of-war are active etc.

441. Mr. Morris to the Council of Trade and Plantations. 
Abstract. Since his letter enclosing some prints (v. Oct. 4) there 
are more made public, and some articles of complaint (v. encl. i.), 
which are intended to be laid before H.M., and are enclosed for 
the Board’s perusal. The case of the Albany deed is endeavoured 
to be evaded by the approbation of the Council, which reflects 
upon the approvers, and the Governor’s influence over them etc. 
Mr. Horsmanden is the person meant by the 14th article (encl. i.), 
a gentleman of breeding and sense and a barrister, but no estate, 
and unable to pay a mortgage maturing this month etc. Con- 
tinues :—The affair of the French sloop (Art. 27-30) gives much 
uneasiness to the inhabitants (v. preceding): Whether as some 
suppose, she was sent by the French Government to sound our 
harbours and discover our strength: or, as others guesse, on a 
scheme projected by the Governour, and his brother, a Major at 
Annapolis Royall, (who has married a French lady of that place) to 
carry on a clandestine trade with the French, ’tis certain that the 
pretence of a bad harvest at Canada and want of provisions at 
Louisbourg, was but a mere sham. By the accounts we have 
among the riorcantile folks, the French are laying in large stores 
of provisions in all their garrisons in America ; and a vessel they 
chartered here to carry provisions, it’s supposed will be sent to 
some of their islands. Had the Governor confined the persons 
that sounded our harbours etc., he would have done nothing but 
what the French would have done in the like case, who make 
prisoners of any English man that goes to Canada: as your 
Lordps. may learne from Mr. Livingston, who goes over with 
this ship: he is to be heard of at the New York Coffee house in 
London. I sometime since sent a son of mine, with a son of the 
late Commissioner Swanson to Canada to learn the language ; 
but the Governour of Canada made prisoners of them and sent 
them back etc. Has s en an affidavit of the last articles. By 
false muster rolls and the misapplication of the soldiers’ money 
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and that of the presents to the Indians, the Governor makes a 
vast profit, but the consequence is that our garrisons are left 
defenceless and we have lost a great part of our Indians, who are 
gone over to the French, and the soldeirs now at New York (if 
the officer who made the affidavit may be believed) are most of 
them, either convicts transported, or papists, or both: not the 
most likely people to make a good defence against the French; 
or the fittest to be trusted in a frontier garrison. I know several 
of these soldiers who have neither had pay nor clothing for several 
years etc. The Council’s address to the Governor, telling him 
how happy this Province is, to be under the command of a person 
so able to defend it, in case of a war, which they suspect to be 
approaching, was brought, he is told, ready drawn into Council 
according to custom and signed without much hesitation, but 
really amounts to no more than the Governor’s own address to 
himself. They are the only persons who have a good opinion of 
him, for no man was ever so universally hated efc. Continues : 
His new Exchequer Court, and a series of rash actions in every 
part of his conduct, have so farre exasperated the people, as 
gives room to suspect, that he cannot be long verry safe etc. 
The Board will find that this is confirmed by most who go from 
these parts, and that the Governor’s recall will be necessary for 
H.M. service ; for the safety of the inhabitants and of the writer.

Heads of Articles of Complaint to be exhibited against 
Governor Cosby by Rip Van Dam. Abstract. (i) You 
have not communicated any of H.M. Instructions to the 
Councill as by your Instructions you are obliged to do 
where their advice and consent was necessary. (ii), nor 
H.M. orders against your receiving presents, which you 
are positively directed to cause to be registred in the 
Councill and Assembly books. (iii) You have contrary 
to your Instruction displaced and (iv) appointed Judges, 
Justices of the Peace, and Sheriffs etc., without advice 
of councill. (v) The Councill being by H.M. appointed 
to be a part of the Legislative body, and as such to sit 
and act seperate from the other parts, you have not 
permitted them so to do, but (vi) have taken upon you 
(in order to influence their debates) to sit among them 
and act as their President, tho H.M. has given you only 
a negative voice efc., and (vii) during all the sittings of 
the Assembly, have not suffered the Council to proceed 
on any business till so late in the sessions, that they 
could not prepare bills necessary for the publick utility, 
or duly consider those prepared by the Assembly, but 
were compelled to pass them without amendment for 
want of time eic. (viii) Where the advice of the 
Councill has been thought necessary, you have not given 
general summonses, but have only summoned so small a 
number as would constitute a Quorum in which you were 
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sure of a majority etc. (ix) When the advice of Councill 
was required, it has been usual for them to consider the 
same in a Committee efc., but your practice has been 
to concert what opinion was most suitable for your 
purpose and then to summon such particular members 
in a hurry, a majority of wch. were prepared to give the 
opinion desired efc. This is a virtual suspension of the 
members not summoned, one of which has not been 
summoned to any Councill for above a twelvemonth 
past, tho in town at every time of their sitting, which 
I take to be a suspention of that member without advice 
of Councill. (x) You have taken upon yourself to act 
as President of the Councill in receiving bills and 
messages from the Generall Assembly. (xi) You have 
violently taken from the members of the General 
Assembly bills and messages they were bringing to the 
Council etc. (xii) and in open Council maltreated them 
for so doing, and (xiii) the members of Council for daring 
to debate concerning their right of receiving bills and 
messages from the Assembly efc. (xiv) You procured a 
person to be appointed to the Council who is in neces- 
sitous circumstances etc. (xv) By these methods you have 
rendered the Council useless in their Legislative capacity, 
and put it in the Governor’s power to squander the 
public money etc. (xvi) You have, by advice of Councill 
so partially modelled and summoned, taken upon you 
to erect a Court of Equity in the Supream Court by 
ordinance without consent of the Generall*Assembly by 
legislative act, contrary to the laws of England, and the 
Royal Commission and Instructions to you etc. (xvii) 
For that tho’ by the said ordinance it seems pretended 
to give only to the Supream Court such powers as the 
Court of Exchequer has in England, yet contrary to the 
known laws of that Court you have by the same ordinance 
impowered the Judges in vacation at sittings by them 
to be appointed and adjourned at their will and pleasure, 
to teste writs and to make writs returnable at the days 
of such sittings, whereby the good people of this province 
are subjected at all times of the year to be called from 
their vocations by the writs of that Court, which as it 
has been to me, so in time it will prove to the grievous 
vexation of the people eic., by rendring the proceedings 
in law uncertain and precarious. (xviii) The said 
Court of Equity is erected without any check or means 
to controle or prohibit it in case it should take upon it 
the cognisance of matters purely tryable at law and by 
jury, whereby the people are subjected as to their 
rights and liberties to the meer will and pleasure of the 
Judges of that Court ; whom you have taken upon you 
to place and displace at your meer will and pleasure ; 
and consequently the meer will and pleasures of 
Governours, is introduced to be the law etc. (xix) You 
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have by threatning and abusive messages to the late 
Chief Justice endeavoured to warp him to your purposes 
and fright him from doing his duty. (xx) You have 
displaced the late Chief Justice without advice of 
Council etc., without cause to the world known, unless 
it was for giving an opinion on a matter of law that came 
judicially before him. (xxi) You have appointed a 
Chief Justice and Second Judge without advice of 
Councill, in all probability to promote your own purposes 
etc. (xxii) You have made use of the King’s name to 
prosecute me for _— own sole advantage, and refusing 
me the means of comeing at common justice against 
you, tho’ requested of you by me in the humblest manner. 
(xxiii) You have displaced Sheriffs without advice of 
Councill, and put in strangers having no visible estates 
and without their giving any security efc. (xxiv) Some 
of these persons were youths unfit for these offices. 
(xxv) Contrary to good faith and common honesty you 
delivered to the Indians to be destroyed the deed given 
by them to the Corporation of Albany for a considerable 
tract of land, to the great and irreparable damage of 
the said Corporation etc. (xxvi) Nicholas Cooper, made 
by you high Sheriff of Westchester, one of the most 
considerable counties, is a stranger and person of no 
visible estate, and is supposed to have been by you put 
into that place in order to defeat the election of the late 
Chief Justice to the Assembly, in favour of one Foster, 
a known Jacobite, set up against him and countenanced 
by the now Chief Justice and Second Judge appearing at 
the head of his party: did actually refuse the votes of 
38 of the people called Quakers, the most considerable 
freeholders in the said county efc. ; and you still continue 
Cooper in his office. (xxvii) You suffered the French 
sloop Le Cesar which came hither from Louisburgh to 
trade and take in provisions efc., without any proper and 
sufficient enquiry into the truth of the letter of the 
French Governour efc. (v. preceding, encl. iii), the 
circumstances of the French at Cape Brittoun, the quality 
of the persons on board, their behaviour in coming to 
this place, and the true design of their coming; all 
which you might have discovered (if you would) to have 
been very contrary to what it was pretended by them 
to be. (xxviii) It was known to the greatest part of 
this town and might have been known to you that there 
was no scarcity of provisions at Cape Brittoun nor a 
bad harvast in Canada; that there was an Engineer 
and 3 French pilots on board; that they dilligently took 
all the soundings and land-marks and views of land 
comeing into this port, which made it evident that 
their intention was to discover the way into and weekness 
of this place etc.; for which they ought to have been 
confined till H.M. pleasure was known efc. On the 
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contrary you suffered them to go back thro’ the sound 
and thereby to discover also our soundings and land 
marks that other way into this port. (xxix) You 
suffered them to land 4 hogsheads of claret, 2 hogsheads 
of brandy and 2 of sallet oyle, contrary to the laws of 
trade and your Instructions ete. (xxx) You received 
all the said claret etc. by way of present etc., and this 
I suppose induced you to grant a liberty to trade here 
which you ought not to have done. (xxxi) You have 
caused no muster to be made of the companies of fuzilers 
under your command for above a year past and yet have 
got muster rolls signed as if there had been musters 
duly made. (xxxii) You instead of 100 men in each 
company do not keep 40. (xxxiii) You have not 
delivered cloathing for so many as 40 in a company, and 
yet procured receipts as if you had delivered the whole.

The Proceedings of Rip Van Dam Esq. ; in order for 
obtaining Equal Justice of H.E. William Cosby, Esq.

He states (22nd Oct.) that “ His Majesty having by his 
Instruction of 3lst May, 1732, appointed Your Excel- 
lency to receive, and take to your own use, the one half 
of the salary, perquisites and emoluments, due to the 
Captain General of this Province, during my administra- 
tion ; and having, by the same Instruction, appointed 
me to receive and take to my own use, the other half ; 
and your Excellency having caused a bill to be filed in 
Equity in the King’s name, for the discovery and pay- 
ment of what small matter was received by me, during 
my administration on that account: I therefore might 
well have hoped that your Excellency would voluntarily, 
long agoe, have rendered to me a full discovery of what 
you received, for sallary, perquisites, and emoluments, 
during that time efc.” But H.E. having refused to 
give him such an account, he makes his own estimate, 
by which he makes it appear the Governor Cosby owes 
him £3537 0s. 9d. He estimates the emoluments derived 
from the exchange on money for the pay, subsistence, 
clothing etc. of the Companies during his administration 
(July Ist, 1731, Aug. Ist, 1732) at £5383 6s. 8d., 
making with money derived from salaries, presents for 
Indians etc. £8383 6s. 8d. received by Governor Cosby, 
whilst he received only £1975 7s. 10d. So that there 
was “more received by His Excellency than by Van 
Dam £6407 18s. 10d. He explains that H.E. not 
having answered his two letters of Aug. 27 and Sept. 27, 
in which he petitioned H.E. for his appearance to a 
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declaration, at his suit for those monies, thus paying 
him the highest regard by applying for justice by 
petition, the method by which the King’s subjects are 
entitled to justice even from the King himself, he then 
presented his declaration to the Judges of the Supreme 
Court now sitting, requesting them to sign a letter of 
request to H.E. to appear to his suit, as is usual for the 
highest Courts of Equity to send to the Peers of England, 
before issuing of the King’s process against them. But 
not being able to show any precedent of such letter 
being granted by the Courts of Common Law, the 
Judges declined to sign it. ‘‘ Whereupon my Council 
conceived, that no process whatsoever, that could 
affect your person, could in the nature of things be ; 
but conceived, that summons and distress infinite, as 
it lay against the Peers of England, and priviledged 
persons, might well lye against your Excellency ; and 
in order to that they prepared a summons, and sent it 
to the Clerk, to have it sealed, but he refused to seal it. 
Thus .. . all the most respectfull ways of coming at 
what I conceive is justice from your Excellency .. . 
have proved ineffectual, while . . your Excellency is

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manner, but as those papers had an eye chiefly to the proceedings 
against him for half of ye salarry and perquisets recived by him as 
president etc., I was resolved to bear them in silence, expecting 
my justification in ye event of ye suit, but Vandam whose hopes 
could be built on nothing but popular clamour, finding all those 
appeals to ye people ineffecutal to provoke me to enter into a 
paper warr to justifye ye proceedings of the Court, my owne 
conduct, and H.M. authority, which ought not to be prostituted 
to ye censure of ye mob, resolved at last to complain of me to 
H.M., and as there is nothing so dear to me as my honour, nor 
anything I covet so much as H.M. gracious and favourable 
opinion of me, I thought it high time to justifye my actions, to 
the best of Kings etc. He accordingly gave the articles to the 
Council for their answer etc. v. following. Continues :—They have 
consider’d Van dam alone as the author of ye paper, it being 
signed by him tho’ they know that he is incapable of every part 
of it except that of his inclinations to libel me, yett they wanted 
noe information to convince them that it was contrived and 
drawn by Morris, the late Chief justice, and Mr. Alexander, one of 
the Councel hinted at as ye person in ye articles that was not 
summoned to Couneel tho liveing in town; I own ye factt and 
think myself excusable since I had allways a full Councle without 
him, for not calling him who (as a Councler must have been a 
judge in ye cause upon an appeal) had readily as a lawyer under- 
taken ye defence of that suit without asking leave of ye Councile 
and ever since has been supposed to have had a principel hand 
in these printed libels ; your Grace will at first sight perceive 
that passion is ye prevailing if not ye only motive to these com- 
plaints, nor have they given their passions any bounds but 
suffer’d thier reason to be carryed aside with it or they would 
never have mentioned ye affair of ye Indian deed; nor have 
they [sic] taken pains to represent as a crime an act of publick 
justice to a nation, efc. (v. 15th Dec.). The Council’s letter is 
not in the least owing to my influence etc. The Courts of Equity 
in this Province want the utmost countenance and all the authority 
the King can give them, especially at a time when H.M. just 
powers to appoint them be openly denied, and in scandelous 
libels insolently branded with the names of despotick, abretary 
and illegal. P.S. I beg your Grace to be so good to me as to 
give my humb. service to-ye duches and Miss Spence etc. After 
I had closed my letter etc. being all who are now in town except 
Vandam and Alexander unanimously and erenestly desier me to 
second thier address to your Grace for ye removal of Vandam 
from the Council Board not careing to sitt with him. I could not 
deny thier request and in truth I think they have all the reson in 
ye wourld to desiere it from ye groos reflections he has cast upon 
them etc. Hopes his Grace will move H.M. for his dismission 
and appoint Paul Richards in his stead, a very substantial 
merchant of excellent character, a very good gentleman born 
here etc. Signed, W. Cosby.

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443. Council of New York to the Duke of Newcastle. Abstract. 
H.E. communicated to us a letter and Heads of Complaint sub- 
mitted to him by Mr. Rip Van Dam for our free and impartial 
opinion, and then withdrew. They have for some time been 
sensible that the most base and unworthy means have been used to 
traduce the Governor, Council, officers and all holding commissions 
here. But as they took such proceedings to be the effect of malice 
and disaffection in those who were deservedly discharged from 
employment, so they were willing to believe that an impotent 
faction supported by falsehood etc., would of itself disperse etc. 
In this they were encouraged by H.E.’s example, who as he had 
given just cause of offence to no man, demonstrated by his conduct 
that he was very slow to take any efc. Mr. Rip Van Dam is only 
the instrument of those who have placed him at their head. 
Reply to the Articles of Complaint (Dec. 15th, encl. 1), though 
Mr. Van Dam has very unfairly shortened the time, this ship being 
to sail in a few hours. (i) The Governor has at all times when 
necessary communicated his Instructions to us, and never refused 
to do so. (ii) This Instruction is universally known and under- 
stood. (iii and iv) Governors have always done so, and the 
Council never interposed within our knowledge, but if he had 
promoted persons obnoxious or of ill fame, we should have thought 
it our duty to represent it to him. (v, vi) Governours have ever 
presided in Council, as the Minutes make apparent. Mr. Van 
Dam did the same. We always look upon ourselves as a Com- 
mittee when H.E. is absent. Our debates are always free, and 
H.E. has made no innovation upon our rights efc. (vii) A 
falsehood so gross and so notorious that it can be no otherwise 
answered than by a positive contradiction to every part thereof. 
(viii, ix) The Council has been as full during H.E.’s administration 
as in times past. Several members live very remote. We and 
others when in town were always summoned, and had full time 
to deliberate upon all matters before us. We hope our resolutions 
are justified by their unanimity. H.E. never attempted to 
influence our votes by his command or authority. (x) All 
Governors have done the same, as well as in the several points 
preceding. (xi) We never heard the least rumour of any such 
violence. If any member of Assembly had ever received such 
treatment, the House would have complained efc. (xii, xiii) 
We remember only one instance of a bill presented to the Council 
which occasioned a debate, in which Mr. Van Dam with a great 
majority declared that he was against the new method, that the 
old forms ought to be observed, no inconvenience having ever 
arrisen from it. (xiv) We know not any such person. The only 
persons who have taken seats since H.E.’s arrival are Henry 
Lane and Daniel Hopkinson, of good position and high esteem eic. 
(xv) We endeavour to be as useful to H.M. and his people as we 
possibly can be. We wear no fetters upon our thoughts, words or 
actions, but enjoy all the libertys of Englishmen and the just 
priviledges of our stations. We have our share in making those 
acts by which all publick moneys are levyed. None of it is 
squandered, but all apply’d to the uses for which it is given. 
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(xvi) The calumny in this and other articles as falsely as 
malitiously repeated is spoken to before ; but as to the other part 
of it, when this ordinance was made, it was first considered by all - 
the gentlemen eminent in the law, and then reconsidered by all 
the Judges of the Supreme Court. Mr. Morris, late C.J., even 
before the making this ordinance, received several bills in the 
Court of Exchequer filed by the Attorney General by the direction 
of Archibald Kennedy, H.M. Receiver General. (xvii) Sittings 
out of term were appointed for the better dispatch of buisyness 
and the generall ease and benefitt of the subject and are universally 
esteemed as such, for we have but four terms in the year of no more 
than seven days continuance. These terms as well as the sittings 
have always been appointed by ordinance of Governour and 
Councill. It is too well known how much H.M. interest has 
suffered for want of proper methods to recover his quitt rents eéc., 
and to the obtaining them H.E. and Councill had speciall regard 
in this appointment which as it was also intended to give relief 
on the Equity side, is a very evident proof that H.E. who is our 
Chancellor has no arbitrary design therein, or efc. he would 
certainly have kept that supreme power of determining in equity 
as intirely in his own hands as all his predecessors had done. 
But we believe and some of us know that H.E. having considered 
that he should necessarily pass many months in New Jersey, and 
a considerable time in his voyage to Albany, and that many suits 
of very old standing were still depending in the Court of Chancery 
for quitt rents which were a grievous burthen and expense to the 
people, he was inclined to ease them thereof by these more 
frequent sittings etc. Whatever Mr. Van Dam’s own sufferings 
may be, they are the consequence of his own obstinacy, he having 
refused to answer a bill filed against him in this Court eéc. He 
can appeal etc. (xviii) This article is of a very high nature. “Tis 
a very heavy accusation against the Governor and Councill, 
against all the Judges, and against every person with whom 
H.M. has lodged the dispensation of law in this Province, ’tis an 
imputation of the grossest folly, ignorance and corruption to all 
these orders etc. No attempt has been made to overthrow the 
Common Law or tryall by jurys, nor is there a province in H.M. 
Dominions where the subject is in fuller enjoyment of all that 
happiness which we derive from the English Constitution eéc. 
These accusation containe the highest violation of honour, justice 
and truth that ever was made by any of its inhabitants, for no 
other man would dare to assert that we had not the same course 
of appeal we ever had or that any one of our Judges has made one 
wrong step since that change which has given Mr. Van Dam and 
those turbulent spirits which actuate him so great and unreason- 
able displeasure. (xix) We never heard of any message first sent 
by H.E. to the late Chief Justice. We are told that after long 
neglect on Mr. Morris’s side of that duty and respect which he 
ow’d to H.E., he did send Joseph Warrell Esq., a gentleman of the 
Law and of very fair character, to the Governour under pretence 
of making an apology for his omissions etc. We believe that no 
other message ever past between H.E. and Mr. Morris. (xx) Mr. 
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Morris held his office at pleasure, and we do not think there is any 
man who wishes he had held it by a stronger tenure. (xxi) Mr. 
James De Lancey having withdrawn, the Council describe his high 
qualifications, whose promotion as Chief Justice gave the most 
general satisfaction, as does his continuance. He was second Judge 
and Mr. Philipse, a very worthy gentleman of plentifull fortune 
and good education, third, so that their advancement has been 
regular and of common usage efc. (xxii) When Mr. Van Dam 
was President, he received the whole salary and perquisites of 
Government. The majority of the Council consented, because 
he was thought to be a responsible man, and able to pay back 
the half, if H.M. did not allow him the whole. H.M. having 
declared, he should be entitled to no more than the half, the Board 
ordered him to refund the moiety to the Province Treasury, and 
upon his refusall the Attorney General was directed to file a bill 
against him in H.M. name for said salary and perquisites. We 
know of no just demands which Mr. Van Dam has upon H.E., 
if he had any, we verily believe that the Governour wo’d have 
discharged them. (xxiii, xxiv) The Governours have allways 
made such charges in the civil offices as to them seem’d meet, to 
him the people complain when they labour under any grievances 
or receive any hardships from the neighbouring Justices or 
Sherriffs, and ‘tis very reasonable that H.E. should know these 
things and exercise this power. We have great reason to believe 
that such persons as he has promoted are fitt for their employ- 
ments. If we knew anything to the contrary, we wo’d be the 
first to represent it to him. In the appointment of the Mayor 
and Sheriffs of the Citys and Countys of York and Albany, H.E. 
did name them in Councill as usuall. (xxv) Refer to Minute of 
Council. If the practice of surprising the Indians into purchases 
or deeds of that kind be admitted, that one Corporation of 
Albany wo’d have it in their power to starve, distres and drive 
from us the whole nation of the Mohauks whose friendship and 
neighbourhood this Province co’d very ill spare. (xxvi) We all 
know Mr. Cooper personally, and that he supported himself very 
handsomely before he had that office, and has behaved himself 
very well in it. Here is an Act which obliges the Sherriff to 
tender the oath of freehold to every voter for the choice of the 
Representatives if required. Severall Quakers did vote at the 
last election there, and Mr. Cooper as required by one of the 
candidates did tender the oath to some of them eic.; they were 
not the most considerable men in the county. We are confident 
that the Governor had no views to the election when he appointed 
Mr. Cooper, there being no appearance of contest or opposition 
at that time etc. Mr. Forster is well known to us; he has been 
for a long time Clerk of that County, he has taken the oaths to the 
late and present Kings, is a man of very good character efc. 
(xxviii-xxx) In this whole transaction H.E. took no one step but 
by the unanimous advice of the Council etc. We are well assured 
of the distress which those people were in, and have long been 
fully informed of the scarcity in Canada etc. Since we entred 
upon this affair, the Post from Boston is arrived and brings advice 
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that the French sloop has been seen off Martha’s Vineyard etc. and 
they have advice at Boston that unless the provisions put on 
board here do arrive safe at Cape Breton, the people there must 
perish. (xxxi-xxxiv) Upon considering these articles, we sent 
for the officers of the two Independent Companys garrisoned here, 
Capt. Richard Riggs, Andrew Nicholls, Capt. Lt., George 
Ingoldsby and Timothy Bagley, Lieutenants, who offered to 
depose on oath that their companies were now full and full 
cloathed, and the cloathing as good as ever it was efc., and that 
H.E., the last winter being exceedingly severe, had given over 
and above the usual cloathing surtout coats to both companies 
out of his own bounty etc. We have never heard of any com- 
plaints from the other two companies at Albany efc. The affair 
is to us astonishing beyond measure. We have been, while we 
traced Mr. Van Dam through a labarynth of detestable falsehoods, 
very often at a loss to believe that a man of his years could forge 
so many and so notorious scandalls, but efc., the resentment, 
malice and revenge of some of the wickedest of men are thrown 
into his assistance. No government or administration can please 
those restless minds. Nothing will satisfy them but that power 
which they joyfully would exercise to the destruction or ruin of 
their fellow subjects. We etc. are dayly more sensible of our 
happiness under H.E.’s administration. We know that the 
people are so too efc., though designing, nasty and ill men will 
allways have some blind converts etc. As we have efc. pray’d 
H.E. that we may be no longer obliged to sit with a man who has 
heen guilty of defaming the Administration and thereby endeavour- 
ing to render H.M. Government odious to the people, we in most 
humble manner beseech your Grace that the said Rip Van Dam 
may no longer be continued in H.M. Councill etc., it being evident 
to us that he has prostituted his name to the seditious designs of a 
few disaffected and discontented persons efc. The preservation 
of the publick peace, the wellfare of this province, and that due 
sense which the people here ought to have of the blessings they 
enjoy by the settlement of the Crown in H.M. most illustrious 
house do at this juncture very much depend upon your Grace’s 
reception of this our prayer efc.

Morris, but well remembers carrying an answer from the 
Governor to a message which on 18th March, Mr. Morris 
pressed him to deliver, although he endeavoured to 
avoid doing so. Circumstances described. Continues : 
Mr. Morris desired me to tell the Governor he acknow- 
ledged he had given Mr. Kennedy a caution how he 
voted in Councill for the passing an ordinance which 
(he was informed) was soon to come before ’em, for it 
was his opinion it was against law ; and that his calling 
witnesses to take notice he had given him such caution

Continues : I deliver’d this message in six mints. after 
I reed. it to the Govr. who desir’d me to tell the Cheif 
Justice in answer, That he need not give himself any 
trouble about the affair, that he wou’d neither receive a 
visit or any message from him ; that he cou’d neither 
rely upon his integrity nor depend upon his judgement 
or opinion ; that he thought him a person not at all fitt 
to be trusted with any concerns relateing to the King : 
that ever since his comeing to the Governmt. he had 
treated him both as to his own person and as the King’s 
representative, with slight, rudeness and impertinence, 
nor did he desire to see or hear any further of or from 
him.

448. i. Petition of Col. Samuel Horsey to the King in Council. 
Petitioner was principally concerned in procuring the 
surrender of Carolina from the Lords Proprietors etc. 
He was appointed a trustee in the Act of Parliament for 
executing the same. On 2Ist Dec., 1726, the Lords 
Proprietors signed a warrant to make him a Landgrave 
and to grant him 4 baronies, or 48,000 acres, which were 
to be annexed to the said honour of Landgrave. By the 
Act of Parliament for conveying the said Province to 
your Majesty, all legal grants made before that time 
were confirmed. While the surrender was carrying on, 
the Committee of the Privy Council enquired what 
lands had been granted by the Lords Proprietors, who, 
in answer, did among several others return this grant 
and mentioned it as not yet taken up by reason of the 
unsettled state of the Province. Petitioner did not 
attempt to take it up or insist upon it while he was 
concerned in the Treaty because he woud avoid doing 
anything which might give the least obstruction to the 
Proprietors’ surrender, choosing rather to depend upon 
H.M. goodness efc.

on but slowly, will in the mean time enable us to make a defensive 
war against the rebels, and in time to come facilitate such attempts 
as the country can be induc’d to enter upon for their extirpation. 
The detachment from the two Independent Companys and the 
remains of the partys posted at the Brest Work, and sending 
frequent patroles to all the avenues have kept the slaves at a bay, 
and cover’d the frontiers pritty well hitherto, so that they have 
attempted nothing of moment in these parts since our last mis- 
carriage, but to the westward in Hanover parish where we least 
expected it, they have destroy’d a plantation belonging to one 
Knowles, a minor, burnt the works and the canes, but the planta- 
tion slaves escap’d by flight. I have us’d all endeavours in my 
power toward the making their militia better and more serviceable, 
which I am afraid is but labour in vain, the foot consisting chiefly 
of hir’d servants and free negros who have no obligations either 
of honor or interest for the defence of their master’s propertys. 
I am therefore about encreasing the numbers of horse, such consist- 
ing of men that have some property of their own and may be with 
more expedition sent from one place to an other in case of appre- 
hensions from abroad; I cannot in duty forbear giving your 
Lordships my opinion that in any such event this island is in a 
very defenceless condition, considering the number of declar’d 
enemys in the mountains and conceal’d ones else where. There 
are still two vacancys in Council by means of the resignation of 
Mr. Stout and the death of Mr. John Moore. It would be of great 
ease and use to the Government if such were appointed to supply 
vacancys there as by their near residence are inabled to attend a 
Council upon a summons, for which reason I humbly take leave to 
recommend Rose Fuller and Thomas Barritt, Esqrs. to such 
vacancys as already are or may hereafter fall out, having former! 
recommended William Gordon, Esq. to the first. Over the belly 
of the greatest opposition I have made a shift to finish the ram- 
parts of the Fort of Titchfield Point at Port Antonio, and we are 
about preparing and laying in of materials for the barrack which 
is close [to] it. The ramparts are of square stone inside and out, 
fill’d with limestone and morter and a very fine piece of work and 
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when that is finish’d and the orders of the Admiralty for the 
security of Lynche’s Island executed, in my opinion it will prove 
the surest hold H.M. has of this island as well as the most con- 
venient fort and safe harbour for H.M. ships, either to intercept 
or annoy a foreign enemy when it shall be our misfortune to have 
any such. I beg leave to assure your Lordps. that whilst I 
remain here nothing shall be omitted for H.M. service and the 
safety of this island in the power of a man who has long strugled, 
and must continue so to do with unreasonable opposition and 
mistaken interest of a very vicious faction efc.

463. Two letters to Mr. [? Horatio] Walpole, submitted to 
the Duke of Newcastle, containing criticisms of a pamphlet 
entitled The State of the Island of Jamaica, addressed to a Member 
of Parliament. The writer urges the “ necessitty there is, that 
not only a revenue be settled equal to the annual expence of the 
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Government, but also a provision be made by some new laws for 
the better recovery of just debts, and the better peopling and 
settling of the island, at the same time that the body of laws are 
re-enacted or confirmed by the Crown.” For this reason he 
thinks it a good thing that the bill which his late Majesty directed 
to be transmitted to the Governor for making the laws of that 
island perpetual, was rejected by the Assembly. For if it had 
been passed, it would probably never have been in the power of 
the Crown to put the affairs of Jamaica upon a solid and lasting 
foundation ; for the revenue which was thereby to have been 
given was £3000 a year too little for the expence of the govern- 
ment : acts would have been made perpetual, which are destructive 
of the trade and better settlement thereof by preventing the 
recovery of just debts, and by not making the estates of deceased 
persons liable to the payment of debts, or the not extending of 
lands, for the satisfaction of creditors, all which points Governors 
were instructed to recommend to the Assemblies to remedy, but 
were as often refused. Had the bill passed, the Crown would have 
beer. prohibited from raising the salary of the Governor (which 
has been found necessary in the course of some years, from £1000 
to £2500), or from giving a salary to a Lt. Governor, or increasing 
that of the Chief Justice etc. The Assembly acted very much 
against the interest and safety of the island in refusing to make a 
perpetual provision for the Two Independent Companies. With- 
out them, the inhabitants must do duty in the forts, and the 
island lose the advantage of the soldiers’ British pay spent in it. 
As the white inhabitants are not half the number they were 
25 years ago, and the negroes increased more than one third, 
there is an absolute necessity of continuing them, until there is 
double the number of white inhabitants. The Assembly’s reasons 
for rejecting that bill, however, was because of the clause in it for a 
perpetual provision of £2000 a year for the two Independent 
Companies. If it is true that Mr. Hunter has been assured by 
some gentlemen of Jamaica, who are in England, that the people, 
that is the leaders in Assembly there, will readily pass the very bill, 
word for word, that was sent from hence to Jamaica, and was so 
lately rejected by an Assembly, provided the clause in it, relating 
to soldiers be left out, in consequence of assurances that he is at 
liberty by his Instructions to pass a bill so prepared, when offered 
to him by an Assembly for his assent. Points out the danger of 
leaving Governor Hunter with the power thus to perpetuate all 
the acts of Assembly, without its being certain that the revenue 
proposed to be granted will be sufficient for the annual expence 
of the Government. Thinks the revenue voted in 1723, will not 
answer the expence of Government, and computed at that time 
that the estimate of expences (£3000) in that bill was too low by 
£10,000 (including Additional pay (£2000) for the Independent 
Companies). Continues :—‘‘I heartily wish, for the honour and 
ease of the Crown, the peace and prosperity of the inhabitants of 
Jamaica, the benefite and advantage of the traders to that island, 
and the general interest of the people of Great Britain, that the 
people of Jamaica had a body of laws given them by the Crown, 
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and H.M. a revenue settled equal to the annual expence of his 
Government in that island” efc. Is surprised that so many 
Assemblies have failed to take the necessary steps for obtaining 
the one by settling the other. Thinks the best ways of raising 
the necessary money are duties on wines, quit rents and a deficiency 
tax. Nobody can say that the money thereby raised in this way 
“* will be a grievous tax upon the inhabitants of this island, whose 
trade is so very considerable and the produce of whose estates is 
so very great. Were only the gentlemen who have estates and 
plantations in Jamaica to pay this sum of £14,000 per annum, it 
would be far short of what the gentlemen of any other of H.M. 
Colonies pay to the support of their Governments, £14,000 per 
annum being not three per cent on the value of the produce of 
their estates, whereas in the other sugar Colonies they raise double 
three per cent besides the four and a half per cent duty. Though 
the value of the produce of Jamaica in sugar is now near trebie 
what it was at the Revolution, and the number of negroes more 
than double, yet white people in the island bearing arms are not 
so many by some thousands. This is because before the Revolu- 
tion the plantations were very small ones, and not any one planter 
had as many negroes as every owner of a sugar plantation has now. 
The increased production has not been occasioned by many new 
families settling, but by the descendants of those who had settle- 
ments before the Revolution, either purchasing the small planta- 
tions, or runs of land near them, or settling the lands which 
their fathers had early obtained by grants from the Crown. Also 
the act whereby évery owner was obliged to keep a white servant 
to every ten negroes, has been replaced by acts obliging him to 
keep first a white man to every twenty and then a white man or 
woman to every thirty negroes only etc. Without date, signature 
or endorsement.

Whereupon a similar petition was preferred 
to H.E. in Council, but no further day could be obtained, and 
Counsel was obliged to speak to it instantly, with as little success. 
Hopes that no hardships will be suffered to be put on him by the 
said bill, but on the contrary that some method may be found 
out for payment to him for the several public services by him 
done in the execution of his said offices, for which for some years 
past he has received no payment, tho by H.M. Order in Council, 
15th Augt., 1728, it has been recommended to the Assembly, and 
though on examination from time to time allowances have been 
made and orders given by the Council of the Island for doing the 
same. By this intended law no allowance is made, nor fee 
established for the public services of his office, though there is 
no salary annexed to it, and he has to pay a great rent for his 
office and employ Clerks and Deputies and constantly to attend 
the Governor and Council, take minutes and transcribe, transmit 
and publish all acts efc., and find stationery for the Council eéc. 
He has not received one penny for all the said services for some 
years, but instead by this intended law they so curtail the fees 
of his office for private business, that it will make it impossible for 
him to find persons to execute said offices. It really seems 
designed to render it so burthensome to those to whom H.M. has 
been pleased to grant his patents that they may be obliged to 
throw them up. Throughout this whole proceeding it does not 
appear wherein H.M. Instructions to be aiding his Patent Officers 
have been pursued ; but rather seems that in every article of this 
intended law His royal prerogative is struck at, particularly in 
the 2nd clause requiring all officers and deputies (except Judges 
etc.) to find such security as the Governor and Council shall think 
proper, and for neglect or refusal to do so, the Governor to remove 
such officer and appoint any other person in his place.
